'"pHE importance and utility of the enquiries of the Select 
-* Committee on Finance has been manifefted by the 
public approbation, in the encouragement given to their republica- 
tion. The great national concern of being accurately (and by 
authorityj acquainted with the refources of our country, and the 
manner of their expenditure, is a gratification not often to be met 
with. The laborious duty impofed upon them, and the indefatigable 
attention they have paid to it, is worthy of public efteem. 

This volume contains their Reports uponPoLiCE ; Stationary 
Office : The Civil Government of Scotland, its Reve- 
nues, Difburfements, Eftablifhrnents of the feveral Offices, &c. — 
Admiralty, Dock-YArds, &c. Victualling Office; 
Sick and Wounded Seamen ; Chatham Chest, Green- 
wich and Chelsea Hospitals. 

The " Committee, in continuation of their former enquiries," 
proceeded to call for an eftimate of the total amount of the expence 
of the Navy for the Year 1798, " It being likely to prefent to the 
" Houfe, and to the public, a more diftinft and detailed view of 
" the feveral Articles which form the eftimated amount of this 
" moft important and extenfive branch of the public expenditure, 
" than the ufual practice of voting the naval fupply has generally 

afforded." In their enquiries whether any new (and what) regu- 
lations for the benefit of the public might be made in the Dock- 
Yards, they folicited the attendance and opinions of fome officers 
of the higheft honor in their profeffion, from whofe information it 
is not doubted but the public will receive confiderable benefit. 

The particular manner in which the bufinefs of the Victualling 
Office is tranfatled, in their Report of that branch of National 
expenditure, mufl be not only plcafing but ufeful to the public; 
novel to thofe whofe enquiries have never extended to the fubjeft ; 
and beneficial to thofe immediately concerned with the Office. 

The Committee in their Report have noticed the large emolu- 
ments of fome of the officers in this department, and have made 
fome obfervations thereon ; they have detailed fome particular in- 
ftances, and reafons have been affigned to them why they are fo, one 
of which they have particularly noticed, in a Clerk whofe falary is 
£80 per annum, but by the addition of Fees his net receipt for 

J797. 
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1797, was /"1,574 s the reafon given by this officer, in the name 
of himfelf and others is, " it is only in war time that they have 
*' an opportunity of providing, in cafe , of death, for the future 
" fupport of their families, who would otherwife, in moft cafes, be 
" reduced to the utmofl diftrefs." If the Committee were filent 
upon the justness of the claim of fuch (optional) Fees, they 
were not fo upon the necessity of continuing them, having 
recommended meafures to be adopted, advantageous to the public, 
and ufeful to the individuals connected. 

In the inveftigatiosi of the refources and expenditure of thofe 
inftitutions which are intended as afylums for the brave defenders 
of their country, the Committee proceeded to an enquiry into our 
naval atid military eftablifhments, anxious " that no means fhall be 
" mifapplied or diffipated, which ought to be devoted to fo noble a 
" purpofe." 

The inflitutions of the Chatham Chert, and the Royal Hofpitals 
of Greenwich and Chelfea (thofe manfions of retirement for well 
merited fervices) whilft they reflecl the higheft honor upon the 
royal founders, perpetuate the munificence of a nation to thofe by 
whofe means it has atifen to the higheft degree of honor and riches. 

The inftitution of the Chatham Cheft (an eftablifhment but little 
known except to profeffional men) and the Royal Hofpital of 
Greenwich, are adapted folely for the benefit of thofe feamen who 
have ferved or been wounded in the Royal Navy ; their refources 
and purpofes are fully explained. 

The Royal Hofpital at Chelfea is a military eftablifhment, to 
afford an aiylum of cafe and comfort for veterans who have endured 
long and perilous fervices. This inftitution is fupported entirely by 
the public — they are interfiled in it. 

The Eftablifliincm of this Hofpital is upon a very extenfive fcate 
and many articles of profufion and expence had crept into this 
inftitution, which have undergone many confiderable retrenchments 
fince the year 1782. 

In their concluding obfervations, they notice that, " The minutes 
" of the Board exhibit many abufes, which the prefent Governors 
" have fhewn a laudable defire to correft ; and they have laid the 
" foundation of a reform, which time will gradually carry into 
" effeft, if this Hofpital continues to be conducted upon the fame 
" principles."

ON THE 

POLICE and CONVICT ESTABLISHMENTS. 

T T appearing in the Courle of the Enquiry, made in 
the laftSeflion of Parliament*, into the actual State 
and Functions of the Offices of Hawkers and Pedlers, and 
of Hackney Coaches and Chairs, that the Duties and 
Attendance of the Officers in thefe Eftablifhments were 
inconfiderable ; that their Control in Matters of Police 
was either not very efficient, or fuch as might be other- 
wife obtained ; and that the Revenue collected by them 
bore a very fmall Proportion to the Expence of the Col- 
lection, Your Committee were induced to offer an 
Opinion, that a Reduction in the Expence occafioned 
by thefe Offices (which were both inftituted with a View 
to Matters of Police as well as of Revenue) might be made 

in One of the Three following Modes : 
« 

Firft, That the Two Offices might be confolidated : 

Secondly, That by transferring the Diftribution o{ 
Licences, now granted to each, to the Office of Stamps, 
and the Duties of the Hackney Coach Office, fo far as 
they related to Matters of Police, to the Magiftracy of 
this Metropolis, both might be fuppretfed ; or, 

• 10th and nth Rep. of this Committee* 
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Laftly, if it should be thought expedient to retain 
the Hackney Coach Office as a diftinct Eftablifhment, 
that a material Retrenchment might be made in its 
Expenditure. 

Upon the Re-appointment of Your Committee in 
the prefent Seffion of Parliament, a Proposition has been 
fubmitted to them, which appears upon Examination 
to be well calculated, not only to produce a more falu- 
tary and efficacious Control over tire different Defcrip- 
tions of Perfons who were under the Superintendence of 
the Two Offices above named, but to extend that Con- 
trol, in a Manner highly beneficial to the Public, over 
a Variety of dangerous and fufpicious Trades, the un- 
controlled Exercife of which by Perfons of loofe Con- 
duct is known to contribute in a very high Degree to 
the Concealment, and by that Means to the Encourage- 
mentand Multiplication of Crimes. It isnofmall Recom- 
mendation of this Propofition, that its Effect, as a Meafure 
of Police, will be accompanied by an Increafe of Revenue 
which it is, however, lefs the Object of this Plan to pro- 
cure, on account of its pecuniary Advantage, than for 
the Sake of the Check which will thereby be given to 
the improper Exercife of thofe Trades, which it is 
important to bring under a regular Mode of Infpectibn 
and Control. 

The Plan to which Your Committee allude will be 
found detailed in a Paper * annexed to this Report, 
drawn by the original Propofers, Patrick Colquhoun and 
Charles Poole, Eiquires ; and the Subject is further elu- 
cidated f by the Examination of One of thofe Gentle- 
men, which is alfo fubjoined. 

• Supplement (A.) f Supplement (E. C. D.) 
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The Houfe will learn from thefe Papers, that the 
double Object of Police and Revenue is meanc to be 
obtained by confolidating the Two Boards abo m ra- 
tioned, and by requiring not only all Hackney Coach- 
men and Chairmen, and Hawkers and Pedlers, as at 
prefent, but alio all Perfons exercifing certain Trades, 
fpecified in the above View, to take out Licences from 
this confolidated Board ; by Means of which a correct 
Knowledge and Regifter of the Names and Places of 
Abode, and eventually of the general Conduct of fuch 
Perfons, will be procured. It is expetted that the 
Amount of the Duty will in fome Inftances tend of itfelf to 
clear the feveral Occupations of fuch Perfons as are the 
moft likely to exercife them to the Prejudice of the Com- 
munity, while a Refufal of the Renewal of the Licence 
to fuch as fhall have been proved to have mifcondu&ed 
themfelves, will tend gradually to purge thefe Occupa- 
tions from the Imputations which are now but too often 
defervedly cast upon them, and make them the Inftru- 
menls of Detection inftead of the Means of Conceal- 
ment of every Species of Fraud and Violence. 

Of the Accuracy of the Detail as to the Number of Per- 
fons fuppofed to be employed in thefe feveral Trades, or as 
to the exadt Amount of the Duty which it would be pro- 
per to impofe upon each of them, it would be difficult 
even for the Propofers of the Plan to be in this State 
of the Inquiry very confident, and it would ill become 
Your Committee to form any decided Opinion there- 
upon ; but it appears to them, that the Principle upon 
which the Plan is founded is liable to no Error ; and fup- 
pofing it faithfully executed, it gives the faireft Prof- 
peel: of Succefs. 
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In the Progrefs of the Examination of this Subject, 
which Your Committee have thought it their Duty to 
make, They were themfelves led to fuggeft the Propriety 
of making Ufe of the propofed Board for the Purpofe 
of facilitating Execution ot the Acts of Parliament 
respecting Aliens. By the Aft 33 Geo. III. 0 4. 
continued and amended by an Act of this Seffion of Par- 
liament, 38 Geo. III. c. 50. various Regulations are 
made refpecling them, by which, among others, 
all Perfons, except Inn-keepers, receiving or retaining 
Aliens of a certain Defcription in their Houfes, are 
bound to make a Return thereof to the Overfeers of the 
Poor, by whom it is to be forwarded to the Clerk of 
the Peace, and fo through the Juftices of the Peace in 
Seflions to the Secretary of State ; and all Aliens are re- 
quired, upon Proclamation made, to regifter themfelves, 
and obtain Licences of Refidence from Perfons to be 
appointed by His Majefty for the granting thereof, with 
certain Conditions and Exceptions; and many other 
Regulations are made in the faid Acts for the Conduct 
and Guidance of the Chief or other Magiftrales within 
whofe Jurildiction fuch Aliens fhould come to refide. 
It occurred to Your Committee, that this Object of 
Police would be materially advanced, if the whole In- 
formation directed to be given in thefe feveral Inftances, 
and the greater Part of the Duties neceflary to be per- 
formed in Conlequence of fuch Information, were ulti- 
mately concentrated in One Board, fubjeft to fuch Com- 
munications between that Board and the other Offices 
of Police and Departments of State as might be ufeful 
jtp the Public Service.

GENERAL VIEW OF THE EXPENCE OF THE 

POLICE. 

Having thus given the Outlines of the Plan refpeft- 
ing the Confolidation of the Offices of Hackney Coaches 
and Chairs with that of Hawkers and Pedlars, Your 
Committee have thought it their Duty to make fome 
Inquiry into the general State of the Criminal Police of 
the Kingdom, which forms a Branch, and that not an im- 
material One, of the Public Expenditure.

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The Articles here enumerated do not include (uch 
Expences relating to criminal Proceedings as are paid 
out of the County Rates, nor thofe which are incurred 
in fuch Cities, Towns, or Places as have pecul'iir jurif- 
dictions ; they do not include any Part of the Expenfes 
of the Eftablifhment of our fuperior Courts of Juftice, 
nor of our Sheriffs in England, the Expenfe of whofe 
Functions in Matters of a criminal Nature are hardly 
diftinguilhable from thofe which arife out of the Exercife 
of their civil Functions ; they do not include any of the 
Expenfes incurred by any of the Public Offices or Boards 
in the Profecution of Offences againft the Objects of 
their Truft, or of their Superintendance ; they cannot 
of Courfe include the Expenfes which are incurred by 
private Individuals in the Profecution of Offences, whe- 
ther of a Public or a private Nature. 

In order, however, to render the View given as com- 
plete as the Nature of the Subject will permit, Your 
Committee have required Accounts from the Treafurers 
of the different Counties, and from the proper Officers 
in the exclufive Jurifdietions throughout Great Britain, 
and alfo from the Crown Agent, Sheriffs Depute, and 
Sheriffs Subditute in Scotland. Your Committee pjo- 
ceed to lay before the Houfe a Sketch of fuch Informa- 
tion upon this Head as they have received. 

It appears from the Account of the Vice Treafurer of the 
County of Cornwall, that the Sum charged upon the Rates 
of that County for Objefts relating particularly to the 
Police, amounted, in the Year ending at Eafter 1797, to

From this Expenfe incurred in the County of Dorfet, 
mull, however, be deducted no lefs a Sum than £495. 
os. \\d. arifing from the County's Share of the Profit 
of the Labour performed by the Prisoners within that 
Year. Few examples of a proportionate Reduction of 
Expenle arifing from this Source will, it is apprehended, 
be found in the Accounts of the other Gaols of the 
Kingdom. Few of them have had the Advantage of fo 
vigilant, active, and zealous a Superintendance. 

If in round Numbers the real Expenfe of the County 
of Dorfet, on the Head of Police, be considered as 
amounting to £1,000, and if the Expenfe of that County, 
whofe Magistrates are peculiarly attentive to its Police, 
and whofe Population it is believed does not exceed the 
Medium of the Population of all the Counties of England, 
can be taken as the Medium of the Expenfes of all thofe 
Counties, it will follow that the Expenfe of all the Coun- 
ties in England on this Head, including Places having 
peculiar Jurisdictions, will not amount to a Jefs Sum 
Annually than ^£0,000. 

Thefe Annual Sums so ftated are, however, indepen- 
dent of the very Sums which have of late Years been 
incurred in moft Parts of England, in the erecting of 
new and in extenfive Reparations of old Gaols : Of this 
Sort of Expenfe the County of Dorfet affords a memor- 
able Example ; and we find in the Paper before referred 
to, that fince the Year 1790, there has been expended 

in 
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in that County alone, on this Account, no lefs a Sum 
than £19,690. 

Of thofe Parts of the Expenfes of the Police^ which 
Your Committee think are fo improperly left as a Burden 
on the Sheriffs in England, it would be difficult to ob- 
tain any correct Information ; but Your Committee 
think that they may be warranted in confidering it in 
the Aggregate at no lefs a Sum Annually than 
£io,oco.

Your Committee having thought it their Duty to enter 
into a more minute Examination of fuch of the component 
Parts of this general Account, refpefting which they have 
been hummed with official Documents *, find that the 
Seven Offices of Police as eftablifhed by 32 Geo. III. c. 53. 
confift each of them of Three Magiftrates with Salaries at 
/"400 a Year each, amounting Annually to - £. 1,200 — 
Of a ill and 2d Clerk, together, at 250 —

It appears from the Account * presented to ) our Committee 
of the total Expenfe incurred by thefe Offices, from the Time 
of their Inllitution in Auguft 1792 to the 5th of January 
1798, on the Suppofition that this Period be confidered as 
being exaftly Five Years and an H.^lf, that the Average 
Annual Amount of the Salaries and Incidents

It is worthy however of Remark that all 
the Salaries, except thofe of the Juftices and 
of the Firft and Second Clerks, are thrown 
into the Incidents ; and that the Average 
Annual Amount of the Salaries actually paid 
within the Period, amounts only to /"9,82s, 
inftead of ^10,150, according to the Efta- 
blilhment ; adding therefore the Difference 
between thefe Two Sums, on the Suppofition 
that the Eftablifhments are kept full - 322

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Under the Head of Incidents fo feparated, are com- 
prized Houfe Rent, Rates, and Taxes, Tradefmen's 
Bills, and iundry Expenles relating to the Bufinefs of 
the Offices. 

To the Salaries and Incidents above ftated, add the 
Salary of the Receiver (hitherto unprovided for by Par- 
liament) at £700 per Annum, and the total Amount 
of Salaries and Incidents is - - £ l S>993 

Independent of this Annual Sum there is alfo a Head 
of Mifcellancous Expenditure, which has not been 
provided for by Parliament ; the Amount of which, 
for the whole Period of Five Years and a Half, was 
.£14,401. 35. ~]\d. From the Specification thereof, 
which may be feen in the Appendix*, it may be pre- 
fumed that the principal Article, to the Amount of 
^"6,956. i2s. Sd. being for the original fitting and 
furniihing the Offices, will not occur again to the fame 
Amount in an equal Number of Years. The other 
Articles, and particularly the Exchequer Fees to the 
Amount of £4,646. gs. 6d. mull for the moft Part 
be considered as Annual. 

It is further ftated to your Committee, that upon the 
Whole there is need of more Conftables, and particu- 
larly in fome of thefe Offices ; and that they want the 
Means of rewarding them for fpecial Services. And 
this is a Point which is alfo ftated by Mr. Colquhoun, 
as one which is peculiarly neceflary for giving Energy 
and Effect to the Endeavours of the Magiftrates in the 
Prevention of Crimes. 

When thefe Seven Offices of Police were firft efta- 
blillied, it was imagined that the Fees alone, which 
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would be received in them, would be fufficient to defray 
their Annual Expenfe ; and the Amount of the Penal- 
ties was therefore directed to be paid into the Exchequer. 
The Experience of Five Years and a Half has fhewn 
that the Average Annual Amount of the Fees does not 
exceed £2, 605. An IiFue to the Amount of £\ 2,000 
a Year has therefore been made from the Treafury, to 
defray fuch Pait of the Expenfe of the Offices as fhould 
not be made good by the Fees, Government having 
thought itfelf limited by the Act of Parliament to an 
Annual Sum of £14,000 a Year for the total Expenfe 
of the Offices, independent of the Salary of the Re- 
ceiver. This Iflue, however, with the Addition of the 
Fees, having proved inadequate to the real Expenfe of 
the Offices, notwithftanding the limited Scale of the 
Eftabhthment, and the moderate Rate of the Salaries, 
the Receiver has been expofed to great perfonal Incon- 
venience by Actions at Law*, brought againft him on 
account of Expenfes incurred, over which he has no 
Control, and to defray which he had no Supply. 

To alleviate the Prellure of this Neceffity, he has 
found it requifke to retain in his hands the Whole of 
the Penalties, which, upon an Average, have amounted 
to an Annual Sum of £1,329 ; but even this Refource 
has not been fufficient entirely to remove an Inconve- 
nience which, Your Committee feel, is one that ought 
not to continue. 

It fhould feem, however (if the Plan, which it is the 
Intention of Your Committee to propofe for the Pay- 
ment of all thefe Offices, fhould not be adopted) that 
the Annual Sum, which has hitherto been iilued by the 
Treafury, together with the Fees and Penalties, would 
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probably cover the Whole of the Salaries, including 
that of the Receiver, together with the Incidents, pro- 
perly belonging to the Offices, and that it would be 
lufficient that an extraordinary Iffue (hould be made for 
defraying the mifcellaneous and extraordinary Expendi- 
ture before defcribed, as it might arife.

It appears that the Receiver of the Seven -f Public 
Offices was alfo appointed by the Secretary of State to 
tranfaft all the Money Concerns of this Office, in the 
Month of July 1793, when this Office was put, as 
nearly as could be done without an A6t of Parliament > 
upon the fame Footing as the other Seven Offices, with 
regard to applying the Fees, and the ordering of its. 
Expenditure. 

The Receiver, Four Times in the Year, makes out 
an Account of the Money wanted to defray the 
Expenles of the laft Quarter ; this is figned by the 
Magiftrates, tranlmitted to the Secretary of State, and 
recommended by him to the Treafury for Payment. 
The Quarter ending on the 5th of January 1798 was 
actually paid in the Middle of May laft. This, although 
it cannot under all Circumftances be confidered as very 
dilatory Payment, is probably protracted beyond the 
Convenience of many of the Parties to whom it is due ; 
and it is particularly defirable that the Patroles at leaft 
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(hould be paid, if poffible, on the Quarter Day. Tout 
Committee cannot but oblerve with Satisfaction, that it 
appears by Returns made by the Magistrates of thefe 
Eight Offices of Police, that the Duties are performed 
in Perfon by all the Individuals holding Employments 
under them, from the higheft to the loweft j a Circum- 
stance of peculiar Importance in Situations, whole Effi- 
cacy depends to much upon Regularity of Attendance, 
conftant Vigilance, and Promptitude of Action. So 
long as the Truth of this Principle {hall continue to be 
felt by every Individual employed in this Department, 
lb long will the Public have Reafon to be Satisfied with 
the Payment of the additional Expenfe incurred by fo 
ufeful an Inftitution : and while, on the one Hand, it 
would be proper to grant an Increafe of fuch Parts of 
any one or other of thefe Eftablilhments as Ihould ap- 
pear on further Enquiry to demand Augmentation, fo 
on the other, if by Change of Circumftances any of the 
Branches of the preient Establishments Ihould from local 
Considerations become more than adequate to the Duties 
required, they Ihould not be Suffered to degenerate into 
Sinecures, but Should be retrenched, till an Increafe of 
Bulinefs Should appear again to require their Restoration. 

It is further Stated to Your Committee, that a con- 
fiderable Defecl is felt in the Police of this Metropolis 
from the limited Jurifdi&ion of the prefent Magistrates 
in every Part of it, and from the Want of an Inftitu- 
tion Similar to that of the Police Offices to be eftablifhed 
in the City of London, as was originally intended and 
propofed * ; that the Delay which neceSTarily takes place 
in obtaining the Sanction of the Local Magistracy, in 
either Cafe, to the Warrants of thofe prefiding in other 
Diftricts, operates in all Cafes to the Advantage of 
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Offenders againft the Laws, and to the Obftrudlion of 
Public Juftice ; add to which, that the numerous and 
important Avocations, both public and private, of the 
truly refpectable Magiftracy of the City, is too often 
inconliftent with that conftant and unremitting Atten- 
tion which the due Prelervation of the Police of the 
Metropolis requires. That it would be unfortunate 
indeed if any local Jealoufy, founded upon no juft 
Grounds, though entertained by very honourable Minds, 
mould continue to deprive even the Inhabitants of the 
City itfelf. as weli as thole of the Reft of the Metro- 
polis, of that Security which a more permanent Atten- 
dance, and a perfecT: Intercommunity of Jurildiclion in 
criminal Matters, between the Magifirates of every Part 
of the Metropolis and or the Four adjoining Counties, 
could not fail to produce. 

It is finally bbferved to Your Committee, that another 
great Source of the Impunity, and therefore of the 
Increale of Crimes, arifes from the Unwillingnefs fa 
often fhewn by private Sufferers to attempt the Recovery 
of their Property, or Redrefs for the Injuries they fuf- 
tain from public Offenders, through the Medium of lb 
much Expenle, Trouble, and Lois of Time, as are the 
ufual Attendants upon criminal Profecutions. 

Your Committee have called for, but have not yet 
received, Returns from the feveral Gaols of this Metro- 
polis, for the Purpofe of Ihewing the Proportion of 
Prifoners Annually difcharged for Want of Proof; no 
fmall Part of whom, it is prcfumed, efcape with Impu- 
nity from this very Caufe. 
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CONVICTS under SENTENCE of TRANSPORTATION. 

§ 3. Your Committee have in the next Place ana- 
lyzed the Papers which have been laid before them, re- 
lative to the Numbers, Expence of Maintenance, and 
Value of Labour performed by the Convicls now on 
Board the Hulks, or confined in the different Gaols of 
the Kingdom under Sentence of Tranfportation. 

It appears that the total Number of Perfons actually 
confined under Sentence of Tranfportation (exclufive of 
fuch, if any, as may be in the Gaols of Southampton, 
Fife, and Kinrofs, from which no Returns have as yet 
been made) amounts to 1 864, of which 1449 are aboard 
the Hulks, and 415 in the different Gaols*

Comparing the Average Number maintained with 
the total Expenfe incurred in the Year, and it will appear 
to be at the Rate of £23. igs. per Head per Annum, 
of which £22. is. o\d. is the Contract: Price, at the 
Rate of i^id. per Day. 

The Remainder confifts of the Allowances above- 
mentioned to thofe who are employed, and of incidental 
Charges, the Nature of which will be feen ftated, with 
regard to Woolwich *. 

It is obfervable here, that the Contract Price made 
in the Year 1792 was only 13!*/. per Day, as appears 
by the Accounts and Papers printed by Order of the 
Houfe on the 10th and 26th of March 1792. The 
increafed Price of all the Neceflaries of Life, which has 
taken place fince that Period, appears of itfelf to afford 
a natural Reafon for that Increafe. 

It appears further to Your Committee, that the Labour 
performed by the Convicts at Langfton and Portfmouth Har- 
bour, in the Year 1797, reckoning it by the £. s. d. 
Day, is eftimated by the Contractor at . 9,224 13 3 

and that performed at Woolwich during the 
fame Period at . 6,578 4 7 

Together 15,802 17 10 
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It is perhaps extremely difficult to calculate the Value 
of Labour, performed under fuch Circumftances, with 
any tolerable Accuracy in any other Manner than by 
actual Meafurement of the Work in fuch Cafes as are 
fit Subjects of Meafurement *. 

The Difference in the Quantum of Work that can 
be produced in a given Number of Hours by a Man 
who is working by Talk Work, compared with what is 
ufually produced by one who works by the Day, is in 
ordinary Cafes very obfervable ; and when the Rate of 
Work produced by & voluntary Labourer is compared 
by that which is done by one whole Labour is in great 
Mealure the Effect of Compulsion, a confiderable Al- 
lowance muft neceffarily be made." 

The Value of Labour, as here computed by the Day, 
is certainly not eftimated at a very high Rate, even 
making Allowance for the difadvantageous Circum- 
ftances under which it is performed ; it is however to 
be remarked that the Rate of Valuation now given are 
considerably higher than thofe which were adopted ap- 
parently for the fame Species of Work, performed at 
the fame Place in 1792-^.

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Thus, the Value of the Labour of the Artificers at 
Cumberland Fort and Weevil Lines, at Portfmouth and 
Langfton Harbours, is now computed at 15^. per Day, 
and the Labourers at gd. which in ,1792 was computed 
together at only qd. per Day by the Contractors them- 
felves. The Value of the Labour of the Artificers at 
the Warren at Woolwich is now computed at 1 yd. per 
Day, and that of the Labourers at 1 zd, whereas in 
1792 their Labour taken together was only valued at 
yd.

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Your Committee have befoie obferved, that the Ave- 
rage Number of Convicts on board the Hulks, in 1797, 
was - - - 1,402 

The Average Number employed was 1 ,032 

The Labour therefore of - - 370 is for 
the moft Part loft to the Community. 

In Confirmation of this Fact, it is ftated in the Re- 
turns from Pordmouth, " That the Convicts cannot be 
ce employed but in clear fine Weather, for that in dark 
" f°ggy Weather, which happens very often, but par- 
" ticularly in Cumberland Fort, there would be great 
" Danger of their effecting their Efcape." 

" That a great Number of Convicts on Board the 
** above Hulks were rejected as unfit to proceed to Bo- 
" tany Bay ; and that many received from the Gaols 
" are fo emaciated by long Confinement and Debility 
" from former Debaucheries, that they are unable to 
" work ; to thefe add the Number neceffarily employed 
" in keeping the Ships and Wards clean, and they will 
" amount to nearly One Third of the whole Number 
" confined." This Account is corroborated by a Re- 
turn fince made by the Board of Ordnance, in which it 
is faid, " That on account of Rain, Fog, High Winds, 
" and other Occurrences, the Convicts are lbmetimes 
tc prevented from leaving their Hulk till late in the 
" Morning; for the fame Reafon they are early on 
" Board ; thus in Winter, or in continued ill Weather, 
" they work but a few Hours in the Day, encumbered 
".by Chains, frequently labouring under the Effects of 
" Difeafe ; even were they conftantly diligent, they are 
" by no Means equal to hired Workmen ; but to add 
" to thefe Difadvantages, fome are averfe to labour, and 

" only 
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a only work while the Eye of their Overfeers is parti- 
" cularly upon them." 

Of the Circumftances refpecting the Employment of 
Management of the 415, who are ftated to be confined 
under Sentence of Tranlportation in the different Gaols 
of the Kingdom, Your Committee have at prefent no 
diftincl Information. It is probable, with the Excep- 
tion of what may take place in One or Two Gaols, 
which are known to have been more attended to than 
others, that little Work is upon the whole obtained 
from them ; and if the ObferVation above quoted from 
the Portfmouth Return be applicable to the Prifoners 
received from the greater Part of our Gaols, the Refult 
is not upon the whole recommendatory of the prefent 
Mode of managing and difpofing of Convicts. 

Precarious, however, as muft at all Times be the 
Value of Labour performed under fuch Circumftances, 
it is obvious that the Pofleflion of fo many idle Hands 
will fometimes be a temptation to engage in Works, 
which, but for this Inducement, would not recommend 
themfelves by their intrinfic Utility. 

EFFECTS OF THE SYSTEM OF THE HULKS. 

Among the Circumftances which have the mofr. 
materially contributed to the Increafe of Crimes, and of 
Expenfe confequent thereon, we lhall, in more than 
One Paflage of thefe Papers, find the Syftem of the 
Hulks pointed out as a principal Caufe of that Corrup- 
tion of Morals, which is the Source of every Species of 
Criminality. 

This is much enlarged upon in the Evidence given 
by Mr. Colquhoun, in which that obferving and expe- 
rienced Magiftrate remarks, " That he had feldom or 

M ever 
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** ever known an Inftance of an Individual difcharged 
" from the Hulks, who had ever returned to honeft 
" Induftry ; but that the indifcriminate Mixture- of 
*' Criminals, which takes place in thofe Efcabliihments, 
" renders them a complete Seminary of Vice and 
<( Wickednefs." 

This State of Things, which there is too much 
Reafon to believe to be real, *' though not" (as he fays) 
" imputable as Matter of Blame to the Contractors, but 
" to the Syftem," is the more to be lamented, fince it 
appears by the Returns made, that the Number of Per- 
fons now confined on Board the Hulks amounts to 
1,449, arK ' tna t the Number of Convicts fentenced to 
be tranfported in the different Gaols of the Kingdom 
amounts at lead to 415, making in all 1,864 Perfohs 
actually confined under Sentence of Tranfportation. 
And we are told, in a Note at the Bottom of the Paper, 
ivhich contains thefe Returns, " That the Reafon why 
*' fo large a Number of Convicts remain here under 
" thefe Sentences of Tranfportation, is becaufe it has 
" been found inexpedient to fend a greater Number of 
" Convicts than have been already lent to New South 
" Wales, until that Settlement (hall have attained a 
** greater Degree of Cultivation; and that the Tranlporta- 
" tion thither has always been gradual, according to the 
" Advices received from the Settlement of the Capabi- 
" lity of receiving them." 

Under thefe Circumstances there remains but little 
Hope that, the Individuals who have been expofed to the 
Contagion of fuch immoral Example, whether they 
fliall finally be fent to New South Wales, or the Periods 
of their Sentences fhall be fuffered to expire here, will 
ever again become ufeful Members of Society, but 

on 
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on the contrary it is to be feared, that whenever they 
fhall be again difcharged on the Public, they will come 
more expert in Fraud, and more hardened in Guilt. 

1ROPOSAL FOR A NEW AND LESS EXPENSIVE MODE 
FOR EMPLOYING AND REFORMING CONVICTS. 

It did not therefore cfcape your Committee, that Mr. 
Colquhoun, in pointing out the Errors of the prefent 
Mode, fpeaks of an improved Syftem for the Employ- 
ment of Convifts, as one of the chief Means by which 
the Expenfes of the Police are to be diminilhed. 

Your Committee were therefore induced to inquire 
whether that Gentleman had any particular Syftem in 
view in making that Obfervation ; and they learnt with 
considerable Satisfaction, that Mr. Colquhoun (who 
appears himfelf to have fubmitted a Plan to the Secre- 
tary of State for this Purpofe) did allude to a particular 
Syftem, from which, according to his decided Opinion, 
if adopted and carried into Execution, infinite Advan- 
tages would arife to the Public, not only in the Dimi- 
nution of the Expenfe at prefent incurred, but in the 
Improvement of the Morals of the Convicts who may 
be placed under fuch an Eftablifhment ; Your Commit- 
tee have therefore annexed to this Report a Sketch of 
that Plan *, contained in a printed Paper, intituled, 
" A Propofal for a new and lefs expenfive Mode for era- 
" ploying and reforming Convicts." 

Imprefled with the Advantages, of which the Perufal 
of the Heads of the Plan appears to juftify the Expec- 
tation, Your Committee were gratified in finding that 
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it had already attracted the Attention, and obtained the 
Encouragement of his Majefty's Government. 

That iolong ago as the 1 ith of June 1 794, the Sum of 
£2,000 had been actually granted to the Propofer, Je- 
remy Bentham, Efquire, under Warrant from the Trca- 
fury *, " to enable him to make the necefiary Prepar- 
" ations for the Cuftody of the Convicts to be confined 
u in the propofed Penitentiary Houfes." 

That an Act of Parliament received the Royal Aflent 
on the 7th July 1794, 34 G. III. c. 84. not only autho- 
rizing but requiring the Lords Commifiloners of the 
Treafury, as foon after pairing the Act as conveniently 
might be, to fix upon Ground therein defcribed, or 
upon any other convenient and proper Spot, within cer- 
tain Limits* for the Ere&ion of one or more Penitenti- 
ary Houfes, and giving the ufual compulfive Powers of 
purchafing the Ground that fhould be fo chofen. 

That Articles of Agreement -j- were thereupon drawn 
up by the Solicitor to the Treafury, and approved by 
the Attorney and Solicitor General, for the Purpofe of 
carrying the Propofal into Effect, reciprocally binding 
upon the Propofer and upon the Lords Commifitoners 
of His Majefty's Treafury. 

That encouraged by thefe Proofs of Confidence and 
Approbation, and by thefe Aflurances of Support, Mr. 
Bentham had proceeded to the Performance of his Part 
of the Contract ^, and had incurred an Expenfe of many 
Thoufand Pounds of his own Money, in Addition to 
that advanced by the Treafury, in confequence of the 
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Preparations which he had made ; but that his further 
Progrefs has been impeded, and the Contract has re- 
mained without Execution, from Difficulties in regard 
to obtaining a Spot of Ground proper for the Pur- 
pofe. 

Your Committee, however, are informed by the Lords 
Commiffioners of His Majefty's Treafury, that they 
have always felt a Difpofition to carry into Effect the 
Contract intended to be executed, whenever a proper Spot 
of Ground could be obtained ; and that the Contract 
intended to have been entered into has been delayed, 
becaufe an effential Part of fuch Contract was to be the 
giving Poffeffion of the Land upon which the Penitenti- 
ary Houfe was to be eredled ; but they are ready to enter 
into the Contract whenever the preliminary difficul- 
ties relative to the Ground are removed. 

Upon further Inquiry Your Committee find that a 
Spot has been pointed out, which appears well adapted 
to the Object, and againft the Appropriation of which to 
a Purpofe fo interefting to the Public no iolid Objection 
occurs ; and that the preliminary Difficulties above al- 
luded to have arifen from the Rules and Orders of the 
Houfe relative to Bills of Incloiure, which are fuppofed 
to be applicable to the Ground in Queftion. The Dif- 
ficulty is therefore One which may be eafily removed 
before the next Seflion of Parliament ; and Your Com- 
mittee were glad to receive from Mr. Bentham himfelf 
the Aflurance of his perfect .Readinefs to proceed with 
his Part of the Bufinefs. 

It is, in the Judgment of Your Committee, no fmall 
Recommendation of the Plan alluded to, that the Con- 
tractor propofes to employ the Prifoners on his own Ac- 
count, 
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count, receiving a proportionably fmaller Sum from the 
Public for their Maintenance. 

But it mud be noticed and remembered, that the 
great and important Advantages which diftinguifli that 
Plan from any other which has been hitherto fuggefted, 
confift in the certain Employment and induflrious Live- 
lihood which it infures to thofe whole Terms of Con- 
finement are expired ; in the Refponfibility which the 
Contractor propofes to take upon himfelf for the future 
good Behaviour of the Criminals intrufted to his Care, 
even when they (hall no longer be under his Controul j 
in the Publicity which is meant to be given to the whole 
Conduct and Effect of the Eftablifhment, moral, me- 
dical, and oeconomical, as well by an Annual Report of 
its State and Proceedings, as by that conftant Facility 
of Infpection which will in an unufual Manner be af- 
forded by the very Form and Conftruction of the Build- 
ing, upon which the prompt and eafy Exercife of the 
fuperintending Powers of the Governor himfelf princi- 
pally depends. 

Your Committee are led to dwell the more on the 
Importance of thefe Advantages, when they contem- 
plate the Accounts which have been furnilhed to them 
of the Periods of Enlargement of the feveral Convicts 
now confined in the Hulks *, to which they defire to 
direct the moft ferious Attention of the Houfe, bearing 
in Mind, as they do the Evidence given by an experi- 
enced Magiftrate of the pernicions Effects produced upon 
the unfortunate Perfons who are confined in thole Semi- 
naries of Vice ; recollecting too, not only that New 
Seuth Wales is at the prefent Moment fully fupplied, 
but it affords no Security for the future good Behaviour 
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of thofe who, having outlived the Periods of their Sen- 
tences, may return again to afflict the Society from 
which they have been feparated. 

It appears, that of 1,534 Convi&s on Board the 
Hulks, on the 5th of June 1798, 93 will be enlarged 
in this Ye?r, 346 in the next, and 1,411 within the 
Period of Seven Years. 

If a fimilar Progrefs be made in the Enlargement of 
thofe who are (till confined in the different Gaols, the 
whole Number of Felons that will be turned looie on the 
Public, will amount to 1,791, a Difcharge at the Rate 
of 254 per Annum, continuing for a Period of Seven 
Years. 

Of the 2,934, unemancipated and unfettled Convicts 
exifting in New South Wales and Norfolk. Ifland, on 
the 22d of October 1796, it is probable from a Con- 
fideration of the Years in which they have been feverally 
fent thither, that the Periods of Difcharge of a fliU 
greater Number will have expired in the fame Seven 
Years ; and if it could be luppofed' that the whole or the 
greater Part would endeavour to avail themfelves of that 
Circumftance to return to the Scene of their former De- 
linquency, the Profpedt would indeed be dreadful, when 
viewed through the Medium of the Experience which 
the Magiftracy of this Metropolis has already had of the 
Effect of fuch Returns. 

Mr. Colquhoun's Teftimony on this Point is, That 
all of the' Delinquents that have returned from thefe 
Settlements, who have come within his Knowledge, are 
either at this Moment Thieves oh the Town, or have 
been executed for New Offences. 
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Your Committee therefore truft, that no further De- 
lay will interfere with the Execution of the Contract 
above mentioned, not only becaufe any fuch Delay 
would add to the Lofs already fuftained by the Con- 
tractor, and thereby enlarge his Claim to Compenfation, 
but becaufe it would deprive the Public for a longer 
Time of the Benefits of a Plan which they cannot but 
look to as likely to be productive of the moft eflentiai 
Advantage, both in Point of CEconomy and Police. 
A Mode of Compenfation has indeed been propofed by 
the Contractor, which, fo far as it goes, has the Advan- 
tage of not being attended with any Expenfe to the 
Public, and to which it does not appear to Your Comi 
mittee that any fubftantial Objection can be made. 

§.4. CONVICTS 

TRANSPORTED TO NEW SOUTH WALES AND NORFOLK ISLAND. 

On the Subject of the Colony of New South Wales 
(under which Denomination muff, be included the Colony 
of Norfolk lfland, though fituate at 1 j20oMiles Diftance) 
the Attention of Your Committee has principally directed 
itfelf to theafcertaining of the Rate of Expenfe per Head, 
as deduced from the total Expenfe incurred by thefe 
Eftablifhments compared with the Number of Convicts 
conveyed thither and maintained there ; and this in the 
View of judging whether that Rate were in the Way of 
Increafe or of Decreafe, and if of Decreafe, whether the 
Decreafe were fuch as to promife, within 2 moderate 
Compafs of Time, to reduce the Expenfe of this Mode 
of Provifion to a Level with the Expenfe of the other 
Modes, which -Hand in Competition with it.

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An Increafe in the Total of the Annual Expenfe of 
the whole Eftablifhment taken together, is what muft of 
courfe go on (except in fo far as any natural Refources 
furnifhed by the Colony may have operated in Diminu- 
tion of it) until the Eftablifhment has received the . 
Whole of its intended Compliment, or till the Colony 
lhall be . in that State of Advancement, that the Value 
of Convict Labour to the Colonirts (hall be fuch as to 
counterbalance, as it did in the Cafe of America, the 
Expenfe of Tranfportation. 

At the fame Time what might naturally be expect- 
ed is, that the Rate of Expenfe per Head fhould, 
during and notwithstanding the Increafe of the total 
Expenfe, be reduced. If ever the Rate of Expenfe per 
Head, under this Mode of Provifion, fhculd be reduced 
below, or to a Level with the Rate of Expenfe per 
Head under the other Modes of Provifion which come 
in Competition with it, no Increafe in the Total of Ex- 
penfe would (it is evident ) form any Objection in point 
of CEconomy to this Mode ; but till the Arrival of that- 
Period, unlets the Arrival of it fhould appear tolerably 
certain and not very remote, it is equally evident that 
an Increafe in the Total of Expenfe will form an Ob- 
jection in point of CEconomy to this Mode, notwith- 
ftanding any Reductions that may take Place in the Rate 
of Expenfe per Head. 

How the Profpect flands in relation to this Point, may 
appear in fome Meafure from the following Companion 
between the Two Half Periods :

Second Half Period of Six Years : 

During the Firft Half Period, the Colony being with- 
out Inhabitants at the Commencement of it, the Num- 
bers lhipped off give the whole of the N umber provided 
for. During the Second Half Period the Numbers 
pre-exifting in the Colony muft be taken into the Ac- 
count, and they form the principal Object. Seven Years 
is by far the moft common Term of Transportation, 
fo much fo, that without any material. Error it may be 
taken for the only one ; but before they come refpec- 
tively to be tranfported, a considerable Part of the Term 
muft, in the Inftance of each Convicl, have elapfed ; 
call this One Year ; then, by the Commencement of 
the Second Period, a Number equal to all that were 
tranfported the Firft Year will, upon the Suppofition 
of an equal Rate of Influx, have gone off the Lift ; and 
fuppofing the fame Rate to continue, the Numbers that 
go off the Lift every Year will be as great as the Num- 
bers that come on, even without taking Deaths into 
the Account. During this Period then, the Number 
to be aflumed in Default of direct Information, as 
the Average Number tor the whole Period, muft be the 
mholeNumberof any One Year. TheNumbercxiftingin 
the Colony, by the laft Returns, was 3*070 ; taking this 
therefore for the Number provided for in each Year, 
upon an Average throughout the laft Half Period.

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The Times at which this Number of 3,070 was re- 
turned as the Number exifting in the Colony, were as 
long ago (it may be faid) as Auguft and O&ober 1796, 
fince which 672 more have been added to the Lift ; viz. 
in 1796, 279 (none of- which can well have arrived in 
that fame Year fo as to form Part of the Number of 
3.070) ; and in 1797, 393- So far is true : but then on 
the other Hand, in the Remainder of the Year 1796, 
and in the Whole of the Year 1797, a proportionate 
Number muft, according to a preceding Remark, have 
gone off the Lift by Emancipation. 

From" the Caufe which is faid to have fwelled the 
Amount of the Expenfe defrayed in the Year 1797, 
it would not be juft to adopt that Year as the Standard 
of the future probable Rate of Expenfe of the following 
Years ; although fome Confiderations tending to juftity 
the Adoption of that Standard are not altogether want- 
ing, as will be feen below. 

But if (inftead of the Expenfe of an Average Year of 
the laft Half Period) we take the Expenfe of this laft 
Year of all as a Sample of what is to be expected in fu- 
ture Years, the Rife in the Rate of Expenfe per Head 
will appear confiderably greater :

In the Account referred to, the Annual Part of the 
naval Expenfe is ftated at the old Rate of £4 a Month ; 
the prefent Rate is £7. At £4 the Expenfe is £5,720 
a Year, as above ; at £7 it will be £10,010 ; Difference 
£4,290. If this Difference fliould come to be added to 
the Annual Total of Expenfe, it would raife the £1 26,09a 
AS. %id. to £130,38 2. 4s. 2{d. ; the£ 131,412. 10s. i\d. 
to £135,702. \os. l\d.; and the £138,010. 13J. $\d. 
to £142,300. 135. $\d. ; giving relpedtively for the 
Rates of Expenfe per Head, £42. gs. ^d. £44. 4s. o\d. 
and £46. ys. o\d. 

Above One Half of the Expenfes of the laft Year, 
1 797, appear to have been occafioned by an Excefs to 
that Amount, over and above the ufual Amount of Bills 
drawn from the Colony ; and it is remarked at the Foot 
of the Account above alluded to, by way of Explanation, 
that the Bills paid in 1797 were drawn from South 
Wales in the Years 1793, 1795, 1796, the greater Part 
of which were not prefented at the Treafury until the 
Year 1797 . but it is not ftated, nor can it probably be 
known, whether Bills of the Year 1794, or of any fub- 
fequent Year, are ftill to be expected or not.

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This is among the Inconveniences attending fuch 
d'ftant Eftablifhrrrents. The greater the Diftance the 
greater the Difficulty of auditing and checking the Ex- 
penfe ; while at the fame Time, the greater the Diftance 
the greater the Difficulty, not to fay Impoffibility, of 
difallowing the Practice. 

The Smallnefs of the Supply from hence in this laft 
Year (1797) feems to be a natural Forerunner of a 
correfpondent Abundance in the Amount of Bills drawn 
from thence in fucceeding Years, unlefs in fo far as the 
Quantity of Grain now raifed in the Colony, which is 
faid to be more than fufficient for the Confumption of 
the Settlement, according to the laft Returns, may 
account for this Difference. No inconfiderable Reduc- 
tion of Expenfe, it is faid indeed, has been obtained In 
the Article of Tools, by fending out either the raw 
Materials, or fuch Parts only as could not be ealily fupr 
plied in the Colony. With refpeft to Cloathing, as the 
fineft Flax in the World grows there, it is expected that 
a Period will arrive when this Article, together with the 
Produce of the Live Stock, will furnifh every Species ot 
Cloathing adapted to the Mildnefs of this Climate, to 
which coarfe Linens are better fuited than Woollens, 
and Steps have accordingly been taken to eftablifh fuch 
a Manufacture there. What Expectation of Reduction 
.of Expenfe is to be entertained from the Supply of Live 
Stock actually exifting in this Colony, may be collected 
from a Lift of the Numbers, according to the laft Return 
on the 1 ft of September 1796. 

In 1796, the Amount of the Supply on thefe feveral 
Heads is above ^55, 166 ; in 1797 not above £18,823, 
little more than a 'fhircj ; yet in 1796 the Number of 
Convicts fent out were no more than 279 ; in 1797 no 
fewer than 393. 

The 
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The Supply for the Embarkation of 1797 may how- 
ever prove more abundant perhaps than it appears ; a 
great Part of the Expenfe may be found to fall upon the 
fucceeding Year, viz. upon the prefent Year 1798 : 
The Ground for this Conjecture is, that in a former 
Inflrance, in the Year 1790, in which the Embarkation 
-was (2,029) the Home Expenditure was no more than 
£"28,444; but the Burthen fell, it fhould feem, upon 
the next Year (1791) in which the Numbers (hipped off 
(40S) fcarce amounted to more than One Fifth : For 
in this fame Year (1791) the FTome Expenditure was 
no lefs than £78,640 and a Fraction. Thus when the 
Embarkation was as Five to One, the Expenditure was 
little more than as One to Three. 

As to Eills, the Incrcafe in the official Eftablifhment, 
Civil and Military, may perhaps account in fome Degree 
tor the Increafe in the Expenditure under that Head. 
The Civil has increafed from £2,877 to £5,523, the 
Military from £6,857 to £16,906. While thefe com- 
mon and naturally hxed Expenfes, the Expenfes of the 
Eftablifhnuent, remain fixed, the natural Refult is, that 
under any Increafe of Number among the Convicts, the 
Rate of Expenfe per Convict mould be diminifhed ; but 
this Ground of Expectation fails, if thofe naturally 
fixed Expenfes are to go on increafing likewife. Nor 
do the Numbers of the Convicts appear to have kept 
pace with the Increafe in thofe Expenfes, nor do they 
feem to be in a Way of increafing, at leaft for fome 
Time to come. This Increafe in the Eftablifhments 
may probably have had for its Caufe the Multiplication 
of Ports ; a Multiplication to be always looked at with 
Jealoufy, as entailing certain Expenfe, weakening the 
Power of Control, and, in a military point of View, 
.diminillhng the Strength of the Colony. 



Tr 
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It may be worthy of Remark, here, that in the Year 
1792, a Year of Peace, £ 20. per Head was deemed 
by the Commiffioners of the Navy to be a reafonable 
Price for Freight, including fuch Stores and Provifions 
as are generally fent out for the Ufe of the Perfons io 
lent, on their Arrival, and the Supply of a few Articles 
of Cloathing for the Voyage. 

After a Trial of Twelve Years, it feems to Your Com- 
mittee not too early to inquire, whether the peculiar 
Advantages likely to arife from this Plan are fuch as may 
be confidered as compenfating for its probable Expenfe; 
and to fay whether any, and if any, what, mail be the 
Limit of that Expenfe. A Reduction in the Rate of 
Expenfe per Head does not appear an Event either fo 
hear or fo certain as to form an Ingredient in the Com- 
pohtion of that Advantage, eipecially when this Mode 
of ProviQon is compared with the Plan before alluded 
to *, which bids fair to put an End to all Expenfe upon 
the Extinction of . the Lives of Two middle-aged 
Perfons. 

The Security held out by the Difficulty of Return on 
the Part of the Convicts is the only Advantage that 
flrik.es the Eye ; but the Nature of this Advantage, the 
Amount of it, and the Certainty of it, feem not altogether 
undelerving of Inquiry ; nor whether a Security of the 
fame Sort, more at command, and more to be depend- 
ed upon, might not be purchaled upon lefs exceptionable 
Terms. 

It may alfo be worth Inquiry, whether the Advantages 
looked for from this EftablUhment may not be depen- 
dent upon its Weaknefs ? and whether, as it grows lefs 
difadvantageous in point of Finance, it will not be apt 
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to grow lefs advantageous in the Cbara£ler of an Inftru- 
ment of Police ? — The more thriving the Settlement, 
the more frequented ; the more frequented, the lefs Dif- 
ficulty of Return ; the more thriving too, the lefs ter- 
rible. To Perfons in fome Circumftances, to Perfons 
who otherwife would have been difpofed to emigrate, 
it may lofe its Terrors altogether, efpecially if by Money 
or other Means the Servitude be avoidable. This In- 
convenience had already become fenfible in the Inftance 
of the comparatively old-planted Colonies. Many, 
though Innocent, went thither voluntarily, even at the 
Price of Servitude, while others, under the Notion of 
Punifhment, were lent thither for their Crimes ; fo that 
while to iome the Emigration remains a Punifhment, to 
others it may become an Adventure ; but a Punifhment 
fhould be the fame Thing to all Perfons, and at all 
Times. 

Your Committee forbear to enlarge upon any of the 
Contingencies, by which the Utility or Propriety of the 
Eftablifhment may be diminifhed, or the Expenfe of it 
increafed. Bad Seafons, and Deftrudtion to the vege- 
table Part of the Stock of Food ; Mortality among the 
the as yet fcanty Stock of Cattle ; Mifchief from the 
Natives, from Infurredtion among the Convidts, or from 
the Enemy. 

Here, as at Sierra Leone, Malice may produce an 
Expedition of Devaluation; the Illufions to which the 
Spirit of Rapine is fo much expofed may even give 
Birth to an Enterprize of Depredation. Apprehenfions 
of any fuch Event entertained here would neceflarily 
give Birth to Preparations of Defence. The Apprehen- 
fions may be well or ill grounded ; the Meafures taken 
for Defence fuceefsful or unfuccefsful ; but the Expenfe 
ii^ the mean Time is incurred. The Diftance is unex- 
ampled ; 
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atnpled ; and all Danger as well as all Expenfe fwells in 
Proportion to the Diftance. All thcfe are Topics which 
Your Committee are altogether unprepared to lcrutinize 
into with Effedt, but they are fuch as appear to merit 
Confideration. 

Another Circumftance, not altogether undeferving of 
Attention, is, that the Labour of the whole Number of 
Perlons fent to thefe Colonies, whether as Convicts or 
Settlers, whether in the civil, military, or marine De- 
partments, is entirely loft to this Country ; nor can any 
Return to compenfate for fuch Lofs be expecled, till 
that very diftant Day when the improved State of the 
Colony may by Poffibility begin to repay a Part of this 
Advance by the Benefits of its Trade. 

Suppofing Abundance eftablifhcd, and remaining for 
ever without Difturbance, it may again be deferving of 
Confideration, in what Shape, and in what Degree, and 
with what Degree of AfTurance, Government in point 
of Finance, is likely to profit by the Abundance ; for the 
Stock of the Individuals, which each Individual will con- 
fume, lay up, or fell on his own Account, is not the Stock 
of Government. The Saving to Government depends 
vpon the Probity, and Zeal, and Intelligence of Bailiffs in 
Hulbandry acting without perfonal Intereft in the Con- 
cern at that immenfe Diilance. 

A great deal of what is above fuggefted is but Conjec- 
ture ; many Points might probably be elucidated and 
explained to Satisfaction on further Inquiry, but on the 
Part of Your Committee further Inquiry is impoflible. 
In the Year 1792, a confiderable Body of Evidence re- 
lative to the State of this Colony up to that Period, was 
printed by Order of the Houfe. Confcious of the ex- 
treme Imperfection of their own Labours on this Head, 

Your 
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Your Committee cannot but recommend, as a Meafure 
neceffary to enable the Houfe to form a proper Judg- 
ment, that as ibon as convenient alter the next Arrivals, 
Information Ihould be called for on a Plan equally copi- 
ous, exhibiting the State of the Colony down to the 
lateft Period. 

IV. 

MEASURES PROPOSED. 

I. Having thus traced fome of the principal 
Defects of the leveral Branches of our Police, as they 
affect the Security of the Perfon, or of the Property of 
the peaceful Subject, the Morals of the People, or the 
general Finances of the Country ; having feen that our 
actual Eftablifhments of Magistracy are in Want of 
many of thofe Means of Information, and of thofe 
Powers of Action, which are the moft likely to operate 
beneficially towards the Prevention of Crimes : 

That our principal Places of Confinement and Modes 
of Punifhment, fo far from effecting the Correction and 
Reformation of the Criminal, tend to fend him forth, 
at the Expiration of the Period of his Imprifonment, 
more confirmed in Vice : 

That the general Tendency of our oeconomical Ar- 
rangements upon this Subject, is ill calculated to meet 
the accumulating Burthens, which are the infallible 
Refult of fo much Error in our Syftem of Police : 

Your Committee are of Opinion, that no inconfider- 
able Portion of thefe Imperfections might be removed* 

I. If the Offices above mentioned were reduced into 
one Board of Police Revenue, as propofed under the 
vol. IV. G Direction

Direction of a competent Number of Comfniffioners, 
with iuch Salaries as mould bid fair to engage Talents 
adequate to the Situation, and as fhould be fufficient to 
command the whole Exertion of thofe Talents. 

2. That with a View to avoid any unneceffary In- 
crease of Officers, the Receiver of the Police Offices 
lhould be at the fame Time the Receiver General of the 
Funds propofed to be collected by this Board. 

3. That with the fame View the Superintendence of 
Aliens, eftablilhed by 33 Geo. c. 4. lhould make a 
Part of the Bufinefs of this Board. 

4. That the Fees and Penalties received in the fe- 
veral Offices of Police, together with the Licence Duties 
and Penalties, if any, which fhall be in the Collection of 
this confolidated Board, lhould make one common Fund, 
out of which all Salaries and Expenfes of the feveral 
Offices of Police fhould be defrayed, as well as all thofe of 
the confolidated Board ; and that all Payments whatever 
fhould be made by the Receiver, under the Sanction 
of this Board, fubject to the Approbation of the Lords 
Commiffioners of His Majefty's Treafury. 

5. That the Accounts of the Receiver fhould be 
audited and figned by the Board before they are de- 
livered into the Treafury, or to the Office for auditing 
the Public Accounts. 

6. That the Balance of all Monies remaining in the 
Hands ol the Receiver, after paying or retaining fuf- 
ficient to defray the curient Expenfes of die feveral 
Offices, lhould be paid into the Exchequer at frequent 
and fixed Periods. 
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7. That a Power of distributing fmall Rewards to 
Conftables or others for meritorious Services in Matters 
of Police, mould be given to the Magiftrates of Police, 
fubject to the Control of this Board, to be paid by 
the Receiver after obtaining the Sanction of the 
Board. 

8. That the Board mould have the Power of making 
Bye Laws foe* the Regulation of fuch minor Objects of 
Police, as relate to the Objects of their Superintendance, 
and to the Control of all Coaches, Chairs, Carts, Bar- 
rows, and the Conduct of all Coachmen, Chairmen, 
Carters, &c. and the Removal or Prevention of all An- 
noyances, and the Correction of all Offences againft the 
Cleanlinefs, the Quiet, and the free Palfage of the Streets 
of the Metropolis ; in like Manner as is now pofTef- 
fed by the Commiflioners of Hackney Coaches, and 
fubject in like Manner to the Approbation and Sanction 
of the fuperior Judges of the Courts of Weftminfter 
Hall. 

9. That Two additional Offices of Police fliould be 
eftablifhed in the City, confiding each of Three Ma- 
giftrates, to fit at the Manfion Houfe, and at Guildhall, 
for the Purpole of affifting the Lord Mayor and the 
Court of Aldermen ; fuch Magiftrates to be named by 
the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, and paid out 
of the general Funds arifing from the propofed Regula- 
tions ; to fit permanently as in the other Offices, with 
Commiffions from the Crown, extending over the whole 
Metropolis, and the Counties of Middlefex, Kent, ErTex, 
and Surry. 

10. That the Commiffions of the Magiftrates of 
the other Eight Offices of Police fhould extend in like 

Q 2 Manner 
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Manner over the whole Metropolis, and the Four above- 
mentioned Counties. 

Laftly, That no Time fhould be loft in taking the 
proper Steps for carrying into Effect the Plan above 
referred to, for employing and reforming Convicts, which 
feems to bid fairer than any other that was ever yet of- 
fered to the Public, to diminifh the public Expenditure 
in this Branch, and to produce a falutary Reform in the 
Objects of the propofed Inftitution. 

§ i. Your Committee cannot quit the Subject, with- 
out obferving that there occur, in the important Papers 
annexed to this Report, a Variety of other Suggestions, 
which appear to deferve the attentive Confideration of 
this Houfe; but which, perhaps, may be better matured 
after the official Arrangement here propofed ihall have 
taken Place. 

Of this Nature is the Power which it is propofed to give 
to the Attorney General, of appointing Counfel for the 
Crown, with moderate Salaries, to conduct all criminal 
Profecutions. Of a fimilar Nature is the Suggeflion of 
rendering the Solicitor to this Board ufeful to the Public 
generally, either in fuch Profecutions as any of the 
Public Offices might find it necefiary to inftitute, or in 
fuch criminal Profecutions at the Suit of Individuals 
as the public Juftic,e of the Country might render 
expedient. 

Such is the Proportion for regiftering all Lodging 
Houfes in the Metropolis; a Regulation which, dif- 
creetly ufed, might probably afford the Means of mate- 
rially ailiiting both the Police and the Revenue.

Such is alfo the Eftablifhment of a Police Gazette, * 
to be publiihed by the Board, circulated generally at a 
very low Price, and furnifhed gratis to all Perfons under 
the Superintendance of the Board who (hall pay a Li- 
cence Duty of a certain Annual Amount.

to facilitate the Means of Detection and Conviction of 
Criminals, and thereby diminifh, or at leaft keep down 
the increafing Multitude of Crimes.

IN obedience to your Inftrudtions, we have the Honour 
to ftate to you in Writing, for the Information of the 
Lords CommifTioners of His Majefty's Treafury: 

i ft. Such Ideas as have occurred to us with regard to the Func- 
tions of the Commiflioners of the p'ropofed Board of Police 
Revenue, or by whatever other Name it may be thought pro- 
per to call the confolidated Boards of Hawkers and Pedlars, 
Hackney Coaches, and the other Objefts connected with thefe 
Branches of Revenue. 

2d. The Defcription and Numbers of the different Officers 
which wo'uld be neceffary to form the Eftablilhment. 

3d. A more detailed View of the different Branches of 
Revenue, which might, with Advantage to the Public, be placed 
under their Management. 

I. — FUNCTIONS. 

It will be the Duty of the CommifTioners, 

id. To attend to the Operation of the Laws which may be 
made, as well as thofe already enafted, fo as to be able to fug- 
geft Improvements from Time to Time, beneficial to the Reve- 
nue and Police. 

2d. To fit in Rotation, for the Purpofe of adjufting fuch 
Difputes between the Public and Hackney Coachmen as may not 
be carried before the Police Magiftrates ; and to be watchful 
in corroding the Abufes, Frauds, and Felonies arifing from 
Coachmen aftifting Burglars, and uttering bafe Money. 

3d. To eflablifh a Syftern, with refpeft to Hawkers and

Characters. 

5. To fuggeft fuch a Syftem of Superintcndance, with re- 
fpect to Auctioneers and Auctions, as will protect the innocent 
Part of the Community from the Frauds which are praftifed at 
the Auctions of Pawnbrokers, and at the Shops of diurnal 
Auctioneers. 

6th. To look carefully to the Conduct of Pawnbrokers, and 
not only to be cautious with refpect to Perfons who apply for 
Licenfes, but to eftablifh fuch a Syftem as (hall keep this Clafs 
within the Rules prefcribed by Law, that while the Poor are 
accommodated, they may be protected againft thofe Frauds 
which it is well known are too often practifed upon their Ig- 
norance. 

7th. It will, under this Syftem, be the Duty of the Com- 
miffioners, in a particular Degree, to attend to the Lottery, 
to underftand it in all its Mazes, and to point out the bell

QUESTION I. 
*TpHE Committee having underftood that you have turned 
x your Attention to the Means of improving the Police of 
the Metropolis, you are defired to ftate fuch Meafures as ap- 
pear to you to be mod expedient for reducing the Public Ex- 
penditure, on the Subje£t of Police? 

ANSWER. 
In dating to the Select Committee, the Opinions I have 
formed refpefting the Mode of reducing the Expenfe at prefent 
incurred in the various Branches of Police, it will be necef- 
fary to enter into a ftiort previous Explanation of the Caufes 
Jrom whence this Expenditure proceeds. 

ill. The Expenfes of the Police, from the great and pro- 
grefhve Increafe of Crimes, and from the Want of 
proper Regulations, tending in a greater Degree to 
prevent the growing Corruption of Morals, have con- 
iiderably increafed. 

ad. The. 
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2d. The Expenfes have alfo increafed in confequence oF 
the Syftem of the Hulks, and Tranfportation to New 
South Waies, in a very great Degree, as nearly Two 
Thirds of the aggregate Expenfe arifes from the Main, 
tenance and Tranfportation of Convifts. 

3d. Thefe Expenfes are increafed for Want of a Center 
Point, or general Superintendance, friendly to econ- 
nomical Arrangements, and competent to the Tafk of 
inveftigating and carrying into Effecl tliofe Meafures 
which fhall be beft calculated to protect the Privileges 
of Innocence, to diminilh Crimes, and thereby leffen 
the national Expenfe applicable at prefent to Obje£ts of 
Police. 

4th. Thefe Expences have alfo been a Burden upon the 
Public Revenue lor a longer Period than could have 
been wifhed, in confequence of the unavoidable Delays 
yhich have occurred in bringing forward a Bill framed 
in 1794, for regulating certain Claffes of Perfons occu- 
pied in Trades, or other Purfuits, in their Nature cal- 
culated to give Facility to the Commiflion of Crimes, 
from which Source a confiderable Revenue might be 
obtained for Police Purpofes, aiifing as it were out of 
the Vices of the People, and calculated in its Operation 
to deflroy tliofe Facilities which at prefent encourage 
the Increafe of Crimes, from the ready Means of dif- 
pofing of every Article that is pilfered or ftolen. 

Eftimating the Annual Expenfe of the prefent Police Effa- 
blifhment at about ^100,000 a Year, it will be found that only 
about One Fifth Part of this Sum is allotted for the Expenfes 
of the Eight different Offices, where no pecuniary Energy 
is peculiarly neceffary, as a Means of detecting criminal Of- 
fenders, but, where, in confequence of the Want of adequate 
Funds in the Firft Inftance, it is to be feared the ultimate Ex- 
pence is greatly increafed, fince it is evident, where there does not 
exift the Means of embarraffing and checking the Progrefs of 
Crimes in thefe Firft Stages, that criminal Offenders will mul- 
tiply, and therefore augment the ultimate Expenfe of main- 
taining and tranfporting Convicts. 

Although it is in vain to expecT: that Crimes can be wholly 
prevented, yet every Syftem which has for its Objeft their Dimi- 
nution, cannot fail to operate favourably to the Finances of 
• the Country.

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If a Syftem has been devifed, which, in its Operation,, fhaii 
not only produce Difficulties in difpofing of ftolen Property, 
•which do not at prefent exilf, but which, while Crimes are 
thus in fome Degree prevented, a Revenue fhall arife out of 
it, calculated to relieve the Finances of the Country of nearly 
the whole Burden of the prefent Police Ellablifhment, it is 
humbly prefumed, that every JSuggeilion calculated to produce 
Confequences fo beneficial to the Country, cannot fail to ob- 
tain from the Select Committee on Finance that Attention 
which is due to its Importance. 

But as a Syftem of Finance which muff neceffarily com- 
bine in its Management and Detail various Regulations of 
Police as well as Revenue, it is humbly fuggeftcd to this Com- 
mittee, that if, inftead of abplifhing the prefent Eftablifhments 
for Hackney Coaches, and Hawkers and Pedlars, thefe* two 
Boards were confolidated into what might, from the Nature of 
the Inftitution, be properly enough denominated a Board of 
Police Revenue, infinite Advantages, as can clearly be demon- 
llrated, would arife to the Public, both as a Meafure of Fin- 
ance and as a beneficial Regulation of Police, and this too 
without any new Expenfe, and with fcarce any additional 
Patronage. 

In Addition to the Hackney Coaches and Hawkers and Ped- 
lars, this Board might, with great Advantage to the Public, 
take under its Management not only all other exifling Reve- 
nues in any Degree connected with Police Regulations, fuch 
as Pawnbrokers, Dealers in Horfes, and Auctioneers, but alfo 
Defciiption of Perfons already alluded to, from whom, by,

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As the chiet Part of the vaft Multitude of finaller Offences, 
as well as not ti few of the moft atrocious Crimes, are com- 
mitted in confequence of the Facilities afforded, more or lefs, 
by fome of the above Defcription of Perfons, placing them 
under Regulations, and impofing on each Clafs a moderate Li- 
cence Duty, would anfwer the Two important Purpofes of ad- 
ding to the Finances of the Country, and of improving the 
Police. « 

It is, however, humbly fuggefled, that the Firft Step to- 
wards this Object: would be the Institution of a Police Revenue 
Board, for without a proper Syftem of Supcrintendance, where 
Two great Objects are in View, the Prevention of Crimes 
and the Collection of the Revenue, no correal Execution 
could be infuied, efpecially in the Number of Licenfes in 
Great Britain would probabiy exceed 40,000, the Labour of 
watching fo many Individuals would therefore be immenfe; 
but if the whule Revenues already mentioned as connected with 
Police are put under this Board, the Expenfe of Eftablifhment 
and its Officers would not probably much exceed 15 per Cent, 
on the Sum Annually paid into the Exchequer, eftimating the 
whole Amount at about One Hundred Thoufand Pounds.

QUESTION FIRST, continued. 

'THE Committee having underftood that you have turned 
■*• your Attention to the Means of improving the Police 
of the Metropolis, you are defired to flate fuch Meafures as 
appear to you to be moft expedient for reducing the Public 
Expenditure, on the Subject of Police. 

ANSWER. 

At leaft Four Fifth Parts of the Expenfe of the Police 
Eftablifhment arifes from Rewards paid on the Conviction of 

, certain 
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certain Defcription of Felons, and the fubfequent Charge of 
maintaining Convifcts in the Hulks, and in tranfporting them 
to New South Wales *. 

The Meafure therefore that appears to me beft calculated 
to reduce this Expenfe, is the Eftablifhrnent of a more correct 
and energetic Syftem for the Prevention of Crimes, as the 
fureft Means of leffening the Number of Convifts, and thereby 
diminifhing the Expenfes which are at prefent incurred in 
Rewards for Detection and Apprehenfion, and in maintaining 
and tranfporting of convi&ed Felons, 

The Increafe of Crimes, and of courfe the vaft Accumula- 
tion of convi&ed Felons within the laft Twenty Years, and* 
particularly fince the Adoption of the Syftem of the Hulks„ 
and of Tranfportation to New South Wales, has occafioned a 
.great Augmentation of Expenfe, compared with what was in- 
curred the preceding Twenty Years previous to the breaking 
out of the American War, when a Cuftom prevailed of affign- 
ing the Services of Convifts to Merchants, who tranfported 
them to Virginia and Maryland, at firft on receiving a Pre- 
mium of 5 £. for each, and afterwards (as I have been inform- 
ed) without any Premium at all, and paying the whole Ex- 
penfes of Tranfportation. 

As, however, this Syftem cannot now be followed up, the 
molt obvious Means of eafing the Public of the enormous and

To effecl: this falutary Purpofe, the firfl Object would be 
to impofe a Licence Duty, and to place under proper Regula- 
tions all thofe Claffes of Dealers who are known to be gene- 
rally Piiichafers or Receivers of ftolen Goods, or who, by 
giving certain Facilities to criminal and depraved Characters, 
tend in a certain Degree to promote Larcenies and Felonies of 
every Defcription. 

In turning my Thoughts particularly to this Subject, aided

This Eft i mate was formed in the Year 1794, when it was 
in Contemplation to bring in a Bill, which I had then pre- 
pared, for regulating" thofe Dealers, who were fuppofed at that 
period to conclude everv Clafs of open Traders, who either 
directly or indirectly promoted Larcenies and Felonies. In 
afcertaining their Numbers, and the Amount of Licence Duty 
fuch Clafles of Dealers were fuppofed to be able to pay, I had 
Recourfe to the Affiftance and Opinion of Perfons acquainted 
with the various Traders ; but in an Inveftigation fo extenfive, 
Calculations ol this Sort, where fo much hangs on Conjecture, 
cannot in the Nature of Things be correct ; but no Doubt can 
be entertained of a very confiderable Sum being raifed in this 
Way, to which may be added the following Branches, which 
have fince occurred to me as proper to be regulated, namely :

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But as a neceflary Syftem of Energy cannot be eftablifhed, 
fo as to give Effect; to the Regulations which have been thus 
propofed tor the Prevention of Crimes, and as a Board of Com- 
miffioners appears to be neceflary for this Pnrpofe, I would 
beg Leave humbly to fuggeft to the Committee, whether in- 
ftead of abolifhing the Two Boards yf Hackney Coai hjs and 
Hawkers and Pedlars, it would not be a beneficial Meafure, 
in a financical Point of View, to confolidate thein into One 
Board, and to place under their Management, as a Board of 
Police Revenue, not only the Revenues for Police Purpofes 
above fuggefted, or fuch Part thereof as Parliament Ihould 
approve of, but alfo every other Branch which in its Nature 
requires an Attention to Police as well as Revenue, and where 
Regulations become neceflary with a View to the Prevention 
of Crimes, and to the Protection of the innocent Part of the 
Community againft Fraud and Depredation.

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Tn contemplating Syflems of CEconomy and Retrenchment, 
thefe Confiderations have weighed con-fiderably in my Mind, 
while I venture to propofe a Meafure to the Committee, com- 
prehending in its Structure (ome Conceptions which may ap- 
pear to be novel, though ftrictly in unifon with the Object 
of this Enquiry, fince, in order to reduce Police Expenditure, 
it is necefiary to efhbiifh Regulations for the Diminution of 
Crimes, and for this Purpofe not only to collect: together un- 
der One Management, all thofe Branches of Revenue through 
which Mediums Offences are committed, but alfo to place 
them under a Syflem of Superintendance calculated to give 
Energy to the Arrangements which may be formed for fo ufe- 
ful and beneficial a Furpofe to the Community. 

Confidering this Object alone in a financial Point of View, 
it is my Duly to (late to the Committee, that through the 
Medium of the Arrangements I have fuggefted, other Advan- 
tages, beneficial to the Revenue of the Country, would be. 
derived in the Protection which would be afforded to 
Property in the Naval and Military Arfenals, and in Ships of 
War, from the Regulations which are propofed with regard 
to Dealers in Second Hand Naval Stores, Old Iron, and other 
Metals, which are the great Receptacles for this Species of 
Plunder, too clearly evinced by this Clafs of Dealers being ge- 
nerally implicated as often as Difcoveries are made; nor 
would the Finances of the Country be lefs benefited in the 
new Checks which would be eftablifhed through the Medium 
of the various Regulations that are propofed, ftrengthened, 
and invigorated by a general Superintendance, for the Pro- 
tection of the Revenue againfl illicit Trade, in promoting 
which feveral of the ClafTes now propofed to be placed under 
Regulations contribute in an eminent Degree. 

In proportion too as Crimes can be prevented, and criminal 
Dealers kept in Check, in the fame Degree will the Expenfes 
ot the Treafury, and the various public Boards for criminal 
Profecutions, be diminifhed. Thefe Expenfes amount to a 
large Sum Annually, without appearing among the Dilburfe- 
nients, connetted with the Police Eftabliflimcnt. 

It is by the Prevention of Crimes, therefore, in the fir ft 
Inftance, and by an improved Svftem with refpect to the Em- 
ployment of Convias, that the Expenfes of the Police are to 
be dimmifhed; the Ramifications are, however, various and 
may be fummed up under the following Specifications: 
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The lnftitution of a Board of Police Revenue, or 
Center Point of Action. 

2,d. By pafling a Bill, which have been prepared fome 
Years, for regulating the various Claffes of Dealers, 
■who have already been fpecified. 

3d. By parting another Bill, which has been fome Months 
under the Confideration of the Attorney and Solicitor 
General, and which was drawn up with the Affiftance 
of the moft experienced Counfel in that Part of 
criminal Jurifprudence, for improving the Mint Laws, 
and for defeating the various Tricks and Devices to 
which the numerous Hordes of Coiners and Utterers 
of bafe Money refort, for the Purpofe of eluding Juf- 
tice. By this Mealiue the Finances of the Country 
would be confiderably improved, in as much as upwards 
of £ 2,000 a Year is difburfed for Mint Profecutions 
without leffening the Evil ; nor can it be expe&ed 
until the Bill in Oue/lion fhall pafs into a Law. 

4th. By improving the Laws with refpecT: to the Re- 
ceivers of ftolen Goods ot every Denomination, and, 
to make the Offence of receiving Money, Bank Notes, 
Horfes, Cattle, Poultry, or any other Property, the 
fame as Goods and Chatties. 

5th. By empowering inferior and fuperior Magiftrates, 
by fmall Rewards, to encourage Officers of Juftice, 
who have rendered meritorious Services to the Public, 
whether the Offence may be of a fuperior or inferior 
Clafs in point ot Enormity, and whether there is a Con- 
viction or not. 

6th. Authorizing the propofed Board of Revenue to 
require Security from all Coachmen who fhall drive 
Hackney Coaches after 12 o'Clock at Night, and to 
require that fuch Coachmen fhould take out Licences 
under certain Rellriclions. 

7th. Improving the Laws relating to Cheating and 
Swindling. 

8th. Revifing the exifting Laws relative to Handicrafts 
and Labourers, and including menial Servants in the 
farpe Regulations and Punifhments, in refpeel of fuch 
Breaches of Civil Contracts, as tend in an eminent De- 
gree to the Corruption of Morals. 



$th. Irru 
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9th. Improving the A 61 of 2 Geo. III. cap. 28, for pre- 
venting Pillage and Plunder in the River Thames, 
commonly called the Bumboat Act. 

10th. Reviling, confolidating, and improving the Laws 
now in being, and introducing new Checks for prevent- 
ing Frauds, Plunder, and Pillage, in the naval and mi- 
litary Arfcnals, &c. 

11th. InveflJgating the Caufes why the Labour of Con- 
victs has not hitherto been more productive, and why 
the Expenfes in maintaining them have not diminifhed ; 
and confidering what legislative and other Regulations 
may be neceffary to reduce the enormous Expenfe, and 
tp prevent the mocking Corruption of Morals, which 
arife from the Syftem of the Hulks. 

12th. Impowering the Attorney General for the Time 
being to appoint Counfel for the Crown to conduct all 
criminal Profecutions." 

AU thefe Objects are fo far connected with Finance, that 
in Proportion to the Extent of the Meafures adopted for pro- 
moting and enforcing the Improvements here fuggelled, in the 
fame Proportion would the Finances of the Country be im- 
proved, by the Diminution of the Number of Perfons con- 
victed of Offences, and the Saving of Expenfe, which that 
would be the Refult of, by a Reduction in the Number of 
Crimes,

QUESTION II. 
I N Hating that the Central Board of Police, which you recom- 
mend, would not much exceed in all its Branches the 
Amount of ^15,000 per Annum for its Eftablifhment, what 
is the Nature of the Eftablifhment which you have in View ? 



Answer. 
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The Eftablifhment I have in view is a Board confining of 
Five Commiffioners, Two Secretaries, and a Cafhier, with a 
certain Number of Clerks, Surveyors, and other Officers, 
which cannot be determined with Precifion until the Syftem is 
in Operation. ( 

I had conceived that in confolidating the Two Boards, a 
Syftem of CEconomy, fuperior to what at prefent exifts, might 
be introduced, inafmuch as the Surveyors and other Out-door 
Officers at prefent under the Direction of the Commiffioners 
for licenfing Hawkers and Pedlars, and Hackney Coaches, 
might alfo be employed in all the other Branches of Revenue 
which I propofe fhould come under the Management of the 
Central Board. 

From a detailed Plan of the Functions, and an Eftimate of 
the probable Expenfe of this Board, which have been re- 
cently prepared and tranfmitted for the Information of the 
Lords Commiffioners of his Majefty's Treafury (in confe- 
quence of Inftruftions from George Rofs, Efq. to Charles 
Poole, Efq. one of the Commiffioners of Hawkers and Pedlars, 
and myfeif) it would appear, that after making AHowances 
for various Services, not lefs connected with Police than 
Revenue, the whole Eftablifhment might be conducted at an 
Expenfe not exceeding £ 15,000 a Year. 

By the Defire of the Committee, Mr. Colquhoun 
produced a Copy of the Letter, figned by himfelf 
and Charles Poole, Efq. bearing Date the 3d of May 
1798, which had been tranfmitted to George Rofe, 
Efq. Secretary to the Treafury, in which is contained 
a detailed Account of the propofed Functions of the 
Central Board, and alfo an Eftimate of the Annual 
Expenfe, being Supplement (A.) 

Qu. 3. From what Document did it appear to you that 
the Rewards on the ConvidHon of certain Gaffes of 
Felons amounted upon an Average to £ 15,000 a Year ? 
I obtained my Information from the detailed Account of 
the Civil Lift Expenditure for the Year ending the lft Ja- 
nuary 1786, printed in the 639th Page of the 41ft Volume of 
the Journals of the Houfe of Commons. 

Qu. 4. Did you, in making your Eftimate of the Number 
of Dealers in each of the Trades you have fpecified, and 
the Duty which they could refpe&ively pay, obtain any a&ual 
Enumeration of thefe Dealers P 

In 
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In eftimating the Number of Dealers, and the Licenfe Duty 
propofed to be impofed on each Clafs, I had. recourfe, in the 
firft Stage of the Inveftigation, to a Perfon of Property who 
had been himfelf a Dealer in Old Iron and other Second-hand 
Metals, Hand Stuff, and Rags, for above 20 Years, and from 
whom (he having an extenfive Knowledge of the Trade, and 
being alfo difpofed to communicate freely) I received a great 
Body of ufeful and important Information ; and it was prin- 
cipally by his Affiflance that I was not only enabled to form art 
Eftimate of the Number of thofe Dealers in the Metropolis, 
but alfo a Judgment of the Revenue which might be obtained 
by Means of Licenfes. 

This Information was afterwards confirmed by another 
Perfon, who had alfo been in the fame Trade, and whom (he 
being a Perfon ot Intelligence) 1 employed to procure fuch 
additional Information as enabled me ultimately, after a vaft 
deal of Inveftigation and Labour, to form the Efti mates which 
1 have laid before the Committee (Supplement C). At the 
fame Time, in an Inquiry lo extenfive, it is not to be prefumed 
CefpCcially as I had no Means of Information with refpeel to 
the Country Dealers'* that the Eftimatcs can be confidered as 
accurate. I can only in general Hate, that in the Opinion 
of Perfons who are praftically informed on the Subject, they 
are not confidered to be over-rated, cither with refpefif to the 
Number of Perfons, or their Ability to pay the Duties pro- 
pofed ; but as this Inveftigation took Place in 1793 and 1794, 
at which Period 1 wrote many Papers on the Subjeti, and alio 
drew a Bill for regulating thefe Dealers, it will be obvious 
to the Committee that fuch Eftimates can apply only 
to that Period. Not having had an Opportunity fince 1794 of 
making particular Inquiries relative to thefe Dealers, I can 
only ftate generally, from what has fallen under my Notice as 
a Magiftrate, that the Mifchiefs arifing from their continuing 
without Regulations appear in no RefpecT: to be diminilhed, 
and thofe Mifchiefs (if previous Meafurcs are not adopted) 
will unqueftionably increafe very rapidly on the Termintion 
of the prefent War, a Period at which the exiftrng Stock 
of criminal Delinquents cannot but receive a very great 
Acceffion. 

Qu. 5. As it fhould feem that the Objeas of Controul 
and Regulation will be obtained by the Licenfe alone 
does there exift any Reafon, except that of Increafe of Re- 
venue, for adding fo conliderably to the Duty already paid 

by 
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by Pawnbrokers, and for making the Duties on fome of thd 
Dealers enumerated fo high ? ' 

With refpefct to Pawnbrokers, the additional Duty pro- 
pofed is not a Duty for exercifirig the trade of a Pawnbroker, 
but for dealing in Metals and other Articles, arifing from 
Pledges which have not been redeemed, or which have been 
purchafed for the Purpofe of being afterwards fold in Retail. 
An additional Duty laid on Pawnbrokers, as Salefmen and 
Dealers in old Metals, old Cloaths, and other Articles, 
feems to be reafonable, in contemplation of fimilar Duties 
being laid on other Perfons dealing in the like Articles. What 
might alfo be urged, as another Reafon 'why Pawnbrokers 
fhould pay an additional Duty, is — the Check which would 
thus be given to difreputable Perfons, who might, under an im- 
proved Syftem, be prevented from obtaining Licenfes Under 
the prefent Syftem, in which Revenue more than Police ap- 
pears to be the Object (fince every Perfon is licenfed who can 
raife £ 10. for the Metropolis and £5. for the Country) infinite 
Injuries are felt by the lower Orders of the People, and fre- 
quently great Difcredit and Obloquy are thrown upon the re- 
putable Part of the Trade, from the Malpractices of Perfons 
of fufpicious Characters, through whofe Influence Crimes are 
generated, and the utmoft Facility afforded to the Sale and 
Difpofal of ftolen Goods, all which Evils would in a great 
Meafure be prevented, if a Power exilled to refufe Licenfes 
to Perfons of evil Fame, who could produce no Teftimoniak 
of Character, .and who could not find Security for good Be- 
haviour ; it is therefore to be prefumed that a Duty by Licence 
(grounded on Security for good Conduct) on Pawnbrokers, in 
their Capacity of Dealers in Metals, old Cloaths, and other 
Articles, as well as upon fimilar Trades, who do not befides 
exercife the Functions of Pawnbrokers, and which have been 
enumerated (Supplement C.) would tend in an eminent De- 
gree, uuder the Regulations which are propofed, to prevent 
Crimes, by rendering it difficult, if not impofhble for difreput- 
able and criminal Perfons to obtain Licenfes, or to commit 
Offences without Detection, though they fhould have obtained 
Licences. 

Qu. 6. Might it be ufeful, with a View to mere Police, 
that without being fubject to any Licence Duty, all Lodg- 
ing Houfes fhould be regiftered, and required to give a re- 
gular Account to the Police Office of all Lodgers received 
by them ? 

I have long been of that Opinion; and in the Bill for the 
Prevention of Crimes, which I drew in the Year 1794, I had

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. it in Contemplation to introduce Come Claufes fot - the 'Purpofe 
of regiftering all Lodging Houfes, where the Weekly Rent 
did not exceed Ten Shillings. Not that I had any material 
Objection to extend the Regifter to every Defcnption ot 
Lodging Houfes; but I was reflrained from going farther by 
an Apprehenfion that Objeftions might be raifed from the 
Novelty of the Meafure, and the unprepared State ot the 
Public Mind todifcover the Benefits which would anfe from 
its Adoption ; but the Treatife on the Police of the Metro- 
polis having fince explained this and other Regulations calcu- 
lated for the Proteaion of Innocence, the fame Objeaions 
certainly do not now prefent themfelves which exifted at a 
Period when Subjefts of Police were lefs underftood. 

Qu 7 In the prefent Situation of the Coimtry, do there 

not appear to be additional Reafons for extending fuch a 

Regulation to all Lodging Houfes ? 

Unqueflionably ; and in order more particularly to direct the 
Attention of the Police to fuch Houfes, I think it might be 
extremely ufeful to impofe a very fmall Licenfe Duty upon 
each Perfon having a Lodging Houfe ; not lefs than 6d. nor 
more than zs. 6d. on any one Houfe. By fuch Means, aided 
by an accurate Regifler at all Times of the Lodgers, the Police 
would obtain ufeful Information without Offence or Incon- 
venience, and would alfo afcertain what particular Houfes re- 
quired a more active and vigilant Attention. This however 
could not be effefled.by the mere Operation ot a Regifter with- 
out anv immediate Intereft ; while on the other Hand, by the 
periodical Collection of a Licenfe Duty, however fmall, the 
Attention would be directed to each Lodging Houfe, and 
hence would arife an accurate Knowledge of the Whole. 

Qu. 8. Would not all Public Houfes, and the granting 
of their Licenfes, properly come under the Control and 
Infpeftion of fuch Central Board ? 

1 am afraid it would be too ftrong a Meafure ; and befides 
it does not appear to be at all necefTary. Since the Eftablifh- 
ment of the Police Syftem by the Act of 32d of His prefent 
Majefty, aided by another Aft of the fame Year, cap. 59. 
relative to Alehoules in Middlefex and Surrey, confiderable 
Improvements have taken Place with refpeft to Public Houfes 
in the Metropolis, and the Number of diforderlv Houfes 
has not only been confiderably reduced in feveral of the Di- 
vifions, but greater Regularity prevails in general. It appears 
to me, therefore, that it would be unfafe and inexpedient to 
alter or diflurb the prefent Syftem of licenfing Public Houfes, 
and more efpecially as it would not preclude the propofed Cen- 
tral 
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tral Board from recommending to the licenfing Magiflrates 
all over the Kingdom (being privioufly authorized by his Ma- 
jelly's Principal Secretary of State) fuch general Meafures, 
from Time to Time, as might appear to be calculated to correct 
the exifting Abufes upon a regular and uniform Principle, 
from which great Advantages would unqueftionably arife ; and 
perhaps this is as much as could be reafonably expected in the 
prefent State of Things. 

Q. 9. What are the Regulations to which you allude in 
the Paper delivered in by you (Supplement C.^ with regard 
to Dealers in Second Hand Naval Stores, old Iron, and 
other Metals ? 

The Regulations propofed are fuch as have a Tendency to 
prevent the receiving of ftolen Goods, particularly in the 
Night Time, and alfo the Purchafe of Metals in a molten 
State. The Regulations go to a Variety of minute Objects, 
tending to prevent the Corruption of Morals, which can only 
be explained and underftood by having Recourfe to the Biil 
already mentioned, drawn in the Year 1794, ^ or regulating 
thofe particular Dealers, with fuch Additions and Improve- 
ments as have fince occurred as proper to be ma'de, and which 
would be immediately applicable to the Suggeftions contained 
in that Paper, and in the Letter alfo already mentioned, written 
by Charles Poole, Efq. and myfelf, by Defire of the Secre- 
tary of His Majefty's Treafury, for the Information of that 
Board. 

Q. 10. Having flated that it is by an improved Syftein 
with refpefl to the Employment of Convicts, that the Ex- 
penfes of the Police are, among other Means, to be ditni- 
nifhed, have you any particular improved Syftem for the 
Employment of Convicts in view, by which you think the 
Expenfes of the Police may be diminifhed ? 

Very foon after I became a Police Magiftrate, I was fo 
thoroughly convinced of the Practicability of rendering the 
average Labour of Convicts, with certain Exceptions, nearly 
equal to the Expenfe of Maintenance, that I laid before the 
then Secretary of State for the Home Department a Plan of 
a Village of Induflry, not only for minor Convicts, but alfo 
a feparate Eflablifhment for Perfons difcharged from Gaols, 
and unable to gain a Livelihood, or to get into regular Em- 
ployment for Want of Character ; thereby fuggefting the 
Means of enabling Convicts imprifoned for fmall Offences 
(whofe Labour is at prefent totally unproductive) to fupport 
themfelves in a Manner calculated to eafe the Public of the 
prefent enormous Expenfe, and of preventing that fhocking

Since that Period I have had Occafion to confider a Plan 
digefted by Jeremv Bentham, Efq. of Queen s Square Place, 
Weftminfler, in which all ihe Ideas I had formed on this in- 
terefling Subject l'eem to be concentiated, with many other 
Improvements which had not occurred to me; and I have no 
Difficulty in giving it as my decided Opinion, that if (he Plan 
propofed by that Gentleman is adopted and carried into Effect:, 
infinite an(l incalculable Advantages will arife to the Public, 
not only by a very confiderable Diminution of the enormous 
Expenfe at prefent incurred, but in refpefl to the Improve- 
ment of the Morals, and the future Utility of the Convicts, 
who maybe placed under fuch an Eftablifhment. 

The Witnefs, in Explanation of the Outlines of 
Mr. Bentham's Plan, delivered in a Paper, intituled, 
" Propofals for a new and lefs expenfive Mode of 
" employing and reforming Convicts, together with 
" the Outline of a new Plan of Conftruclion for a 
" Building adapted to that Purpofe." (Supplemet E.) 

Qu. ti. What Grounds have you for fuppofing that a 
great Corruption of Morals arifes from the Syftem of the 
Hulks ? 

As far as my Obfervations have been directed to Convicts 
who have been difcharged from thofe Eftablifhments, I have 
feldom or never known an Inftance of their Return to honeft 
Induftry; on the contrary, many of them have been detected 
immediately afterwards in the Commiffion of new Crimes, 
irom which it mav be inferred, that this Species of Punifhment 
has not anfwered the Intention of the Legiflature, fo far as, 
relates to the Reformation of the Convicts ; but the chief 
Caufe of the general Corruption of Morals, which is fo ap- 
parent, may be traced to the indifcriminate, Mixture of 
hardened and irreclaimable Thieves with Country Convicts, 
who, under other Circumftances, might have been reclaimed, 
but with fo many evil Examples before them too often become 
as hardened at the Period ol their Difcharge as the worft Clafs 
of Felons, thereby rendering the Eftablifhment a complete 
Seminary of Vice and Wickcdnefs. In giving, however, 
fuch a decided Opinion againft the Syftem of the Hulks, I 
would wilh to be underftood as not imputing the fmalleft 
Blame to the Contractors ; the Error is in the Syftem and not 
in the Management, and the Evils arifing from it muft con- 
tinue until a better Mode is adopted, whatever the Manage- 
ment may be. 

Qu. 12, 
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Qu. 12. Does the Plan propofed by Mr. Bentham ap- 
pear to you to contain an eafy and practicable Remedy to 
thofe Abufes ? 

It certainly does, and its immediate Adoption would be a 
mod important Objefl to the Public, not only in a financical 
but alfo a moral Point of View. 

Qu. 13. What are the Ramifications of yovir Plan of 
Police with refpect to the Country ? Whom do you look to 
as the Correfpondents of your Central Board ; and who do 
you propofe mould grant the Licences to the different 
Traders in the Country ? 

The ClafTes of PeiTons I look to as Correfpondents of the 
propofed Centril Board are the acting Magiftrates in every 
Part of Great Britain, whether for Counties or Towns Cor- 
porate, together with Perfons at prefent employed as Sur- 
veyors and Officers under the Authority of the Hawkers and 
Pedlars Office, with fuch additional Surveyors, Infpeftors, 
and other Officers as it may be found neceffary to appoint, in 
confequence ot the propofed very confiderable Increafe of the 
Number of the Perfons to be licenfed, and of the Revenue 
propofed to be obtained. 

I look alfo to all other Perfons as Correfpondents, who, 
either from Motives of public Spirit, or from having fnffered 
from Acts of Delinquency, may be difpofed to give Infor- 
mation ufeful to public Juftice. The Central Board would 
of courfe be the general Office for the Reception of all fuch 
Intelligence, and tor the timely and univerfal Circulation of 
whatever tended to the Detection of Offenders, a Bufinefs 
which would receive infinite Affiflance from a periodical Pub- 
lication or Police Gazette upon an improved Plan, which 
fhould contain a detailed Account of the Crimes committed, a 
Specification of the Goods, Horfes, Cattle, or other Articles 
ftolen, with a Defcription of the Perfons fufpected to have 
been concerned. 

The fame Publication might alfo prove highly ufeful as a 
Means of conveying Inftruction to the innocent and well dif- 
pofed Part of the Community, refpefting Frauds and other 
criminal Devices, for the Purpofes of putting them on their 
Guard, and occafionally ferve as an Inftrument for the Pro- 
mulgation of fuch Laws, as might not otherwife come within 
the Knowledge of thofe whofe Conduct they are defigned to 
regulate. 

The propofed Police Gazette being publifhed by the 
Central Board, and confined, folely to Que Object (every 

Thing 
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Thing elfe that enters into the Compofition of a News-paper 
being excluded) there would be no Profit, but rather a Lofs, 
in its being charged with either Stamps or Poflage. 

Its Utility as an Inftrument in the Hands of executive 
Juflice would be in Proportion to the Eafe and Facility with 
which an extenfive Circulation could be promoted. To attain 
this Objefr, therefore, I fhould humbly propofe, that fuch of 
thefe Gazettes as are not tranfmitted gratis to Magiflrates 
and others conneiled with the Central Board, fhould be fold 
at a Price not exceeding One Penny. 

Under fuch a Syftem, well and ably conducled, it is highly 
probable that no Crime, or at leaft none in the Punifhment of 
•which any Individual felt a fpecial Intercft, would remain 
unpiinifhed for Want of Information. 

In the prefent State of Things, in which the Receipt as 
well as the Circulation of Intelligence ufeful to public Juf- 
tice is fo expenfive, and the Means of bringing it under the 
Review of executive Juflice fo difficult, the Number of Crimes 
brought to Punifhment, or even fo much as brought to light, 
may well be fufpe&ed to be very fmall, in Proportion to the 
whole Number with which the innocent Part of the Com- 
munity is afflicted. 

With refpeft to Licences I would humbly propofe, that 
the Magiflrates, in their different Divifions in the Country, 
fhould be empowered, at their General Meetings for licenfing 
Alchoufes, alio to grant Licences to the other Claffes of Deal- 
ers rcfident in each Divifion ; their local Knowledge would 
give them the befl Opportunities of being informed with re- 
fpeft to Character, and of every other Qualification which 
may be required under the propofed Aft of Parliament ; and 
the Clerks of the different Licenfing Divifions might, under 
the Dire&ion of the Magiflrates, be authorifed to rece'ive and 
remit the Licence Duties, in Conjun&ion with the neareft 
rcfident Surveyor employed by the Central Board. 

Qu. 14. Have you thought of any Mode of controlling 
and checking the Power which you propofe to give to in, 
ferior and fupeiior Magiflrates, of diftributing fmall Re- 
wards for meritorious Services, whether attended with 
Conviflions or not, with a View of preventing Abufe in 
fuch Diflribuiion ? 

The Rewards propofed to be granted by Juftices of the 
Peace or .nler.or Magiflrates, fhould in the firft Inftance at 
leail be confined to Offences committed in or near the Metro 
pubs, and thefe Magiflrates (being Magiflrates of Police) fhould 
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make a regular Return Monthly to the propofed Central Board, 
and inftead of paying Money fhouid make Order upon the 
Secretary of the Central Board for fuch Reward, fjgned by 
at leaft Two Magistrates, fpecifying in fuch Order for what 
Services the Rewards have been allowed. 

Were this Mode adopted, no Money would pafs through 
the Hands of the Magistrates: and it is prefuined that under 
the Directions of the Board, the Orders fo granted would 
always fufficiently e-xptain the Purpofe, and afford the Com- 
miffioneis the Means of checking an improper Expenditure of 
Public Money, if in any Inftance it fhouid appear to them that 
an Abufe had taken Place. 

With refpe£t to the Judges or fuperior Magiftrates, it is to 
be prefumed that no Check whatfoever would be necefTary, 
and that a difcretionary Power of giving Rewards upon 
Conviction might be exercifed by them in all Cafes whatfo- 
ever, without any Danger to the Public ; the high Character 
and great Purity of the Judges preclude all Sufpicion of any 
Abufe of public Money paffing through fuch a Medium, and 
fuch Rewards, being paid by the Sheriffs out of the Fund 
already eftablifhed, would not be under the Management of 
the propofed Central Board. 

Qu. 15. Would not a regular Annual public Account of 
all fuch Expenditure be a wholefome fubfidiary Means of 
preventing any poffible Abufe ? 

I certainly think that a regular Annual Account of all Ex- 
penditure connected with Police would, under the Syftem 
which is contemplated, be indifpcnfably neceifary ; and it is 
none of the leaft of the Advantages which I conceive to be 
likely to arife from the Eftablifhment of a Central Board, that 
not only the Whole of the Difburfements of that Board fhouid 
come under the Review of Parliament Annually, extending 
to all Branches of Police whatfoever, but alfo a digefted 
Report, relative to all Perfons tried for Offences in every Part 
of Great Britain, and likewife all Perfons convicted, diftinctlv 
fpecifying in Columns " The particuler Offence charged to 
each Individual ; the Number of Prifoners difcharged by Pro- 
clamation or Gaol Delivery; the Punifhments ordered by the 
Sentences of the Judges on Prifoners convicted ; the Numbers 
(Male and Female) who fuffer Death, who are fent to the 
Hulks, to New South Wales, to Gaols and Houfes of Cor- 
rection in different Parts of the Kingdom, or to Penitentiary 
Houfes, or who are difcharged by free Pardons, or by the 
JExpiration of the Term of the Punifhment in each Year ; to- 
gether 
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gether w ith a general View of the aggregate Number of Cort- 
vicls at New South Wales and Norfolk Iflanrl, by the laft Re- 
turns; the aggregate Number in the different Hulks at Wool- 
wich, Langfton, or Portfmcuth ; the aggregate Number of 
Convifts in Penitentiary Houfes. Houfes of Correction, and 
Gaols, in every Part of Great Biitain, diftinguifhing in all 
Cafes the Sex and Age, and every other Fac~f which can con- 
tribute to convey a complete View, not only of the State of 
the Criminality of the Country, but alfo of the Expenfes at- 
tending it :" And if the Plan ot a Police Gazette can be efta- 
blifhed, this ufeful Information will not only be rgularly con- 
veyed to every Perfon connected with the Police of the 
Country, but no fooner would any Offence be committed 
than Information would be fent from the Central Board to 
every Part of the Country, with fuch a Defcription of the Delin- 
quents as would probably lead to a prompt Detection, and by 
the Companion of the Number of Offences thus known to be 
committed, and the Number of Crimes afcertained to have re- 
ceived Punifhnient, a moft ufeful Tefl would be obtained of 
the Efficacy of the Meafures of all Kinds taken for the Pre- 
vention of Crimes. 

Ou. 16. Might it not be defnable to give to the 
propofed Central Board of Police a Power fimilar to 
that now enjoyed by the Hackney Coach Office, and 
fimilar to what is enjoyed by many Corporations, of en- 
abling Bye Laws for the better Regulation of minor 
Objects ot Police, fuch Laws to be fubjedt to the Re- 
vifal, and to require the Approbation and Sanction of 
the fuperior Judges of the Courts of Weftminfter Hall ? 
If it is intended that the propofed Central Board fhall exercife 
the Functions of the prei'ent Board of Hackney Coaches, it 
feems to follow as a clear Propofnion, that this Board fhould'be 
invefled w ith the fame Powers in every Refpedf (fubjecl: to 
the ultimate Approbation of the Judges) ; and I fhould certainly 
conceive it to be extremely ufeful to extend to this propofed 
Boaid the Power of making Bye Laws for all minor Objecls 
of Police which may fall within the Scope of its Functions 
whether thefe relate to Hackney Coaches or any other Matter! 
The Advantages derivable from fuch a Power are great and 
obvious, and free fiom all polfible Injury, as fuch Bye Laws 
would be valid, and confequently could not be enforced, until 
confirmed by the Judges. 

Qu. 17. In what Manner is the criminal Police of the 
City of London carried on ? 

The 
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The criminal Police of the City of London is carried oil 
by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, who execute the Functions 
of ordinary Magiftrates or Juftices of the Peace, by taking 
Cognizance of all Offences charged upon Perfons brought 
before them. 

Ou. 18. In what Part oF the City is Bufinels of this 
Nature tranfa&ed ? 

The criminal Bufinefs of the City of London is tranfacled 
at the Manfion Houfe and at Guildhall. 

Qu. 19. Who are the prefiding Magiftrates ? 

The Lord Mayor for the Time being fits conftantly at the 
Manfion Houfe, affifted occafionally by"One of the Aldermen, 
where the Proceedings requ ire Two Magiftrates ; but as this does 
not occur often, the Lord Mayor for the moll part fits alone. 

An Alderman in Rotation fits alfo for a Week at Guildhall, 
affifted occafionally by another City Magiftrate, where the 
Cafe requires Two. The Prifoners committed to the Poultry 
Compter the preceedin^ Night are always carried before the 
Lord Mayor; and tho'e fent to Giltfpur Street Compter are 
carried to Guildhall, before the Sitting Alderman. 

Ou. 20. What are their ufual Hours of Attendance ? 
The ufual Hours of Attendance, both at the Manfion Houfe 
and Guildhall, are from 11 till 2 o'Clock. No Attendance 
is given in the Evening, neither do the Aldermen attend to 
judicial Bufinefs at their own Houfes ; from which Circum- 
flance, it is prefumed, fome Delay, and frequently great In- 
convenience to public Juftice, may arife from the Want of 
the proper Application and Accefs to the Magiftrates, particu- 
larly in Cafes of Robberies or other Felonies of Importance 
requiring immediate Directions for the Purpofe of Detection. 
Perfons apprehended under Charges of Felony, as well as for 
the flighted and rnoft trifling Offence, after Three o'Clock, ' 
muft remain in Prifon till next Day at Eleven, which in the 
Firft Inftance is frequently productive of Evil in defeating 
Juftice, and in the latter, in fome Cafes, may be oppreffive, 
by fubjechng Individuals to a certain Imprifonment who de- 
ferved no Punifhment, and would of Courfe have been dif- 
charged, if a petty Seffions had been held in the Evenings upon 
the Plan of the Police Offices. 

Qu. 21. Are not the ufual and neceffary public and 
private Avocations of the Chief Magiftrate, and of the 
greater Part of the Aldermen, fuch as are very incon- 
fiftent with a regular Attention to this Branch of criminal 
Police ? 

vol. iv. L Although 
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Although Juftice is certainlv adminiflered with great Purity 
by the Magistrates .of the City of London, it has always ap- 
peared to me, that the unavoidable Avocations of the Chief 
Ma^iftrate, as well as of the major Part of the Aldermen, 
moft of whom are engaged in Trade, and federal of them 
Members of Parliament, are extremely unfriendly to that 
Energy, which a due and proper Execution of criminal Police 
requires. 

The Time allotted by the Lord Mayor for judicial Bufinefs 
is much engaged in figning Affidavits, and other Matters 
which occupy his Attention, and which are irrelevant to the 
great Features of Police; and both the Chief Magi ftrate and 
the Aldermen (the latter of whom feldom fit more than Two, 
or at moft Three Weeks in the Courfe of a whole Year in 
Petty Seffionsj have, befides that peculiar Duty which is con- 
nected with criminal Police, the other multiplied Affairs of 
the Corporation, which are conftantly claiming their Atten- 
tion, either in Committees, or in attending the various Courts 
of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, Common Council, Common 
Hall, Wardmotes, Confervancy, Courts of Requeft, Court of 
Orphans, and General and Quarter Seffions ot the Peace, and 
Juftice Hall at the Old Bailey ; when to this are added the 
private Avocations, and the Engagements in Bufinefs, which 
muft claim the Attention, and occupy a confiderable Portion 
of the Time of the City Magiftrates, it cannot reafonably be 
expected that they can devote much Time to Matters of 
Police, either in confidering the various intricate Cfes of De- 
linquents brought before them, or in following up Informa- 
tions, inftruaing Peace OEcers, and deviling Plans for the 
Detection of Offenders. 

Qu. 22. Does any Inconvenience arife to the Public 
from the Magiftrates of the City having no Force beyond 
the Limits of the Jurifdiaion of the City, and from the 
Warrants iflued by the Magiftrates in other Parts of the 
JVIetropolis having no Effect in the City, unlefs backed 
by the Authority of the City Magiftrates ? 
Real Inconvenience unqueftionablv arifes to the Public 
from the City Magiftrates having no Jurifdiaion in the 
neighbouring Counties; andalfo from Pofice Magiftrates hav- 
ing no Authority quickly to follow up Informations, by if. 
fuing Warrants to fearcii for ftolen Property, and to apbre- 
hend Perfons charged with Offences in the City. This Incon- 
vemence appears to arife more from an ill grounded Jealoufy 
han any real Caufe ftnee by extending the Jurifdiaion ot 
the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, Privileges would be given. 
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and none would be taken away ; a clofer Union would be pro- 
moted between theCity and Police Magiftrates in all Matters 
regarding the general Interefl. of the Metropolis and its En- 
viions, making the Suppreflion oi Crimes one common Caufe, 
and permitting no Punctilio refpecting Jurifdiclion to prevent 
the Operat ion ol the united Energy of both in the prompt 
Detection of Offenders, and in the general Suppreffion of 
Crimes. 

The peculiar Situation of the Times calls for the united Energy 
of all Magiflratcs, unfhacklcd by ufelefs and mifchievous 
Obitru&ions ; and the Intereft and Safety of the Public at 
large being paramount to every minor Confidera'.ion, and the 
Metropolis in its extended State being now felt and underflood 
to be One great Whole, it is impoffible to introduce a Syftem 
of complete Security, until a clofer Union and a concurrent 

]urifdi£tion, fo far as relates to Detection, (hall take Place 
between the City and the Police Magiftrates. 

Qu. 23. Would it not be very inftrumental to the 
general Purpofcs of Police, if a certain Number of Ma- 
gi urates, to be named by the Lord Mayor and Court of 
Aldermen, and approved by His Majefty, and commif- 
fioned tor the whole of the Metropolis, and the Counties 
ol Kent, Surry, Middlefex, and Elfex, fhould permanently 
lit, to afhfl the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, at 
the Manfion Houfe and Guildhall, as is praftifed in the 
Offices of Police eftablifhed in the other Parts of the 
Metropolis, with fnnilar Salaries, and under fimilar Re- 
gnlations ? 

For the Reafons already ftated, I certainly think it would 
be 3 moft ufeful Meafure, tending in an eminent Degree to 
the Improvement of the Police of the Metropolis, and to the 
general Security of the innocent Part of its Inhabitants, if 
ftationary Magiftrates, having Jurifdiftion in the Four Coun- 
ties, as well as in Weflminfter and the Tower Liberty, were 
to be appointed to execute the criminal Department of the 
Police of the City of London, as Affiflants to the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen, and who fhall be pledged to fit both in the 
Morning and Evening regularly, with Power to diftribute 
fmall Rewards for ufeful Information, and to hold Communi- 
cation with the other Police Magiftrates, who fhould have a 
fimilar Power with refpedf to fmall pecuniary Gratuities, the 
Want of which heretofore has fhackled the Exertions of 
every aftive Magiftrate, and paralized the Police in a very 
great Degree, even under the new Syftem. 

L2 Qu. 24. 
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On. 24. You will be pleafed to explain to the Com- 
mittee the Object you have in view in propofing that the 
Attorney General fhould appoint Counfel for the Crown 
to conduct all criminal Profecutions ? 

The Object I have in view in propofing that the Attorney 
General lliall appoint Counfel for the Crown to conduct all 
criminal Profecutions, is the more effectual Diftribution of cri- 
minal Juflice, as a Means of ultimately preventing Crimes, 
which I do conceive are encouraged and increaied under the 
prefent Syflem, from the Number of Chances which a Prifoner, 
although guilty, has ot efcaping Juftice, in Cafes where its 
being adminiflered depends upon the Party injured, who is 
frequently prevented by the Dread of Expenfe from coming 
forward at all for the Purpofe of difclofing the Lofs he has 
fuflained, or intimidated by the Threats of the Culprit or his 
Friends, or bought off by corrupt Means, extending alfo to the 
Witneffes, who are too often open to Seduction when under 
no Control. 

The vaft Numbers difcharged at every Gaol Delivery, partly 
from the Careleffnefs or Inattention of Profecutors, who are 
either unable or unwilling to ftiftain the Expenfe of Counfel 
to oppofe the Arguments and Objections which will be offered 
on Behalf of the Prifoner, afford another Reafon why a Pro- 
fecutor for the Crown appears to be necefTary. 

Sufferers under the prefent Syftem, either fowered by the 
Expenfe or Lofs of valuable Time experienced perhaps in for. 
mer Profecutions ; or ultimately from falfe Scruples entertained 
by timid Perfons, who when they confuler, that by profecut- 
ing they take away the Life of aFellow-creature, often con- 
ceal Loffes and Injuries as the leaft of Two Evils, and hence, 
for Want of a public Profecutor, Juftice is defeated. 

The Object I have in V lew therefore is, by placing the 
Profecution of public Offences under the Charge of an Of- 
ficer of the Crown, to give full Effect to public Juftice, by 
extending to fuch Profecutions that ncceff.uy Energv that 
does not at prefent exifl, and never can cxift 'under the pre- 
fent Syftem. In thus conducting all criminal Profecutions, 
through the Medium and under the Direction of Counfel for 
the Crown, the Frauds, Tricks and Devices of old and pro- 
fefled Thieves would be defeated, and fuch Offenders would 
not, as at prefent, fo often efcape Juftice, and continue their 
Depredations on the Public with Impunity. 

The Expenfe of fuch a Deputation from the Attorney Ge- 
neral would not be great, fince it would be confidered' as an 

honourable

honourable Introduction by all young Counfel, who -would 
folicit the Situation at any Salary, however (mall or incon- 
fidcrable it might be. 

Such an InJHlUtiqn would do much to prevent Crimes; it 
would terrify the Hordes of Offenders now upon the Town 
in a greater Degree than any one Meafure that could be pro- 
pofed or adopted for giving Energy to the Police Syilem. 

It would be the Means ot deftroying thofe Hopes and 
Chances which encourage criminal People to perfevere in De- 
predations on the Public. 

It would not only remove that Aver-fion which (as has been 
already flated) Profccutors nianifeft on many Occafions to 
come forward for the Purpofc of promoting the Ends of 
Jufi'ce, but it would prevent in a great Meafure the PofTibilitv 
of compounding Felonies, or of fuborning WitnefTes. 

Such a Svftem, while it counteracted the Tricksand Devices 
of old Thieves, and placed them on the fame Footing as the 
Novices in Crimes, would protect real Innocence, as the 
Public Profecutor in that Cafe would never fail to move an 
Acquittal. 

While a Principle adopted by our Laws impels the Judge 
to permit everv Informality to operate in favour of a Prifoner, 
without a Profecutor for the Crown every trifling Inac- 
curacy in an Indictment becomes an Obftacle fatal to Con- 
viction, and Circumftances which would frequently throw 
Light upon the Charge are not brought forward at all on 
many Trials; and hence it is that public Juftice is defeated, 
and Crimes incrcafe, becaufe the Guilty in fo many Inftances 
efcape Punifhment. 

Ou. 05. If the Solicitor to the propofed Central Board, 
being paid by an eftablilhed liberal Salary, were obliged 
to give his Afiiitance to all public Boards, and to all 
private Individuals, in Profccutions for Felonies, &c. 
committed within the Metropolis, might it not be pro- 
ductive of confiderable public and private CEconomy, 
and of great Advantage in the Detection and Conviction 
of Offenders, and become a powerful Inftrument in the 
Diminution of Crimes? 
If it is thought a proper Meafure to have eftabl ifhed Pro- 
fecutors for the Crown, Solicitors become ncceffary to prepare 
the Briefs and the Indictments, and to collect the Evidence. 
This Duty might certainly be performed by the Solicitor to 
the propofed Central Board, with the Affiftance of a com- 
petent Number of able and experienced Clerks ; and fuch 
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a Regulation would certainly be of great Importance, and a 
moft powerful Inftrument in the Diminution of Crimes, and 
of courfe productive both of public and private CEconomy, 
in as much as every Mcafure tending to leffen the Number 
of Profecutions, and of courfe the Number of Convicts, 
muft operate, as a Saving to the Individual as well as to thp 
Public ; and it would feem alfo that a Sufferer under -the pre- 
fent Syftem would be able to conduct his Profecutions at much 
lefs Expenfe through the Medium of a general Solicitor charg- 
ing nothing for his perfonal Trouble, than by the Mode that 
now takes place, while at the fame Time the Indictment would 
probably be more correct, and the Expenfes upon the whole 
would be lefs to the Profecutor; but it is humbly fuggefled, 
that until there are regular Profecutors for the Crown appointed, 
the Syllem cannot be complete. 

Qu. 26. Have any Inflances occurred of Criminals 
returning from Botany Bay, either before or after the 
Expiration of their Sentences, and being again convicted 
of new Crimes ? 
The new Police Eftabliftiment having only commenced in 
Auguft 1792, fufficient Time has not been yet afforded to as- 
certain this Fact with Precifion, as to its Extent with refpcfl 
to the Number of Convicts who have actually returned from 
Botany Bay, none of whom, it may be fairly flated, are known 
to me to be employed in any creditable Purfuit; on the con- 
trary, all who have come within my Knowledge are either at 
this Moment Thieves upon the Town, or have been executed 
for new Offences; among thefe laft is one Nicholas Inglifh, 
who begged his Paffage home, arrived two Years ago, was 
tried for a Burglary Two Months after, and hanged. 

There arc feveral very notorious Thieves, and in particular 
one of the gicatelt Pickpockets that ever exifled, now upon 
the Town, who have been tranfported, and who have returned 
from Botany Bay ; and one of thefe has actually got a Licence 
as a Hawker and Pedlar, as well as fome other notorious 
Thieves, who ufe it as a Kind of Cover to enable them to 
mafk their nefarious Defigns when travelling into the Country, 
and to prevent them from being vagranted under the Police 
Act while in Town. 

Qu. 27. Are you of Opinion that if Mr. Bentham's 
Plan were carried into Execution, according to the 
Agreement entered into between the Lords of the Trea- 
fufy and that Gentleman, that at the probable Expiration 
ot the Term -propc-fed for the Duration of that Agree- 
ment (being for the Lives of Mr. Jeremy and Mr. Samuel 
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Bentham, and the Survivor of them) it would be poffible 
to fave to the Public the whole Annuity propofed to be 
paid to them, by the Opportunity which would have been 
afforded by that Experiment of rendering the Labour of 
Convifts as productive as poffible? 

I think it highly probable that Mr. Bentham's Plan for 
employing and reforming Convicts, if carried into Execution 
according to his Propofal (which I prefume is the fame as his 
Agreement with the Lords of the Treafury) would be the 
Means of training both Sexes to productive Labour, to fuch. 
a Degree as to render it an Object to new Contractors, after 
theSvftem became fully matured, to take upon them the Man- 
agement of Convicts, merely for the Profits of their Labour; 
and that there might arife a Competition for fuch a Contract, 
without ltipulating for any Annuity from Government, and 
thereby fave to the Public the whole Annual Sum propofed 
to be paid to the prefent Contractor. 

This would arife from the Introduction of ingenious Ma- 
chinery, rendering it practicable tor every Clafs of Convicts, 
while in Health, to earn a Sum equal to their Maintenance, 
while the major Part would be able to earn a vaft deal more. It 
feems to be from a Confidence in the Superiority of the Syffem 
(which to me appears to be well founded) that Mr. Bentham 
has been induced at the Outfet to propofe to maintain and 
employ Convicts for Twenty-five per Cent, lefs than they 
coll Government at prefent. As the Innitution advances to 
Maturity, under a Plan fo admirably adapted to render Labour 
productive in the greateft poffible Degree, in the fame Manner 
will the Profits gradually increafe Year after Year, until thus 
rendered obvious and certain, and not as at prefeut depending 
upon fpeculative Opinion. By the propofed Annual Report 
to the Court of King's Bench, and by being generally pro- 
mulgated, the Contract, as foon as it is open by the Death of 
the Two Gentlemen, will have a precife Value like any faleable 
Commodity, and thus it may naturally be fuppofed that great 
ultimate Advantages may arife to the Public by an Experiment 
fo peculiarly adapted to render the Labour of Convicts a Spe- 
cies of Property, finding its true Value in a Competition of 
Purchafers. 

This was exemplified in the Inftance of Convicts tranf- 
ported to America, which for a great Length of Time cod 
Government a large Sum Annually, until it was generally dif- 
covered that the adjudged Services of Felons became a faleable 
Article in Maryland, and were extremely profitable to the 
Contractors ; hence arofe a Competition which (if I am rightly 
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informed) enabled Government, fome Years previous to the 
American War to make Contracts for tranfporting Felons 
without any Expenfe whatfoever.

PROPOSALS for a new and lefs expend s-e Mode of Em- 
ploying and Reforming CONVICTS. 

r T i H E Author, having turned his Thoughts to the Peniten- 

■* tiary Syftem from its firft Origin, and having lately con- 
trived a Building in which any Number of Pcrfons mav be 
kept within the Resell of being infpefted during every Mo- 
ment of their Lives, and having made out, as he flatters him- 
felf, to Demonstration, that the onlv eligible Mode ot manag- 
ing an Eftablifhment of fuch a Nature, in a Building of fuch 
a Construction, would be by Contract, has been introduced 
to make public the following Propofal for maintaining and 
employing Convicis in general, or fuch of them as would 
otherwife be confined on Board the Hulks, lor 25 per Cent, 
lefs than it colts Government to maintain them there at pre- 
f'ent ; deducting alfo the Average Value of the Work at pre- 
sent performed bv them for the Public; upon the Terms of 
his receiving the Produce of their Labour, taking on hirofelf 
the whole Expenfe ot the Building, fitting up and flocking*, 
without any Advance to be made by Government for that Pur- 
pofe, requiring only that the Abatement and Deduction above- 
mentioned fhall be fufpended for the Firft Year. 

Upon, the above-mentioned Terms he would engage as 
follows : 

I. To furnifh the Prifoners with a conftant Supply of 
wholcfome Food, not limited in Quantity, but ade- 
quate to each Man's Defires. 

II. To keep them clad in a State of Tightnefs and Neat- 
nefs, luperior to what is ufual even in the improved 
Prifons. 



* All thefe Articles taken into the Account, the originally intended Peni- 
tentiary Houl'e, on the late Mi. Elackburnc's Plan, would not have coft to little 
ai^aoo per Man: for t.ooo Prifoners, £200,000: cxclufive of the whole An- 
nual Expenfe of Maintenance, Stc. to an unliquidated Amount.

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III. To keep them {"applied with feparate Beds and 
Bedding, competent to their Situations, and in a 
State of Cleanlinefs fcarcely any where conjoined 
with Liberty. 

IV. To infure to them a fufficient Supply of artificial 
Warmth and Light, whenever the Seafon renders it 
necefiary, and thereby fave the Neceffity of taking 
them prematurely from ther work at fuch Seafons 
(as in other Places) as well as preferving them from 
luffering by the Inclemency of the Weather. 

V. To keep conflantlv from them, in Conformity to 
the Practice fo happily received, every Kind of ftrong 
and fpirituous Liquor, unlefs where ordered in the 
Way of Medicine. 

VI. To maintain them in a State of inviolable, though 
mitigated Seclufion, in affortcd Companies, without 
any of thofe Opportunities of promifcuous AfToci- 
ation, which, in other Places, dillurb, if not deftroy, 
whatever good EfFecT: can have been expected from 
occafional Solitude. 

VII. To give them InteYclt in their Work, by allow- 
ing them a Share in the Produce. 

VIII. To convert the Prifon into a School, and, by 
an extended Application of the Principle of the 
Sunday Schools, to return its Inhabitants into the 
World inftru&ed, at leaft as well as in ordinary 
Schools, in the moll ufeful Branches of vulgar 
Learning, as well as in forne Trade or Occupation, 
w hereby they may afterwards earn their Livelihood. 
Extraordinary Culture of extraordinary Talents is 
not, in this Point of View, worth mentioning; it 
would be for his own Advantage to give them every 
Inftruftion, by which the Value of their Labour 
may be increafed. 

IX. To pay a penal Sum for every Efcape, with or 
without any Default of his, irrefiflible Violence from 
without excepted ; and this without employing Irons 
on any OccalioH, or in any Shape. 

X. To provide them with fpiritual and medical Af- 
Jiftants, conftantly living in the midft of them, and 
inceflantly keeping them in view. 

XI. To pay a Sum of Money for every one who dies 
under his Care, taking thereby upon him the Infur-

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ance of their Lives for an ordinary Premium, and 
that at a Rate grounded on an Average of the Num- 
ber of Deaths, not among imprifoned Felons, but 
among Perfons of the fame Ages in a State ot Li- 
berty within the Bills of Mortality. 

XII. To lay for them the Foundation Stone of a Pro- 
vifion for old Age, upon the Plan of the Annuity 
Societies. 

XIII. To infure to them a Livelihood at the Expira- 
tion of their Terms, by felting up a fubfidiary Efia- 
blifhment, into which all fuch as thought proper 
fhould be admitted, and in which they would be con- 
tinued in the Exercife of the Trades in which 
they were emploved during their Confinement, with- 
out any further Expenfe to Government. 

XIV. To make himfelf pcrfonally refponfible for the 
reformatory Efficacy of his Management, and even 
make Amends in molt Inftances for any Accident 
of its Failure, by paying a Sum of Money for every 
Prifoner convicted of a Felony after his Difcharge, 
at a Rate increafing according to the Number of 
Years he had been under the Propofer's Care : viz. 
a Sum not exceeding £ \o, if the Prifoner had been 
in the Penitentiary Panopticon One Year; not ex- 
ceeding/" 15, if Two Years; not exceeding £ 20, if 
Three Years; not exceeding £25, if Four Years; 
not exceeding/" 30, if Five Years or upwards ; fuch 
Sum to be paid immediately on Conviftion, and 
to be applied to the Indemnification .of the Per- 
fons injured by fuch fubfequent Offence, and to be 
equal in Amount to the Value of the Injury, fo 
long as it did not exceed the Sums refpectively 
above fpecified. 

XV. To prefent to the Court of King's Bench, on a 
certain Day of every Term, and afterwards print 
and publifh, and at his own Expenfe, a Report, ex- 
hibiting in Detail the State, not only moral and 
medical, but oeconomical, of the Eflablifhment ; 
(hewing the whole Profits, if any, and in what 
Manner they arife; and then and there, as well as 
pn any other Day, upon Summons from the Court, 
to make-Anfwer to all fuch Queftions as fhall be put 
to him in relation thereto, not only on the Part of 
the Court or Officer of the Crown, but by Leave 
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of the Court, on the Part of any Perfon whatfoever ; 
Queflions, the Anfwer to which might tend tofubjeft 
him to Conviftion, though it were for a capital 
Crime, not excepted, treading under Foot a Maxim, 
invented by the guilty for the Benefit of the guilty, 
and from which none but the guilty ever derived any 
Advantage. 

XVI. By Neatnefs and Cleanlinefs, by Diverfity of 
Employment, by Variety of Contrivance, and above 
all by that Peculiarity of Conftruftion, which, with- 
out any unpleafant or hazardous Vicinity, enables the 
whole Eftablifhment to be infpefted at a View, from 
a commodious and infulated Room in the Center, 
•the Prifoners remaining unconfeious of their being 
thus obferved, it fhould be his Study to render it a 
Spectacle fuch as Perfons of all ClafTes would, in 
the Way of Amufement, be curious to partake of; 
and that not only on Sundays, at the Time of Divine 
Seivice, but on the ordinary Days, at Meal Times 
or Times of Work: — Providing thereby a Syftem of 
Superintendance, univerfal, unchargeable, and unin- 
terrupted, the moft effectual and indiftruftible of all 
Securities againll Abufe. 

Such are the Methods that have occurred to him for accom- 
plifhing that Identification of " Intereft with Duty," the ef- 
leifruating of which in the Perfon of the Governor, is declared 
to be one of the leading Objefts of the Penitentiary Aft.— 
[19 Geo. III. ch. 74.] 

The Station of Gaoler is not in common Account a very 
elevated one ; the Addition of Contractor has not miich Ten- 
dency to raife it. He little dreamt, when he firft launched 
into the Subject, that he was to become a Suitor, and perhaps 
in vain, for fuch an Office. But Inventions unpraftifed might 
be in Want of the Inventor: and a Situation thus clipped of 
Emoluments, while it was loaded with Obligations, might be 
in Want of Candidates. Penetrated therefore with the Im- 
portance of the End, he would not fuffer himfelf to fee any 
Thing unpleafant or difcreditable in the Means. 
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OUTLINE of the Plan of ConftrufUon alluded to in 
the above Proposal, 

The Building circular — An Iron Cage, glazed — a Glafs

One Station in the InfpefHon Part affording the mofl perfect 
View of every Cell, and every Part of every Cell, unlefs 
where a Screen is thought fit occafionally and purpofely to be 
jnterpofed. 

Againft Fire 'if under a Syfiem of conftant anduniverfal In- 
fpeclion any fuch Accident could be to be apprehended) a Pipe, 
terminating in a flexible Hofe, for bringing the Water down 
into the Central Infpeftion Room from a Ciftem of a Height 
fufficicnt to force it up again by its own Preilure on the mere 
Turning of a Cock, and fpread it thus over any Part within 
the Building. 

For Vifnois, at the Time of Divine Service, an annualar 
Gallery, riling from a Floor laid immediately on the Ceiling 
of the Central Infpefrion Room, and difclpfed to View by 
the Defcentof a Central Dome, the fuperior Surface of which 
ferves, after Defcent, for the Reception of Minifters, Clerk, 
and a feleft Part of the Auditory : the Prifoners all round, 
brought forward within perfeft View and Hearing of the Mi- 
nifters to the Front of their refpe£Hwe Cells. 

Solitude, or limited Seclufion, ad libitum. — But, unlefs for 
Punifhment, limited Seclufion in afi'orted Companies is pre- 
ferred .

Side of the Road, a Wall wi h a Branch of the Road behind, 
to fhclter peaceab'e PafTcnyers from the Fire of the Building. 
A Mode of Fortification like this, if practicable in a City, 

"would have faved the London Prifons, and prevented the un- 
popular Accidents in St. George's Fields. 

The furroanding Wall itfclf furrounded by an open Pali- 
fade, which ferves as a Fence to the Grounds on the other 
Side; except on the Side of the Appio tch, no public Path by 
that Fence. A Centinal's Walk between, on which no one 
eJfe can fet Foot without forcing the Fence, and declaring 
himfelf a TrefpafTer at lejft, if not an Enemy. To the Four 
Walls Four fiicb Walks flanking and croffing each other at the 
Ends. Thus each dentinal has Two to check him.

ARTICLES of AGREEMENT indented, had, made,

the Lords Commiffioners of His Majefty's Treafury, 
on the Part and Behalf of His Majefty of the one 
Part, and Jeremy Bentham, of Lincoln's Inn, in 
the County of Middlefex, Efquire, of the other 
Part. 

WHEREAS in and by an Act of Parliament, made and 
palled on the Seventh Day of July, in the Year of our Lord 
1794, and in the 34th Year of His Majefty's Reign, intituled, 
" An Aft for erecting a Penitentiary Houfe or Houfes for 

" confining 
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*' confining and employing Convi£rs." it was enacled (among 
other Things) that, the Commiffioners of the Treafury for the 
Time being fhould, as foon as conveniently' might be, fix 
upon a certain Piece or Pieces of Ground therein defcribed, 
or upon any other convenient and proper Spot of Ground 
which might be lawfully purchafed under the Powers of the 
faid Aft, and to be fituate as therein is mentioned, upon 
which fhould be erefted One or more Penitentiary Houfe or

Aft in fuch Manner as hereinafter is mentioned ; and the faid 
Lords Commiffioners are confenting and defirous to enter into 
a Contract with the faid Jeremy Bentham refpecting fuch in- 
tended Penitentiary Houfe, and for that Purpofe the feveral 
Articles, Claufes, Conditions, Provifoes, and Terms of Agree- 
ment hereinafter expreffed, inferted, and contained, have been 
prepared and approved of, and are agreed to be entered into, 
performed, and executed by and. on the refpective Parts and 
Behalf's of the faid Parties hereto, according to the Tenor, true 
Intent, and Meaning of the fame refpectively. Now there- 
fore thefe Prefents witnefs, that for and in Confideration of 
the Premifes, and for divers other good and valuable Caufes 
and Confiderations each of them the faid Parties, hereunto 
refpectively moving, he the faid Jeremy Bentham for himfelf, 
his Heirs, Executors, Adminiftrators, and Affigns, doth cove- 
nant, promife, and agree to and with the faid Lords Commif- 
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fioners and their SuccefTors • and thefaid Lords Commimoncrs, 
for themfelves and their SuccefTors, do, and each and every 
of them doth covenant, promife, and agree to and with the 
Taid Jeremy Pentham, his Executors, Adminiftrators, and 
Affigns, by thefe Prefents, in Manner following; viz. 

Article 1 ft.— The laid Jeremy Bentham, for and in Con- 
federation of the Sum of Thirty-one Thoufand Pounds to be 
paid by the faid Lords CommiiTioners or their SuccefTors, at 
the Times, in the Proportions and Manner hereinafter men - 
tioned, and alfo in ConFderation of his being to be appointed 
Governor of the Penitentiary Houfe intended to be erefted 
on the aforefaid Piece or Parcel of Ground, when the fame 
fhall be built, with fuch Powers and Allowances, and alfo 
with fuch Agreement refpedHng the future Appointments of 
Governors as are hereinafter refpeclively mentioned, fhall and 
will, within the Space of Twelve Calendar Months next after 
he the faid Jeremy Bentham, his Executors, Adminiftralors, 
or Afhgns, (hall have obtained full and peaceable Poffeffion of 
the Piece of Ground aforefaid, at his or their own proper 
Cofts and Charges, caufe to be erected, fitted up, properly 
flocked, and ctherwife in every Refpeft effectually adapted to 
or for the Purpofes aforefaid, a Penitentiary Houfe on fomc 
Part or Parts of the fame Piece of Ground, of proper Form 
and fuffkient Magnitude and Conveniences for effectually 
and healthfully confining, maintaining, and employing therein 
l.oco Male Convifts or Prifoners at the leall, as alfo for the 
proper and convenient lodging and maintaining of a Chaplain, 
Surgeon, Tafkmafter, Schoolmafters, and fuch other Officers, 
* with their Subordinates, as maybe found neceffary for the faid 
Purpofes; in which faid Penitentiary Houfe or Building, or 
infome other Building or Buildings thereto next or near 
adjacent, a proper- Chapel, fit for the Ufe of fuch Convicls or 
Prifoners, Officers and Subordinates as aforefaid, and alio a 
proper and fufhxient Infirmary, fhall be included ; and that 
fuch Penitentiary Houfe,- Chapel, and Infirmary, with the 
Storehoufes, Warehoufes, and other Buildings which may be 
thought neceffary for ;he Purpofes aforefaid, fhall be respec- 
tively erecled, built, fitted up, flocked, and adapted, and from 
Time to Time kept in good and fufficient Order and Repair, 
to the Satisfaction and good Liking of fuch Perfon or Perfons 
as the faid Lords Commiffioners, or their SuccefTors, may from 
Time to Time think proper to nominate or appoint for the 
Purpofe oF fuperintending fuch Erections and Buildings, and 
the due Performance of this prefent Contract or Agreement, 
on the Part and Behalf of thefaid Jeremy Bentham, his Heirs, 
Executors, Adminiltrators, and Afligns; which Perfon or 
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Perfons it fhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Lords 
CommiHioners, and their Sue. effors, lo nominate accordingly, 
if, and when, and lb often as they fhall think it neceffarv or 
expedient fo to do : Provided neverthelefs, that if the faid 
Jeremy Bentham, his Heirs, Executors, Adm ; niff rators, or 
Affigns, fhall be diffatisfied with the Opinion of fuch Perfon or 
Perfons fo to be nominated by the Lid Lords Commiffioners, 
or their Succeffors, for the Purpofes aforefaid, and fhall defire 
that fuch Difference of Opinion may beadjuffed by Referees, 
the fame [hall be adjufted by Two Perfons, One to be n imed by 
the faid Lords Commiffioners or their Succeffors, and 'he other 
by the faid Jeremy Bentham, his Heirs, Executors, Adminillra- 
tors, or Alliens ; and in cafe fuch Referees fhall differ, they fhall 
appoint an Umpire, and the Decifion of fuch Referees, if they (hall 
agree in Opinion, or oi fuch Umpire, if appointed, fhall be final. 

Article 2d — The f.'.id Sum of ^31,000 fhall be paid to the 
faid Jeremy Bentham, his Executors, Adminiftrators, or Af- 
figns, at Three feveral Inftalments (that is to fay) £ 12,000, 
Part thereof, immediately, upon the Execution ot thefe Prefents, 
£~i2,ooo other Part thereof upon the Expiration of Three Cal- 
endar Months next after the Date hereof; and the remaining 
Sam of £ 7,000 fo foon as the faid Penitentiary Hou/e and 
Buildings fnall be in Readinefs for the Recept on of the faid 
Number of 1000 Convicls or Prifoners, to the Satisfaction 
of the faid Lords Commiffioners, or their Succeffors, or of 
fuch Perfon or Perfons as they may have thought proper to 
appoint for the Purpofe of fuperintending the fame, Three 
Weeks Notice at the leaft having been given of fuch Readi- 
nefs to the faid Lords Commiffioners, or their Succeffors, on the 
Part of the faid Jeremy Bentham, his Executors, Adminiftra- 
tors, -or Affigns ; and fuch Payments fhall be refpeftively made, 
clear of all Deductions, together with Intereft for and upon, 
tbe fame feveral Sums, at the Rate of Five per Cent, per 
Annum for every fuch Day (if any^ as the fame fhall have 
continued refpectively in Arrear or unpaid. 

Article 3d. — And, in as much as it may happen that at or 
after the Time when the faid Jeremy Bentham (hall be in 
Readinefs to receive fuch Number of 1000 Comvrets. or Pri- 
foners as aforefaid, there may be more than 1000 Convicls or 
Prifoners, which, under the Powers of the faid Act. mi^ht be 
committed to his Charge, it is therefore hereby alfo agreed, 
that he the faid Jeremy Bentham, and his Succeffors in the 
Office of Governor, to be appointed as hereinafter expivflwk. 
fhall receive every luch fupernumeraty Cunviff. or Pnfoner as. 
may be committed to his or their Cuftody, on the fame Teims. -

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of '12 a Year, as is hereby agreed to be paid for each of the 
above-mentioned original Number of 1,000 Convifts or Pri- 
foners, with the Addition of only £~i8 for each fuch fuper- 
numerary Convift or Prifoner, payable the Half thereof on 
the Reception of every fuch Supernumerary, and the other 
Half 011 the Expiration of Twelve Calendar Months then next 
following, clear of all Deductions, with Intereft, in cafe of 
Anear, as above is mentioned, which faid Addition of /~i8 
for every fuch Supernumerary, fhall be in lieu of all' Ex- 
penfes incident to or attending the providing additional Build- 
ings and other fufficient Accommodations for the Reception 
of every fuch fupernumerary Prifoner, which the faid Jeremy

the total Number of fuch Supernumeraries, at any one Time,

Article 4th.— And whereas, by an Aft of Parliament made 
and palled in the 34th Year of His prefent Majefty's Reign 
and intituled " An Aft for the effeftnal tranfportation 
" of Febfls and other Offenders, and to authorize the Re- 
" ^ ovaI ot Prifoners in certain Cafes, and for other Purpofes 
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" (herein mentioned," Power is given to His Majefty 
to direct the Removal of any Male Offender under Sen- 
tence of Death, but reprieved during Pleafure, and under 
Sentence of Tranfportation, and appearing in Manner therein 
mentioned fit to be removed to fuch Place of Confinement 
within England- and Wales as His Majefty fhall appoint, un- 
der the Management of anv Overfecr appointed by His Ma- 
jeftv, whereupon it is therein moreover provided, that every 
Offender fo removed fh;i!l continue in the place of Confine- 
ment, or be removed to and confined in anv other Place, as 
His Majeftv fh.ill appoint, until fuch Olfender fhall be tranf- 
ported, or by the Expiration ol his Term fhall be entitled to 
his Liberty, "or until His Mdjeftv fhall direct the Return of 
fuch Offender to the Gaol .from which he fhall bave been re- 
moved And it is by fuch Act alfo provided, that after 
the Removal of any Offender under the fame, fuch Overfeer 
fhall, during the Term, have the Powers incident to the 
Office of -Sheriff or Gaolor, and beanfwerable for any Efcape 
of fuch Offender; and alfo during fuch Cuftody fhall feed 
and clothe fuch Offender, and fhall keep hi in to Labour, at 
fuch Places, and under fuch Directions as His Majefty fhall, 
by Order directed to fuch Overfeer, appoint. Now it is 
hereby further agreed, that in purfuance of the faid fii ft herein 
before recited Act of the 7th Day of July 1794, the faid 
Lords Commiffioners. or their Succeffors, fhall humbly re- 
commend to His Majefty, that he will be gracioufly pleafed 
to appoint the faid Jeremy Bentham to be Governor of the 
faid Penitentiary Houfe or Houfes, and Buildings hereinbefore 
agreed or undertaken to be crefled, when the fame lhall be 
finifhed and made fit' for the Furpofes of the faid Act, with 
their Appurtenances, during his natural Life, with the fame 
Powers as His Majefty is by the faid Aft, made in the 24th 
Year of his Reign, enabled to give to fuch Overfeer, as therein 
and hereinbefore is mentioned. And in cafe the faid Jeremy 
Bentham fhall be defirous of refigning fuch Office and Powers 
as aforefaid at any Time during his Life, and fhall nominate 
One or more fit and proper Perfon or Perfons to be appointed 
in his Stead, to aft during his Life, the faid Lords Commif- 
fioners, or their Succeffors, fhall humbly recommend to His 
Majefty, that he will be gracioufly pleafed to appoint fuch 
Perfon or Perfons to be Governor or Governors as aforefaid, 
and with fuch Powers as aforefaid, for and during the natural 
Life of him the faid Jeremy Bentham, or for any Term or 
Terms of Years determinable upon his Deceafe, if fuch Perfon 
or Perfons fhall fo long live, and fo from Time to Time dur- 
ing 
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ing the natural Life of the faid Jeiemy Rentham ; fo that 
during his Life fucli Office and Powers fh.ill be exercifed, 
and the Benefits to be derived therefrom fhall be received by 
the faid Jeremy Bentham, or fome Perfon or Perfons to be 
named by bim ; and in cafe tbe faid Jeiemy Bentham fhall 
die in the Life time of his Brother, Samuel Bent ham, Knight 
of the Order of Saint George of the Empire of Kiiffin, Bri- 
gadier General in the Service of her Imperial Majefty the 
Lmprefs of Ruffta, the faid Lords Commiffioners, or their 
Succcffo s, fhall in like Manner humbly recommend to His 
Majefty, 'hat He will be graciouflv pleafed to appoint the faid 
Samuel Bentham to be Governor as aforefaid, with luch 
i Powers as aforefaid, during his Life; and in cafe the faid 
Samuel Bentham fhall be defirous of refigning fuch Office and 
Powers at any Time 'during his Life, or mall decline accepting 
fuch Office and Powers, and fh.ilj nominate One or more fit 
and proper Perfon or Perfons to be appointed in his .Stead, to 
aft during his Life, the faid Lords Commilfioners. or their 
SuccefTors, fhall humbly recommend to His Majefty, that He 
will be gracioufly pleafed to appoint fuch Perfon or Peifons> to 
be Governor or Governors us aforefaid, with fuch Powers as- 
aforefaid, for and during the natural Life of him the faid 
Samuel Bentham, or for any Term or Terms of Years deter- 
minable upon his Deceafe, if fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall fo 
long live, and fo from Time to Time during ihe natural Life 
of the faid Samuel Bentham, fo that after the Deceafe of the 
faid Jeremy Bentham, and during the Life of the faid 
Samuel Bentham, fuch Office and Powers (hall be exercifed, 
and the Benefit thereof enjoyed by the faid Samuel Ben- 
tham, or fome Perfon or Perfons to be named by him ; and 
the faid Lords Commiflioners, and their Succeflbrs, fhall alfo 
humbly recommend to His Majefty to appoint every fuch 
fucceflive Governor as aforefaid Feoffee ot the faid Piece of 
Ground to be piuchafed for the Purpofes ot the faid firft recited 
A£t ; and the faid Jeremy Bentham, and fuch fucceffive Go- 
vernors as aforefaid, to be appointed as aforefaid, fhall 
have and receive an Allowance, at and after the Rate of £\<z 
a Year for each Convict or Prifoner which fhall be committed 
to his or their Cuftody, for the Care and Maintenance of fuch 
Convict or Prifoner, over and above fuch additional Allow- 
ances, for and in refpect of the Care and Maintenance of his 
Lodgings and Accommodations for Supernumerary Convicifc 
or Prifoners as hereinbefore mentioned, fuch Allowances to 
commence and be made, and to become due or payable from 
the Expiration of Twelve Calendar Months next after the Day 
when the faid hereby intended Penitentiary Houfe or Efta- 
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blithment {hall be in Readinefs to receive the faid Number of 
1000 Gonvifts or Prifoners in Manner hereinbefore men- 
tioned, and after fuch Notice thereof /hall have been given as 
aforefdid ; the before- mentioned Payments or Allowances, 
amounting together to the faid Sum of ^3,000, being intend- 
ed to include all the Charges attending the Cullody, Main- 
tenance, and Employment of the faid origina'l Number of 
1000 Convifls or Prifoners, according to the Tenor and 
Purport of thefe Prefents, for and during the Firfl. Year 
after the Commencement of the faid hereby intended 
Effablifhment ; except only the Amount of the Premiums to 
become due tor or in refpect of fuch Infurance as herein- 
after is mentioned. It is alfo agreed, that the Annual Sum 
of ^12,000 at the lead thai 1 be paid as aforefdid, as for 
1000 Convifts or Prifoners, at the Rate of £ 12 tor each 
Convift or Prifoner, whether there (hall entirely be 1000 of 
fuch Convicts or Prifoners in the faid Penitentiary Houfe 
or not. 

Article 5th. — The faid Jeremy Bentham and his Succeffors, 
as above mentioned, (hall moreover be refpeclively allowed 
to retain and apply to his and their own Ufe refpecYively, the 
Produce of and Profit upon the Labour of all and every 
fuch Convidis or Prifoners as fhall be committed to his cr their 
Charge or Charges, who fhall be kept to Labour under the 
Direction of the faid intended Governor or Governors, fub- 
ject. only to the Allowances hereinafter ftipulated and agreed 
to be made to or for the Benefit of fuch Convicts or Prifoners 
refpect lvely. 

Article 6th — Each of the faid Convicts" or Prifoners fhall 
be Daily fupplied, at the Expenfe of the faid Jeremy Ben- 
tham, his Heirs, Executors, Adminiflrators, or Affigns, with 
fuch wholefome Food and Suftenance as is next hereinafer 
mentioned* (that is to fay) Bread interchangeable with Rice, 
Peafe, Potatoes, or other farinaceous Grain or Roots com- 
monly ufed for human Food, or with MeiTes made of Oatmeal 
or other Meal or Grain, or Fruits commonly ufed for human 
Food, as much as fuch Convict or Prifoner ihall choofe to 
eat, together with a competent Allowance of Meat or Fifli, 
or Soups or other MeiTes made or compounded from or out of 
the Flelh of any fuch Animals, and of f .ch Parts of Animals 
as are ufually llaughtered for human Food; which faid Al- 
lowance of Meat, or fuch Equivalent for the fame as aforefaid, ' 
(hall alfo be made in like Manner, without Stint, to every 
Convift ox Prifoner who lhall be employed in any Kind of 
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Work or Labour, and who flial! exert himfelf therein with 
ordinary Diligence in the Execution of the fame ; but in cafe of 
Idleness, or Mifbehaviour in any fuch Convi<fts or Priloner or 
Prifoners rcfpe£tively, fit for Labour, the Quantity of fuch Meats 
or Succedanum to Meat as well as the Quality of both Sorts 
of Food for fuch Convicts or Prifoners who fha'J be idle or 
mifbehave as aforelaid, the fame being wholefome and fufficient 
for the immediate Suftenance of fuch Convicls, or Prifoners 
refpeffively, fhall be left to the Choice of the faid Jeremy 
Bentham and his Succeffbrs. who fhall be Governor or Go- 
vernors as aforefaid, they rofpe£tively afting therein with Hu- 
manity and found Difcretion. 

Article 7th. — Each of the aforefaid Convifls or Prifoners 
fhall be kept properly cloathed, and for that Putpofe (hall be 
fupplied Once in every Year at the leaft with a complete Suit 
of Cloaths, and with a clean Shirt at leaft Twice in every 
Week, at the Expenfe of the faid Jeremy Bentham, his Heirs, 
Executors, Admtniltrators, or Aifigns. 

Article 8th. — Each of the aforefaid Convicts or Prifoners, 
fhall in like Manner be conflantiy fupplied with a feparate 
Bed and Bedding of fufficient Warmth, and kept in a Sate of 
Conflant Cleanlincfs, clean Sheeting or Blanketing being fup- 
plied for each fuch Bed at leaft Once in eveiy Month; and 
all poftible Attention fhall be paid to the Cleanlinefs of fuch 
Convicts or Prifoners in every Refpcft as far as Circumftances 
will permit. 

Article 9th. — The faid Penitentiary Houfe, with the Build- 
ings and Offices to belong thereto, fhall at all proper Seafons, 
and in every Part thereof, be fufficiently warmed and lighted, 
and every proper Precaution taken to prevent the fame from 
becoming infectious or unwholefomc, to preferve the Convi£ls 
or Prifoners confined therein in good Health. 

Article 10th. — None of fuch Convicts or Prifoners fhall be 
fuffcred to have or be fupplied with any Kind of fpiritous or 
fermented Liquors, except in fuch Cafes as the fame fhall 
have been prefcribed lor them in the Way of Medicine, when 
fick or difordcred. 

Article 11th. — A Chaplain (being a Clergyman of the 
Church of England) fhall be provided at the Expenfe of the 
faid Jeremy Bentham. his Heirs, Executors, Adminiflrators, 
or Aftigns, who in Perfon, or by his occafional and fufficient 
Deputy, fhall be conftantly living in the midil of the faid 
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Convifts Or Prifoners, and keeping the whole Aflemblage of 
them under his Eye. 

Article 12th. — So in like Manner a Surgeon of competent 
Skill and Experience (hall be provided, under whofe Care a 
fufficient Quantity of all proper Medicines fhall be kept in 
Hand, and ready to be adminiftered upon every neceffary 
Occafion. 

Article 13th. — A fufficient Number of competent School- 
rnafiers fhall alfoin like Manner be provided and kept, by 
whom Inftruftion fhall be adminiftered on every Sunday at 
the leaft, during the Intervals of Meals and Divine Service, in 
Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic, to as many of fuch Con- 
victs or Prifoners as fhall be found to ftand in Need thereof. 

Article 14th. — Each of the faid Convicts or Prifoners fhall 
be allowed a Share of his Earnings, to the Amount of not lefs 
than One fourth Part of the fair Value thereof. 

Article 15th. — A Portion of fuch Share or Allowance (but, 
unlefs with the Prifoner's Content, not exceeding the Half 
thereof) (hall be retained by the faid Jeremy Bentham and 
his faid Succeffors refpectively, as the Confederation Money 
for an adequate Superanuation Annuity to be granted by the 
faid Jeremy Bentham and his faid Succeffors, immediately 
upon the Expiration of fuch Prifoner's Confinement, to and 
for the Benefit of each fuch Prifoner refpettively, upon the 
Principle of the Annuities granted by the Societies called 
Friendly Societies, for the Life of fuch Prifoner ; the Com- 
mencement, Amount and Conditions of fuch Annuities 
to be determined by Two Referees, the One on the Part of 
His Majefty, his Heirs or Succeffors, to be named by the 
faid Lords Commiflioners or their Succeffors, and the other 
by the faid Jeremy Bentham, or his faid intended Succeffors, 
with Power for fuch Referees to appoint an Umpire in cafe 
of their Difagreement. 

Article 16th. — In cafe any of fuch Convifts or Prifoners 
fhall be fuffered to efcape from the Cuftody or Charge of the 
faid Jeremy Bentham, or his faid intended Succeffors, he or 
they (hall refpe&ively be made Debtors to Government in 
their Quarterly Account, to the Amount of £50, for or in 
refpeft of every fuch Convict or Prifoner as fhall fo efcape 
(irrefiftible Violence from without only excepted) : Provided 
neverthelefs.that he the faidjeremy Bentham.andhisSuccefTors, 
fhall be made Creditors to the like Araounf for every fuch 
Convict or Prifoner who fhall have fo efcaped, and may be 
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retaken at his or their Cofls and Charges within the Term 
of Six Calendar Months next after every fuch Efcape. 

Article 17th. — The Life of every fuch Convict or Prifoner 
as aforefaid fhall be infured by the faid Jeremy Bentham, and 
his Succeffors (Governor or Governors as aforefaid) at the 
Rate of £100 for each fuch Convict or Prifoner, for and in 
Confideration of a proportionable Premium, to be paid by 
the faid Lords, Commiffioners and their Succeffors, as followeth 
(that is to fay) a Computation fhall be formed of the Number 
of Deaths that may be reafonably expected to take Place 
among fuch Convicts or Prifoners in the Courfe of each Year, 
out of the faid original Number of 1000 Prifoners living at 
the Commencement of each Year taking for the Standard or 
Data of fuch Computation the Annual Proportion of the Sum 
Total of the Deaths at the End of a Year to that of Perfons 
living at the Commencement of the faid Year, according to 
the London Bills of Mortality, and the Calculations grounded 
thereon by the late Reverend Dr. Price; provided that in the 
Firft Year's Account, in the Computation of the Deaths fo 
to be expected, according to the faid Bills and Calculations, 
the whole Number of Deaths among Perfons of all Ages fhall 
be taken into fuch Account : but that in the Account ot 
every fubfequent Year, all Ages under thofe of Ten, and 
above fifty-five Years, fhall be excluded ; and fuch Computa- 
tion being refpectively made, the faid Jeremy Bentham and 
his Succeffors fhall, at the End of each Year,' be on the one 
Hand made Creditor or Creditors to the Amount of £ 100 for 
every Death, which in the Courfe of the fild Year might, 
according to fuch Computation, have been expected to take 
Place among the faid Convicts or Prifoners ; and on the other 
Hand, Debtor or Debtors in the faid Amount of £100 for 
every Death which within the faid Period fhall actually have 
taken PI ace, as for Example, it the Number of Deaths expected to 
have taken Place at the End of the Year fhall be as One to 
Twenty-five, the Number of Perfons living in the Commence- " 
ment of the faid Year (for the faid intended original Number of 
1000 Convicts or Prifoners) fuch Number of Deaths will 
be Forty, and the Sum- of £4,000 will then be the Sum 
which the faid intended Governor or Governors will Annually 
be made Creditor or Creditors for, upon the Suppofition of 
his or their receiving the faid Number of 1000 Convicts or Pri- 
foners, and as fuch Governor or Governors, will be made 
Debtor or Debtors in the faid Amount of /100 for every 
Convift or Prifoner, who, during the faid" Period, fhall 
actually have died, it follows that if no more or lefs than 
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the expefted Number of Forty Perfons fhall have died, then 
fuch Governor or Governors will neither have to receive 
or pay any Sum or Sums of Money for and on Account of 
fuch Infurance; bin if inftead of Forty, Forty-one Perfons 
{hall h appen to die, then fuch Governor or Governors will 
be liable to pay the Amount qf £100 ; and if, inftead of Forty, 
Thirty-nine Perfons only lhall happen to die, then fuch Go- 
vernor or Governors will be iniitled to receive to the faid 
Amount of/~ioo; and ^4,000 for 1000 Prifoners, being in 
the fame Proportion as/4 lor One Prifoner, therefore, accord, 
ing to the above mentioned Computation, £\, will be the 
Premium lor which fuch intended Governor or Governors is 
or are to be made Credicor or Creditors on Account 
of each individual Prifoner on the Day when delivered to 
his Charge, on Condition of being made Debtor or Debtors 
to the Amount of /"too in the Event of fuch Prifoner's dying 
in his or their Cuftody within the Compafs of a Year, reck- 
oning from the Day of fuch Deliverance; and fo in Propor- 
tion tor any Term lefs than a Year, and in like Manner from 
the End of a Year during the whole Time fuch Prifoner fhall 
be in Cuftody. And it is hereby alfo agreed, that in cafe any 
Difpute or Difference fhall arife or happen, touching the 
Amount of fuch Premiums, or the Payment of the faid even- 
tual Head Money of £100, acoording 10 the Rate of Calcu- 
lation hereby fixed upon, the fame lhall be fettled by Arbi- 
tration of Referees, to be named as in the Fifteenth Article is 
mentioned. 

Article 1 8th. — On the Difcharge of every fuch Convict or 
Prifoner as aforefaid, or at any fubfequent Period, it is agreed 
the faid intended Governor and his SuccefTors fhall, on the 
Application of fuch Convict or Prifoner (he being able to work), 
engage fuch late Convict or Prifoner as an hired Servant by 
the Year, paying him at the Rate of not lefs than One ShiU 
ling per Day for his Work and Labour, exclufive of Lodging, 
Warning, and Firing, One Third of which Allowance of 
One Shilling per Day, or of any greater Allowance, may 
be retained by fuch Governor for Payment of neceflary 
Cloathing furnifhed by him to the faid Prifoner, until the_ 
Amount thereof, not exceeding Three Pounds, fhall have 
been difcharged. 

Article 19th. — It is moreover agreed, that in the Event 
of any fuch Convift or Prifoner's committing any Felony 
after his Difcharge from Imprifonment, whether he fhall be

paid by the faid Jeremy Bentham, or his faid Succcflbrs, on 
he Conviction of fuch Felon, a Sum of Money applicable 
to the Indemnification of the Party or Parties fufraining any 
Lofs by fuch Felony, increafing according to the Number of 
Years during which fucn Felon fhall have been under the 
Care of the faid intended Governor or Governors, viz. a Sum 
which fhall be fully equal in Amount to the Damage fuftained 
from or by Reafon of fuch Felony, if it fhall not exceed £ 5,

Penitentiary Houfc to be erected 
on the faid Piece or Parcel of Ground as aforefaid, and all 
and every the Erections and BuiJ dings then Handing thereon, 
and of the Stock and other Effefts occupied and ufed with 
the fame, fuch Eftimate to be made by Two Perfons, one to 
he appointed by the Lord High Treafurer or Lords Com- 
miffioners ol the Treafury for the Time being, and the other 
by the Reprefentative or Reprefentatives of the Survivor of them 
the faid Jeremy Bentham and Samuel Bentham, and in cafe fuch 
Referees lhall differ in Opinion they fhall appoint an Umpire, 
•whofe Decifion fhall be final ; and out of the Sum to be eftimated 
as the Value of fuch Buildings and Effefts as aforefaid fhall be 
dedufted the Sum of /"iq.coo, being the Part of the faid Sum

June23d, 1798.— EXAMINATION of Jeremy Bentkam, 

Efquire. 

Queftion. "THE Draught of an intended Contract between 

the Commiftioners of the T realm y and Your- 
relf, for the confining, maintaining, and employing Convicts 
in Penitentiary Houfes to be erected by you, being before the 
Committee; and it appearing from Documents that have been 
laid before the Committee, that in the Year 1794 a Sum of 
^"2,000 was advanced to you to enable you to make Prepara- 
tions relative to this Bufinefs, you are defired to ftate whether 
you have made fuch Preparations, and whether you are 
new in Readinefs to fign and carry into Execution fuch 
intended Contract? 

Anfwer. — I am in perfect readinefs to do my Part in the 
Bufinefs, and have been fo little lefs than Five Years. In 
confequence of a Propofal fubmitted by me in March 1792, 
and approved of, Matters were fo far advanced, that in July 
1793, I was twice called upon, and both Times in the fame 
Terms, to " take my Arrangements." I had at that Time, 
in Conjunction with my Brother, Brigadier General Ben- 
iham, expended fome Thoufand Pounds, in bringing to Ma- 
turity, a Syftem of Inventions of his, for executing by machin- 
ery, and confequently as to the greater Part of the Bufinefs 
without the Aid either of Dexterity or Good-will, the moft 
confiderable Branches of Wood Work, befides many Branches, 
of Stone Work and Metal Work. Upon the Repetition of 
the above Orders, in concert with my Brother, I took my 
Arrangements without Delay. The Syftem was in fuch For- 
wardnefs, that we were upon the Look-out for a Steam En- 
gine. Human Labour, to be extracted from a Clafs of Perfons, 
on whofc Part neither Dexterity or Good-will were to be 
reckoned upon, was now fubftituted to the Steam Engine, and 
the Syftem of Contrivance underwent a correlpondent Change. 
Being in daily Expectation of receiving the Sum ftipulated 
for in the intended Contract, (the Heads of which were fettled 
in what was then the proper Office early in Auguft 1793) 
and the Demand I had made of the Spot I had found appro- 
priated to the Penitentiary Eftablifhment (an Appropriation 
fince confirmed by the Statute of the 7th of July 1794) hav- 
ing been acceded to by a Memorandum in my Pofleftion in 
the Hand of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and being 
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undeT the Neceffity of keeping the Work going on, under 
Pain of fuffering the Difperfion of a Collection of Workmen, 
who in that Event would not for a Length of Time, if ever, be 
replaced, I made Shift to keep up my Advances under Cir- 
■cumftances of great Difficulty and Inconvenience; and it 
was in confequence ot Reprefentations to the above Effect that 
the Impreft in Queffion was made to me. In the mean Time Caff 
Iron Work had been ordered by me for the Frame of the intended 
Building to the Amount of feveral Thoufand Pounds, of which 
Order as much was executed as came to within a Hundred 
Pounds of the neat Produce ot the Nominal £z,ooo advanced to 
me as above. My Expenditure, over and above the^~2.ooore« 
ceived, does not now, if 1 include Intereft, amount to fo little 
as / 9,000. Of the Fruit of this Expenditure, fome Part 
would now be loft, although the Penitentiary Eftablifhment 
were at length to be fet on Foot, and if it were not, almoll 
the whole. It is too late now to revert back to the Steam 
Engine ; the Capital which was to have fet it a going is gone; 
my Brother's whole Time is engroffed by his official Situation; 
and at my Time of Life, and after my Experiences, it is now 
too late for me to return to a manufacturing Speculation, into 
which no ProfpeQ; of ordinary Advantage would even then 
have tempted me. 

Queftion 2d. — Do the Advances you fpeak of make any, 
and what Difference in the Terms you expert ? — In the Event 
of the Contract's being carried into Execution, or in the oppo- 
fite Event, do you expect any Thing, and what, by Way of In- 
demnification on that Score ? 

Anfwer. — In Circumftances fuch as mine, it is natural 
enough, I believe, for the Idea of Indemnification to prefent 
itfelf : but as often as I have fet myfelf to confider in what 
Shape, by what Perfons, and in what Manner it was to be 
brought about, the Appearance of Feafibility has feemed to 
defert it altogether. There was a Time, if my Memory does 
not deceive me, when the Idea of eventual Indemnification 
uled now and then to be alluded to on the other Side as a 
Matter of courfe : But this was long ago ; and the Damage, 
which might at that'Time prefent itfelf as lying within Com- 
pafs, has fince received fuch an Increafe, that its very Mag- 
nitude may by this Time be confidered as having formed a 
Bar to Indemnification. An I Hue which I have been for fome 
Time training myfelf to the Expectation of is, that Difpofi- 
tions will remain ; that Difficulties will accumulate; that this 
will go on till all Recollc&ions are at End ; and that thus 
Execution and Indemnification for Non-execution will glide 
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away together. After the Difficulties I have found in obtain- 
ing Attention for Meafures which I could fpeak of boldly as 
beneficial to the Public, it may be imagined whether I can 
have Confidence enough left for coming forward with Claims 
of a Tendency fuch as I could not mylclf reprefent as other- 
wife than purely burthenfome : And after.having for fuch a 
Length of Time been permitted to entertain Profpefts fuch as 
thofe delineated in the Plan which the Committee have before 
them, it is eafier to conceive than exprefs the Reluctance with 
which, were it even in my Power, I fhould fee myfelf 
faftened as a dead Weight upon the Public I had hoped to 
ferve. As to Terms, mine is not a Situation to make Terms. 
Were I to fay, " I cannot do fo and fo upon fuch Terms," the 
Anfwer might be, " Then it cannot be done at all." 

Turning afide from what fome in my Situation might call 
*• Juftice;'' confidering what, if any Thing, in the Way of 
Compenfdtion, retained a Chance of being found practicable, 
an Idea that occurred to me not long ago was, that, in the Event 
of the Penitentiary Syftcm's being proceeded with, there 
might perhaps be no great Objection to the turning over the 
Convicts to me a little earlier than would otherwife be done,- 
to be provided for under the prefent Plan, until the Peniten- 
tiary Houfe fhould be in Readinefs for their Reception. As, 
fmce the palling of the Aa of the 7th July 1794, it was im- 
poffible that the Perfons now occupying the Situation in Ouef. 
tion fhould not have long ago made up their Minds to thepart- 
ingwith it— as they haVe already retained it fo much longer than 
they could have expeaed, while I have been kept out of my 
expeaed Situation fo much longer than I had Reafon to ap- 
prehend — as under fuch Circumftances the Reputation of the 
Perfons in Queftion could not fuffer the fmalleft Prejudice 
from a Transfer made and declared to be made for no other 
than fuch a Caufe— the Idea feemed to me to be free from 
Objeaion on that Score. A Step would thus be taken and 
might be taken immediately (for no more than Three Months 
Warning is requifitej which would evidently and declaredly 
be a Step, and that a decifive one, towards the Eftablifhment 
ot the Penitentiary Syftem : The Opportunitv I fhould have 
of becoming acqua.nted with the Chafers I fhould have 
to deal with would be accelerated, and the Tranfition would 
thus be lmoother in many Refpeas, than if Perfons as well 
as loca I Situation were : at the fame Time to be comprehended 
in the Change. This Idea I have accordingly ventured to fu B - 
geil, and though it has not yet been complied with the Re 
ception given to it was not altogether a dilcouragingOne. 
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As to the Annual Allowance per Head, fince the Approba- 
tion given to my Demand of £\2, (which was in July 1793) 
the Allowance to the Prefent Contractors on the Hulk Plan 
has throughout been raifed a Penny a Day per Head, amount- 
ing by the Year to £1. 10s. sd.; the Rife in the Price of 
Provifions having been the evident Ground of this Allowance, 
the fame Indemnification would not, I fuppofe, be thought un- 
reasonable in my Cafe. N 

Queftion 3.— Do you think vou fhould now be able to ex- 
hibit Vouchers for, or diftincl: Statements of, the Expenditure 
of the £g ,000 you fpeak of ? 

Anfwer.' — I have taken Care to preferve Vouchers for the 
Money expended in Materials for the Building itfelf, to an 
Amount more than equal to what I have received as above ; 
and for the Reft, 1 fhould think that fatisfa£tory Vouchers might 
be collected, although the Money being my own, and no Con- 
ception entertained ot any Occafion for accounting to or with 
any Body on the Subject, I had no Reafon for keeping Vou- 
chers as fuch. In March 1793, on my applying for the /~2,oco, 
which I did through Mr. Nepean fthen under Secretary in the 
Home Department^ my Brother delivered or produced to that 
Gentleman a haAy Sketch of an Account, drawn up in obe- 
dience to a Suggeftior. made at the Moment for that Purpofe. 
At that early Stage ot the Concern it contained (I remember) 
Articles to the Amount of above/ 4,600, after which it was 
needlefs to look out for more. Upwards of £500 of it was 
for Patents, which are beco.-.ie of fo old a Date, that before I 
could now make any Advantage of the Inventions in the 
propofed Penitentiary Houfe, more than Half the Terms would 
be expired. 

After a Variety of unfuccefsful Attempts, in which no in- 
confiderable Part of the Money was expended, we had already 
fucceeded in executing by Machinery, Planing Work; Saw- 
ing Work, from large Timber down to Veneers of an unex-i 
ampled Finenefs ; Wheelwork, in fmall and in the great; 
Window Safhes (the greater Part of the Workmanfhip, and 
the Remainder nearly finifhed ; Sawing and Polifhing of Stone j 
befides the Variety of Branches of inferior Account ; and the 
Number was increafing every Day. 

Queftion 4. — What Ground is it now propofed fhould be 
purchafed for the Purpofe of the Eftablifhfnent ? 

Anfwer.— A Part of Tothill Fields, together with fuch 
Addition from the Grounds adjacent (and which may be 
purchafed under the exifting Aft) as fhall be neceflary tcr 
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make up the Quantity allotted to the Eftablifhment by 
that Aft. 

Queftion 5. — The Committee have underftood that certain 
Difficulties have attended the Choice of the Spot; — fhould 
thele Difficulties prove unfurmountable in the Inftance of 
Tothill Fields, is there any other Spot in Contemplation that 
you think would anfwer the Purpofe ? 

Anfwer. — I know of no other Spot whatever that would 
anfwer the Purpofe in any tolerable Degree, and at the fame 
Time afford any Thing near an equal Profpeft of feeing the 
Choice finally approved. This is the laft of Four Places, each 
of which at the Outfet afforded me Profpecls, which in the 
Three preceding Inftances proved delufive. 

Nothing could be more decided than the Approbation be- 
llowed upon this Spot upon the very firft Mention ot it. 
Legal Obfhcles, with the Exigence of which nobody is 
chargeable, have been unavoidably productive ot a Part ot the 
Delays. As far as I may be permitted to judge, the great Aver- 
fion entertained to the employing in the prefent Cafe, or ap- 
plying for, the compulfive Powers regularly granted, as otten 
as Land is to be purchafed for a Public Purpofe, is, and has 
been throughout, the only Source of Difficulty, at leaft at the 
Fountain Head. I am fatisfied in my own Mind, that the 
Bufmefs would have been difpatched near Five Years ago, if 
Land could have been found that belonged to nobody, and was 
in no Neighbourhood. My own Averfion to fuch Powers is 
not interior, and would be productive of the fame Effefts, 
if I law by what polfible Means the Bufinefs could be done 
upon lefs unpleaiant Terms. 

My great Comfort as well as my great Encouragement at 
the Outfet of this Bufinefs was, the Obfervation of a Spot, 
in the Inftance of which, as it feemed to me, thefe Difficul- 
ties had already been overcome. It was upon the Ground of 
an Aft of Parliament, and of a Decifion that had been given 
upon it bv a Tribunal, of which the Twelve Judges formed a 
Part— it was upon this Ground, coupled with other Affurances, 
that I proceeded at the Outfet of the Bufinefs ; it was upon 
the Faith of another Aft of Parliament, which the Committee 
have before them (I mean that of the 7th July 1794) that I 
perfevered in it. Had it been faid to me in thofe Days, thefe 
Powers had been employed in other Cafes, but they will 
not be in your's, my Property would have remained undif- 
fipated, and the Committee would not have had this Trouble. 
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Tothill Fields poffeffes Two Properties effentially neceffary 
to the Execution of my Plan ; Vicinity to the Metropolis, and 
Vicinity to Water Carriage : In my Manufactory, raw Ma- 
terials and finilhed Work are both of the bulkieft 'Kind ; and 
a prompt Communication with the Market is indifpenfable. 
Vicinity to the Metropolis is a Condition much infilled upon 
by the original Planners of the Penitentiary Syflcm (and molt 
of all by Howard) for the Purpofes of Example and Infpec- 
tion. If a Place could exift, of which k could be faid that it 
was in no Neighborhood, it would be Tothill Fields Two 
Prifons, and Four or Five Poor-Houfes of different Sorts 
already in Exillence, will finely be fufficient to Ihut the Door 
againlt Objections on the Score of Neighbourhood, 1 can 
fay from Meafurement, that no Houfe of any Account fupe- 
rior to a Tradefman's or a Public Houfe, ftands within a 
Quarter of a Mile of the intended Building. 

The Perfons principally interefted in the Character of Pro- 
prietors have been applied to with that Refpect and Reverence 
which is their due: a formal or decided Confent is more than 
I have to boaft of ; but Symptoms of Acquiefcence were mani- 
fefled, and none of Oppofition : The Opinion of profcffional 
Advifers was declaredly in Favour of the Meafure. 

To fpeak with Confidence of the Difpofition of feveral 
Thouland Inhabitants, poffeffing rather a nominal than a real 
Interelf in the Character of Commoners, will not be expected, 
of an Individual by whom they have not been canvalfed ; 
but, as far as Affurances can be depended upon,, from a Quar- 
ter the belt qualified of any for affording fuch Affurances, 
Affiflance much more likely than Oppofition would be to be 
expected from that Source. The) had authentic Notice long 
ago (though from another Quarter) and not the fmallefl Symp- 
tom of Oppofition was then manifefted, nor has been fince.

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ACCOUNT of the BUSINESS and DUTIES of' the 
POLICE OFFICES. 



ATTENDANCE. 

The JulKces are required by the Aft of Parliament to attend at the 
Offices during certain Hours in every Day, with the Exception of fome 
few Holidays. See Sect. 2. of the Ad. 

Befides'this flated Attendance, they are called upon for various extra 
Attendances ; fometimes by the Circumftances of their ordinary Bufinefs, 
and iometimes by the fpecial Direction of the Secretary of State, to take 
neccfTary Meafures for preferving the Peace on particular Occafions. 

The Attendance of the Clerks, Conftables, and others, is directed by 
the Magiftrates, as may feem belt for the Difpatch of Bufinefs. 

The Receiver has no fixed Times of Attendance, but tranfafts his 
Bufinefs as Circumftances require. 

DUTIES. 

The Bufinefs of the Juftice confifts in tranfafting all fuch Matters as are 
within the Jurifdi&ion of a Juftice of the Peace for the County. The 
Clerks and Conftables are attendant upon them in the Difcharge of thefe 
Duties. All Offices are executed in Perfon by the Parties who hold them. 

The Bufinefs of the Receiver is to fee that the Houfes are fitted and 
furni/hed, and kept commodious for the tranfacling of the Bufinefs of a 
Juftice, for which Purpofe the Houfes, their Furniture, and every Thing 
purchafed for the Ufe of the Police, are veiled in him by the A&. of Par- 
liament. He receives all Money and makes all Payments. The Fees and 
Penalties taken at the Offices are accounted for to him Monthly ; the Fees 
to be applied in his Hands to the Expenditure of the Police ; the Penalties 
to be paid into the Exchequer. The Money ifiued from the Exchequer to 
make up the Deficiency of the Fees is ifTued to him. The Difburfements 
made at the Offices, under the Direction of the Jufticcs, he brings to Ac- 
count Monthly ; he pays all incidental Expences not paid at the Offices, 
upon a Certificate from the Juftices that the Debt has been incurred. He, 
pays the Salaries of the Juftices and Clerks. He fees that the Conftables, 
Extra Clerks, and others, arc paid at the Offices out of the Fees, and • 
brought to Account in the Monthly Difburfements. He delivers into the 
Treafury Half Yearly an Account of all the Money fo received and paid 

. by 
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bv him, having firft verified the fame upon Oath before form? Judge in 
Weftminfter Hall. He is further to do all fuch Matters, relating to the 
Execution of the Aft, as mall be dire&ed by His Majeity in Council. See 
Sed. 9. of the Aft. 

CONTINGENCIES and INCIDENTS. 

The Amount of the Contingencies and Incidents for the Years 1793 
and 1797 may be feen in the following Table, which exhibits an Account 
of the Receipt and Expenditure from Auguft 1792 to 5th January 1798. 
The Particulars of that Amount are contained in Accoums of the Dif- 
burfements at the Offices delivered Monthly to the Receiver, and in the 
Half Yearly Accounts delivered in by him to the Treafury, making alto- 
gether for thofe Two Years, 172 diflinft Accounts, which, if indifpenfa- 
bly wanted, Jhall be tranfcribed. 

The principal Articles in the Monthly Difuurfements at the Offices are; 
The Salaries of the Conftables, the Mefiengei , Neceflary Woman, and 
Extra Clerk; the Taxes and Rates; fundry Expences relating to the Bufi- 
nefs of the OfFic;s, and fome of the Tradefmcn's Bill . The principal 
Articles in the Receiver's Payments are, The Houfe Rent, McfTenger ?.r.d 
Houfekeeper's Salaries, Taxes and Rates, and Tradefmen's Bills. More 
or lefs of thefe feveral Articles is paid at the Offices, accord ng to the 
Receipt of Fees. Thofe Offices which receive moft Fees pay moft of their 
Expenditure ; thofe which receive leaf!, leave molt of their Expenditure 
to be paid by the Receiver. 

The Funds for paying the Contingencies and Incidents are the fame as. 
thofe affigned for paying Salaries, and every other Expenditure, namely, 
the Fees received at the Offices, and the Money (to fupply their Deficiency) 
from the Exchequer, charged upon the Confolidated Fund. The latter is 
£.3,000 every Quarter ; this with the Fees, taken at about £.2,000 per 
Annum (though they are ufually more, as may be feen by the following 
Table) makes £.14,000 per Annum, that is £.2,000 per Annum for each 
Office, being the Sum to which the whole Annual Expenditure of each 
Office is eonfidered as limited by the A£l of Parliament. 

As to the Period up to which Payments have been made for Contingen- 
cies and Incidents, that may be feen in the following Table of Receipt 
and Expenditure, under the Divifion of Mon ey Due, where is ftated 
the whole of what is due up to 5th January 1798. It there appears that 
the Salaries due are only One Quarter to the Juftices and Clerks, from 
10th Oftober 1797 to 5th January 1798. The Incidents that remain due 
are moftly for tiie Year 1797, but fome of them at fome of the Offices arc 
for Part of the Year 1796, and even earlier. 
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Supplement (H. 3.) Continued. 
FURTHER OBSERVATIONS. 

UPON the Heads of Retrenchment, of Improving 
the Checks, or of Making any Regulations what- 
foever, the Juftices haye made no Obfervations, further than 
that upon the whole there is occafionally need of more Con- 
ftables ; and that they want the Means of rewarding them for 
fpecial Services in the Drfcharge of their Duty. 

Upon thefe Heads the Receiver on his Part, and as far as 
he is concerned in the Receipt and Payment, begs to fubmit 
the following Obfervations : 

It appears by the above Table of Receipt and Expenditure, 
that the Money come to his Hands, applicable to the Ufe of 
the Police, has been greatly exceeded by the Payments he has 
made, and ftill more by the whole Expenditure, fo that he is 
greatly in Advance, and 11:11 greatly in Debt. This is caufed 
by the Allowance of Money being limited, and the Expendi- 
ture exceeding the Allowance. It appears that all the Offices, 
except Shadwell, exceed the ^a.ooo per Annum; and that 
there is, befides, a Head of Iviifcellaneous Expenditure, for 
which no Provifion has been made in, the Aft of Parliament. 
The Treafury holding itfelf retrained by the Aft from charging 
more on the Confolidated Fund Ina'ri what, together with the 
Fees, will make the Sum of ^"2,000 per Annum for each 
Office, has not thought itfelf authorized to grant the Receiver 
that Relief which he has needed, at various Times, from the 
State of the Expenditure. 

The Receiver, fo circumftanced, has been unable to keep 
up his Payments, and Actions have been brought againft him, 
under a Notion that he is not merely a Paymafter, liable only 
when Money comes to his Hands, but that he is held out by 
the Aft of Parliament as the Perfon who contrafts for the 
Expenditure of the Police; and all Work done, and Articles 
delivered, muft be confidered as Charges upon his Credit, 
and that he, therefore, is liable in all Cafes, whether he has 
Money in Hand or not. Upon this Notion feveral Actions 
have been brought againft him. There is only One now pending, 
wliich is for Work done by Order of the Magiftrates at tlie 
Weftminfler Office ; in this the Receiver had no perfona.1 
Concern whatfoever, nor has any Money come to his Hands 
for the Payment of it, though he has applied for it to the 
Treafury ; and he cannot, as he conceives, be confidered as 
liable perfonally for this Demand, except by the Cqnftruftion 
above-mentioned. 

When 
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When a Queftion is pvit to tlie Receiver upon the Improve- 
ment of Checks, and Making Regulations in his 
Office, he hopes he may fubmit, without Offence, that if the 
Juflices are at Liberty to contrail fuch Debts, the Receiver 
ought not to be personally liable fdr them, or he ought to be 
fupplied with Money to defray them. 

The Receiver conceives, that the Defign of his Office was, 
that he fhould have a Check and Contronl upon the Expen- 
diture of the Offices. He thinks this is implied by the Aft 
of Parliament, which requiies that he fhall not be one of the 
Juflices ; which vefts in him the Houfes, the Furniture, and 
all other NecefTaries, purchafed for the Ufe of the Police ; 
and which requires him to pay the Salaries, Expences, and 
Charges attending the Offices (Se£t. 9.) But as it is not 
plainly exprefTed in the A£f, and as no fpecial Authority has 
been given to him for that Purpofe, he has not prefumed to 
cxercife it. Such an Authority is not wifhed by him ; but he 
hopes it will be thought juft and right towards him, that while 
an Expenditure is permitted, which he has no Power to con- 
troul, but for which he is thus deemed refponfible in Law, 
there fhould be a Supply of Money to enable him to defray 
fuch Demands as they arife. 

For which Purpofe he fubmits, as a Rfgulat^ion, that 
every Quarter or Half Year he fhould be allowed to fend in 
to the Treafury an Eftimate of what is due; and that Money 
fhould be regularly iffued for the Payment, in the fame Man- 
ner as is now conflantly done for the Public Office in Bow 
Street. In this nothing more is claimed than is already prac- 
tifed .with regard to Bow Street, where there is no other 
Limit to the Expenditure than the Difcretion of the Jujhees. 

But fhould it feem proper flill to confine the Seven Offices 
to the prefent Allowance of £2,000 for each Office per An- 
num, it is hoped by the Receiver, that fome Regulation will 
be devifed tor his Protection, in Cafe of the atlual Expendi- 
ture exceeding the Allowance. 

It fhould be added, that the prefent Arrears are now under 
the Confederation of the Lords of the Treafury, and that, it 
is believed, Provifion will foon be made for clearing them off. 
What is above fuggefled is only with a View to Regularity 
in future Payments.

As to the Hours of Bufinefs and Holidays, the Magiflrates 
and Clerks attend from Ten o'Ciock in the Morning to Two 
in the Afternoon, and from Six to Eigli n tft< Evening, every 
Day, except Sundays, Good Friday, and Chriftmas Day. — See 
the Return of the Eftablifhment ot the Seven Offices- 

DUTIES. 

As to the general Bufinefs of this Office, it is that ofajuftice 
of the Peace; but it fhould be added, that this Office differs 
from the Seven Police Offices, in as much as mofl Matters of 
Felony arifing in the Metropolis and its Neighbourhood arc 
brought to it, as the Public Boards, in general, bring their 
Bufinefs to this Office, and as the Secretary of State ufually 
recurs to it whenever he needs the Affiftance of a Juffice of 
the Peace, or if inferior Officers for apprehending Offenders. 
This is the Office whh which the Country Magiflrates cor- 
refpond, from which arifes much Bufinefs for the Magiflrates,, 
Clerks, and Officers. — -All Offices are executed in Perfon. 

The Duty of the Receiver is to manage the Money concerns 
of the Office, as hereinafter defcribed ; he is alfo to fee that 
the Public Hue and Cry is regularly printed and circulated. 

CONTINGENCIES and INCIDENTS. 

The Bufinefs of the Receiver is to tranfaft all Matters re- 
lating to the Money Concerns ot this Office, in the like Man- 
ner as thofe of the Seven Police Offices. His Authority arifes 
from a Letter of the Secretary of State, of the Month of JuJy 
1793, by which it was intended to put this Office upon the fame 
Footing as the Seven Offices, with regard to applying the Fees, 
and the ordering its Expenditure, as nearly as could be done 
without an Acf of Parliament. 

The Receiver, Four Times a Year, makes an Effimate of 
the Money wanted to defray the Expenfes of the laft Quarter; 
this, when figned by the Magiflrates, he tranfmits to the Se- 
cretary of State, who recommends to the Treafury to iffue the 
Money, which is accordingly done, out of the Civil Lift: 
And this Money has been iflucd fo regularly, efpecially for the 
laft Year and a Half, that there is feldom much more than One 
Quarter in Arrears : The laft Payment was ot the Quarter 
ending 5th January 1798, and it was made in the Middle 
of May.

nrent he was compelled to make of the Money Concerns oF 
the Seven Offices, this is very good Payment; though he 
is ready to agree with the Magiftrates in the Wifh above ex- 
prelTed by them, that a large Body of Men, in the Situation of 
the Patrole, were paid earlier than the Month of May for 
Services begun to be performed in the Month of October, 
and which were completed on the 5th January.

NO Flour or Grain has been fent from hence to the Settlement 
at New South Wales, fince the 17th of March 1795. It now pro- 
duces more than fufficient for its Confumption. It will be difficult 
to afcertain with any Degree of Accuracy, when the Neceflity of 
fending Salt Provifions from hence will ce:ife ; becaufe it does not 
only depend upon a probable Calculation of the progreffive IiTcreafe 
of the Number of Perfons now there, and of the Live Stock, but 
alfo upon the Number ot additional Convicts which may from 
Time to Time be fent thither. It is, however, without Doubt r 
moft advifeable to promote as much as poffible a fpeedy Increafe of 
the Live Stock, by keeping in Store a futfi-cient Quantity of Salt 
Provifions for the Ufe of the Settlement, although at a very great 
Expence, the Amount of which is ftill more inflamed for the pre. 
fent by the Purchafe of Live Stock from the Cape of Good Hope, 
&c. a contrary Syflem, neverthelefs, would not only entail upon 
us a Continuation of the prefent Expences, but a progreffive Ac% 
cumulation of them, in Proportion to the additional Number of 
Convicts fent from hence. The proportionable Quantity, however, 
of Salt Provifions, may be diminifhed by Degrees, and the Com. 
mencement of fuch Diminution, it is preTumed, may very foort 
take Place. The within Paper is an Account of Live Stock in the 
Poffeffion of, and Land in Cultivation by Government, and the 
Officers Civil and Military, ill September, 1796. 

With refpeft to Cloathing, as the finefl Flax in the World grows 
there, which, with the Produce of the Live Stock, will make up 
every Article ol their Cloathing, a Period muff arrive when a 
Saving of the Cloathing now fent out mull take Place. A Number 
of Looms, and every Article and Material for their Conftruclion, 
have been fent out. Some Linen Cloth has already been made, 
and in Order to expedite the Manufacture of Linen, a Mafter 
Weaver is now going out, who is to be paid in Proportion to the 
Number of Looms he keeps at Work for the Public. It fhould 
be obferved, that from the Mildnefs of the Climate, coarfe Linens 
of the Nature of Ofnaburghs and the like are a more fuitable Wear;

STATIONARY OFFICE.

•T^HIS Office was eftablifhed in 1786*, by the Lords of 
the Treaiury, with a View to the faving of Expenfes, 
which had arifen to a great Amount in the different Public 
Offices, and to guard againfl Abufes in the Application of 
the Stationary neceflary for carrying on the Bufinefs of Go- 
vernment. The Duties of this Office-^, are to purchale 
Parchment, Vellum, Paper, and all other Articles of Sta- 
tionary, of the Maker (when it can be done) at the beft 
Price, and to deliver thole Articles^ when required, to the 
feveral Offices at prime Coft ; to procure the ruling, binding, 
printings &c. on the beft Terms, and to charge no more than 
the aAual Expenfe thereof to the Offices who order them ; 
to keep the various Accounts neceflary in fo extenfive a BrAch 
of Bufinefs ; to receive and deliver the Stores ; to take Orders 
at the feveral Offices, and execute them ; to correfpond with 
the different Dealers, accept and pay their Bills, check and 
examine their Accounts; to make out Quarterly Bills, de- 
liver them to each Office, and receive Payment. Since the 
Cuftoms, Excife, Treafury, and Three Secretaries of State 
have been fupplied from this Office, the Quarterly Bills amount 
in Number to Thirty-fix.

At the firft Inftitution of this Office, it had a Superintend- 
ant with £600 per Annum ; in 1789, a Comptroller was 
appointed with ^200 per Annum, and other Clerks and Ware- 
boufemen, &c. as ftated in the Return of the Eftablifhment, 
and in 1797, a further Addition of Six Perfons was made to 
this Office from the great Increafe of Bufinefs, occasioned 
by the Cufloms. Excife in Part, Treafury, and Three Secre- 
taries of State, being fupplied with Stationary from it fince 
the Expiration of the Patents in July 26th, and in March 
1797. In confequence of Malverfation in Office, as appears 
by the Extracts from the Treafury Minutes, the Supenntend- 
ant was in February laft difmifled from the Employment : 
At this Time alfo a Draft of a new Eftablifhment was pro- 
pofed for abolifhing the Superintendency *, conftituting 
the Chief Clerk Calhier, and giving him, jointly with the 
Comptroller, the Charge of the Calh; appointing the prin- 
cipal Warehoufeman to be Storekeeper, into whofe Cuftody 
all the Articles fhould be delivered, and by which Arrange- 
ment, it is ftated, a Saving of Expenfe may be effected, 
without weakening in the fmalleft Degree the Protection 
againft Abufes. Another Perfon in this Office was alio in the 
Courfe of the fame Month difcovered to have committed 
Frauds, which produced his Difxharge ; and the propofed 
Eftablifhment was tranfmitted to the Commiffioners for au- 
diting the Public Accounts, with a View to obtain their Opi- 
nion upon the Subject, and to procure from them a Scale of 
the Salaries which fhould be granted to the refpeftive Officers. 
The Commiffioners, after propofing fome Alteration of the 
Regulations, declined giving an Opinion upon the Salaries j 
and a Copy of the former Eftablifhment is annexed f, together 
with the new Eftablifhment, as it was fettled by the Lords of 
the Treafury on the 21ft Inftant June.

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The Regulations, however, for the Conduct of the Comp- 
troller, Caihier, Storekeeper, and other Officers, were re- 
ceived from the Treafury by the Comptroller on the 5th of 
April *, and the feveral Perfons in his Office now acl agree- 
ably thereto. They have not indeed been communicated 
from the Treafury to the feveral Offices fupplied by the 
Stationaiy Office, but the 7th and the 8 th Articles, relating 
to Requisitions for Stores, are complied with, in confequence 
of the Comptroller of the Stationary Office having com- 
municated to each of them a printed Form for the Purpofe. 
The Regulations themlelves are annexed to this Report -f , 
together with an Article of Regulation fince ordered by the 
Treafury, by which the Quarter Days of the Office are al- 
tered to make them correspond with the ift of January, to 
which Day the Accounts are to be made up. 

The Regulations, as altered by the Commiflioners of Ac- 
counts, and finally approved by the Lords of the Treafury 
on the 1:9th of March 1798, were tranfmitted by their 
Orders, as has been already ftated, to the Stationary Office, 
to be acted upon immediately ; but they were not to be 
printed till it Ihould be known whether Your Committee, 
before whom they were intended to be laid, had any Thing 
to fuggeft upon this Subject : Your Committee do not befi- 
tate to recommend the immediate Publication of fuch Re- 
gulations as have been approved by the Lords of the Trea- 
fury, after undergoing a Revifion by the Commiflioners for 
auditing the Public Accounts : And with a View to pro- 
cure every practicable Check upon a Bufinefs which appears 
to Your Committee to be very open to a Variety of Abufes : 
They are of Opinion, that it would probably be better to 
encourage Competition among the Manufacturers and 
Wholefale Dealers with refpect to the principal Articles 
to be bought, by advertifing previouily for Offers.

With ' rcfpeel alfb to the Money lodged at the Bank 
in the Names of the Comptroller and Calhier of the 
Stationary Office, Your Committee are of Opinion, that 
the Bank fhould be authorized to receive it on the pub- 
lic Account of that Office, and not on the perfonal Ac- 
count of the Offiers, as they underfland it to remain at 
prefent ; and alio, that the feveral Offices which are lerved 
by the Stationary' Office fhould be directed to pay their Ini- 
preft or Amount of Bills into the Bank in the Firft Inftance. 
Indeed it appears to Your Committee of effential Importance 
to the proper Management of the Stationary Office, that the 
feveral Offices dealing with it, fhould pay their Imprefb, 
and difcharee their Bills at regular and ftated Times. This 
Office has no Fund of its own ; but the Expenle is provided 
for in the Firft Inftance by an Impreft from each of the 
Offices which it ferves with Stationary, equal to Six Months 
of their refpective Expenditure. This Regulation was 
eftablilhed by Treafury Minute of Auguft 15th 1797 ; and 
it is to be regretted that it has not been ftricrly adhered to, as 
appears in the Inftances of the Secretary of State's Office 
and Excite; becaufe the BulincTs of the Stationary Office, 
which is conducted in the Manner of common Trade, can 
only be carried forward with Advantage, upon the fame 
Principles of obtaining a Competition amongft thofe who 
furnilh the Articles in which it deals. 

The Offices which were fupplied with Stationary prior to 
the Expiration of the laft Patent (Fifteen in Number) con- 
fumed to the Amount of ,£20,479 F er Annum on an Ave- 
rage of Three Years*; in the Year ending October 10th, 
1796, it was £1 7,437 ; in that ending October 10th, 1797, 
it was £24,707 : The Confumption of thofe which have 
been fupplied fince the Commencement of that Period is 
eftimated at about £16,000 a Year : And yet the total Im- 



• Supplement (G.) 
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pre ft for eftablifhing the Fund on which the Supply of their 
Stationary is to be founded, amounts at prefent only to 
£13,971. To thefe Circumftances the Attention of the 
Lords of the Treafury will be necelfary from Time to 
Time.. 

One Patent is (till in Force for fupplying Stationary to the 
Poftmafter General, Secretary at War, Treafurer of the 
Navy, Commiflioners of Stamps, and Part of the Excife 
Duties (Hides, Skins, &c.) which will expire January 25th, 
1 800 *. There are alfo no fewer than Fifteen Public Offices, 
fome of which are of the -firft Magnitude, which are yet 
fupplied with Stationary by private Contract. This Fact 
appears extraordinary to Your Committee, becaufe the Sav- 
ings, whatever they may be, which were meant to be pro- 
duced by the Eftablifhment of a Stationary Office, muft be 
greater in Proportion to the Number of Offices ferved by it ; 
and there can be no Doubt of the Propriety of extending 
the Effects of this Inftitution equally to all the Public Offices, 
as foon as the Patents for ferving them, or their own Con- 
tracts, expire; indeed the Commiffioners of Inquiry have, 
jn their Obiervations upon the Contingencies of the feveral 
Boards which they have reviewed, remarked continually upon 
the Savings which would accrue upon the Bufinefs being 
transferred to the propofed Stationary Office. The Treafury 
and the Secretaries ot State have only been ferved from this 
Office tlnce April and July 1797; it is impoffible therefore, 
from any Comparifon of the Sums charged tor Stationary in 
the Accounts returned to the Commiffioners of Inquiry, 
with thofe which appear in the Account of Articles fupplied 
previous to October 10th, 1797, as returned to Y<mr Com- 
mittee, to afcertain what the Saving may be expedited to 
be in thofe Offices 3 the Comptroller, however, has returned

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a Report from the Officers under him *, containing an Efti- 
mate of the Savings upon One Year's Expenditure of fome 
of the common Articles fupplied formerly by Patents, and 
now by the Stationary Office, from which it appears that the 
Saving will be very confiderable. The Contingencies of this 
Office, tor the Year ending October 10th, 1796, amounted 
to ,£402 1 5 j. \id. ; and the Average of fuch Bills is ftated 
at £447. The contingent Accounts for Three Years, to 
October 10th, 1796, diew fome Obfervations from the 
Commiffion'ro for auditing the Public Accounts, which de- 
termined the Lords of the Treafury, in their Minute of 
February 14th, 1798, to order that all Allowances for Coals, 
Candles, Turnery Wares, &c. except for the Offices and 
Warehoufes, lhould be difcontinued ; it is therefore to be 
prefumed that the contingent Bill of this Office will in future 
be much reduced. The Sum of £\ 20 is allowed for a Cart, 
Horfes, and Driver, and the Rent of the Houfe and Taxes 
are ftated at £550 a Year. The Comptroller ftates, that if 
the Premifes could be purchafed at a fair Price, a confider- 
able Saving would ultimately be produced, and that the 
Proprietor is willing to treat for their Sale. The Coft of 
the Purchafe might be divided among the feveral Offices 
now ferved by the Stationary Office in the Proportion in 
which they are now charged for Rent and other Expcnfes ; 
and as the Stock in the Warehoufes is of a confiderable 
Value, and the Premifes require material Additions and 
Alterations to enable the proper Officers to aflort and preferve 
the Stock in a fuitable Manner, it feems to be no unne- 
ceflary Part of the Inftitution that the Premifes fhould 
belong to' the Public. In eftimating the Charge of the 
Stationary Office to the Public, the Intereft of the Money 
imprefted to it from the different Offices ought not to be 
overlooked, and in Striftnefs it lhould be cftimatcd according

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to the Intereft at which Government have procured Money in 
the Year preceding, or according to what the Funds would 
produce ; and perhaps it would not be an improper Regulation, 
that fuch Intereft fhould be ftated as an Item in the Annual 
Bills of Contingencies, in Diminution of the Savings to 
the Public. 

Although this Office at the prefent Moment be an Object 
of minor Confideration, yet it is one which, according to its 
Extent, will fulfil or difappoint the Expectation of Govern- 
ment in Proportion to the Attention which the Lords of the 
Treafury fhall be able to pay to it, in procuring proper 
Funds for the Purpofe of commanding the Market, and 
providing fuitable OiEces for the Prefervation and Arrange- 
ment of its Stores.

•whatever, beyond their fixed Salaries ; and in Conformity thereto, 
difcontinuing all Allowances lor Coals, Candles, Turnery Ware, 
Sec. except for the Offices and Warehouses. 

Tranfinit to the Commiflioners a Draft of the prefent Esta- 
blishment of Officers, and of the One propofed inflead of it, 
leaving the Sums in the latter Blank, in order that the Commif- 
fioners may flate the Salaries which may appear to them to be pro- 
per for each Perfon ; in doing which my Lords are perfuaded they 
will fee the Neceffity of being as ceconomical as poffible, con- 
fidently with a due Attention to the Labour and Refpottfibility of 
the Parties.

Storekeeper, and other Officers of His Majefty's Stationary 
Office. 

1. TT' VERY Article fhall be bought by the Storekeeper of the 
Xli Maker or Manufacturer, when that can be done, at the 
nfual Credit given to Wholefale Dealers. The Comptroller 
fhall be acquainted when any Purchafes are intended to be made, 
and the Warehoufeman and Order Clerk fhall certify their Opinion 
to the Comptroller refpecting the Price and Quality of Stores 
purchafed. 

2. All Orders for Wares to the Manufacturers and others fhall 
be entered in an Order Book, and the Initials of the Comptroller 
be figned to each Entry, that none may be given without his Know- 
ledge. The original Order to be figned by the Storekeeper. 

3. All 
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-> All Bills of Parcels for Goods bought fliall be entered at 
Length in a Bill of Parcels Book, which fhall be numbered. The 
original Bill to he filed, and have the correfponding Number for Re- 
ference, if neceffary, fpecifying whether the Pr.ces are charged as for 
ready Money or for Credit, and if for Credit, for what Length of Time. 
A Duplicate of every Bill of Parcels, with the Particulars, fhall be 
delivered to the Comptroller, figned by the Storekeeper, as a Proof 
©f his having received the Stores, from which Duplicates the Comp. 
troller fliall caufe an Account of Stores received to be kept, aj a 
Check upon the Storekeeper's Account. 

4 The Comptroller fliall inveftigate carefully the Prices paid 
for the feveral Purchafes, in order to afcertain whether they are 
as low as Articles of a like Nature and Quality are bought at from 
the ManufaQurers by Wholefale Stationers ; fhall keep a Regifler 
of all Bills of Parcels, with the Names of the Venders, the Dates 
and Amount of the Bills, the Time of Credit given, and when the 
fame expires. 

All Vouchers for the Payment of Articles fliall be delivered to 
the Comptroller as foon as the fame are entered in the Cafhier's, 
Books ; and if in any Cafe the Prices fhall appear to the Comp- 
troller to exceed the Market Price, or the Dates of the Payments 
fhall not correfpond with the Expiration of the Credit, he fhall 
make immediate Inquirv into the Caufe thereof, and ftate the Re- 
full of the fame to the Treafury. 

5. The Storekeeper fhall have the Charge of the Receipt and 
Delivery of all Stores, of which he fliall keep a correct Account, 
by Tale, Weight, or Meafure, according to the refpecfive Nature 
of fuch Stores, and fliall render a Quarterly Account thereof to the 
Comptroller. 

6. No Perfon employed in the Stationary Office fliall be in any 
Manner whatever interefled in, or receive any Benefit from the 
Manufacture or Purchafe of Stores, or in any Work done for the 
Office, nor fhall receive any Fee or Gratuity, more than his Salary, 
on Pain of Difmiffion from his Office. 

7. No Article of Store fliall be iffued without an Order in Writ- 
ing from the proper Officer in each Public Office to be fupplied 
therewith, which Order fhall be addreffed to the Comptroller, who- 
fliall thereupon direft the Storekeeper or other proper Officer to 
i(Tue the fame accordingly. The faid Orders fhall be entered in 
feparate Books, to be kept by the Comptroller for each of thele 
Public Offices refpe£Hvely, noting in the Margin when fuch Order 
was executed, and by whom the Receipt returned from each Office 
was fiwnfld. Each Article fliall be charged by the Storekeeper at

The Vouchers (hall be delivered to the Comptroller, as foon as 
the fame fhall have been entered in the proper Books. 

9. The Storekeeper fhall keep Stock Ledgers, or other propeT 
Books, for the Receipt and Delivery of each Species of Stationary 
Wares, which Books and Accounts fhall be balanced Yearly on 
the lft Day of January, when an Account of the Stock fhall be 
taken by the Storekeeper, Warehoufemen, and Order Clerk, in. 
the Prefence of fome experienced Stationer to be employed for 
that Purpofe by the Comptroller, to whom a Certificate of the 
Stock, figned by all the Parties, fhall be delivered ; the Comp- 
troller fhall thereupon proceed without Delay to an accurate In-

17. The Cafh Account, after being examined and counterftgncd 
by the Comptroller, fhall be Annually tranfmitted to the Commif- 
fioners for Auditing the Public Accounts, duly attefted on Oath 
by the Comptroller and Cafhier, together with the Stock Account, 
attefted by the Storekeeper, and all other Documents and Vouchers 
in Support thereof, as foon as the fame can be made up, not 
exceeding Twelve Months from the Annual Period of fuch Ac- 
counts ; and no Payment fhall be admitted fubfequent to the Day 
on which the Account is ftated to be clofed, in order that the 
Balance of Cafli may be accurately afcertained.

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18. A Book dial! be kept, in which (hall be entered all the 
Regulations prefcribed {or the Government of the Stationary Of- 
fice The Comptroller lhali take Care that a fufficient Number of 
thefe Regulations be printed, and a Copy thereof delivered to all 
Officers on the Eftablifhment, with an Injunction to govern them- 
felves accordingly, fo far as they are refpe6tively concerned. All 
Officers and Servants are hereby enjoined to obey fuch further 
Injunctions as the Comptroller may from Time to Time think it 
neceffary to iffue for the better conducting the Bufinefs of the 
faid Office.

CIVIL GOVERNMENT of SCOTLAND. 



(Ordered to 6e printed 26th jfun-e, 1798. J 

IN the View which Your Committee have taken of this 
Subject, They have not thought it neceflary to inquire 
(otherwife than for the Purpofe of general Illuftration) what 
was the Nature or Extent of this Eftablifhment under the 
ancient Monarchy of Scotland, or previous to the Union of 
the Two Kingdoms. Such Refearches might properly em- 
ploy the Labours of the Hiftorian or of the Antiquary, but 
would not afford any fubftantial Advantage or ufeful Infor- 
mation to thofe whofe Object muff, be to analyze the prefent 
Syftcm, as it is found to prevail ; to point out fuch Defects 
in it as call for Obfervation ; and to confider how the Means 
of the Country may be applied moft profitably to the great 
Ends of a wife and oeconomical Government. 

The Civil Establishment in Scotland, as an Ar- 
rangement of Offices (except what regards the Change which 
has been made in the Heretable Jurifdi&ions, and the Sums 
Annually voted for the Repair of Military Roads and Bridges) 
flands at prefent nearly as it had been conftituted before the 
Union; and confifts of various Branches, all connefted with 
the State and Dignity of the Crown, the Public Admini- 
ftration of Juft ice, or the Local Police and Improvements of 
the Country. 
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By the Act of Union, the Mint of Scotland, with the 
then Officers of that Eftablifhment, is continued under the 
fame Rules as the Mint of England, fubject tofuch Regu- 
lations and Alterations as the Sovereign or the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhould think fit. The Courts of Session, 
Justiciary, Exchequer, and Admiralty, are folemnly 
recognized and confirmed ; The Heretable Rights of 
Admiralty and Vice Admiralty are referved to the refpec- 
tive Proprietors, but fubject to Alteration by the Parliament 
of Great Britain. The Continuance of all other Courts 
is provided for, and the Subordination of all inferior Courts 
to the Supreme Courts of Juftice is fixed. By the fame Act, 
the Privy Council of Scotland is recognized, until altered 
by the Parliament of Great Britain : An Event which took 
Place in the fucceeding Year (by the 6 Anne, c 6.) when One 
Privy Council for both Kingdoms was eftablilhed. By the 
fame Aft of Union all Heretable Offices, Superiori- 
ties, Heretable Jurisdictions, Offices for Life, and 
Jurisdictions for Life, are referved to the Owners thereof 
as Rights of Property : And, notwithftanding it is hereby 
enacted that there fhould be One Great Seal for both 
Kingdoms, different from the Great Seal then ufed in either, 
to be ufed for fealing Writs to elect, and fummon the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, for fealing all Treaties with Foreign 
Princes and States, and all Public Acts, Instruments, and 
Orders of State which concern the whole United Kingdom, 
and in all other Matters relating to England, as the Great 
Seal of England was then ufed; a separate Great Seal 
for Scotland is directed to be kept and ufed, in all 
Things relating to private Rights and Grants which had 
ufually paffed the Great Seal of Scotland, and which only 
concerned Offices, Grants, Commiffions, and private Rights 
within that Kingdom. By the fame Act, the Privy Seal, 
Signet, Casset, Signet of the Justiciary Court, 
Quarterly Seal, and Seals of Courts, then ufed in 
Scotland, are continued, to be altered and adapted to the 

State 
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State of the Union at the Discretion of the Sovereign, and 
fubject, as well as their refpective Keepers, to fuch Regula- 
tions as the Parliament of Great Britain fhould after make ; 
and it is directed, that the Ckown, Scepter, Sword of 
State, Records of Parliament, and all other 
Records, Rolls, and Registers whatfoever, both public 
and private, general and particular, and Warrants thereof, 
thould continue to be kept as they then were in Scotland, 
and fo to remain in all Time coming, notwithftanding the 
Union.

CHARGES OF THE CIVIL ESTABLISHMENT. 

These are principally, 1 ft. Such as are connected with 
the Support of the Courts of Juftice ; idly. Such as be- 
long to the Maintenance of the Offices of State, &o. 

§ i. It appears by the Laws paffed immediately after the 
Union, that the Revenues ot Cufroms and Excife, as they 
were then collected in the Kingdom of Scotland, had been 
fpecially charged, and were thenceiorward to continue to be 
charged, with the Support of the Courts of Session, Jus- 
ticiary, and Exchequer, on the exprefs Suggeftion, that 
«' fince the Union the Expenfe of keeping up the faid Courts 
*' could no otherwife be provided for than out of the faid 
*' Duties ;" and the Legiflature fhews a very natural and 
laudable Anxiety for the Support of thole Offices in a certain 
and honourable Manner, by enacting <c that the Fees, Sa- 
" laries, and other Charges allowed or to be allowed by her 
•« Majefly, her Heirs or Succeflbrs, for keeping up the faid 
" Courts, and charging the fame on any Parts of the faid , 
«« Cuftoms and Excife, fhould be paid preferable to all other ' 
" Payments whatfoever, the Charge of Management only 
" excepted ; but fo as not anyways to prevent any Applica- 
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'* tion of the Excrefcence out of the faid Cuftoms and Excife, 
" appointed by any former Laws." 

To this Parliamentary Provifion, the Amount of which 
appears at that Time to have been difcretionary in the Crown, 
was added the Annual Intereft arifing from a Fund called 
" The Stock of the Court," which had grown out of 
Grants before the Union, and was in the Poffieffion of the 
Lords of Seffion until the Year 17865 when, upon the 
Augmentation of the Salaries paid to the Judges of the 
Three Courts of Seffion* Judiciary, and Exchequer, that 
Stock, with the Intereft then remaining due thereon, amount- 
ing together to the Sum of £23,835 Sterling, was directed 
" to be paid to the Receiver General of the Land Rents in 
" Scotland, in order to be by him remitted to the Exchequer 
" in England, for the Ufe of the Public ;" and from that 
Time to the prefent the Salaries of the Judges of thefe Three 
Courts have continued according; to the Provifions of that 
Acl : The Prefident of the Court of Seffion and the Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer having each a Salary of £2,000 per 
Annum ; the other Lords of Seffion, and the other Barons of 
the-Exchequer, a Salary each of £f, 000. per Annum j the 
Lord Juftice Clerk £6oo, and each of the other Lords Com- 
miffioners of Jafticiary ^300 per Annum : Thefe refpecYive 
Salaries were " granted in Place of the different Salaries 
" and Allowances which the Judges of the faid Courts did 
" then, or had been in ufe to enjoy, whether by ftated Salary, 
" Additions by Privy Seal, or Intereft of the aforefaid Money j" 
with the Exception of any additional Yearly Sum which 
might be granted by His Majefty, by Warrant under the 
Privy Seal in Scotland, to One of the Puifne Barons of the, 
Exchequer, when appointed to that Office from the Bar of 
England ; and excepting alfo the Sums iffiued in every Year 
for defraying the Expenfes of the Jufticiary Judges at their 
Circuits. To thefe Three Courts of fuperior Juriidiction are 
VOL. IV. Z to 
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to be added, the High Court of Admiralty, and Com- 
misssary Court, both of an ancient Eftablilhment, which 
appear to have been fupported until the Year 1787, without 
any Charge on the Public Revenue j the Judges and other 
Officers having been paid wholly by Fees of various De- 
nominations, arifing on the Bufinefs tranfacted in thofe 
Courts. At that Period (by the Act cf 26 Geo. 3 c. 47.} 
a Salary of £400 per Annum was fettled on the Judge of 
the Admiralty Court, and a Salary of £100 per Annum on 
each of the Judges of the Commillary Court, in lieu of Fees 
then before received by them, and which were thenceforth 
to be abolifhed ; except as to certain Allowances to the 
Judges of the Commitiary Court out of the Bifhops 
Rents, and their cuftomary Dues on the Confirmation of 
Teftaments, and except alfo the cuftomary> Dues and Per- 
quifites of the Clerks and Fifcals, under the Name of 
Sentence Money, the afcertaining and Regulation of which 
is left to the Judge and Judges of the faid Two Courts : 
And it is further by the faid Ad: provided, that no Perfon fhall 
be appointed to the Office of the Judge of cither of the faid 
Two Courts, unlets he has, during Three Years immediately 
preceding his Appointment, attended the Court of Seffion 
regularly and bond fide as a Practitioner in the Time of Seffion. 
The new Salaries are exprefsly directed to be paid in the 
fame Form and on the fame Ellabiifhment as the Salaries of 
the Three Courts of Seffion, Exchequer, and Jufticiary, had 
been paid by the Ads of the 7th and 10th of Queen Anne, 
and by the Aft of the 26th Geo. 3.C. 46. above recited. By 
the 6th of Anne, c. 6. it is provided that the Circuit 
Courts fhall be held Twice in the Year, that is, in the 
' Months of April or May, and in the Month of October. 

From the Time of paffing the feveral above recited Acts, 
the Salaries therein refpeftively mentioned have been charged 
exclufively on the Revenues of Cuftoms and Excife ariling 
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in Scotland * ; and by a Reference to thofe Acts, and to the 
feveral Papers and Documents which have been laid before 
your Committee, and to which they beg Leave to refer, it 
will appear what has been the Eftablilhment of thefe Courts 
refpectively, including the Appointment of the Lord Juftice 
General, and the additional Charges attending the Judiciary 
Court on the Circuits : And in particular by the Privy Seal 
of the 19th of June 1761 is fet forth, the Authority given 
to the Barons of the Exchequer in Scotland for the ifluingof 
Warrants to anfvver thefe and many other confiderable Pay- 
ments, including not only fuch as are ftrictly connected with 
the Adminiftration of Juftice and the Civil Government, 
but extending to others of a more undefined Nature, arifing 
from the Bounty of the Crown, and which do not appear to 
have any other Limitation as to their Amount, than that 
which the Crown in its Wildom may prefcribe. From a 
Statement which has been made to your Committee by the 
Barons of the Exchequer, it will further appear what Methods 
have been purfued by them in the illuing of thefe Warrants, 
and in making up the Quarterly Accounts of the Scottifh 
Eftablilhment : And by the fame Statement, many other 
important Lights are thrown on this Subject.. 

The Court of Session is the fupreme Court in Civil, as 
that of Jufticiary is in Criminal Matters : The Lords of 
Sefiion are Fifteen in Number, including the Lord Prefident : 
The Judges of the Jufticiary Court are Six in Number, in- 
cluding the Lord Juftice Clerk : And the Barons of the 
Exchequer are Five in Number, including the Chief 
Baron. 

In refpecl: to the Eftablifliments of the Courts of Seflion,. 
Jufticiary, and Exchequer, Your Committee are inclined to 
think, that the Salaries affigned to the Perlons who refpec- 
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tively fill the various important Situations of actual Bufinefs 
therein, are not greater, in general, than is neceflary to fup- 
port the Dignity of thofe Stations : But Your Committee 
having no Return from the Court of Seffion of the Contin- 
gencies and Incidents which accrue in that Court, or of the 
Fees of the Clerks and their Deputies, have not been able 
to afcertain what are the other Emoluments of the leveral 
Officers of that Efiablilhment. It has been reprefented, 
however, to Your Committee, that the Fees upon Extracts 
of Decreets obtained before this Court are extremely bur- 
thenfome to the Suitors, and that it would be highly benefi- 
cial to the Public, it fome other Mode could be devifed for 
providing an adequate Compenfation to the Clerks and (heir 
Deputies, who might fufter by the Abolition or Diminution 
of thefe Fees. 

The Judges of the Court of Jufticiary arc Mated to have 
no Fees or Emoluments* of any Kind beyond their refpecYive 
Salaries eftabhfhed by Act of Parliament, except the Allow- 
ances for defraying the Expence of the Circuits, and an 
additional Payment of /roo per Annum to the Lord Juftice 
Clerk, by Virtue of a Treafury Warrant, for his Trouble and 
Expence in correfponding with the Treafury on the Affairs of 
the Public : But Your Committee remark, that the Lord 
Juftice Clerk, and the Five other Judges of the Jufticiary 
Court, are alfo Lords ot Seffion-}-. 

As a Matter eflentially connected with the prefent Efta- 
blifnment of the Court of Seffion, Your Committee think it 
their Duty to obferve, that the Stock of that Court amount- 
ing, as above flated, to the Sum of £23,835, and which 
was paid over on the 5th of April 1787, to the then Receiver 
General of the Land Rents in Scotland, agreeably to the 
Directions of the Act of the a6th of the prefent King;, c. 46, 
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" in order to be by him remitted to the Exchequer in Eng- 
" land, for the Ufe of the Public;" had continued in his 
Hands to the Time of his Death, in the Month of February 
1795, and was reported upon by Your Committee in the laft 
Seffion of Parliament*, as a Charge then remaining againft 
the Eftate of that Receiver, without any Part of the fame 
having been fo remitted : Your Committee is warranted in 
ftating, which they do with extreme Concern, that fince that 
Period no Part of the above Sum has been paid into the 
Exchequer, agreeably to the Directions of the Act of Par- 
liament ; but they conceive that the Executive Government 
will not have done its Duty, if the moft active Meafures have 
not been purfued for the Purpofe of recovering the fame. 

The Eftablithment of the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, 
befides the Chief Baron and the Four Puilne Baron% compre- 
hends a Variety of Offices connected with the Fifcal Duties 
of that Court, and ftill continued as neceflary to the Manage- 
ment and Controul of the fame Objects -J- : Without a very 
particular Examination of all thefe Offices in their various 
Relations and Functions, it would be difficult for Your Com- 
mittee to determine how far any Retrenchment could be 
made in them. It is ftated to Your Committee, that the 
Bufinefs is well executed, that no additional Checks or Regu- 
lations, in the Opinion of the Barons, are wanted, and that, 
except in the Inftance of the Auditor, the Salaries are not 
high : Your Committee, however, obferve, that the Emolu- 
. ments of thefe Offices are enhanced confiderably by Fees ; 
that the Four principal Offices, including that of Auditor, 
are executed by Deputy, and that Six others are granted 
abfolutely for Life, and Two of them for Life or during 
good Behaviour. 
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The Commiflary Court appears to be one of tbofe, which, 
by the Act of Union, are referved and confirmed in general 
Terms*, and without particular Specification, and having 
been left to be regulated by the Parliament of Great Britain, 
appears to have been thought an Objecc of public Attention 
in the Year 1787, when the Salaries above ftated were granted 
(in lieu of Fees; to the Judges of that Court; their Situa- 
tions are defcribed to be ad vitam ant culpam : This Court 
has Cognizance of Marriages, Divorces, and Teftamentary 
Matters. 

At the Head cf the Court of Judiciary is placed the Lord 
Juftice General, with a Salary of £ 2,"ooo per Annum : But 
it does not appear, from the Report delivered in to Your 
Committee relative to that Court, that there are any fpecified 
Duties annexed to that Station. And the Office of Vice 
Admiral is of the fame Deicription, t Lough the Salary an- 
nexed to that Situation is not comprized in the Eftablilhment 
framed in 1761 ; nor does it appear to Your Committee on 
what Funds the fame is charged. 

§ 1. In adverting to the Offices of State, all of which 
Your Committee obferve are executed by Deputy, and, ex- 
cepting that of Keeper of the Great Seal, are granted for 
Lite, Your Committee regret that the Returns which have 
been made are in fome Points unfatisfadtory. 

In the Report which has been made to Your Committee 
on the Office of Keeper of the Great Seal-}-, itisftated, 
that the Deputy has no Salary ; it is therefore to be prefumed 
that he is paid wholly by Fees ; nor is it denied that thefe 
are received both by him and his Principal ; but the Amount 
of them is withheld, on the Plea that it is impoffible to form 
what is called " a permanent Average of Sums dependent 
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*« on the Viciffitude in the Changes of Property ; " and 
that, " being paid by the Lieges, according as the Bufinefs 
" occurs, no Part thereof affects the Public Revenue." But 
Your Committee conceive, that it is an effential Part of the 
Object of their Appointment to afcertain generally the 
Amount of thole Emoluments, from whatever Source they 
mav arife, which Perfons in Public Offices derive to them- 
felves from thofe Situations, with a View to their being known 
and fandtioned if juft, or to their being retrenched if other- 
wife. M The Viciffitude," as it is exprefl'ed, " in the Changes 
*' of Property," may be a good Ground for requiring an 
Average on a longer Period, but by no Means increafes the 
Difficulty of forming a correct. Average from their total 
Amounts upon any ftated Periods. 

The Office of Keeper of the Privy Seal *, granted for 
Life to its prefent Pofleffor in the Year 1766, with a Salary 
of ^3,000, charged on the Civil Eftablifhment (fubject to a 
Deduction of 1 s. 6d. in the Pound) is executed by a Deputy, 
who has a Subftitute likeivife under him : To thefe Offices 
are added the principal Clerk or Writer, appointed by the 
Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal for Life in 1795 ; and a De- 
puty Writer, who has his Appointment from the principal 
Clerk; The Inferior Officers of the Privy Seal are paid 
wholly by Fees, a very fmall Portion of which accrues to the 
Lord Keeper befides his Salary. The Average of the Fees 
received by the principal Clerk, for the Three laft Years, 
appears to have been £iiS. ioj. i\d. and of his Deputy 
Clerk, for the fame Period, £114. 13^. iod. Of the Lord 
Keeper, during the fame Period. £43. 1 is. tfd. of his De- 
puty, £70. os. /\d. and of his Subftitute, ^17. 3s. 43^. 

The Office of Lord Register is alfo held for Life f, with 
a Salary of £1,200 to himfeif (fubject to a Deduction of is. 6d. 
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in the Pound) and £50 each to his Two Deputies, ali charged 
on the Civil Eftablifhment. Beiides the Salary above ftated, 
the Lord Regifter receives certain Fees on various Matters of 
Bufinefs arifing in his Office : The Amount of theie in 1797 
was £594. 5s. 4f/. The Net Receipt of all his Emoluments, 
arifing from this Office in the fame Year, was £1,641. 6j. 6d. 
and for.the Three laft Years on an Average, £1,6 18.- 14J. ~jd. 
As connected with the Preservation of the Public Records, 
this is an Office of very confiderable Truft, and of the utmoft 
Importance to the Public ; and it is necefiary that it ihould 
be filled by fuch a Perfon as from Education, Character, and 
Rank, may give complete AlTurance to the Country, that 
the valuable Depofits in his Hands are preferved and arranged 
with that Fidelity and Care which the great Interefts con- 
nected with them fo effentially require. Whether thefe 
Objects are likely to be infured where the practical Duties of 
the Office are performed by Deputy, and at a Diftance from 
the immediate Controul of the Principal, Your Committee 
think may deferve Consideration. Much, it is true, may 
be done in Matters of this Sort, by diftinct and falutary 
Directions proceeding from the Principal, upon the Reports 
made to him from Time to Time by his Deputies, and by the 
perfonal Relponfibility of a high and relpectable Character. 

As an Evidence that this Office has been confidered of the 
greateft Importance, and the Objects connected with it de- 
fending the Public Protection, Your Committee obferve, that 
it has been thought right to appropriate the Annual Sum of 
{joo. chargeable on the Funds provided for the Civil Efta- 
blilhment of Scotland, fot the Support and Prefervation of 
the Register's Office. This Sum was granted by Warrant 
under the Privy Seal in 1792, and is included in thofe drawn 
for by Barons' Warrants for the Support of the Courts of 
Jultice. 
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The Office of Keeper of the Signet*, another high 
Office in the Civil Eftablifhment of Scotland, is held for the 
joint Lives of the prefent Keeper and his Son. This Office 
is executed by Deputy, and is paid wholly by Fees as to the 
Principal ; and as to the Deputy by Fees and a Salary of £100 
(fubjec~l to a Deduction of is. 6d. in the Pound) charged on 
the Civil Eftablifhment. The Fees of the Keeper of the 
Signet amounted, upon their Net Receipt in 1797, to the 
Sum of £i,*]$i' i6i. \od. after deducting Taxes to the 
Amount of ^,25. 05. ^d. and £138- 13s. id. to his Deputy 
and Clerks ; and on an Average of the laft Three Years, 
to £1,746. 19J. $d. ; the Net Emoluments of the Deputy 
(Salary and Fees included) are ftated at £331. 3*. 8d. ; and, 
on the fame Average, at £329. 11s. per Annum: Your 
Committee think, it neceffary to fupply an Omiflion in the 
Return relative to this Office, by referring to that of laft 
Sefiion -f , from the Secretary of State for the War Depart- 
ment, in which the other Offices held by the Keeper of the 
Signet are fet forth. This Office, however proper to be 
maintained on Account of fome of the Duties belonging to 
it, is fubject to all the Obfervations which apply to Offices 
executed by Deputy, and to the general Realons which may 
exift for their Continuance, grounded on political and other 
Motives, to which, in the Courfe of their Inquiries, Your 
Committee have repeatedly referred. The Commiffion, 
appointing the prefent Keeper of the Signet, bears Date the 
31ft of July 1782 ; by a Reference to which it will appear, 
that the Keeper of the Signet is impowered to appoint many 
Officers of various Defcriptions under him. 

The Return which has been made to Your Committee 
from the Court of Chancery 'J, is not fatisfadtory. The 
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Director of this Office is appointed by the King for Life, 
with a Salary of no more than £2^. per Annum (fubject to 
a Duty of ^5. per Centum) paid out of the Civil Efta- 
blifhment, and executed entirely by Deputy : The other 
Emoluments of this Office are ftated to anfe from Fees, but 
no Account of them has been given, in Anfwer to the 
repeated Requifitions of Your Committee ; although they 
are ftated to have decreafed confiderably fince 1782, and the 
Reafon of that Dccreafe is affigned in the Return. 

As to the Mint*, it will appear how the Sum, which hr.g 
been referved under Two fpecial Acts of Parliament to be 
paid out of the Exchequer, has been applied ; and Your 
Committee can hardly confider this Eftablilhment at prefent, 
in any other Light than as an additional Means of providing 
for Perfons of various Defcriptions by Salaries, for which it 
is acknowledged no Duties are performed. , 

In many Points of View, the Sum which has now for many 
Years been Annually voted by Parliament, and charged on 
the general Revenues of the Country, for the Purpofe of 
maintaining the Military Roads and Bridges of Commu- 
nication in North Britain, is to be conlidered as liable to the 
fame Obfervation as Your Committee have applied to the 
Eflablifliment of the Mint : There are others, indeed, of a 
different Defcription, peculiarly connected with the Object 
itfelf. The Reafons which firft gave Occalion to this Vote 
of Parliament have long fince ceafed, and the political 
Circumftances which prevailed in lets fortunate Times, have 
been happily done away by the acknowldged Loyalty of the 
Peo^ le of Scotland. Add to this Confederation the rapid 
Improvements in the Country itfeif, which prove that their 
Ability has kept Pace with their Enterprize ; and Your 
Committee think themfelves warranted in laying, that a 
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Charge of this Nature, if proper to be incurred at all, might 
gradually be transferred to local Funds, as the Money is to be 
applied to local Furpofes, rather than be brought to the 
general Account, contrary to the true Principal by which 
Grants of Public Money of this Sort ought to be regulated. 
Your Committee further conceive, that a more diftiruft 
Account from Time to Time mould be laid before Parlia- 
ment, of the State of thefe Roads and Bridges, as well as 
a more minute Detail of the Expenditure of the Monies 
granted. 

There are forrte Obfervations which Your Committee have 
yet to make on the general Mode of providing for the Pay- 
ment of thefe Eftablilhments and Offices : But they cannot 
forbear to remark in this Place upon the obvious Diftindtion 
which mult occur between fuch of thefe various Offices as 
are of real Bufinefs, performed by the Perfons to whom as 
Principles the Salaries and Emoluments accrue, and effen- 
tially connected with the good Government and Profperity 
of the Country, and thole other Offices upon the Eftablilh- 
ment, which have been retained as Appendages of an ancient 
and feparate Monarchy, the Duties whereof having either 
coaled long ago, or being now wholly difcharged by Deputy^ 
they might realonably be considered as Objedts of Retrench- 
ment. The Union, however, has provided for the Con- 
tinuance of all the chief Offices; and Your Committee are 
aware that it might be deemed impolitic on the other Hand* 
even if ft were practicable, to propofe any material Change, 
which mould tend to obliterate the Veftiges of a Conftitution 
once having a diftinft Exigence, but now happily contri-* 
buting to the general Strength of the Britifh Empire, by a 
wife Confolidation of Powers, and a free Communion ot 
Interefts. If fuch is the Impreffion which Your Committee 
felt on attending to thefe Two great Gaffes of official Situ- 
ations, which form the principal Part of the Civil Eftablilh- 
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m^nt of Scotland, They are no lefs fenlible of the Delicacy 
with which another Branch ot the Expenditure mould be 
touched, as it concerns the Munificence and Bounty of the 
Sovereign, applied to the Encouragement of Learning and 
Religion, to the Remuneration of national Services, in the 
rewarding of public Merit, and in the Support ot thofe 
Branches of noble and refpedtable Families, which the 
Policy and Principles of the Britilh Conftitution cannot fuf- 
fer to fall into Indigence. And unqueftionably the Exiftence 
of the various Offices upon this Eftablifhment will not be 
considered as foreign to the Ends of a juft and wife GEco- 
nomy, wherever they are beftowed as honorary Provifions for 
thefe Purpofes. 

II. 

REVENUES APPLICABLE TO THE SUPPORT OF THE 
CIVIL ESTABLISHMENT. 

It will be obferved, that in the Inftruinent under which 
the Charges of the Civil Eftablitnment in Scotland are at 
prefent paid, and alfo in the Accounts * rendered from the 
Offices of Customs and Excise, and from the Salt Office 
in Scotland; a Diftinttion is kept up between fuch as are 
made on Account of the " Three Courts," of Seflion, 
Jufticiary, and Exchequer (to which are now added the 
Expenfes of the Admiralty and Commiflary Courts) and 
thole which have " no relation thereto," fuch as Salaries, 
Penfions, and other Payments, of that Nature: That 
all thefe are paid either by Warrants from the Barons 
of the Exchequer in Scotland, by virtue of the general 
Authority given to them under that Inftrument, or by 
the King's Authority under His Sign Manual, or by War- 
rant of the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury, from 
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Time to Time directed to the faid Barons ; that the Reve- 
nues of Cuftoms and Excife are fpecially charged with the 
Maintenance of the Three fuperior Courts ; and alfo of the 
Admiralty and CommilTary Courts, by the feveral Acts 
already referred to ; and that, as connected with the Admi- 
niftration of Public Juftice, and, as is ftated, for Want of 
any other fpecial Provilion for the fame, the Payments made 
to the Sheriff's Depute and the Sheriff's Substitute, have, 
fince the Abolition of the Heretable Jurifdidlions, been alio 
paid out of the fame Revenues. In like Manner the Sum of 
£"10,600 to the Equivalent Company, and £2,000 for the 
Encouragement of the Fisheries and Manufactures of Scot- 
land, are drawn for by Barons' Warrants, and charged on the 
Excife Revenues of Scotland, though not making Part of 
the Civil Eftabli foment. The Manner of ilfuing thefe 
Warrants, and of directing thefe Sign Manuals, are more 
particularly let forth in the Papers above referred to. The 
total Amount of the Monies drawn out of the Public Re- 
venues of Scotland under the Authority of the Barons of the 
Exchequer, within the Year 1797, was £108,307. 2s. -j\d. 
In the Funds, alfo made applicable to thefe Purpofes, are in- 
cluded the Hereditary Revenues and such others as 
are deemed to have been reserved to the Crown, and 
to have continued at the King's Difpofalby the Civil Lift Acts, 
palled at the Commencement of the lafl and prefent Reigns. 

Upon this Statement of Facts, as they are connected 
with the CEconomy of the Civil Eftablifhment, Your Com- 
mittee muft remark, that no fpecial Provifion having been 
appointed for the Sheriff's Depute and the Sheriff's 
Subftitute, by the Act for abolilhing the Heretable Juris- 
diction, which only directs, that " they mail have com- 
" petent Salaries ;" it appears to have been underftood, that 
their Salaries were to be paid out of the Cuftoms and 
Excife, in the fame Manner as the Judges of the Three

Superior Courts. But in appointing the Payment of thefe 
Salaries out of the fame Funds as thofe of the other Courts, 
without any exprefs Parliamentary Authority as to their 
Amount, or the Funds from whence they mould be paid, 
Your Committee think it right to remark, that a fpecial 
Act of Parliament was thought necerTary tor afcertaining the 
Amount of the Sahries gi anted to the Judges of the Admi- 
ralty and CommitFiry Courts ; and Your Committee are of 
Opinion that the latter is the more proper Mode to be adopted 
in all fuch Cafes. 

In reviewing the State of the Revenues provided for the 
Civil Eftablimment of Scotland, Your Committee think it 
their Duty to obferve alfo that upon the Formation of the 
Civil Lift of His prefent Majefty, the Revenue arifing to the 
Crown in England by Rents of Lands, and for Fines of 
Leafes of the fame, were given up to the Aggregate Fund, 
the Woods and Forefts onlv being retained ; whereas in Scot- 
land all the Crown Rents and Cafualties of whatever Defcrip- 
tion were referred : That in like Manner the Monies ariling to 
the Crown in England from the Pofh Fines were thrown into the 
Aggregate Fund: And the fame Obfervation applies to the 
Monies arifing by Compofitions in the Exchequer, and Seizures 
of prohibited and uncultomed Goods, and the Duty of Ton- 
nage and Poundage (commonly called The New Subfidy), 
and the Royal Share or Fines and Forfeitures arifing in the 
Excite. Upon this laft Point indeed, with refpe<ft to Scot- 
land, the CommilTioners of Excife in Scotland have thought 
it neceiTary to take a legal Opinion, which, though it de- 
termines nothing as to the Policy of the Diftinclion itfelf 
(a Circumftance which could not properly be fubmitted to 
the Law Officers of the Crown) proves at leaft that Doubts 
had arifen, as to the Faft, whether thefe Fines and For- 
feitures had been fo referved. That an accurate Judgment 
may be formed, to what Extent this Refervation of Duties 
and Revenues, not particularly fpeciried, and which had 
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been payable to His Majefty's Predeceftbr, was intended to 
operate, Your Committee think proper, without giving any 
Opinion, to refer to the Claufe itfelf, which is exprefled in 
the following Terms ; " Provided neverthelefs, and be it 
" Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, that the feveral Duties 
and Revenues which were payable to his late Majefty King 
" George the Second, in that Part of Great Britain called 
" Scotland, tor and during his Life, fhall be continued, 
" raifed, levied, and paid, from the Demife of his faid late 
** Majefty, during the Life of his prefent Majefty, in the 
,** fame Manner, and fubject to the lame or the like Charges 
ff thereon, as the lame were liable or fubject to during his 
" faid late Majefty's Life." The like Claufe is inferted 
(mutatis mutandis J in the Civil Lift Act of his Majefty 
George the Second. Your Committee have thought it ne- 
ceffary to fay fo much on this Part of the Subject, becauie 
they conceive that at the Time of eftablifhing the Civil Lift 
Revenue, and fubfequent to it, and at other fucceffive Periods, 
ii might have been uieful to afcertain thefe Matters with more 
Particularity and Precifion. 

In looking to the Application of thefe referved Revenues, 
and the Exercife of that Power which is fuppofed to have 
continued in the Crown by the Act of Union, or to have 
been recognized by fubfequent Acts of Parliament, for main- 
taining the Eftablifhments of the Courts of Juftice out of the 
general Revenues- of Scotland ; Your Committee find, from 
the Papers which have been laid before them, that in Point 
of Fact the Charges of the Civil Eftablifhment of Scotland, 
which, on the 5th of April 1 761, amounted in all its dif- 
ferent Branches to the Sum of £52,830. 2s. qd. had been 
increafed at Chriftmas 1797, to no lefs a Sum than £88,585. 
1 9s. $d. For the clearer underftanding of this Statement, 
Your Committee have thought that it might have its Ufe 
to draw out a Comparifon of thefe two Accounts, and to ■ 
fhew in what particular Articles, and to what Extent on each, 
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this Increafe has taken place. This Comparifon will be found 
among the other Papers in the Supplement * to this Report, 
with fuch Explanations as Your Committee conceived to be 
neceffary. 

In Addition to the Inference naturally to be drawn from 
this Statement, by which it will appear that in the Article 
of Penfions alone, the increafed Charge has been no lefs than 
the Sum of £17,922, Your Committee have thought it their 
Duty to ftate, in the Way ot a comparative Average, the 
Amount of the Sums Annually paid under the Warrants of the 
Barons of the Exchequer in Dilcharge ot fuch Fees Salaries, 
and Allowances, as have no Relation to the Courts of 
Seffion, Judiciary, and Exchequer, but are equally charged 
on the Revenues of Cuifoins and Excile. By an Account 
which has been tranfmitted to Your Committee from the 
Exchequer in Scotland, it appears that in the Eight Years, 
from 1783 to 1790, both inclulive, there had been paid out 
of thole Revenues, under the Authority of fuch Warrants, 
and on the Accounts fo fpecified, the total Sum of £'186,509. 
25. 3|cA ; and that in the Seven Years, from 1791 to 1797 
both inclufive, there had been paid in like Manner the Sum 
of £222,144. 11s. z{d. being an Excefs in the latter 
(though Ihorter) Period above the former, ot no lefs a 
Sum than £35,635. 8j. \\d. ; which, upon a Comparifon 
of the Averages of the Two Periods, will be found to 
be an Annual Increafe in the Charge of £4,454. 85. i\d. 
Adverting to the great Increafe of Penfions on the Civil 
Evtablilhment, and to the comparatively fmall Duties per- 
formed by many of the Perfons holding fome of the Offices 
above alluded to, Your Committee think it an Object well 
dekrving Coniideration, whether, inftead of their being 
granted, as in fome Inftances they appear to have been, the 
Emoluments thereof fhould not, on future Occafions, and 
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as Instances may offer, be applied in Favour of Perfons 
who may have diftinguifhed themfelves by great Public 
Services, or in Eafe of the Funds applied to the Penfion 
Lift, if the prefent Charges thereon, on a due Examination, 
fliould be found neceifary. 

In further Illuftration of this Part of the Subject, Your 
Committee have alfo thought it proper, from the Materials 
which have been laid before them, to annex a Statement of 
the Sums drawn in the Year 1797, by Barons' Warrants, 
whether by Privy Seal or Sign Manual, towards the Support 
of the Eftablilhment in Queftion, the particular Funds on 
which fuch Warrants were charged, diftinguifhing not only the 
general Public Revenues of Cuftoms and Excife from thofe 
which are referved to the exclufive Difpofal of the Crown, 
but alfo the Objects to which thefe Payments are applied, 
agreeably to that Difrrimination which is made in the In- 
ftrument under His Majefty's Privy Seal before referred to. 
The Amount cf thefe, in the Year ending the 10th of October 
1797, will be found to be £88,852. 15J. gd. In Addi- 
tion to the Sums comprized in thefe Warrants, it appears 
that further Sums within the fame Period, to the Amount 
of £7,180, have alfo been drawn for by Virtue of Barons' 
Warrants, to fatisfy other Charges, not included in the re- 
gular Eftablifhment, though many of them appear to be for 
Services of a fimilar Nature. Your Committee have iub- 
joined to their Report a Particular of thefe Sums alfo, with 
a Reference to the Documents from which they have been 
taken. The Sums laft alluded to, it will appear are paid out 
of the General Revenue of Cuftoms and the General Revenue 
of Excife, and not out of the appropriate Revenues of the 
Crown. 

It appears from an Account which has been laid before 
Your Committee, that the Net Receipt of the New Sub- 
fidy for the Year ending the 10th of October 1797, fubjed 
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to Payments by Barons' Warrants, was ,£18,539. l2s - 31^- 
although the Amount of the Sums drawn for by the Barons' 
Warrants on that particular Fund, during the fame Period, 
is no mere than £8,373. 4s. io%d. ; and although in the 
mean Time under fimilar Warrants, and particularly, for 
Objects of a mixed Nature, not included in the fixed Efta- 
blifhmcnt, the Sum of £7,180 had been drawn out of the 
General Revenues of Cuftoms and Exciie. 

In Addition to thefe Sources of Rcvcnue,Your Committee 
muft notice the Income derived from Land Rents and Ca£u- 
alties, Rents of Lordfhip of Dunbar and Ettrick Foreft, 
and Bifhopricks Rents, and Compofitions on Tacks of Tyth'es. 
Thefe together appear to have amounted, in the Year 1797, 
to the Sum of £4,024. 1 js. jid. and to have been difpoled 
of by Barons' Warrants in various Objects of the Royal 
Bounty, or Services of a mixed Nature. Among the for- 
mer are to be noticed the Sum of £1,000 to the Earl of 
Leven, as Commiffioner to the General Affembly of the 
Church of Scotland, with an Addition of the Sum of £500 
mentioned in another Part of this Report, and charged on 
the General Revenues of Excife in Scotland ; and a 
fimilar Sum of £1,000 " to be diftributed among Itinerant 
" Preachers and Cathechifts, in order to prevent the Growth 
" of Popery and Ignorance in the Highlands." But Your 
Committee arc bound to remark, that Sums paid in the laft 
Years exceed the Receipt by the Sum of £803. 6s. id. and 
that the Salary of £500 per Annum to the Chamberlain 
of the Lordfhip of Ettrick Foreft, nearly equals the whole 
Receipt from that Fund, and that the yayious Expences 
attending the Perception of the Bilhop's Tythcs, come very 
little ihort of the Sums received on that Account ; but it is not 
ftated to Your Committee, what have been the Charges of 
Management, or other Deductions made from thefe feveral 
Funds, previous to the bringing forward the feveral Sums 
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mentioned in the Charge of the Receiver General under thefe 
Three Heads. 

The Variety of important Matters here ftated, appears in 
the Opinion of Your Committee to demand further Regula- 
tion, inafmuch as there appears to be no precife Limitation 
either by the Civil Lift Act, 'or by the Inftrument under the 
Privy Seal, in refpect to the Extent to which thefe Warrants 
may be iffued ; and with whatever Accuracy the Accounts 
of the Revenues themfelves may be made up, or with what- 
ever Regularity the Balances, may be remitted, there can be 
no actual Security to the Public that they will be productive 
to any certain Extent, as long as they may be anticipated at 
Pleafure, on the Plea. of their being mixed in the Receipt 
with other Revenues over which the Crown claims an exclufive 
and irrefponfible Controul. Your Committee think proper 
to obferve, that they have received no diftinct Return as to 
the aclual Produce of any of the Revenues ftated to have 
been referved to the Crown, except of the New Subfidy for 
the Years 1795, 1796, and 1797, above referred to. But 
Your Committee obferve, that it is faid in the Statement 
from the Barons of the Exchequer above referred to, that 
the Amount of the Revenues referved to the Crown for the 
Year ending the 10th of October 1797, and including the 
Compofitions in the Exchequer, and Seizures of prohibited 
and uncuftomed Goods, had amounted to £24,551. 14J. $d. 
Whether thefe Revenues have increafed fince the Period of 
their Firft Refervation, and in what Degree, or what may 
have been their Average Amount for any given Number of 
Years, Your Committee have not been able to afcertain, as 
the Whole of this Bufinefs is under the Direction of the 
Barons of the Exchequer in Scotland ; and there are no 
Accounts of thefe Revenues in any Office in London. 
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WITH a View to the more clear Explanation of the 
Amount of the feveral Duties of Cuftoms and Excife, as they 
are feverally applicable to the Public Services of both Parts 
of the united Kingdom, Your Committee have annexed to 
their Report* fuch Accounts as have been laid before them, 
fhewing the Produce for the Year 1797 of the Cuftoms, Ex- 
cife, and Salt Duties in Scotland, the Charges to which they 
have been made fubjecl under the Warrants iffued by the 
Barons of the Exchequer, to anfwer the feveral Objects of 
this Eftabliihment, or otherwife, and the Net Amount on 
each, as refting under the Direction, or in the Hands of the 
refpective Commiflioners of each Department, or remitted to 
the Exchequer in England. By a Companion of thefe Re- 
venues, their Management and Appropriation, with thofe of 
a fimilar Denomination in England, many Circumftances may 
fuggeft themfclves worthy of the future Confideration of the 
Legiflature, by which the general Revenues of the Country 
may be improved, and a more uniform Plan may be adopted, 
as well in their Appropriation to particular fpecificd Services, 
as in the more fpeedy Remittance of Balances of every 
Defcription to the Exchequer, free from thole - Anticipations 
which tend to complicate the Account, and prevent Parlia- 
ment from bringing clearly within its own View a complete, 
diftincl:, and particular Statement of all the Public Revenues > 
unconnected with extraneous Matters, and unembarrafled 
with the Details of various Offices.

By the Conftitution of Scot- 
land they have Title of Lord, and they, and the other Judges of 
the Supreme Courts, take Rank and Precedence next to Lords 
Barons. 

The prefent Prefident was admitted to the Chair in November 
1789 ; the other Judges have been appointed at different Times as 
V acancies occurred. 

The Office mull be executed in Perfon, and not by Deputy. 

The Salary of the Lord Prefident is /'a.ooo per Annum; but 
from which the Office Tax of y\ per Cent, is deducted, with 
fome fmall Dues in Exchequer, fo that the Net Sum which he 
receives Yearly is / 1,844. 

The Salary of each of the other Judges is /"1.000 Yearly; 
but after making the fame Deductions, each receive only about 
£"922. 

Thefe Offices being upon the Civil Lift of Scotland, the Salaries 
are paid Quarterly, by Precepts iffued by the Barons of Exchequer 
upon the Receiver General. 

Neither 
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Neither the Prefident nor the other Judges have any Emoluments, 
Perqiiifites, or Benefits whatever, except their Salaries. They are 
not at Liberty to exercife any other Protefiion or Occupation ; and 
there are no Fees or Dues or Court belonging to them. 

Six of them, however, viz. the Lord Juflice Clerk, Lord Efk- 
grove, Lord Swinton, Lord Dmifuinan, Lord Craig, and Lord 
Methven, are alfo Judges of the Courts of Judiciary, which is 
the Supreme Criminal Court of Scotland. The Allowances which 
they have in that Character will be Hated in the Loid Jullice Clerk's 
Report. 

Lord Stoncfield, who is the Senior Judge in the Court of 
Si ffion, was for fome Years alio a Jufticiary judge ; but in 1791, 
being in bad Health, he refigncd his Seat in the Court ot Julli- 
ciarv, and in lieu thereof obtained a Pcnlion from Kis Majelly 
of / 300 Yearly. 

None of the other Judges enjoy any Places or Penfions 
whatever. 

The prefent Salaries were fixed in the Year 17^6, (vide 26 Geo. 
III. ch. 46.) Bbt many Years preceding that Period the Lord 
Prefident received by Privy Seal Warrants, and otherwife, about 
£ 1,842, fo that the Salary of the Lord Prefidciu's Office was not 
at that Period augmented. 

Preceding the fame Period, the ordinary Judges received only 
about / 640 Yearly, including their Shares of the Intereft of the Sum 
22.700. called the Stock of the Court, which was then in their 
Hands, and let cut at Intereft, but which by the faid Aft was 
ordered to be paid out into the Hands of the Receiver General of 
His Majefly's Land Rents in Scotland, which was accordingly 
done; the ordinary Judges therefore received, in the Year 1786, 
an Augmentation ot ^282 each. 

The Deduction of the Office Tax has already be?n flated ; and 
the Judges are alfo liable to all other Taxations and public Burdens 
in common with the Reft ot his Majefty's Subjects. Before the 
Union they had an Exemption from Taxes by repeated Statutes of 
the Parliament of Scotland, but fmce that Tin»e no fuch Exemp- 
tion has been claimed. 

The Court of Seflion being the Supreme Civil Court of Scot- 
land, and a Court of Review, over all the inferior Courts, the 
Oiru e of the Judges is very laborious. They have Two Seffions 
of Terms in the Year, viz. the Winter Seflion, which tails Four 
Monihs, from 12th November to 11th March, both inclufive, with 
a Rccels ot Three Weeks at Chriffmas ; and the Summer Seflion, 
which la fl tor Two Months, from the 12th May to 11th July, both 
inclufive. They fit five Days in the Week, Sunday and Monday 
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being excepted. They Lave no oilier Holidays, except the King's 
Birth Day and the 30th of January ; anrl when there happens to be 
a national Faft or Thahkfgiving Their Hours of Attendance are 
from Nine in the Morning in the Outer Houfe, and Ten in the 
Morning in the Inner Houfe, till Dmner Time ;■ but there is no 
flated Time of rifing, as this muff always depend upon the Bufinefs; 
of the Day. 

The Judges of the Court of Sefiion are alfo Commiffioncrs of 
Tytlxs, and meet once a Week during Sefiion Time for the Purpofe 
of fettling a. Variety of, Ouefhons between the Clergy and the 
Laity, in confequence of an Act of the lad Parliament of Scot- 
land, 1707, Ch. 9. ; hut for which Duty they have no Salaries or 
Allowances of any Kind, though the Tythe Court is feparate from 
that of the Sefiion. 

In the Time of Vacation the ordinary Judges of the Court of 
Sefiion, by Rotation (One of them each Week) muft attend in 
what is called the Bill Chamber, to carry on the certain Parts of 
the Bufinefs of the Court, which do not admit of Delay. All the 
Judges have likewife a good deal of their Time occupied in the 
Vacation in reading printed and written Pleadings, which, by 
the Forms of the Court, are neceftary to be delivered into them 
before the Caufes are heard or difculfed in Sefiion Time. 

The Principal Clerks of the Court are Six in Number, appointed 
bv Commifiion from the Crown, but their Emoluments confifts 
entirely of Fees of Court, which are regulated by Statute, for they 
have no Salaries from the Public, except One of them (Robert 
Sinclair) who is Clerk to the King's Proccffes, and has a Salary of 
£\° P er Annum. 

The Amount of their Fees is cafual, and depends on many Cir- 
cumftances, which can only be explained by the Clerks thcmfelves, 
and the Collector of their Dues. 

The Names of the prefent Clciks are, Alexander Menzies, Sir 
James Colquhoun, Baronet, George Flome, Robert Sinclair, 
Charles Gordon, and John Pringle. If the Dates of their Ap- 
pointment are wanted, they themfelves muft furnifh them. 

There are likewife Six Depute Clerks, who are appointed by the 
Principals. But both Principals and Deputes do and muft officiate. 
The Principals aft as Clerks in the Inner Houfe, where a Quorum 
of Nine Judges muft always attend. The Depute Clerks aft in 
the Outer Houfe, where One or more of the ordinary Judges mult 
attend by a certain Rotation, to do that Part of the Bufinefs which 
comes before them as Ordinaries. 

The Depute Clerks are likewife paid by Fees of Office, and 
none of them have any Salaries, ( except One (viz. Alexander Ste- 
ven fon) 
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venfon) who lias £\o as King's Depute Clerk. The Names of 
the preterit Depute Clerks are, Alexander Rofs, Alexander 
Stevenfon, George Bruce, Keith Dunbar, George Jeffry, and 
David Murray. 

There are a Number ol Extractors and Clerks Affiltants, who 
are appointed by the Clerks, and are paid by Itated Fees of Office, 
but none of tliem have any Salaries, except the Extractor to the 
King's Proceffes (Samuel Shaw) who has /"to of Salary. 

There is an Officer oiled King's Writer to the Signet, who has 
£50 per Annum of Salary; the Name of the preTent Officer is 
William Riddel. 

The Macers of Court are Four in Number, who are chiefly paid 
by Fees of Court, viz. Robert Moffat, John Graham, John Ritchie, 
and Thomas Brodie, One of them, John Graham, acts as Deputy 
to Moncrieff, of Reddie, who has an . hereditary Right to 

One of the Macerfhips of the Court of Seffion. All the other 
Macers act. by themfelves under Commifhon from the Crown, and 
have no Power or Deputation. Each of the Four Macers has £10 
per Annum of Salary from the Public, and their Fees of Office, 
which are cafual. 

The principal Clerks of the Bill Chamber, Two in Number, have 
their Commiffion horn the King, with a Power of Deputation. They 
act by Deputies, Four in Number, and do not officiate themfelves. 
The Names of the Principles arc. Sir Robert AnOruther, Baronet, 
and Thomas Smith. The Deputies arc, James Mercer, James Kerr, 
Andrew Miller, and William Scott. 

Neither Principals nor Deputies have any Salary from the 
Public ; they are paid entirely by Fees of Office, which are fluc- 
tuating and uncertain. It the Average Amount of them is wifhed 
to be known, Application ought to be made to One or other of the 
Clerks in the Office. 

The Lord Clei k Regifler (Lord Frederick Campbell) may be 
confidered as an Officer connected with the Court of Seffion. He 
is an Officer of State, has the Cuftody and Care of all the Re- 
mitters in Scotland, and there are a Number of Deputies under 
him, fome of whom are appointed by the Crown, and others not ; 
but his Lordfliip is the moll proper Perfon to give an Account of 
that Department. 

The fame Thing is to be faid as to the Lord Advocate of Scot- 
land, and the Solicitor General. 

One of the Queilions put by the Honourable Committee is, what 
Contingencies and Incidents there are ? — The Anfwer is, none with 
which the Public Revenue is concerned. 
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Another Oueflion is, what Retrenchment may be made in the 
Expenfe, and what Improvements in its Checks, Regulations, or 
othcr-.vife ? — Anlwer. There can be no Room tor Retrench- 
ment, whatever there may be for Addition. 

As to Improvements, or new Regulations, if this means to a!lu J e 
to the Forms of Proceeding, nothing can well be laid upon it, 
wrthojJt going into a very wide' Field of Difcuffion ; and perhaps 
it is better that no material Change mould be thought of for 
the prefent, efpecially as it is believed the People of Scotland, 
in general, are fatisfied with the Adininiftration.of Juftice there, and 
it would be extremely difficult to make Alterations. The Court 
of Seffion itfelf has a Power by Statute to regulate its Forms. 

The Court of Commifiion ot Tythes, which is connected with 
the Court of Seffion, in fo far as the fame Perfons are Judges in 
both, has already been mentioned. There is a Principal Clerk alio 
belonging to that Court, who has bis Commifiion from the Crown, 
and who names a Deputy and other Officers in his Department, but 
neither the Principal Clerk, nor any of thefe Officers, have Salaries 
from the Public, their Emoluments arifing entirely from Fees of 
Office. The Name of the Principal is Jofeph Williamfon. All 
of them officiate in Perfon. 

There is a King's Solicitor likewife belonging to this Court (Mr. 
Andrew Balfour) who has / .80 per Annum, but not on the Eft 1- 
biilhment. It is believed his Salary is paid out of the Bifhop's 
Rents, in the Hands of the Barons of Exchequer. He has fome 
1 Emoluments arifing from the Fees of Office, which are cafua'.

They are all appointed by the Crown and for Life. 

The Salary of the Lord Jullice General is - - £1 ,000 per Annum.

miflioners is - - 300 per Annum. 

But the above Sums are liable in a Tax to Government, at the 
Rate ot y\ per Cent. 

There are Three Circuit Courts in Scotland, held Twice in the 
Year. Two of the Judges of Judiciary go each Circuit. What 
is called the North Circuit is held at Perth. Aberdeen, and Inver- 
nefs ; the Wefl Circuit, at Glafgow, Stirling, and Inverary; and 
the South, at Jedburgh, Dumfries, and Ayr. 

The Judges are bound by Aft of Parliament to attend at each 
of thefe Places Three full Days at leaft, and as much longer as is 
fufficient for difculling the Bufinefs, both Civil and Criminal, 
which may come before them. Befides Criminal Bufinefs, Civil 
Caufes under £12. Value may be brought before them by Appeal 
from the inferior Civil Jurifdi&iofis. 

Each of the aforefaid Six Judges is allowed ^150 Sterling, for 
defraying the Expcnfe of each Circuit, and as the North Circuit 
is more extenfive than the others, the Judges on that Circuit are 
allowed /~i8o Sterling ; but the above Sums are fubjecl to a Tax to 
Government, at the Rate of 6d. per Pound. 

Befides the above, the Lord Juflice Clerk enjoys £100 Sterling 
per Annum, in Virtue of a Treafury Warrant, lor the Trouble 
and Ex pence of correfponding in the Affairs of the Public. This 
was firll granted in the Year 1755, and has been enjoyed by the 
Lord Jullice Clerk fince that Period. 

Befides the above Sums, the Judges of the Court of Jufticiary 
draw no Fees or Emoluments of any Kind. 

The Public Bufinefs before the Court is carried on by the Lord 
Advocate, Robert Dundas, Efquire, of Arnifton, and theSolicitor 
General, Mr Robert Blair. The Lord Advocate has a Salary of 
£1,500 per Annum, and the Solicitor General a Salary of £600 
per Annum. 

The 
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The Lord Advocate, at whofe Inflance all Crimes are profecuted 
in Scotland (or with his Cqncourfe where there is a private Corn- 
plainer) appoints an Advocate >'or each Circuit, with a Salary of 
£50 each Circuit, payable from the Exchequer. 

There are Two Clerks who officiate in the High Court of 
Judiciary at Edinburgh, the One called the Principal Cleric, and 
the other the Depute. 

Robert Dundas M'Oueen is Principal Clerk, to which he was 
appointed by the Lord Juftice Clerk, (who has that Power in virtue 
of his Office) with a Yearly Salary of / 200, and Jofeph Norris is ' 
Depute Cleik, with a Salary of £i^o per Annum. He was ap- 
pointed alfo bv the late Lord juflice Clerk; and both thefe Officers 
hold their Offices for Life. 

There are Three Circuit " Clerks, alfo appointed by the Lord 
Juftice Cleric, who have each a Salary of £50 each Circuit, or 
£ 100 per Annum, viz. Henry Johnfton Wyllie, Campbell Adie, 
and Alexander Guthrie. 

Befrdes the Salaries above-mentioned, the Clerks have no Fees 
on the Public Bufinefs, but enjoy certain Perquifites and Emolu- 
ments, which are not paid by the Public, but by the Litigants in 
Court, the Extent of which is uncertain and precarious. 

There are Three Macers belonging to the Court of Judiciary, 
viz. Andrew Murifon, John Grant, and Alexander M'Dougal. 
Thefe Three Officers are appointed by the Lord Jullice General ; 
they hold their Commiffions for Life, with a Salary of £30 each, 
payable from Exchequer; bcfides which they have ^10 each 
Circuit, alfo payable from Exchequer. 

There are Six Trumpeters appointed by the Crown, who have 
each £10 each Circuit. Thefe Officers, though they officiate at 
the Circuits, yet they are undcrftood to be his Majefty's Trumpets, 
and aft on other Occafions, fuch as Proclamations, &c. The Six 
Trumpets are, Jofeph Reinagle, Alexander Napier, Nathaniel Gou, 
William Shepherd, William Napier, and Daniel Dewar. 

John Whittet and Edward Innes are Houfekeepers, appointed by 
the Court of Seffion and City of Edinburgh jointly, with a Salary 
°f £\- ?> s - each, payable from Exchequer. 

John High is Dempfter or Doomfter of Court, with a Salary of 
£5 per Annum.

S I R, 

T H AV E had the Honour to receive an Order from the Select 
Committee of Finance, of Date the lft Curt, figned by you as 
Chairman of that Committee, with a Draft accompanying that 
Order, containing fundry Queftions relative to the Eftablilhment 
of the Court of Admiralty of North Britain, to be anfwered; and 
which, in obedience to that Order, I have the Honour to return 
herewith, anfwered as far as the Circumflances of the Court would 
admit. — One of thefe Particulars, however, 1 could not anfwer; 
and it becomes therefore neceflary for me to inform you and the 
Committee, that from the firft Infiitution of the Court of Admi- 
ralty of Scotland, down to a very late Period, the Judge of that 
Court received no fijeed Salary ; his Emoluments depended upon 
certain Fees paid by the Suitors in Court, which was the ancient. 
Practice of every Court in Scotland; but in the Year 1787 thefe 
Fees to the Judge were abolifhed, and a Salary of ^400 a Year 
was then annexed to that Office. 

The 
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The Admiralty Court of Scotland pofleffes by fpecia! Statute an 
exclufive Jurifdi£Hon, in the fuft Inftance, in all Maritime Caufes, 
whether Civil or Criminal, but with the Power in Court of Seflion 
(the fupreme Civil Court in Scotland) to review the Decrees of the 
Court of Admiralty in Civil Queftions. — That Court alfo pofleffes 
a cumulative Jurifdiflion with the Court of Seffion in Mercantile 
Queftions ; and as the Proceedings in the Court of Admiralty are 
more fummary, and lefs expenfive to the Suitors than in the Court 
of Seflion, it is frequently reforted to for the Trial of thofe Quef- 
tions. 

I decide every Caufe, and I diFeft every material Part of the 
Proceedings myfelf ; but I employ a Deputy for the mtnifteria! 
Part, that is, in fuch preliminary Steps of the Caufe which pafs as 
a Matter of courfe under the Signature of the Judge. 

Thefe Particulars I have thought it my Duty to lay before you ;

■* Keeper of the Privy Seal of Scotland, was appointed by His 
Majefly during Life, by Commiflion under the Great Seal of Sect- 
land, of Date the 28th Day of Auguft, 1766. 

The Duty of the Office of Keeper is executed by Alexander 
Menzies, Efquire, Deputy to the Lord Keeper, and his Subftitute. 

Befides thefe, the other Officers belonging to the Privy Seal 
Office are, James Stewart Oliphant, Efquire, Principal Clerk or 
Writer to the Privy Seal, and Robert Menzies, Deputy Writer. 

The Writs which pafs the Privy Seal are very numerous, and 
may be divided into Two Claffes.

np H E Lord Clerk Regjfler of Scotland was originally Qjerk of 
•*• Parliament, and of the other great Courts and Councils, in 
which Capacity he had the Charge or Superintendency of all the 
Public Records in the Kingdom ; and moll of the fubordinate Of- 
ficers in thai Department, fuch as Deputy Keepers of Regifters.Clerks 
of Seffion, and others, were named bv him. 

Thofe other Officers, with Exception of Two Deputies in the 
General Regifler Houfe, are now named by the Crown, and lb iar 
his Office has undergone a confiderable Variation, and his Duty as 
Clerk of Parliament is of courfe fuperfeded, but in other Re- 
fpefts it continues nearly the fame. The fpacious Fabrick in which 
the National Records, including an infinite Number of Writings 
of various Kinds, connected with the Land Rights of that Country, 
are lodged, is under the immediate Infpeclion and Care ol the 
Lord Clerk Regifler, and ol the Two Deputies named by him, and 
he is refponfible to the King and to the Public for the Preiervation 
of the Whole.

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REPORT refpe&ing the Signet Office, in North Britain. 

BEFORE the Union, His Majefty's Signet for Scotland was in 
the Cuftody of one of the Secretaries of State ; but fince the Union 
of the Two Kingdoms it has been committed to the Cuftody of a 
Keeper appointed by His Majefly, and the Keeper has Power to 
appoint Deputies. 

The Writes pafiing the Signet are effential Requifites in the 
Difcharge and Execution of almoft every Part of the legal 
Proceedings of that Part of the united Kingdom. All Summonfes 
to a Defendant to appear before the Court of Seflion, the fupreme 
Civil Judicatory in Scotland, proceed on Writes iffued in the 
King's Name under the Signet. The Decrees of that Court, as 
alfo of the inferior Courts of Scotland, the Attachment of 
Effe&s, or of the Perfons of Debtors, are all put in Execution 
by Writes iffuing from the Signet. 

All Signatures and Grants flowing from the Sovereign, iffued by 
the Barons of Exchequer, for granting Charters of Eftates holden 
in- chief under the Crown, are lodged at the Signet Office, and 
warranted by a Precept from thence, before they can pafs the Privy 
or Great Seal. 

To feal and authenticate thefe various Writes, and to take Care 
that none pafs the Signet that are not drawn up in legal Form, and 
in Conformity to the Warrants whereon they proceed, there is 
daily Attendance of the Deputy or Subflitute Keeper with an 
Affiftant or Meffenger. All the Writes are daily entered in a 
Regifter, and the Warrants, except as to fo:ne few dalles, remain 
at the Signet Office. 

The Fees of the various Writes payable to the Keeper for the 
Trouble of fealing and recording of them, was fixed by an Order 
of the Council of Scotland as far back as 4th February 1606, ra- 
tified by A£i of Parliament, 4th Auguft 1621, 23d of King James 
Vlth. Cap. ig. and there has been no Increafe of the Rates fince 
that Time. In 1732, there was indeed fome Alteration as to the 
Rule by which the Fees on Precepts, iffuing on Signatures from 
Exchequer were to be calculated, but that occafioned no Difference 
in the general Amount and befides, that Clafs bears a fmall Pro- 
portion to the other Writes iffuing from the Signet. 

The Fee of each Write is fmall, being from Ten Pence to Three 
Shillings, Two Thirds of a Penny, and it is paid by the Perfon in 
whofe Name the Write is iffued. 

The Writes paffing the Signet are prepared and fu'ofcribed by a 
Writer Or Clerk to the Signet ; thefe Clerks arc nominated by the 
Keeper ; but to entitle them to be nominated, it is requifite to have 

D d 2 . been 
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been Five Years under Articles with a Member of the Society oi 
Writers or Clerks to the Signet, and before their Admiflion in 
virtue of the Keeper's Nomination, a Trial has to be undergone 
before the Society ; and it is alfo requifite to have a l;beral Educa-. 
tjon, and to have been at leaft Two Years at an Univerfity. 
A Fee of £33. 6s. 8af. is payable at the Admiflion of each 
Member. 

The Deputy named bv the Keeper prefides at the Meetings of 
the Society of Clerks to the Signet, who form a conftituent Part 
of the College of Juftice. 

The Fees arifing from Writes pafling the Signet, and from the 
Admiflion of Clerks to the Signet, conftitute the Emoluments 
drawn by the Keeper. He has no Salary from the Public. 

Bef ore the Union, the Deputy Keeper of the Signet had a Salary 
of £100 per Annum on the Scots Eifablifhment, and which fince 
the Union has been continued to be drawn by that Officer. He 
is entitled alfo to £ 8. 6j. 8^ at the Admiflion of each Clerk to the 
Signet ; and as he draws no other Emoluments, the Keeper, judging 
the Recompence inadequate, allows to the Deputy a certain Share 
of his own Fees. 

With thefe Obfervations, Reference is made to the annexed 
Schedule, containing a Return to the Requifition from the Com- 
mittee of Finance, in Conformity to the Mode prefcribed.

The Rank of the various Officers, with their Names, are par- 
ticularly ltated below. They hold feparate Appointments from His 
M a jelly, by Special Commiffions of the different Dates under 
noted. It is well known, that no Bufinefs has been done in the 
Mint of Scotland for a confiderable Period, and none of the Of- 
ficers have Deputies. The entire Salary, which is paid by an 
Iffue from the Exchequer through- the Hands of the Maffer, and 
the Proportions paid to each Officer (there being no feparate Emo- 
himentsjare under noted, and the TotalandNetReceiptlor 1797, with 
the Deductions, defcribed.

master General of the Forces, and the Office of Comptrol- 
lers of the Army Accounts; the Barrack Office, and 
the Ordnance. 

They have now proceeded to refumc the fame Branch of 
Inquiries, with a View to fuch Meafures as may be mofb 
conducive to the Ends of Public CEconomy, refpecYing the 
Adminiftration of the Dock Yards, and the Transport 
Servi.ce— the Victualling Office — the Office for Sick 
and Wounded Seamen — Chatham Chest, and the Royal 
Hospitals of Greenwich — and Chelsea : They have alfo 
extended their Inquries into fome of the Details of Expen- 
diture connected with Army Services, which laft Year They 
were unable to inveftigate ; and, at the fame Time, They 
have taken into their Conlideration the prefent State of the 
Offices of the Secretary of War, of the Judge Advocate 

General, 
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General, of the Commissary General of Musters, 
and alfo the feveral* Military Governments in Great 
Britain. 

ADMIRALTY, DOCK YARDS, and TRANSPORTS. 

"V7"OUR Committee, in continuation of their former In- 
quiries into the Naval Departments*, have proceeded, in 
the prefent Seffion, to call for " an Eftimate of the expected 
" total Amount of the Expenfe of the Navy .for the Year 
er. ling 31ft December 1798," framed in the fame Manner 
as that for 1797, which was laid before Your Committee in 
the laft Seffion, it being thought likely to prefent to the Houfe 
and to the Public, a more diftinct and detailed View of the 
fevei^l Articles -f which form the eftimated Amount of this 
mod important and extenfive Branch of the Public Expen- 
diture, than the ufual Practice of voting the Navy Supply 
has generally afforded. 

From this Eftimate it appears, that the Expenfe of the

A d Your Committee have already ftated how far the Eftimate 
for 1797 was found to correlpond with the Expenfe actually 
incurred for the Service of that Year ; noticing, at the fame 
Time, the principal Caufes which produced an Excels in the 
Expenditure. 

ADMIRALTY. 

Your Committee, in the next Place, have dcfired to be 
informed, whether any Thing had been done by the Admiralty 
Board fince the clofe of the laft Seflion, on the Foundation of 
His Majefty's Order in Council, referred to them on the 12th 
of January 1792; and mentioned laft Year in the 17th Re- 
" port of Your Committee : In Answer to which it has been 
ftated by the Secretary of the Admiralty *, in a Letter dated 
February the 28th 1798, That " a Report upon the Ad- 
" miralty Office, including the Marine Pay Office, is pre- 
'" paring, in order to its being laid before the Lords of His 
" Majefty's Council; and that it is not in immediate Con- 
" templation to report ori any other Branches of the Naval 
" Department ; it appearing to the Board, that the Attention 
" which fuch an Invcftigation muft neceffarily require, could 
" not be paid at this Time without material Detriment to 
" the Public Service." 

Your Committee prefume, that the Report on the Admi- 
ralty and Marine Pay Offices will not be delayed much longer. 
But hitherto, as appears by another Letter of the Admiralty -ft, 
dated 9th June 1798 : " No Alteration has taken Place in 
" the EftabJilhment of the Admiralty Office, or in refpeel 
ft , to the Fund out of which the Salaries are paid."

With 
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With refpedt to the other multifarious and extenfive 
Branches of the Naval Service, it certainly does appear dif- 
ficult, if not impracticable, during the urgent Preflure of 
Public Bufinefs in thefe Departments, at prelent to proceed 
with any detailed, laborious, and calm inveftigation, luch as 
the Subject ought to receive. But your Committee think, 
that the Houfe and the Public have Realbn to expect that, 
on a Return of Peace, many Months will not be fuffered to 
elapfe without a fteady Determination being fhewn to examine 
into, and report upon all the different Departments to which 
the Attention of the Admiralty Board was pointed fo long 
ago as the 12th of January 1792, by his Majefty's Order in 
Council, fo often before alluded to, and which have not been 
fince regulated. 

§ r. Perhaps, after the Opinion of the Admiralty Board 
above ftated, and the Hopes held out by them of a fpeedy 
Report in fome Points, and ultimately of a complete Invefti- 
gation of the whole Subject at a Time of more Leifure, Your 
Committee might have been excufed from inquiring further 
into the Matter at prefer) t . But as the Anfwer of the Board 
is in general Terms ; and as it appeared more than probable 
that, although no full and entire Examination and Arrange- 
ment had taken place, fince the Reports of the Commiflioners 
of Inquiry, on all the Topics referred to by them, yet in fact 
many ufeful Regulations and Improvements had been made, 
particularly in His Majefty's Dock Yards, of late Years ; and 
further, that it might be fatisfactory to the Houfe to know 
the Opinions of able and eminent Sea Officers, on fome of 
the Points more particularly adverted to by the Commiflioners 
of Inquiry in their Report on the Dock Yards, and even 
tend, in fome Meafure, to expedite the future Proceedings of 
the Admiralty Board on this Head of Inquiry, Your Com- 
mittee proceeded in the Firft Place to requeft the Attendance 
of Sir Andrew Snape Hamond, Baronet, Comptroller of the 

Navy, 
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Navy, a Member of the Houfe, and examined him, in 
detail, upon the Matter of thofe Suggeftions : A Copy of 
his Examination is annexed * ; and the Houfe will obferve, 
with Pleaiure, that feveral ufeful Regulations have been al- 
ready adopted in His Majefty's Dock. Yards, to enforce 
Order and to prevent Wafte, in confequence of thofe 
Suggeftions. 

Among the feveral Regulations which have been already 
adopted by the Navy Board, in confequence of the Recom- 
mendations contained in the Report of the Commiffioners of 
Inquiry, are the following : 

The Standing Orders, made from Time to Time for the 
good Government of the Dock Yards (except thofe which 
relate to the Ships in Ordinary J have been reviewed and 
properly arranged : 

The Mafter Attendant, or the Mafter Shipwright, with 
the Clerk of the Survey, is now employed to inlpedt the 
Quality of all Stores delivered ; and One Ckrk Officer attends 
the Receipt of the Quantity ; 

When Ships of War in Commiffion are fupplied with Stores* 
a Lift of fuch Stores is lent from the Yard ; and an Officer- 
on Board compares it with the Stores brought : 

The Portfmouth Plan of keeping Account of the Receipt, 
Ifl'ues, and Remains of Stores, which was particularly recom- 
mended by the Commiflioneis of Inquiry, has been fince 
generally adopted throughout the other Dock Yards ; with 
additional Regulations, tending to the fame Objects ; be- 
fides which, a confiderable Improvement has lately been made 
in the Department for examining Storekeepers Accounts at

the Navy Office; and although no periodical Survey at pre- 
lent is made, yet the Accounts are fo kept, that the general 
Quantity in Store may be known at any Time when it i s 
required. At Chatham, upon the Appointment of a new 
Storekeeper in 1797, an actual Survey was made, which 
proved fatisfactory. 

The Lots of old Stores alfo are now weighed, counted, or 
meafured, when laid apart for Sale, and a Tally is fixed to 
each; and the Delivery is attended by a Clerk Officer. It 
is ftated to Your Committee on this Head, that there never 
was a greater Degree of Attention to prevent Embezzlement 
of tores ; and that an Infpecting Officer has been eftablifhed at 
lome of the Ports, with Authority to fearch Boats and VefTels, 
and keep Watch on Perfons fufpected of dealing in Stores 
embezzled from the Dock Yards ; and that this Regulation 
has not only been the Means of detecting and bringing to 
Juftice feveral Offenders, but is believed to have prevented 
much of the Practice. This Eftablifhment is to be ex- 
tended to the other Yards, when proper Perfons can be 
found for the Employment ; and their Continuance is to 
depend upon the Commiflioners certifying to their Diligence 
and Utility. 

§ 2. Your Committee in the next Place, according to the 
Tenor of their Inftrudtions, have required " An Account of 
*' what Increafe or Diminution has taken Place fince the 
" ■Year 1782, in the Numbers or in the Amount of the 
*' Salaries and Emoluments of different Officers in His 
** Majefty's Dock Yards ;" and They have called likewife for 
" -in Account of any Offices in the Naval Departments 
*« which are at prefent permitted to be purchafed ; or of 
*' which the Profits are paid over to any Perfons whatever, 
'* other than luch as appear to hold the fame." 
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The Anlwers produced by thefe Requifitions are inferted 
in the Supplement *. Upon thefe Papers Your Committee 
have only to remark, that the Increafe of Efbblifhment in 
the Dock Yards, appears to be no more in general than might 
reafonably be expected during a State of Warj but that it 
will be proper, on the ultimate Examination and Arrange- 
ment of all thefe Offices, to prevent in future any of the 
Clerks' Places from being fold, as has been hitherto the 
Cuftom and alfo, that it is not advifable in general to allow 
any Perfons to pay over a Part of their Emoluments toothers, 
for performing that which it is their Duty to execute. 

§ 3. With regard to the further Meafures, which it may 
be expedient to adopt for the Regulation of the Dock Yards, 
Your Committee find that mod of thole recommended by 
the mofl unqueftionable naval Authority, as ftill fit to be 
carried into Execution ■f. 

In the Opinion of the Comptroller cf the Navy, befides 
placing the Officers of Mafter Attendant, Clerk of the Survey,' 
and Clerk of the Rope Yard, upon a Footing more fuited to 
their Trull and Importance, it would be proper, 

That no Place in the Dock Yard mould be fold : 

That Fees and Gratuities to the Dock Yard Officers fliould 
be abolifhed, and a Salary fubftituted in their Stead ; and 
that in order to reimburse the Public for the additional Ex- 
penfe which will be incurred by the Increafe of Salaries, a 
Poundage Rate of £1. per Cent, fliould be paid by the 
Contractor on all Money received by Bills in courfe for Stores 
fupplied, or Services performed : 

• Supplement (E. 1, 2, 3, 4.) \ Supplement (D. 1, 2.) 
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That the Officers fhould have the Nomination of their 
own Clerks, fubject to the Commiffioner's Power of rejecting, 
fufpending, or difmiffing them : 

That Ships afloat fhould be paid, in Time of War, by a 
Sea Officer, nominated by the Navy Board ; and in Time of 
Peace by the Commiflioner, or in his Abfence by One of the 
Mafters Attendant : 

That Afiignment Notes fhould be made out for the 
Workmen free from any Expenfe, except Stamps ; 

That Officers in general, who receive Annual Salaries, mould 
not be allowed to take Apprentices ; except that with regard 
to the Matter Shipwright, it is Mated to Your Committee 
fome further Regulation may be required, as he is expected 
to train up Draftfmen : . - 

That on the Death or Removal of any Mafter, his Ap- 
prentices fhould be turned over to fuch other Artificer as the 
Commiffioners mail think fit ; the Apprentice to be in the 
fame Yard with his Mafter, &c. 

That Clerk Officers, upon any Vacancy, fhould be ap- 
pointed from the mod intelligent Clerks, in their refpective 
Offices ; which, though not eftablifhed as a Rule, appears in 
Fact to have taken Place in Two recent Inftances : 

That the Captain's Clerks fhould have the Pay and Prize 
Money of a Warrant Officer, and be put on a better Foot- 
ing than they now are ; but it is conceived, that they fhould 
neverthelefs remain as the Inftrument of the Captain, who 
fhould ftill be refponfible for all Errors and Frauds which may 
be committed by their Clerks : 

That the Clerk of Cheque fhould occafionally attend in 1 
Perfon the Mufters of the Workmen, &c. 

vol. iv. F f That 
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That further Regulation is wanting in refpeft to the 
meafuring of Timber, Sawyers, and Painters Work, which 
fhould not be done by Shipwrights : 

That the Surgeon lhould be refident, and have an Af- 
fiftant paid by the Public ; that when abfent he lhould alfo 
pay his Affiftant for executing the whole Duty ; and that if 
abfent for Three Months, he lhould forfeit his Office : 

That the Attendance of the Clerks lhould be enforced by 
Penalties; and that they lhould take Oaths, and give Bonds 
of Fidelity. 

That Dealers in Junk, old Rope, old Iron, Canvas, and 
other Species of old Ship Chandlery Wares, fhould take out 
an annual Licence ; and the Renewal of it to be refufed on 
Complaint from the Commiffioner : 

That with refpect to Prize Money, unlefs any better Mode 
could be adopted, it would be fit, that Agents for Prizes 
appointed abroad, fhould recal their Prize Lifts at Home, 
by public Advertifement in the Gazette, for the Space of 
One Year, before the unpaid Shares lhould be forfeited to 
Greenwich Hofpital, the Hofpital giving Notice of all the 
Prize Lifts which it may receive from abroad, and keeping 
open Payment for Twelve Months after it receives them : 

That regular Eftablifhments fhould be formed at each 
Foreign Station in the Naval Service : Upon which Subject 
it is reprefcnted to Your Committee, that there is at prefent 
a Refident Commiffioner at Flalifax, with a regular Efta- 
blifbment ; and the Comptroller, or the Navy agrees in 
Opinion with the Commiffioners of Inquiry, that wherever 
any Squadron of His Majefty's Ships may be ftationed, a 
Temporary Commiffioner of the Navy lhould always be 
appointed, who fhould have Control over the Victualling, 

as 
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as well as Naval Department, with fuch a general Form of 
Eftablifhment as the Commiflioners of Inquiry have propoied, 
and with fuch particular Directions in refpect to the Naval 
Eftabliftiments in the Eaft Indies, as they have pointed out 
' for that Branch of the Service. 

Your Committee having alfo received much valuable In- 
formation from Admiral Lord Keith, Vice Admiral Sir 
Thomas Pafley, and Samuel Bentham, Efquire, Infpector 
General of Naval Works, on feveral Points connected with 
this Subject *, They have thought proper to lubjoin Extracts 
of their Examinations refpecting many Points of Public 
CEconomy. viz. as to the peculiar Defects of the Modes 
now in Ule for the Receipt, Cuftody, and Application of 
Stores, particularly Timber ; as to the maintaining Ships 
incapable of Repair, and Ships upon unprofitable Services, 
particularly Church Ships, Slop Ships, and Prifon Ships ; 
and as to the Lofs ot Intereft upon Monies expended on 
Public Works between their Commencement and Completion, 
more efpecially wherever their Execution is unnecelfarily 
protracted 

Upon the Expediency of abolifiiing the Practice of Chips, 
Your Committee have annexed a Statement of the particular 
Meafures for this Purpofe which have been formerly in Con- 
templation, and a further Reprefentation upon the fame 
Practice under its prefent Circumftances. 

Your Committee have thought it alfo their Duty to call 
for feveral Papers refpecting the prefent State of the Works 
in the principal Dock Yards; which, although they appear 
to contain feveral very important Suggeftions of Improve- 
ment in the Modes of building and arming Ships of War, 
and conftructijig the Storehouses, Docks, Bafons, Embank- 
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ments, and other local Accommodations requifitefor the Dock 
Yards of Portfmouth and Plymouth, and are all of them 
highly deferving the fulleft Confideration of the Board of 
Admiralty, yet, as well from the Nature of many of the 
Subje&s to which thofe Suggeftions relate, as from the In- 
competency of Your Committee to form a confident Opinion 
thereon, They have not thought it expedient to introduce 
into this Report. 

Your Committee, however, are fupported by the concur- 
rent Teftimony of all thofe Opinions, Civil and Military *, in 
reprefenting to the Houfe, that Difpatch and CEconomy in 
the Dock Yards would be moft etfentially promoted, if the 
Duties of the refident Commiffioners in each Yard were 
fixed, and their Powers extended over the operative Bufinefs ; 
fuperadding, at the fame Time, fuch an individual Refpon- 
fibility as fhould enfure a faithful, fkilful, and active Difcharge 
of the Trufts properly belonging to this moft important 
Situation. 

TRANSPORTS. 
During the laft Sefiion of Parliament, Your Committee, 
in the Courfe of their Inquiries, called for an Account of 
the Amount of the Sums paid for the Tranfport Service 
fince the Inftitution of the Board : But as that Account did 
not comprize the total Expenfe incurred, they have called 
for a complete Account of the Expenditure in this Depart- 
ment during the Four laft Years-}-, which appears to have 
amounted to no lefs than £.5,690,547. izs. lod. 

An Explanation has been laid before Your Committee, of 
the Caufes which have occafioned fo large a Dilburfement of 
the Public Money ; diftinguifhing the Average Tonnage 
of regular Tranfports, and the Average Tonnage of Ships on 
Freight ; diftinguifhing alfo the feveral Rates of Freight in 
each Year refpedtively, and fpecifying fuch Circumftances as 

• Supplement (D. 1, 3, 4. ) f Supplement (F.) 
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contributed to produce this Expenditure ; noticing alfo how 
far, in the Opinion of the Tranfport Board, they ftill con- 
tinue to operate. 

Your Committee being defirous of obtaining ftill further 
Lights upon the prefent Mode of conducting the Tranfport 
Service, and of afcertaining what Degree of Probability there 
exifts of reducing the Expenfe of this extenfive Branch of 
the Public Charge, have examined Captain Schank, one of 
the Commiftioners of the Tranfport Board, upon the feveral 
Articles, in detail, which contribute to enhance this Expen- 
diture * : A Copy of his Examination, together with other 
Papers tending to illuftrate various Parts of it, is annexed j 
from the Perufal of which much Information may be derived, 
rcfpecting the Comparative Rates of Freight at which Tranf- 
ports were hired during the laft War, and the prefent; and 
particularly during the Year 1797, according to the various 
Stations on which they were employed : Much valuable Infor- 
mation may alfo be derived from the fame Documents, refpect- 
ing the Modes which have been practifed in the arming and 
fitting up of Transports ; the Employment of Agents in the 
Tranfport Service ; the tranfporting or Ordnance Stores, and 
the great Loffes which have been occafioned by too heavily 
loading the Veffels in which they are carried -f ; and alfo re- 
flecting other more ceconomical and expeditious Modes of 
loading Stores in general, and embarking Troops, with fome 
fpecific Suggeftions of a better Mode of executing this 
Service in the River Thames. 

Amongft other Points of general Importanceit is reprefented 
to Your Committee, that it would greatly contribute to the 
more ceconomical and regular Conduct of this Service, that all 
the Tranfports which may be wanted, fhould be procured ex- 
clusively through the Intervention of the Tranfport Board alone ; 
and that it would be preferable to employ a known Agent, paid 
by the Public, and refponfible to it, to take up the Ships and 

• Supplement (F.2.) -f- Supplement (F. 3.) 
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the Veffels as there might be Occafion for them ; and no longer 
to make ufe of Brokers for the Purpofe, as at prefent, wlio 
may be more inclined to favour the Merchants or Owners, 
in particular Cafes, than to do Juftice to the Government. 

The Application of Ships of War, of particular Defec- 
tions, to this Service, fo far as may be confiftent with the 
Military Ufe to be made o 1 them, is alfo a Meafure recom- 
mended by repeated Evidence, with a Detail of the Reafons 
for its general Adoption * ;' This, indeed, as Your Committee 
find, has already been and now is praftifed to a certain Extent ; 
But, during Peace, it undoubtedly feems capable of being 
carried to a ftill greater extent with Advantage to the Public, 
in relieving the Garrifons of His Majefty's diftant Pofleffions, 
and in other funilar Operations. 

Upon the whole, Your Committee cannot but confider the 
Tranfport Board, in l ime of War, to be a ufeful Eftablilh- 
ment ; and although the Expenfe attending this Branch of 
Service has been very confiderable, and in fome lnftances, the 
Rates of Freight have been extraordinary high, yet there are 
folid Reafons for believing, when the peculiar Nature of the 
Military Operations of this Country is taken into Confideration, 
that had it been conducted altogether as it was in the laft War, 
by all the different Military and Naval Departments which had 
Occafion to employ Tranfports, concurrently, and with all the 
Difadvantages of Competition, the Charge would probably have 
been Ct III heavier : And it is very fatisfacfory to oblerve, that 
Circumftances have enabled the Board to lower the Price per 
Ton, in the prefent Year, from Fifteen to Thiiteen Shillings, 
on the general Rate of hiring Vellels of the Defcription ufually 
employed as Tranfports ; which does not exceeed the Medium 
Rate paid for the Hire of Tranfports during the laft War, even 
when the Prices of all Naval and Victualling Stores were con- 
fiderably lower.

Regulations propofed by the Comrniflioners ol Inquiry for fuch of 
the Naval Departments as have not hitherto bet n examined, as 
directed by His Majefty's Order in Council of the 12th of January

mands to acquaint you. for the Information of the Committee, that 
a Report upon this Office, including the Marine Pay Office, is now 
preparing, in order to its being laid before the L ords of His Majefty's 
Council ; and that it is not in their Lordfhips immediate Contem- 
plation to report upon any other Branches of the Naval Department, 
it appearing to them that the Attention which fuch an Inveft igation 
muff necefTarily require could not be» paid at this Time without ma- 
terial Detriment to the Public Service.

HAVING laid before my Lords Commiffioners of the Admi- 
ralty the Precept of the Seleft Committee on Finance, dated 
the 17th of laft Month, and alfo the Precept of Yefterday's Date, 
the latter received at Half paft Elven this Day, requiring that there, 
be laid before the Committee an Account of the prefent Eflablifh- 
ment of the Admiralty Office, diflinguifhing the Officers, their 
Salaries and Emoluments, from what Fund paid, the Deductions 
therefrom, and their Net Annual Receipt refpettively, fo far as the

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fame can be afcertained ; I am commanded by their Lordfhips to 
acquaint you, for the Information of the Committee, that no Alter- 
ation has taken Place in the Eftablifhment of the Admiralty Office 
fince the Year 1796, a Statement of which is already before the 
Committee; that the Salaries are precifely the fame, but that the 
Emoluments arifing from Fees (though not at this Moment to 
be exactly afcertained) have fince that Time in fome Degree 
decreafed. 

With refpeff to the particular Fund, out of which the Salaries 
above mentioned are paid, I am to acquaint you, that, all the Sala- 
ries, excepting the additional Salary to the Firfl Commiffioner, and 
the Marine Salaries to the Secretaries, are paid out of Money An- 
nually voted by Parliament on the Ordinary Eftunate of the Navy; 
the additional Salarv of Two Thoufand Pounds per Annum to the 
Firfl Commiffioner is paid out of the Monies arifing from the Sale 
of old Stores, and the Marine Salaries of the Two Secretaries, out 
of the Marine Poundage and Stoppages.

penfe of Stores, Supplies, and Returns, as the Inftrument of the 
Captain ; thefe Documents being always required to pafs the Cdp- 
tain's Accounts.

April 23d, 1798— Extract of the Examination of Admiral 
Lord Keith, a Member of the Houfe. 

WOULD it contribute to reduce the Public Expenditure, 
without Detriment to the Public Service, if the Commiflioners in 
the Dock Yards were inverted with gieater Authority ? 

I have always underflood that our Dock Yards Hood in need 
of great Reform in point of Controul and Masiagement ; and I 
have too frequently known Differences arife between the Flag Of- 
ficers and the CommifTioner, to the great Detriment oi the Service; 
and I have alfo known Inftances of the Commiflioners' Authority 
being calied in Queftion bv the Heads of the different Departments 
in the Dock Yards, alledging that he had no Authority over them, 
except in his own Department, to pay ; and I am of Opinion, that 
a better Check fhould be devifed to fee the Delivery of all Stores 
into the Care of the refpe&ive Storekeepers, and examine not only 
the Quantity but the Quality. 

Does any additional Check occur to your Lordfhip, without in- 
creafing the Expenfe to the Public ? 

I am not prepared to- anfwer 1 with that Correftnefs I think it 
my Duty to do at the prefent Moment, but it fi rik.es me, that if 
Rope, Cables, &.c. were delivering at a Dock Yard, the Commif- 
fioner, or other Perfon having Authority, might apply to the Port 
Admiral, or take from Ships in Ordinary a Number of Mafters, 
Boatfwains, &c. to the Afliflance ot the Rope Maker or his De- 
puty, whofe Duty it would be to examine the Quantity and Quality, 
and report under their Hands, or upon Oath if required ; and fo, 
in like Manner with all other Stores : For Example, Ships Car- 
penters to Timber ; Mafters and Sailmakers to Canvafs, &c. And 
I am of Opinion, even in War Time, Officers for this Purpofe 
might be fupplied out of the Ships which were under Repair, or 
in a difmantled State, without interfering with their Duty, or 
caufing an additional Expenfe. 

Has your Lordihip obferved any other Matters, in the Manage- 
ment of Dock Yards, which will admit of Regulations contributing 
to ufeful CEconomy ? 

In the Dock Yards I am fo little acquainted, that I cannot 
fpeak particularly, but I have obferved a Number of ufelefs and 
irreparable Ships remaining in our Harbours at a certain Expence, 
which, if fold, would bring Money to the Public ; I fay a certain 
Expence, becaufc they require Men to look after them and pump 
them ; they require alfo a fmall Proportion of Stores to keep them 

clean ; 
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clean ; they occupy Moorings which wear out ; they bear a Purfer, 
a Boatfwain, a Gunner, a Carpenter, and a Cook, all of whom 
hatfe their Servants : at the fame Time that ihe Ships occupy much 
Room in the Ports, and in fome Inftances have affecled the Depth 
of the Water, by gathering Sand or Mud Banks ; particularly in 
the Eaftefn Pons, namely, Portfmouth, Sheernefs, Chatham, and 
the Thames. — Allowing for every proper Provifion to be made for 
thefe Perfons, by employing them in other Services, or otherwife, 
neverthelefs a threat Saving might be made by breaking up or felling 
Ships of this Defcription. 

Does it occur to your Lordfhip to fpecify any particular Ships of 
this Defcription, exclufive of Prifon Ships, Hofpital Ships, Re- 
ceiving Ships, and Hulks for neceffary Service, at prefent in any 
of the King's Ports ? 

There certainly are ; I do not know the Names, neither do I 
mean that Hulks for receiving Ships Companies are not necefTary. 
Prifon Ships are fometimes necefTary. There ufed to be a Church 
Ship at each Port, but they were feldom irequented. 

Are Slop Ships to be confidered a neceffary or unneceffary Ex- 
pence ? 

1 think them extremely neceffary, that is, at Spithead and 
the Nore. 

What appears to be the neceffary Eflablifhment of a Slop Ship ? 
I do not really know what their prefent Eflablifhment is, but 
I am inclined to think, that after the Ship was moored in her pro- 
per Situation, in Charge of a careful Perfon, a few fober Men fit 
to iflue the Supplies would be the befl Eftablifhment.

April^A, 1798.— Extract of the Examination of Vice 
Admiral Sir Thomas Pasley, Baronet. 

DOES any Circumftance occur to you in the Management of 
the Dock Yards, which will admit of Regulations tending to reduce 
the Public Expenditure in this Branch of Service ? 

Since the ill of June 1794 I have not been in any Dock 
Yard, and therefore I cannot fpeak with Precifion to particular 
Facts fince that Time : but in my Opinion, if the Commiflioner, 
who is the Chief Officer, had a greater (hare of Power, he would 
be better able to check every improper Expenditure in the Yards, 
and carry on the Service with much more Expeditipn.

Extract of Letter from the Inspector, General of 

Naval Works. 

Admiralty, Infpc£loT General's Office, 
April 5th, 1798. 

IN obedience to the Order of the Selecl Committee of Finance, 
dated 26th February laft, requiring that I fhould lay before the 
Committee an Account of the Works in the Department of the 
Infpeflor Gene»al of Naval Works, and pointing out the Heads 
under which the Information I fhould have to furnifh fhould be 
arranged, I muft begin by obferving, that by the Tenor of the faid 
Order, as well as by what I have underfiood to have been Hated in 
the Report made by the Committee to the Houfe of Commons laft 
Seffion, it feems to have been fuppofed that certain fpecific Works 
had been put under the Controul and Superintendance of the In- 
fpeftor General of Naval Works ; this, however, in fact, has not 
been the Cafe ; the Execution ot all Naval Works carried on in 
the feveral Naval Eftablifhments remains, as before my Appoint- 
ment, in the Hands of the fubordinate Boards, who give their 
Orders to the refident Officers at each Eftahlifhment. In as far, 
however, as concerns the Bufinefs of Suggeftion, no Limits what- 
ever have by the Admiralty Board been fixed to the Extent of my 
Department, and I have therefore all along confidered it as my 
Duty, over and above the giving my Opinion to the Admiralty 
Boar i on Subjecls referred to me for that Purpofe, to look out for 
all Cafes open to Impiovement, and to fuggeft fuch Meafures as in 
my Conception appear to be molt conducive to that object in every 
Branch of the Naval Service ; accordingly, during the Two Years 
that have elapfed fince 1 received my Appointment as Infpeftor 
General of Naval Works, as well as during One Year previous to 
the Inftitution of that Office, my Time has been chiefly employed 
in the preparing and fubmitting to the Confederation of the Admi- 
ralty Board various Propofals lor the Improvement of different 
Branches of Naval Bufinefs. 

Thefe Propofals having happened in almoft everv Inflance to fall 
v. ithin the Department ot the Navy Board, have been of courfe 
referred by the Admiralty Board to that Board for Inveftigation ; 
and although it has happened that the Opinions, obtained in Con- 
iequence have been (it might be faid) uniformly againft the Pro- 
pofals, neverthelefs this Contrariety of Opinion has neceffarily 
produced Difcuflion, which, were even the Example of applying. 
Pealon to the Subjecl the only Fruit of it, will evidently have 
been produ&Ye of very important Benefit to the Public Service; 

1 muft 
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I mnfl at the fame Time obferve, that the Admiralty Board have, 
in the mod important Inftances, ordered the Works in Queftiou to 
be carried into Execution, and in no Inffance have they hitherto 
thought it proper that any of them fhould be finally rejected. 

The only Work propofed by me, vhich the Admiralty Board 
have adopted without any apparent previous Communication of it 
to the fubordinate Boards, was that for the Building of certain 
VefTels lor the Purpofeof exemplifying various Ideas of Improve- 
ment. In the Inffance of thefe VefTels, which were begun many 
Months before 1 was officially engaged in his Majcfly's Service, it 
was urged by me as a Condition altogether indifpenfable, that the 
building, fitting, and arming of them fliould be left entirely to mv 
Direction, without any official Controul whatever from. any of the 
fubordinatc Departments ; accordingly in this One Inffance the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty deemed it expedient to 
depart from the ui'ual Courfe of Proceeding in Bufinefs of this 
Nature, and as Opportunities have at length been afforded for judg- 
ing from Experience of thefe Attempts at Improvement, I flatter 
myfelf that the Advantages which thefe VefTels have of late been 
acknowledged to pofTel's, are fuch as to afToid the Admiralty 
Board or the Public no Reafon to regret this Departure from ufual 
Practice. 

The Admiralty Board having on thisOccafion honoured me with 
fo great a Degree of Confidence, it feems proper that the Com- 
mittee fhould be apprized that I have had no Concern whatever in 
the planning of any other VefTels, for although it was made a Part 
of my Duty, and is perhaps the moit important Part of it, to con- 
'fider of all Matters relating to the building, fitting, and arming of 
His Majefty's Ships and Veffels, yet the Admiralty Board having 
allowed me to build the abovementioned Vellels entirely on my 
own Plan, thought it advifeable, no Doubt, to wait till the Juftnefs 
of my Ideas on this SubjecT had been brought to the Teft of Expe- 
rience before they referred, for my Opinion, any Propofal refpe&ing 
Naval Architecture or Naval Armament ; accordingly, in the In- 
ffance of the Number of Ships of War that have been built or 
ordered fince my Appointment, in the Inffance of the Gun Boats 
and other VefTels, in which Properties out of the ordinary Line of 
Service were required for the Delence of the Coaft, the eflabliflied 
Practice has not experienced any Alteration through any Interference 
of mine. 

In concluding this Account of what has been hitherto the Bufi- 
refs of my Department, it feems proper that I fhould obferve to 
the Committee, that from the peculiar Conflitution of my Office 
I am the only Perfon rcfponfible for any Part of the Bufinefs of it : 
the fubordinate AHiilants afforded me do not, upon any Occafion, 
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join their Signatures to mine, fo that in this Office the Admiralty 
Board have in the Perfon of the Infpeftor General a Subordinate 
who remains accountable for the Succefs of whatever he propofes, 
and for the Juftnefs of the Opinion he gives, having no affociate 
Signatures affixed to his Reports that can have the EfFeft of covering 
his Errors, and of fkreening him from Refponfibility 

Such being the Nature of the Duty- with which I have been 
charged, the Works forming the fubjeft Matter of the Information 
which I have to lay before the Committee may be claJTed under 
Two general Heads. Under the Firft are comprized fuch Works 
as having been propofed by me, have been already ordered, or are 
ftill under Confideration. Under the Second are comprized fuch 
Works as having been begun upon, or propofed by the fubordinate 
Board, eilher have been Hopped at my Suggeftion, or remain for 
the Confideration of the Admiralty Board.

Bf.ntham, Efq. Infpeftor General of Naval Works. 

ARE the Reports delivered in by you, refpefting Naval Works, 
prefented with Permiffion of the Board of Admiralty ? 

They are — having been fubmitted to the Admiralty Board. 

Is it your official Duty to propofe any Meafures which may tend 
to CEconomy in the Naval Service ? 

I look upon it as my Duty to confider of all Matters of Im- 
provement refpefting His Majefty's Naval Eftablifhments, according 
to the Tenor of my Inftruftions, which agree with the Statement 
of the Duty of the Infpeftor General, as exprefled in the Order 
of Council which authorized this Eftablifhment, and which I un- 
clerftand was piefented to the Committee laft Year. 

The Firft Oueftion put to Admiral Sir Thomas Pafley, on the 
23d of April laft, refpefting the Management of the Dock 
Yards, and Sir Thomas Pafley's Anfwer thereto ; and alfo the 
Queftion put to Vice Admiral Lord Keith on the 23d of April 
laft, refpefting the fame Matter, and his Lordfhip's Anfwer 
thereto, being read to the Witnefs ; He was afked, 

Having heard thefe Qucftions and Anfwers read, would any 
Alteration in the Powers with which the Commiflioners of the 

Dock 
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Dock Yards arc now inverted tend to promote public (Economy 
in this Branch of Service ? 

m Yes, I am of Opinion, that if, by fixing the Duty, and at the 
fame Time extending the Power of the Co'mmiffioner, the Whole 
of the operative Bufinefs of each Naval Port were to be entrufled 
to the immediate Direction of a Angle Perfon, under- the Guidance 
of fuch Regulations as the Admiralty may from Time to Time 
think proper to prefcribe, making him thereby manifeltly refpon- 
fible for the Bufinefs executed bv the different Subordinates in their 
feveral Departments, and thus removing the Impediments which 
now prevent their affording (to the Degree to which they might be 
made to afford) reciprocal Affiflance to each other; bv fuch an 
Arrangement, Dilpatch, as well as good QLconomy would he very 
effentially promoted ; for although the Concurrence of a Number 
o\ Perfons may appear neceffary for the Examination and Tranl- 
attion of Bufinefs in the accountant Branch, yet with regard to 
the operative Branch, il the Details of Naval GZconomy were 
.'under the Orders of the Admiralty Board) in all Cafes to be en- 
trufted to the principal Officer in each fubordinate Department, 
who would thus in like Manner fland individually refponfible for 
his Conduct, public (Economy as well as Difpatch would, in my 
Opinion, be much better. promoWd than by (lulling the Execution 
of Orders, as at prelc;it, to a Number of Perfons in the Aggregate, 
on no one of whom can any individual Refppnfibility be affixed. 

Might no Mifchicf arife to the Service from making the Com- 
miffioner's Power abfolute over the profeffional Officers of the 
Dock Yards in profeffional Matters ? 

I think not; as the Commiffioner would have a Number of 
Officers of each Profeffion under his Authority, to whofe feveral 
Opinions he could have Recourfe, it appears to me that there would 
be lefs Mifchief to be apprehended from the giving the Power of 
Controul, even in profeffional Matters, into the Hands of a Man 
in his Situation, whofe Views of Things would neceffarily have 
been extended by having been made to include the feveral Depart- 
ments of Naval Concerns, than to leave the Bufinefs, as atprefent, ' 
without any local Controul, to the Difcretion of a profeffional 
Man, whole V iews have been confined to the Practice of his Pro- 
feffion alone, and who, in the Inflances in which Intelligence is 
moll called for, is Ikreened from all perfonal Refponfibility by the 
Regulations which require afTociate Signatures to all his Repor's. 

Do any Meafures occur to you which would check or controul 
more eifectually any Abufe in the Receipt or Application of Stores ? 

With Refpect to the Receipt of Stores in general, none occur 
to me, inafmuch as from Time to Time, and I believe very re- 
cently, Regulations have been made on that Subject, of which I 
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have no Rea Ton to doubt their Efficacy; but with regard to the 
Application of Stores to their refpeclive Ufes, the Mode of 
Management does not appear to afford any Checks which can be 
depended on for the counteracting of the Profufion which may 
arife from Want of Intelligence, from Inattention, or from the 
Exiftence of perfonal Motives, by no Means incompatible with a 
Zeal for the Public Service. Each Perfon entrufted with the 
warranting the lffue of Stores ftands refponfible to various others 
bcfides his Superiors, that the Stores (hall be of the befl Quality 
and abundant in Quantity ; Frugality he has nothing to urge him 
to (excepting General Orders) which, being neceffarily vague, are 
fubject to Mifconftruction ; but if at the Completion of each Work, 
as for Example, at the fending to Sea of each Ship, there were 
tranfmitted to the Admiralty Board, with what Degree of Publicity 
might be thought requifite, a Statement, exhibiting the Quantity 
and Colt of each Species of Store, as well as the other Articles of 
Expence incident to the Purpofe for which the Veffel had been 
fent into Port, fome Indication at leaft of the Propriety of the 
Appropriation of the Stores would thus be brought to View; and 
by this Means a Spirit of Emulation might be called forth, exciting 
ihofe on whom it depended to exert habitual Endeavours to dimi- 
nifh unneceffary Expenditure in Stores as well as Workmanfhip. 

As to Timber, the choice Prefervation and oeconomical Em- 
ployment of it in His M.vjefty's Navy feems to prefent a wide 
Field for Improvement. — I am ot Opinion that Fir, Elm, and 
Beech might, in many more Inftances than it is at prefent, be ufed 
inftead of Oak ; and with refpect to Oak Timber, a very great 
Saving might be made in the Quantity confumed, as well as in the 
Coft of this Article, by receiving it into the Dock Yard in its 
rough State only, particularly by dilcontinuing the Contracts for 
Sided Timber, and by diminifhing the Quantity as well as the 
Scantling of the Timber ufed in the Frames of Ships ; the (hewing 
the Practicability of this Diminution, without Detriment, was One 
of the Objects aimed at in the Conllruftion of the VefTels built 
tinder my Direction. See Report on Naval Works propofed, 
No. 2. 

Do any other Meafures occur to you for reducing the Expence 
in the Article of Timber.? 

Yes ; by taking this Article out of the Charge and nominal 
Care of the Storekeeper,' who cannot, from the Nature of this 
Species of Store, poffibly fee to the Appropriation of it, and putting 
it under the Care of a diftinft profeffional Officer, who would 
ftnnd refponfible for the Converfion and Application of all Timber 
to the Ufe it is moft fit for, and who, by keeping a Regiftcr of the 
Contents of each Piece, when received, and of the reduced Con- 
tents, according to its fubfequent Appropriation to Ufe, would 

exhibit 
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exhibit accurate Documents for ascertaining the good or bad (Eco- 
nomy of the Converfion of Timber in the Inftance of each Ship 
or Work. A comparative View of fuch Accounts as thefe, coming 
from the Several Dock Yards, would prefent to the Superior of this 
Department a Scale by which to meafure the Merit of his Subor- 
dinates, and might in this very important Branch of Service be 
made to excite that Sort of Emulation which creates a perfonal 
Intereft in the exercifing a Duty with Intelligence as well as 
Punctuality. 

Read from the nth Report of the Commiffioners of Woods and 
Forefts, their Suggeftion for the Saving of Timber, fo far as 
relates to the Subftitution of Iron inftead of Oak Knees in 
the ConftrufHon of Ships. 

And the Witnefs was afked, 

Does this Suggeftion appear to you to be well founded ? 

I conceive either Iron or Wood may, in various Modes of 
Application, be made life of to anfwer the Piupofes of Knees, fo 
as to render the particular Application of Knee Timber unneceffary 
in the Conftruclion of Ships, even of the largeft Dimenfions. 

What Experience has been had of this Mode of conftrucling 
Ships ? 

The French do in many Inftances fubftitute other Means of 
Combination in Timber inftead of Knees. — In fome of thofe In- 
ftances which I have feen on Board French Ships, the Combination 
of Timber there exemplified has appeared preferable to that which 
is effected by the Ufe of Knees. — The French alfo make ufe of 
Iron Knees. 

In the Inftances of the Veffels built under my own Direction no 
Knees were ufed ; fome of thefe Veffels have been expofed to very 
bad Weather in the Channel, and have n,ot as yet exhibited thofe 
Marks of flight Separation, which in Veffels of the ordinary Con- 
ftruftion ufually take place between the Parts which are connected 
together by Knees. 

Read from the Infpe&or General's Report, No. 2, of Naval 
Works objected to, the eftimated Expence of the Maft Pond 
in Portfmouth Dock Yard. 

And the Witnefs was afked, 

Is there any Account kept of the Intereft of Money expended 
in Naval Works ? 

None in the Dock Yards, nor yet, I believe in any of the 
Public Offices ; and I conceive great Lofs arifes from Want of 
Attention to the Subject ; I mean more efpecially in the Cale of 
Works of lafting Ufe, fuch as Docks, Storehouses, &c. In the

Cafe of Works of a tranfient TTfe, when the Ob j eft is to form juft 
Grounds for judging of their Expediency, it is the Capital necef- 
fary for the Execution of them that is to be brought in Comparifon 
with the real or fuppofed Amount of the tranfient Benefit expefled 
from them ; but in the Cafe of a Work of a lafting Nature, it is 
the Intereft on the Capital, added to,an Annual Compenfation for 
the finking a Capital on a Work liable to have its Value impaiied 
by a Variety of Contingencies, that is the Sum to be brought into 
Comparifon with the Annual Amount of the Benefit expected 
from the Work. — Good CEconomy, as practifed in private Under- 
takings, would require that fuch an Account of Annual Profit and 
Lofs fhould be kept open in ihe Inflance of every Work. — As to 
the Rate of Intereft, when increafed, for the Reafon abovementi- 
oned, Eight per Cent, feems to be the leaft that can be fet down 
in the Way of Rent, under the Head of Annual Lofs ; under the 
Head of Annual Profit would be fet down the eftimated Value of 
the Ufe of the Work for that Time. 

A Parallel thus made and habitually kept up, between the Ex- 
pence in the Way of Intereft, and the Amount (though it were to 
be an ideal one) ot the Benefit in the Way of Ufe, would in my 
Opinion be productive of very efiential Advantages to the Public 
Service ; it_ would operate as a Check on the undertaking of 
Works, of which the Annual Ufe fhould not feem likely to com- 
penfate for the Annual Expence ; it would operate as a Spur to 
the Execution of each Work, fo as to prevent its being protrafted 
to fuch a Degree, that the accumulated Lofs by Interefl incurred 
bet ween the Commencement and the Completion of the Work 
•fhould fwell the previous Lofs beyond the pofiible Amount of 
future Compenfation ; and it would operate as a Memento to make 
the earlieft as well as the greateft Ufe pofiible of the Work when 
finifhed, that the Ratio of Ufe to Coll may in each fucceffive Year 
be feen to be as great as poffiMc. 

Since I have been engaged in the Public Service, many are the 
Works which, judging by Comparifon with exifling Works, had 
prefented thcmlelvcs to me as promifing confiderable Utility, but 
which, when brought to the Teft of this Parellel, I have found 
myfelf compelled, as it were, to give up the Thoughts of, fince no 
Annual Value that I could figure to myfelf as likely to refult from 
them feemed likely to compenfate for the Amount of the Intereft 
on the Capital necefiary to be dilburfed upon them. 

Read alfo from the Infpeftor General's Report, No. 1, of " Naval 
Works propofed." The Statement refpe&ing Bafons and 
Pocks in Portftnouth Yard. 

And. the Witnefs was afked, 

Has 
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Has there been any Inftance of a Ship of the Line having been 
taken into Dock in a State ready for Sea, having all her Stores 
and Guns on Board? 

It is the Practice to take Frigates into Dock in this State, but 
with refpecl: to Ships of the Line I do not myfelf know of any 
Inllance of its having been pradtifed in this Country ; in Spain, 
however, I underftand it is the Practice ; and affer I had formed 
the Plan for the Works in Queltion, underftanding from Captain 
Gore of the Navy, that he had feen an Eighty Gun Ship docked 
in that State at the Caraccas, I requefted that Captain Gore mould 
be directed to make his Report to the Admiralty Board on that 
Subject., which he did accordingly, and the following is a Copy 
of it : 

Triton, Portfmouth Harbour, 5th May, 1797- 

" Sib, 

" I have received your Letter of the 4th Inflant, and in reply 
*' beg Leave to acquaint you, for the Information of my Lords 
" Commifiioners of the Admiralty, that during the Time I re- 
" mained at Cadiz after my Capture, 1 went to the Caraccas, and 
" faw an 80 Gun Ship in Dock, full rigged, and her Sails bent, 
*' but theTopfails and lower Yards {truck ■ all her Guns were on 
" Board and run out, except on the lower Deck. Upon my ex- 
" preffing my Surprize to my- Conductor (who was Captain of 
" Engineers, and a Man of extenfive InformationJ he informed 
" me fhe had not only her Guns, but every Article of Stores and 
" Provifions for a Voyage to the South Seas ; and that all her 
" People were living on Board ; that fhe had been taken in to be 
" new coppered, and would fail the Day after being undocked. 
" He likewife told me it was by no Means an uncommon Thing 
" to take Ships in with only taking out their Guns. Four Days 
" after this 1 was palling the Caraccas by Water, an*d faw that Ship 
" undocked, and the next Day fhe went down to Cadiz to join 
" Don Solano's Squadron. I am concerned I have loft the Memo- 
" randum of this Tranfaclion at the Time, as it prevents my naming 
" the Ship, but think it was the Mantanneufe. I wifhed to have 
" gone on Board her, but was not permitted. Her Anchors were. 
*' all at the Bows, and Cables bent. 

" I muft alfo beg leave to obferve, that His Majefty's Ship 
" Triton, under my Command, has been docked, with her Guns, 
'» Four Months Provifion, 295 Tons of Iron Ballaft, and the

Supplement (D. 6.) 

EXTRACT from the Eleventh Report of the Commiffioners 

on Crown Lands. 

THE Perquifite of Chips, allowed to the Shipwrights in the 
Dock Yards, is another Source of Wafte of ufeful Timber, 
which ought certainly to be prevented. 

T 1 rider this Denomination of Chips, each Workman carries Home, 
Daily, a Burthen of Pieces of Timber, cut off in forming and mould- 
ing the different Parts of the Ship. In a Letter from the Navy 
Board to the Lords of the Admiralty, they fay, that the Cuftom 
has been for the Men to leave off work, perhaps an Hour before 
Bell ringing, to cut up ufeful Pieces of Timber to complete their 
Bundles ; that thefe are often fold for is. each, and probably coll 
the Public Three Times as much. 

It 
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It appears from the Journals of the Houfe of Commons, that 
this Matter was under the Confideration of Parliament during the 
Adminiftration of Cromwell ; and it was then fettled that an Addi- 
tion fhould be made to the Wages in lieu of all Chips and former 
Perquifites whatfoever. 

In fueceeding Times, however, of lefs Vigilance, this waiteful 
Practice was renewed, and, in fpite of many Attempts to put an End 
to it, ftill continues. 

At the Clofe of the 1 a ft War, the Navy Board, in order to leffen 
this Abufe, and prepare the Way for a Remedy, formed many 
ufeful Regulations, which they ordered to be flriftly obferved in 
each Dock Yard ; and in Confeqtience of thofe Regulations, Pro- 
pofals were made by the Artificers in the Yard at. Plymouth to give 
up the Privilege ot Chips for §d. per Day to Shipwrights and Ship 
Carpenters. The Navy Board laid thofe Offers before the Admi- 
ralty, and earned Iv recommended that the Matter flioukl be inquired 
into, and that a Settlement on that Footing fhould take Place. " By 
** feizing this Opportunity (they obferved in the Letter before re- 
" ferred to) the Public will have the full Advantage of the common 
" Working Hours, incredible Quantities of ufeful Timber will be 
" preserved from Wafte, no Copper Nails, or other valuable Stores, 
" will be fecreted or carried off in the Bundles, the undue Advan- 
" tage arifing from which is too apt to introduce a Spirit of 
•* Extravagance among the People, very hurtful to the Public 
" Service." 

We are forry, however, to add, that notwithftanding this Re- 
prefentation, nothing effe6tual was done. After what we have fo 
fully ftated from the Letters of the Office which has the Superin- 
tendance of the Dock Yards, no Reafoning of ours can be neceflary 
to fhew, that an End fliould fpeedily be put to this wafteful Practice. 
Having, however, in the Courfe of our Inquiries, feen many Ex- 
amples where an Increafe of Wages has been given in lieu of Per- 
quifites, but where the Perquifites have been after a fliort Time 
refumed, and the Wages meant as a Compenfation have proved in 
the End only an additional Lofs to the Public, we cannot too ftrongly 
recommend that this may not happen in the Cafe now under Con- 
fideration ; and for this Purpofe noihing feems to us more likely 
to be effeftual than what is fuggefted in the fame Letter from the 
Navy Board, that, " that the additional Wages fliould be granted 
" as an extra Sum, always to be entered feparately on the Pay Books, 
" as in lieu of Chips;" and we would add, that the Chips fhould 
every Day be collefcled into Heaps, by Labourers employed for that 
Purpofe, and fold by public Auction at a particular Time fixed, 
once in every Week, from which a Fund might arife to defray a 
Part at leafl joi the Expenfe of the additional Wages.

Sir, 

WE defire you will pleafe to inform the Right Honourable' the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that having taken into Con- 
fideration the many enormous Abufes committed under the Indul- 
gence of Chips, and wifhing to apply every Remedy in our Power 
to fo growing and wafleful an Evil, we have embraced the Firft 
Opportunity, fince the Return of Peace, to renew and enforce the 
old (landing Rules of the Navy concerning them ; but though the 
Execution of thofo Orders has been prefTed from Time to Time, yet 
on attempting the prefent Reformation we found that the Abufe 
had reached fuch a dangerous Height as required Firmnefs and 
Refolution to encounter it. 

Our Attempt, however, has produced an Offer from Plymouth 
Yard to give up' the Privilege of Chips for $d. per Day to the 
Shipwrights, a Sum that, with the prefent Pay, will be is. 6d. lefs 
than the Houfe Carpenters receive in London, and 2s.6d. per Day 
lefs than is given in Merchants Yards. 

The Cufrom hitherto has been for the Men to leave off Work, 
perhaps Half an Hour before Bell Ringing, and even during work- 
ing Hours? to cut up, clandeft inely, ufeful Timber to complete 
their Bundles, which are frequently fold as high as is. each, and 

probably 
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.probably ccfl the Public Twice as much; and though there le 
nothing fo frequent in our Minutes as Orders refpedting Chips, yet 
the Abufe has Mill returned, and Public Affairs at Times fo critically 
circumflanced as to put it out of the Officers Power to take proper 
Notice of it. From thefe Confiderations, and the Impofhbility of 
keeping this Evil under proper Refhaint, we fubmit to their Lord- 
fhips the Propriety of empowering us to treat immediately with the 
Shipwrights of Plymouth Yard, as an Example to the other Yards, 
who, we doubt not, will accept the Propofal, if we can once efta- 
bhfh it at any particular Place. 

We would propofe qd. inftead of $d. to the Shipwrights, 
id. to the Houlc Carpenters, and zd. to the prefent Servants, till 
they have finifhed the Terms of their Apprenticelhips ; this additional 
Wages to be entered an Extra Sum on the Fay Books, as in lieu of 
Chips, that the Perquifites may never on any Pretence come into 
f uture Ufe ; that there fhor.ld be no Alteration in the other Extra 
Pay; and that no Servants, after the prefent Set, mould be intitled 
to Chips, or any Allowance in lieu of them. 

By feizing the prefent Opportunity, which we moft earnefily 
recommend to their Lordihips, the Public will- have the full Ad- 
vantage of the common working Hours, incredible Quantities of 
ufeful Timber will be prcferved from Waffe, Opportunities of 
fecreting valuable Stores, fuch as Copper, Brafs, &c. will be taken 
away, and the Difcipline of the Yards in a great Meafure rellored. 
In fhort, by clofing in with the prefent Propofal, an Evil for which 
no effectual Remedy could e#er be found, yet of fuch a pernicious 
growing Nature as to threaten the worflConfequences to the Serv ce, 
will be at once fubdued, and the Public gain in Time, and fave in 
Timber and other Stores, infinitely beyond the additional Expenfe. 
Indeed the Expenfe can hardly be reckoned more than an Equi- 
valent for the working Timber that is now loft in making up the 
Bundles.

The OPINION of Samuel Bentham, Efquire, on the 
Expediency of abolifhing the Praaice of CHIPS. 

THE Seleft Committee on Finance having been pleafed, by 
theiT Order of the 17th of April, to dire£l me to Hate my " Opinion 
" upon the Expediency of abolifhing the Praaice of Chips in His 
" Majefty's Dock Yards, and the Grounds of fuch Opinion," I 
•would beg Leave to ftate, that I am very decidedly of Opinion 
that it is highly expedient that the Praaice of carrying out of the 
Dock Yards any Article whatfoever, under the Denomination of 
Chips, fhould be abolifhed. 

With refpca to the Grounds of my Opinion, I have to ftate that 
it is founded on a Senfe of a great Variety of Mifchief, which I 
have either been Witnefs to mylelf, or which I am convinced, from 
a Confideration of the Nature of the Cafe, cannot fail to refult 
from this Praaice. 

The direa and immediate Lofles to the Public appears to be, 
iff. The Lofs of the Amount of the Value of fuch Chips as, 
under the befl Management, mufl unavoidably be made, even though 
the Artificer had no Motive for increafing the Quantity. 

2d. the Lofs of ufeful Materials, whenever the Converfion of 
any Article of Wood is left to the Difcretion of the Artificer from 
the Appropriation of a Piece larger than neceffary for its intended 
Ufe, with a View to the increafing of the Quantity of Chips, fuch 
a* are allowed of. . 
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3d. The Lofs from the cutting up of entire Articles of Wood, 
particularly fuch as Spars, Deals, and Planks, which the Artificers 
are induced to take rather than go without their Chips. 

4th. The Lofs of the Artificers Time, while actually employed in 
the fearching for, cutting up, and preparing their Bundles of 
Chips. 

5th. The Lofs arifmg from the Artificers being naturally lefs d if— 
pofed for, and lefs capable of Exertions in their proper Work, 
when their Exertions have already been, or are about <o be em- 
ployed to their own immediate Advantage in the cutting up of 
Chips, a Work in general not lefs laborious than that for which 
they receive their Pay. 

6th. The Lofs arifing from the Embezzlement of Articles of 
greater Value, fuch as Copper concealed and carried away under 
Cover of the Chips. 

Thefe are Loffes, the Exiftence of which will fcarcely be doubted 
by any one who has attended any ot the Dock Yards. I myfelf 
have frequently feen Men occupied during their working Hours 
in cutting up Spars, Deals, and Plank, for Chips; and I have 
caufed Bundles of Chips to be purchafed as they came out of Portf- 
mouth Dock Yard, the Price of which has been from Two Pence 
to Eight Pence aBundle, whereas the Pieces, when put together,fhave 
in fome Inftances fitted fo as to (hew that a Spar, a Deal, or a Plank, 
had been cut up for this Purpofe, and that the Portion brought 
away in a fingle Bundle could not have coft lefs to the Public than 
from Two to Eight Shillings. 

The greater Part of thefe LofTes, appearing toarifefrom an Abufe 
of the Privilege of carrying Chips, it might perhaps be fuppofed 
that a fuperior Degree of Vigilance on the Part of the Dock Yard 
Officers might either totally prevent, or at leaft fo far check this 
Abufe, as that the Loffes arifing from it might be rendered fo in- 
confiderable, as for it not to be worth while to incur any new Ex- 
penfe for the Purpofe of avoiding them. I will however, venture 
to ftate it as my decided Opinion, that while Chips ot any Defcrip- 
tion whatever fhall be allowed of, thefe Lodes will continue to be 
highly important, and that no Degree of Vigilance on the Part of 
the Dock Yard Officers can be depended upon for the Prevention 
of fuch Abufe. 

As it is only at the Time of making the Chips, in the Execution 
of the feveral Works, which are fpread all over the Yard, that the 
Lawfulnefs of the Chips can be judged ot with any Degree of 
Certainty, the only Officers who have it conftantly in their Power 
to obferve this Practice are the Quartermen and the Foremen. An 
Officer of either of thefe Claffes, being very little raifed above 
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the Artificers themfelves, either in point of Emolument or Rank, 
living amongft them, and thence being continually liable to feel 
the momentary Effefts of their ill Will, it cannot be ejepected that 
he fhould be very ready to ftand forward in enforcing Regulations, 
which, in many Inflances, muft bring upon him the Refentment of 
Hundreds of thofe whofe Intercfts hethwai ts. It happened notfong 
ago that an Officer of this Defcription, having by an extraordinary 
Degree of Zeal for the Public Service, and a fuperior Senfe of his 
Dutv, been led to check, in fome Degree thefc Abufes, rendered 
himfelf fo evidentlv an Objefl of Refentment to the Artificers, that 
it was thought neceffary for his perfonal Securitv that he fhould ior 
fome Time be guarded on his Way to and from the Dock Yard. 

But independant of the Difficulty of enforcing Reftrifhons with 
regard to a Practice which to a certain Degree is allowed of, to a 
farther Degree connived at, and the very Abufes of which mav be 
conlidered 2s having long ago received a Sanction by a Nego- 
tiation for the Difcontinuance of them, the Nature of the Cafe is 
fuch as never could admit of the enforcement of any effectual 
Reflriftums, unlefs by a Conduct on the Part of the Officers 
more arbitrary than is ever exercifcd under the Sanction oi Go- 
vernment. 

The unavoidable VagueneTs of any Defcription which could be 
made of the Sort of Chips to be allowed of, the Difli iluition among 
the Artificers of the Kind of Work affording more or let's Materials 
for Chips, would, under ftrift Difcipline, be continual Sources of 
Partiality or of fuppofed Partiality, and confequently of Difconteut 
and Difturbance, and therefore the conftant Efforts of perfonal ln- 
tereft on the one Hand, and the Dcfirc for Peace and Quieincfs on 
the other, muff terminate ultimately in thai State of Things in which 
every Man will take, in the Way of Chips, a Bundle of fome 
Sort of W T ood or other as large as he can carry. Indeed fo 
convinced am I that every Man mufl now have his Bundle, 
that I am inclined to believe that the Practice of collecVing 
Slab and Offal, arifing from the Converfion of the Timber 
at the Saw Pit, for the Purpofe of felling them by Auction, 
a Practice iqllituted with a View to QLconomy, becomes in 
faff a Caufe of additional Lofs, in as much as bv depriving 
the Artificers of thefe interior Materials, they are forced (as it 
were J to cut up for their Chips a greater Quantity of more valu- 
able Wood. 

Moreover, befides the Mifchicfs arifing from the Introduction of 
Habits of 'Difhonefly among the Artificers, and the direft Loffes to 
the Public -as abovementioned, the indireff. Mifchief I conceive ten 
pxtend much farther : The profcffional Officers, to whom in par- 
ticular the actual Converfion of Timber, or the Superintendance 
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of it, is entruflcd, having all been brought up in the Dock Yards, 
taking Part in, or at le;i fl witneffing and conniving at this dirtruc- 
tive Practice, it can fcaicely be expected that they fhould have 
acquired a due Senfc ol the Importance of CEconomy with regard 
to an Article of which they have been in the Habit of difreganiing 
fo much Wafte. In this Way, therefore, the Allowance of Chips 
tends indireclly to produce that extravagant Converfion of Timber, 
which is known to take Place in His Majefty's Dock Yards, at 
the fame Time that it is in itfejf a direff Obltacle in the Way 
ot" any effectual Attempts at the Improvement of Converfion. 
No Comparifon can poflibly be made between the rough Contents 
of each Piece of Timber and the net Contents of its feveral Parts 
when cut up and brought into Ufe, while the leffer Parts, or in fome 
Cafes the Whole, are liable^to be carried away altogether in the 
Form of Chips ; while therefore this Source of Defalcation re- 
mains, the Accounts kept of the Expenditure to the Ufe of this 
very important Article ot public Dilburfement cannot poffibly be 
otherwife than falfe, if they are made to agree with the Account 
of the Receipt. 

Even the Attempts that have been made to reftrain the Abufe of 
the Privilege in Or.eftion cannot hut be confidered as having been 
productive ot much indirect Mifchicf. The repeated Orders and 
Regulations, however well conceived and rigorous in Appearance, 
which have from Time to Time been fent to the Dock Yards, 
in uft neceflarily at all Times have been ineffectual, and are evidentlv 
at this Time very 1 i.tt I e regarded in relpefl to their Object. It 
is true, that fo far as thefe Regulations are decidedly practicable, 
they arc conformed to ; it is in Obedience to thefe Orders that the 
Officers ot a Dotk Yard affemble at the Gate at the Time of 
carrying out the Chips; but not finding it practicable to reftrain 
the Abufe of this Privilege, the Confequence is, they are obliged 
to witnefs, and to be known to witnels, that the greater Part of ' 
what is carried out under the Denomination of Chips is ufeful 
Wood, taken away in open Defiance of thofe very Regulations 
which they are particularly inflrufcted to enforce. The Habit thus 
acquired of winking in public at Abufes of fo deftru&ive a Nature 
cannot but be fuppofed to render thefe Officers lefs fcrupulous as 
to the Degree of Obedience obferved to the other more practicable 
Regulations of their Superiors. 

For thefe Rcafons I. am of Opinion, that no further Attempts 
fhould be made at retraining this Privilege, but that it fhould be 
totally abolifhed, fo as that no Perfon whatever fhould have any 
Pretence for carrying out of the Dock Yard any Article of public 
Property, however little the Value may be ; a Regulation fo dif- 
tincl as this there would be no Difficulty in enforcing. 

With 
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"With refpeS to the Appropriation of unavoidable Chips : The 
Ends of Planks and fmall Pieces of Offal, fuch as could be con- 
Verted to Treenails, Wedges, and fuch fmall Articles, might be col- 
lected, together with the Dubbings, Shavings, and Sawduft, and alter 
having allotted as much as may be required lor Fuel, for private 
as well as public Ufe, within the Yard, the Remainder might be 
carted out of the Yard and fold ; and I have Reafon to believe that 
the Shavings, fmaller Chips, and Sawduft, Articles which have 
hitherto been totally difregarded, might with great Advantage be 
made into Charcoal Duft, according to the improved Method in 
■which that Article is prepared, for the Ufe of the Gun Powder 
Manufactories, under the Direction of the Ordnance Board. 

From the feveral Confiderations above fpecified, I am convinced, 
that by abolifhing the Privilege of Chips in all the Naval Efta- 
blifhments, great Savings would in various Ways arife to the Public, 
far beyond what would defray the Expenfe of the ample Addition 
■which it feems jult and neceffary to make to the Pay of the Arti- 
ficers (particularly in the Time of Peace) whenever the Privilege of 
carrying Chips is taken from them.

May 3d, 1798. -—The EXAMINATION of John Schank, Efq. 
Commifiioner of the Tranfport Board. 

HOW long have you been employed in the Tranfport Service ? 

Ever fince the Year 1775, at different Times, in, different Parts 
of the World. 

Has either of the other Commiffioncrs of the Tranfport Board 
been hitherto employed in the Tranfport Service? 

Not to my Knowledge, 

vol. iv. L 1 In 
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In what Parts of the World have you been employed in th- 
Tranfport Service ? 

In America, the Weft Indies, Holland, and other Parts of the 
Home Service. 

In what Manner are Tranfports hired at prefent for the Service 
of Government? 

When we want Tranfports for any Part of the World, we 
generally employ Mr. George Brown and Mr. Duncan, as Brokers 
for the Board, to take up Tranfports ; but we alfo accept of Tenders 
from other Individuals. 

Are thefe Brokers employed by Merchants taking up VefTels as 
well as by the Tranfport Board ? — Yes. 
Are they employed in each Cafe upon the fame Terms ? 

Yes, as far as I know. 
Is Government made liable for the Value of the Ship hired, in 
cafe it is captured by the Enemy ? 

Yes, except under certain Circumflances, which are, its being 
proved, on the Part of Government, that the Ship did not make 
the neceffary Defence againft the Enemy, or that the Captain dif- 
obeyed any Signals or Orders which might be the Means of their 
being captured. 

In what Mode is the Valuation made in cafe of Lofs? 

Before the Ship leaves her Port, where fhe is taken up, the 
Ship and Stores are valued by one or more Sea Officers, and a Sur- 
veyor, who is a Mafter Shipwright, on the Part of Government ; 
they fign a Report that the Ship is in ail Refpecls fit tor Service; 
that Valuation remains in the Office as the Document upon which 
the Lofs is fettled. If any Defeft in the Ship afterwards appears, 
the Shipwright is anfwcrable as to the Hull and Boats, and the Sea 
Officer for the Mails and Rigging, and Cables and Anchors; and 
a Dediitlion for Wear and Tear is made for the Value of the Ship 
and Stores, at the Rate of 8s. per Ton per Annum. 

Is any Compenfation allowed to the Sea Officers, or to the Sur- 
veyor by Governmcnent, or by the Ship Owner, for their Atten- 
dance at the Valuation ? 

No Compenfation whatfoever is allowed, the Officers and Sur- 
veyor having a Salary from Government for this Service. 

Is the Rate of Freight paid by Government during the War 
higher or lower than the Rate of freight in the laft War ? 

It never, to my Knowledge, exceeded 13^. 6d. a Ton per 
Month in the former War, in the prefent it has never been lefs 

than 
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than 13J. and was raifed by the Tranfport Board, in 1796, to 15s. 
per Ton, but not without repeated Applications from the Ship 
Owners, during the Time of Scarcity of Corn, when Bifcuits rofe 
to 36J. per Cwt. and other Provifions, together with Cordage and 
other Naval Stores, in Proportion. Seamen's Wages have alio 
been raifed from 50J". to £.4- 10s. per Month ; and Provifions have 
rifen in Price fince the laft War full 25 per Cent, and cfpecially in 
the Years 1795 and 1796. 

Suppofing the Value of Ships to have continued to have been 
the fame in the prcfent War as in the laft, do you conceive that the 
Rife on the Articles abovementioned, has been fuch as tojuftify 
the lncreafe which has taken Place in the Rate of Freight from 
13J. to 15*. ? 

Confidering all thefe Cifcumftances, I think this Service, in 
refpecl to Ships employed at this Rate, has been performed with 
nearly as much CEconomy in the prefent War as in the former. 

What was the Number of Ships, and the Amount of their 
Tonage, employed in the Public Service during the Year 1797, at 
the feveral Rates of 13J.

A confiderable Reduction in the Number of Tranfports at 15s. 
has been made; the Six at zos. have been discharged, and alfo the 
Six at 40.1. with Seven of thofe at 30^. per Ton per Calendar 
Month. 

What are the Circumftances which have caufed the advanced 
Rate of 20J. 3oj. and 40J. per Month, Specifying the Reafons for 
fuch Separate lncreafe of Price ? 

The Hire of 20s. per Ton was for Eaft India Ships employed 
as armed Tranfports after the Troops were landed at their Place of 
Deftination Abroad, which were carried from England ; and being 
armed, I confider this to have been a good Bargain for the 
Public. 

The Ships hired at 30J. per Ton per Month were deftined for a 
diftant Expedition, and engaged at a very fhort Notice; in confe- 
rence of the Exigency of the Service, they were Ships ol a 

L 1 a a fupe- 
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a flip ior .Quality, new coppered, and fitted with extra Stores, &c. 
and Four Guns, in Addition to the uftial Number. 

Four of the Ships at 401. were hir,ed alfo for a particular and 
fecret Service, under the Direction of the Right Honourable Henry 
Dundas ; the other Two were engaged in the Weft Indies by the 
Agent for Tranfports, in purfuance of Directions from Gen. Forbes. 

What has the Increafe been in the Rate of Freight on Account 
of Ships being coppered? 

From is. to gs. a Ton, and in fome Inftances to ys. a Ton. 
Have you taken up any Ships during the prefent War? 

Yes* — in the Weft Indies. 
Was the Freight which you gave higher or lower than the Freight 
given by the Navy Board, or any other Public Board, at that Time ? 

What I gave was is. a Ton more than the Navv Board then 
gave, but the Board of Ordnance gave ys. ' a Ton more than the 
Navy Board, at the fame Time, and at the fame Place, namely, at 
Barbadoes. 

Was each Contract made in the fame Place, at the fame Time, 
and for fame Sort of Service ? — Yes. 

What was the Caufe of that Difference ? 

I think the Officer of the Ordnance did not take the fame 
Means as I did (nor did he underffand the Value of Shipping) to 
bring the Ship Owners to reafon.ibL- Terms, in order to deftroy 
the apparent Competition which was underftood to be the Intention 
of Government, in confining the Hiring of Tranfports to One 
Board ; and I beg to add, that no Agent Ihotild take up Ships at a 
Diftance from Home, without a Claufe exprefsly leaving the Terms 
to the Revifion or final Decifion of the Board, in order to Adjuft- 
ment according to current Prices. 

Has there been any recent Alteration made in the Rate of Freight 
for the Tranfports employed by Government ? 

The Board, on the 5th of January 1798, taking into their 
Confideration, that the State and Expenfes of Shipping were very 
materially altered fince the Grant of is. additional per Ton upon 
all fheathed Veftels, faw it reafonable that the Public fhould derive 
its proper Advantage from the Civcumftance, and therefore came to 
the following Refolution: 

Thai the Pay of Tranfports originally hired at 13J. per Ton per 
Month, and railed by Orders from the Right Honourable the Lords 
Commillioners of His Majefty's Treafury to 15^. Ihould be, from 
and after the 5th July 1798, reduced to the Rate of i$s. per Ton 
per Calendar Month. 

Hay 
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May 7th, 1798.— The further EXAMINATION of Mr. Schank. 

DO the different Public Depai trneuts, which now have Occafion 
to take up Tranfports, take them up for themfelves feparately, or 
apply to the Tranfport Board to tranfact that Bufinefs for them ? 

All the different Boards are ordered to employ the Tranfport 
Board to take them, but I believe the Navy Board have frequently 
taken up Tranfports for themfelves : The Victualling Office fome- 
times have Tranfports for doing their own Bulinefs between Port 
and Port, but not for Foreign Service. 

Does any Convenience or Inconvenience arife to the Public from 
other Boards taking up Tranfports themfelves, without the Inter- 
vention of the Tranfport Office? 

Yes — a very great Inconvenience may arife, becaufe it occafion* 
a Rife in the Market; each Board vvilhing to get the particular 
Ships tlxey want, and the Merchants feeing this different Demand 
from diffrent Boards, hold out tor a higher Price, and efpecially 
as by thefe Means the Ship Owners become acquainted with the whole 
Tonnage wanted, and regulate their Demands accordingly. To pre- 
vent iuch Combinations the Tranfport Board itfelf was appointed. 

Would it tend to Public CEconorny, if the Agent employed to 
take up Tranfports was an Officer of the Public, at a fixed Salary, 
inltead of his being a Broker, having no Connection with or Sub- 
ordination to Government ? 

It is my Opinion that it would be attended with great Advan- 
tage to Government. My Reafons arc, he is more immediately 
under their Command, and by holding a Place under Government, 
he would only have the Public Intereft to confult, whereas the 
moft honourable Perfon who acts for the Merchant muff, have a 
direct Intereft to ferve the Merchant, and none to ferve Government, 
and alfo the Ships fo hired may be the Property of the Broker. : 

Who pays the Broker ? 
The Merchant, by allowing the Broker to retain the Proceeds 
of the Hire in his running Account ; and by his receiving alfo 
a Commiffion per Cent, his Profit will confequently increaie ac- 
cording to the increafed Price at which he contract s to let the Veffel 
to Government. 

Would it tend to Public CEconomy if the Rates at which Go- 
vernment propofe to take up Tranfports were made public by 
Advertifement ? 

I think it would, and ought always to be done unlefs the Secret 
of the State required otherwife; I may add, it is done : The Ship 
Owners know the prefent Rate ot Hire tor Tranfports. 

Does it tend to increafe or diminifh the Expenfe of the Service to 
take up Euft or Weft Indiamen as Tranfports ? 

The 
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The taking up of Eaft and Well Indiamen, or any other Ships, 
as Trail fports, for any Time under Six Months, and fubject to tall 
upon Demurrage, in confequence of the Difappointment of Wind, 
or the Chance of the Change of Service in confequence of the 
Operations of War, certainly fubjects Government to the Rifk of 
a very great additional Expenfe, but we have feldom taken up any 
other Ships than Eaft or Weft Indiamen upon thofe Terms, and an 
actual Lofs to a very great Amount was occafioned by taking up 
fuch Ships, on thofe Terms, in the Cafe of Admiral Chriftian's 
Expedition. 

Why were thofe Ships taken upon Terms fo difadvantageous ? 
I believe there was Reafon to fuppofe that thefe Ships would 
execute the Service in lefs than Six Months, in which Cafe the Con- 
trafi would have been beneficial to Government ; but in War Time it 
was always to be wifhed no fuch Rifk mould be run, as the Length 
of the Service is always liable to be protracted by the Circumftances 
of War and of the Seafons. 

Under whofe Directions are Tranfports for Foreign Service 
fitted up for Troops ? 

Under the Direction of the Superintendant of the Tranfports 
and our Surveyor. 

Has any different Mode been adopted for fitting them up, or have 
any other Perfons been employed to direct the Service, in the pre- 
fent War, from what was cuftomary in former Wars ? • 

Yes — Sir Jerome Fitzpatrick has been employed as a Medical 
Man, by Order of Government, to give Directions for the fitting 
up of Sick Births, cutting Air Ports, and in introducing many other 
Things for the Benefit of People's Health. Additional Provifions, 
fuch as Porter, Potatoes, Sour Crout, &c. have been put on Board, 
under the Direction of that Gentleman. 

Has there been any Difference in the Expenfe, or in the Benefits, 
attending this Mode of executing the Service? 

The additional Expenfe, I think, has been great, and the In- 
convenience alfo great. The great Quantity of fuch Articles that 
were put on Board the Ships, incumbered them, and took up much 
Room, thereby rendering the Ships lefs airy and lefs healthy, the 
Men not having the fame Room to live and breathe in as they ufed 
to have. The Expenfe and Inconvenience were alfo increafed by 
the Purchafe. of the Articles already mentioned, and the cutting 
Air Holes in improper Parts of the Ship, thereby weakening the 
Veffel, and fubjecting Government to the Coft of making good 
the Damage to the Owners, and alfo expofing the Provifions them- 
felves to Damage. 

Can any Mode be devifed for reducing Expenfe, and promot- 
ing Difpatch, in the Bufinefs of tranfporting of Men, Stores, and 

Provifions, 
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Provifions, tor the Relief of Garrifons, or upon Military Ex- 
peditions, confifteiuly with the Safety of the Service? 

Yes — 1 think there can, by having 40 or 50 Gun Ships fitted 
up as Tran fports; thefe Ships would carry each from 5 to 800 Men; 
from their Size, thev would be equal in failing to Men of War, 
and a great di-al of Time would be faved in their arriving at their 
Place of Deltination, and in cafe of their lofing of Convoy, they 
would not only be able to gain their Deltination, as foon or fooner 
than the Ships of War from which they are parted, and would run 
lefs Rifk of being taken by the Enemy, their Force being equal 
to any French Frigate. With Regard to Expenfe, were thole Ships 
manned upon the Principle of Merchant Ships, and with the fame 
Number of Men per Ton, the Expenfe would be the fame; but if 
manned by the Admiralty, the Rate 01 Wages would be confider- » 
ably lefs, and no more Seamen" need be on Board than would he 
fufficient to navigate her, unlefs afterwards required to a£t as Ships 
of War. This would be a confiderable Advantage, as without 
any additional Expenfe thefe Ships might be employed on their 
Arrival at their Deltination as Ships of War, to cruize againft the 
Enemy, whereas Tranfports, after performing the fame Service of 
carrying Troops, muft, during their Continuance Abroad, or Return 
Home, occafion a Daily Expenfe to the Public, and fome Ships of 
War muft be taken from the principal Service to convoy thefe 
Ships back again. Such an Arrangement for the Conveyance of 
Troops, Hofpital and Store Ships, would not only be ufeful for the 
Prefervation of the Health of the Troops, Safety againft the 
Enemv, but would alfo add a great Force to the Naval Defence of 
the Country, thefe Ships being ready for any Service whatever, 
with the additional Men to make them fit to aft as Men of War. 

Does any better Mode occur to you, for the fending Ordnance 
Stores, than what is now ufed ? 

I would recommend that Ships employed to carry thefe Stores 
fhould not be more than Two Thirds loaded, thefe Stores being of fo 
heavy a Nature, and the Ships loaded to their Loading Mark, is a great 
Hindrance to their Sailing, and occafions a perpetual Rolling, which 
ftrains the Veffel, and I tear has caufed the total Lofs of fome, and 
prevented others from proceeding on their Voyage. In cafe of 40 
Gun Ships being ufed as Tranfports, I would recommend, that at 
leaft each Regiment fhould carry the Field Artillery intended for 
its own Ufe; and I think a great Part of the Artillery Stores fhould 
be fo divided as to be carried by thefe Ships. 

Can any better Means be ufed, than are now in Ufe, for reducing 
or promoting Security and Dilpatch in the Embarkation of Troops, 
or loading of Stores ? 

In the Embarkation of Troops, it would be ufetul always to 
employ all the Boats belonging to King's Ships, and the. Boats of 

Tran fports, 
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Tranfports, which has not been ftiiftly attended tcduring the War> 
texcept by Lord St. Vincent, and has occafioned a confideruble 
Expenfe to the Public in the Hire of Craft. It was certainly cuf- 
tomary in the Two laft Wars for the Commanders in Chief to 
order every VefTel belonging to Government to affift in the em- 
barking and difembarking of Troops As to loading of Stores, 
it ought always to be done in the firll Equipment, by the Craft 
belonging to the Vict nailing Office or Board of Ordnance, which 
is ufually the Cuftom ; and all fubfequent Supplies of the like 
Nature thou Id be carried bv the Tranfport Boats, which the Matters 
have often attempted to avoid, and confequently the Hire of Veflels 
for that Service has been the Caufe of much Expenfe. 

Does any Meafure occur to you for promoting CEcnnomy and 
Difpatch in the Execution of this Service in the River Thames ? 

Atprefent, as the Ships lie at the Mooring Chains, the Pro- 
vifions and other Stores muff be carried from the Victualling Office, 
and other Parts of the River Thames, in Craft, which is attended 
with great Expenfe, they frequently not being able to load and 
unload in confequence of Gales of Wind and of Accidents ; even 
Ships, after they are loaded, and ready to proceed down the River, 
are liable to be run on board of bv other Ships coming up the River, 
and fijch Accidents have not unfrequently happened. 

A great Lofs of Time, and confequently a great Incrcafe of Ex- 
penfe, necelTaiily is incurred by the Employment of fo many Men 
and fo many Veffels upon this Service fo condu&ed. 

The moft effeftual and ceconomical Remedy would be, in my 
Opinion, for Government to purchafe the Dock called Dudiran's 
Dock, adjoining the Victualling Office, Deptford, which would 
admit of bhips to come in and out at High Water ; the Ships lying 
afloat at all Times of Tide clofe alongfide the Wharf adjoining to 
the Storehoufes, the Provifiosis and other Stores could be put on 
Board either by Night or by Day in any given Time that may be 
riecefTciry, without depending upon Tides or Winds, or being fub- 
jefct. to any Accidents already mentioned, and what is more important 
than all the reft, without being fubjcft to Plunder, or to have Goods 
not belonging to Government put on Board ; and the Troops could 
be embarked from this Place without incurring the Expenfe which, 
dining the prefent War has coft Government a very confiderable 
Sum (exclufive of the extra Men employed, beyond the total Value 
of the Purchafe of fuch a Dock. Add to all this, the Saving that 
would be made in the Hire of Storehoufes at an inconvenient 
Diftance, which is now the Cafe, and the Advantage of having all 
the Stores fituated clofe by the Water Side ; this would not only 
afford great Difpatch, but alfo great Secrecy, if neceffary. I might 
alio obferve, that a very great Saving, both in Expenfe and Time, 
would be made, ii a proper Arrangement was made in fome Part' 
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oF Southampton River for the Equipment of Tranfports, and Em- 
barkation of Troops anrl Stores, that River not being incommoded 
by Gales of Wind fo as to prevent fuch Bufinefs. 

Have any Regulations been adopted by the Tranfport Board, 
refpe&ing Agents, different from thofe which were ufed by the 
Navy Board, either as to their Employment, their Pay or Charges ? 

Yes ; during the whole Time that I was employed under the 
Navy Board, I had no Demand upon Government, nor received 
any Emolument but my Net Pav. It has been the Cuftom, fince 
the firft Eftablifhment of the Tranfport Board, which I under- 
ftand was derived from the Navy Board, to allow Charges for Boat 
Hire, Gunpowder, Candles, and other extra Charges, which I do 
not exaclly recoiled ; but during the Time I was under the Tranf- 
port Board, I never made any Charge for thefe Articles, though 
the Charges for thefe Articles are very confiderable indeed ; but 
the Board have made a Regulation, above a Year ago, which will 
prevent that very extraordinary and very improper Expenfe in 
future. •

April 23d, 1798.— EXTRACT of the Examination of 
Admiral Lord Keith, a Member of the Houfe 

T N the Tranfport Service Abroad has any Circumftance occurred 
A to your Lordlhip's Obfervation, which admits of a more ceco- 
nomical Management ? 

I think the Tranfport Service might have been more cecono. 
mically managed than i had Occafion toobferve it was, at the Cape, 
and in the Eaft Indies. The Number of Agents feemed exceflive, 
and may be fo ftill for onght I know, although I have been in- 
formed that a great Reduction has taken Place. 

Has an Agent for Tranfports an Intereft to protratt 'the Time 
of Service, and the Power fo to do, independently of the Controul 
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of the Commander in Chief, in thofe Parts where the Veflel may" 
happen to be ? 

He has Power to procraftlnate, and may have an Intereft to 
to do ; I hope it never has been exercifed ; but the Power has been 
a (Turned of difobeying the Orders of a Commander in Chief, by 
Reafon they are appointed by a Civil Board, and are not amen- 
able to Martial Law.

Out of what Clafs are the Perfons employed as Agents in tfie 
Tranfpoi t Service ufually taken ? 

In general they are Officers upon Half Pay, but not always fo. 



April 25, 1798.— Further EXAMINATION of Admiral 
Lord Keith. 

COULD the Public Expenditure be reduced, without Detri- 
ment to the Public Service, by carrying Troops on Board Ships 
of War inftead of carrying them on Board Tranfports ? 

On Board Ships of War, completely armed, a very fmall 
Number could be received upon any diftant Voyage, and even then 
not without Inconvenience to the Discipline of the Navy, and of 
the Troops themfelves. 

When the Government was provided with 44 Gun Ships, and 
others fitted for the Purpofe of Tranfports (and not ufed for Men 
of War) in my Opinion they were admirable Tranfports, and 
contained a great many Men at a lefs Expenfe than hired Tranf- 
ports; they were commanded in general by a Naval Officer, who 
preferved Difcipline, Cleanlinefs, &c. and thefe Officers found 
themfelves more neceffarily obliged to be obedient to the Com- 
mander in Chief of Expeditions, and alfo had no Intereft in 
protrafting their Voyages ; and in the Time of Peace, I am of 
Opinion, all Garrifons fhould be changed in Government Ships, 
unlefs Opportunities occur of employing common Trade Ships 
which are going abroad for Freight. It frequently happens that 
there Fare Number of Ships in the different Harbours that might 
be ufed for the Purpofes above, which would otherwife decay ia 
the Harbours.

* I HIS Office underwent a very full Examination by the 
*~ Commiflioners of Inquiry, as appears by their Reports 
upon it of the 17th of April and iff May 1788. 

The.prefent Bufinefs of the Commiflioners of the Victual- 
ling Board is, to fupply Provifions and Victualling Stores for 
His Majefty's Navy * ; to fee that they are properly dif- 
tributed and duly accounted for, and to regulate and direct 
the general Concerns of this Department j in addition to 
which, the Duty of purchafing and lhipping Provifions for 
His Majefty's Land Forces Abroad and Foreign Settle- 
ments, has by an Order of Treafury, dated 24th October 
1793, and with the Sanction of the Eoard of Admiralty, been 
put under the Management of this Office. 

The Commiflioners who constitute the Board are Seven in 
Number, one of whom, as permanent Chairman, prefides 
over the Eftablifhment, but all Matters are fubmitted to the 
Board at large for Determination. Their Attendance is at 
prefect daily, and Three Members conftitute a Board, 
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§ ti The Sum expended by this Board in 1797 * ; was, 
as has been already ftated, £.4,578,788 5 and the Purchases 
have confided principally of the following Articles : 

Beef and Pork from Ireland. Thefe are purchafed by the 
Means of Merchants of Refpeclability in the Irifh Provifion 
Trade f , who are reimburfed the actual and bond fide Colts 
and Charges, and receive a Commifiion for their Trouble of 
2s. fur each Half Puncheon or Tierce, and is. for each 
Barrel of Beef and Pork. The Merchant is required to 
furnifh Vouchers, both for the Colt and Charges, in the moll 
ample and fatisfaclory Manner, as will appear by the annexed 
Copy of an Agreement for Irilh Beef and Pork, dated 25th 
October 1797 J. 

The Prices at which thefe Articles have been lately ob- 
tained, are Hated in the annexed Anfwer § of the Victualling 
Board to certain Queftions fubmitted to them by the 
Committee. 

It is the Practice of the Board to order the Provifions 
bought in Ireland, which are deftined for Foreign Service, 
to be fent in the firft Place to England ; which mud obvi- 
oufly be in many Cafes a very circuitous Mode of Convey- 
ance, and which therefore appears at their firft View to be by 
no Means an oeconomical Arrangement. The Board however 
have ftated ||, that the extra Expenfe of Freight, Infurance, 
and other Charges, which is thus incurred, may be conlidered 
as more than compenfated ; firft, by their avoiding through 
this Means the Expenfe of an Irifh Euablifhment of Store- 
houfes, Agents, Clerks, Coopers, and Labourers; fecondly, 
by their being able to fecure in England a much more 
effectual Syftem of Checks, and a better Examination of the

Articles, than it would be poffible to eftablifh in Ireland ; 
thirdly, by a Saving of Expenfe which remits in the loading 
of Veflels. Beef and Pork being too heavy to conftitute the 
whole Cargo, it is ufual to flow with them Flour, Peafe, ar:d 
other light Provifions, and to place the latter in the upy.er 
Part of the VerTel. If therefore thefe lighter Articles were 
fent to Ireland in Ships from England (which would be th6 
Cafe if the Irifh Provifions did not come hither) it would be 
necefiary to unfhip the light Provifions and then to refhip 
them in order that the Irifh Provifions might be placed in 
the lower Part or the Hold. There is flated to be this 
further Reafon for fending an Aflbrtment of different Pro- 
vifions in the fame Veffel or Fleet of Veflels, that otherwife 
any particular Capture might operate to the ferious Detriment 
of the Public. Service. 

The Articles of Wheat, Peafe, Malt, Hops, Melaffes, 
Irifh Beef, and occafionally Rice and Sugar, are provided alfo 
by Commiffion. • 

At the Time when the Commiffioners of Inquiry made 
their Report, it was the general Practice to procure by Con- 
trad the feveral Articles wanted by this Board ; and that 
Mode of Purchale is particularly recommended by them. 
The Victualling Board however ftate, that during the prefent 
War it has been found expedient, from various prudential 
Confiderations, to adopt in many Cafes the Mode of Com- 
miffion ; and Your Committee, partly from the obvious 
Tendency of the prefent more private Manner of Purchafe 
to keep down the general Prices of the important Articles 
which have been juft enumerated, and partly from the Defer- 
ence which is due to the Opinion of Perfons fo well qualified to 
jftdge as the prefent Commiflioners of the Victualling Board, 
are not difpofed, efpecially in a Time of War when the 
Purchafes are fo cxtenfive, to blame the exifting Practice. 
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Flour and Bifcuit when not manufactured by Government, 
and alfo Spirits, Wine, Oatmeal, Butter, Cheefe, and Salt, 
are bought by Contract, as well as Cafks for the Army, Iron 
Hoops, and a Variety of other Articles. Staves for the Navy 
are purchafed in the fame Manner, and are manufactured 
into Cafks in the Cooperage. Beer is brewed in the different 
Brewhoufes belonging to the Vi&ualling Department. 

The Victualling Board do not always make the Contracts 
for thefe Articles by Means of Public Advertifement, but 
they are in the Habit of receiving private Tenders coming 
fpontaneoufly from Merchants, Dealers, and others ; which 
they are often induced to accept, not only by the reafonable- 
nefs of the Prices (to enable them to judge of which they 
have various Sources of Information) but alfo by a Conviction, 
that if they mould themfelves invite Propofals from different 
Perfons, they might alarm the Market and thus enhance the 
Price, and might create a Combination among the Mer- 
chants or Dealers to the Detriment of the Public, as ufed 
fometimes to be the Cafe formerly.

per Annum in 1794, that being the Year in which the ad- 
ditional Duty of Victualling the Army and Settlements Abroad 
was transferred to this Board. The Grofs Salary and Emolu- 
ments of the Chairman are therefore £.1,045 per Annum, 
and the Net Salary and Emoluments/'. 1,0 10. is. 6d. — Each 
of the other Six Commiffioners receive the fame Salary of 
£.400 per Annum, as Commiffioners of the Navy Victualling 
Service, and the fame Allowance of £-145 for Houfe Rent, 
Coals and Candles ; but the Addition, which has been 
made to each of their Salaries fince 1794, on Account of 
the additional Bufinefs then transferred to this Board, has 
been only £-2$o per Annum, making the Grofs Salary and 
Emoluments of each £.795 per Annum, and the Net Salary 
and Emoluments £-j6o 2s. 6d. The prefent Salary of the 
Secretary (including £ 50 per Annum for Coals and Candles) 
is £-2S° P er Annum. The Salaries, and other Emoluments 
of the Accountant for Cafh, Impreft Officer, and other 
Officers and Clerks in London, and alfo at Portfmounth, Ply- 
mouth, Chatham, Dover, and Gibraltar*, will appear in the 
annexed Accounts already referred to ; but it is important 
to remark, that the Salary and Allowances of the Secretary, 
which have juft been ftated, as well as thofe of the Officers, 
and other Clerks, which are detailed in one of the Accounts 
referred to, are exclufive of very confiderable Sums received 
for Fees, as appears by the other Account ; into which Sub- 
ject Your Committee will enter more particularly towards the 
Conclufion of this Report. The general Bufinefs of the 
Victualling Department, and the Names, Times of Appoint- 
ment, Attendance, Salaries, Fees, and other Emoluments 
of the Commiffioners, Officers, and Clerks, for 1797, and 
the Average Net Receipt for the laft Three Years, will alfo 
appear in the Account annexed f ; at the Foot of which it is 
ftated, that the Commiffioners are appointed by His Majefty's

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Letters Patent, the Secretary by Commiffion from the Ad- 
miralty, the Officers by the Commiffioners in purfuance of 
Orders from the Admiralty, and the Clerks by the Com- 
miffioners, and alfo that they each hold their Situations dur- 
ing Pleafure, and that their feveral Duties are executed by 
them in Pcrfon. 

No Holidays are kept in any Branch of the Victualling 
Department. 

The Commiffioners have ftated, that it does not appear to 
them that any Retrenchments can at prefent be made in the 
Expenle of this Department ; but that as foon as the extraor- 
dinary Bufinefs occasioned by the W ar lhall be completed, t e 
Public Service will mod probably admit of the Number 
of Clerks now employed, being reduced to the late Peace 
Efl.ablilh.ment. 

Your Committee alfo annex an Account, fhewing, fo far 
as the fame can be extracted from the official Books and 
Papers, the contingent and incidental Expenfes of this De- 
partment at London, Portfmouth, Plymouth, Dover, ChaN 
ham, and Gibraltar, for the Year 1782 and 1797, by which 
it appeats that the total of thefe Expenfes in 1782, was 
£.18,323. 45. id. and in 1797 was £.19,052. 4s. 4^. 

Your Committee have likewife annexed *, an Account of 
the total Sums paid to the Superannuated Lift, with the 
Particulars; the total Sum amounts to £.769. 185. 8d. : 
They have alio annexed an Account of Offices in this De- 
partment, which have been purchafed, and of thofe a Part 
of the' Profits of which is paid over to Perfons not holding 
the fame ; Your Committee prefume that the laft-menlioned 
Account can only include thofe Offices a Part of the Profits 
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of which is fo paid over under the immediate Cognizance of 
the Commifiioners. 

i. Befides the Eftablifhment of Deptford, which may be 
confidered chiefly as an Appendage to the Victualling Board 
in London, there appeared to be Agent Victuallers, and 
Officers fubordinate to them, eftablifhed at Portfmouth, 
Plymouth, Chatham, and Dover; the Nature of whofe 
Duties is detailed in the Report of the Commifiioners of 
Inquiry. 

There are now Three regular Agent Victuallers employed 
Abroad ; viz. at Gibraltar, the Leeward Iflands, and at 
Liflxm*. The Eftablifhment at the firft-mentioned Place is 
permanent, and at the others temporary during the War. 
There is alfo at prefent a Perfon employed in a fimilar Capa- 
city at the Cape of Good Hope. 

Such Species of Victualling for the Eaft Indies are not fent 
out from England, are provided in India by Contract made 
through the Naval Commander in Chief; and at any Port 
at which there is no refident Agent, Contractor, or Corre- 
fpondent, the Commanders of His Majefty's Ships are au- 
thorized to purchafe fuch Provifions and Stores as may be 
neceflary, and to direct their Purlers to draw Bills on the Com- 
mimoners for the Amount. 

The Nature of the Accounts kept by Agent Victuallers, 
and of the Vouchers required of them, is fully ftated in the 
Report of the Commiffiohers of Inquiry, who obferve, that 
" they form a complete Syftem of Connection between the 
" Board of Victualling in London and the feveral fubordinate 
" Eftablifhments at the Out Ports, under every Check and 
" Security which the Public Service can render neceflary, 
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'« provided that the Execution of the complicated Duties of 
" the Department, as well in the Superintendence as in 
" the Detail, be performed with Fidelity and Precifion." 

A Draught of the I attractions given to Agent Victuallers 
Abroad will appear in the Supplement *. i ue Vouchers re- 
quired from Purfers employed in making Purchafes, are a 
Certificate from the Captain, Mafter, and Boat twain, ftating 
the feveral Species and Quantities wanted ; an Order from 
the Commander to the Purler to purchafe ; a Bill of Parcels 
and Receipt of the Seller; a Certificate of the Market Price 
and Rate of Exchange; and a Certificate alfo of the Receiving 
Officers, ftating that each Article was received on Board in 
Kind, good in Quality, and fit for the Service. 

§.3. 1. Your Committee have noticed, in the Com. 
mencement of this Report, that the Commiffioners of Inquiry 
had entered into a very full Examination of this Department, 
and had made Two Reports upon it, dated 17th April and 
lft May 1788. Thefe Reports, m which a great Variety of 
Alterations and Improvements are fuggefted, were referred to 
the Admiralty Board by an Order of Council dated 12th 
January 1792,. as Your Committee have already noticed in 
ipeaking of the Naval Departments in general ; but no 
Meafures refpecling the Victualling Office appear to have 
been taken by the Board of Admiralty in confequence, who 
ftate, that the Attention which fuch an Inveftigation mufi) 
require, could not be paid at this Time without material 
Detriment to the Public Service. 

Your Committee have therefore referred the feveral Sug- 
geftions of the Commifiioners of Inquiry refpecting this 
Office to the Confideration of the Victualling Board hlelf J j 
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who have informed Your Committee which of the Points 
recommended by the Commiflioners of Inquiry have already 
been adopted ; alfo which of them are, from a Change 
of Circumftances, or for other Reafons, in their Opi- 
nion doubtful or improper ; and likewite which of them 
are confidered by that Board as likely to conduce to the Public 
Service. 

Your Committee therefore recommend, that the several 
following suggestions of the Commiffioners of Inquiry, 
being thofc in Favour of which the Commiflioners of the 
Victualling Board have exprefied their Opinion, and to which 
alio Your Committee, on the Face of them, lee no Objec- 
tion, fhould be taken if poflible into the early Consideration 
of the Board of Admiralty ; but if the Urgency of other 
Bufinefs will not permit this to be done, that they fhould 
neverthelefs direct the Adoption of them ; the Points in 
which the Victualling Board appear to differ from the Com- 
miflioners of Inquiry being alone referved for the Con- 
sideration of the Lords Commiflioners of the Admiralty. 

i . That the Cuftom which prevails at the Out T ports, of 
the Officers receiving Premiums on the Appointment of 
Clerks, be abolifhed *, upon which Point it appears to Your 
Committee, by a Paper already referred to, that the Cuftom 
has not been entirely confined to the Out-ports. 

1. That the Chairman be vefted with Powers to execute 
Secret Services. 

3. That the Prices paid by Government to Purfers, for the 
respective Articles of Provisions or Stores for which they may 
be Creditors on the pafling of their Accounts, be increafed 
according to the Rate annexed. 

# Supplement (I.) 
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4. That each Purfer do deliver a Book (tiled a Number 
and Content Book, without Erafure or any Leaf torn, &c. : 
And, 

5. That the original Log Book do contain regular Entries 
of every Circumftance relating tp the Victualling, &c. 

6. That an Addition be made to the Terms of a Purfer's 
Oath, which mould be taken alfo by every Agent and Cor- 
refpondent, to the Effect that the Party hath himfelf 
examined the Account to the Truth of which he fwears : 
And, 

7. That the Commiflioners be empowered to adminiftcr 
an additional Oath to the Party, for the Detection of bad 
Practices in Victualling or Accounting. 

In aflenting to the Two laft-mentioned Suggestions, the 
Victualling Board obferves, that the Perfons taking a falfe 
Oath, fhould be made liable to the Pains and Penalties of 
Perjury, to which they are not now fubject. 

8. That every Officer and Clerk be required to take the 
Oath of Fidelity, and execute the Bond propofed. 

9. That all Commiflioners, Officers, and Clerks, refpec- 
tively, be precluded from acting as Agents. 

10. That no Fees, Gratuities, &c. be received by 
Individuals for their own Ufe, but that Salaries be given 
inftead. * 

In the Reafonablenefs of the Two laft Suggeftions the 
Board appears to agree, though with fome Intimation of the 
•Difficulty of affecting the Objects in queftion, and they deem 
the Salaries propofed by the Commiflioners of Inquiry, to b* 
fubftituted in the Place of Fees, to be very infufficierit. 

2. Your 
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2. Your Committee, obferving that very confiderable Sum> 
in the Way of Fees are received by feveral principal Officers 
and Clerks in the Victualling Office, have thought proper 
to call for an Account of the Nature and Amount of each of 
thofe Fees, and of the Services for which they are paid ; and 
as there is obvious Reafon to fuppofe that the Emolu- 
ments arifing from this Source have been very greatly increafed 
by the War, they have alfo thought it their Duty to call for 
Accounts or Eftimjites, Co far as the fame could be made up, 
of the Fees and Emoluments which were received in the 
Years 1790, 1791, and 1792, by fuch of the faid principal 
Officers and Clerks as appear to have been at that Time in 
their prefent Office. 

Your Committee annex the Returns to thefe Orders which 
they have received *. From thefe it will appear how very 
large an Addition to their Emoluments fome of the Officers 
and Clerks of this Eftablilhment have enjoyed fince the War, 
and it may be inferred that in other Offices there has been a 
correfponding Increafe. 

Your Committee will here ftate the Emoluments, both 
before and fince the War, of a few of the Offices which have 
moft excited their Attention. 

The whole Emoluments of the Accountant for Cam were 
in 1790 £.851, of which the Fees were £.740, (a large Pro- 
portion of which was probably occafioned by the Armament 
of that Time) ; in 1791 the Emoluments were £.jo$. i8i. 
of which the Kees (probably arifing partly from the fame 
Caufe) were £.594. i8j. ; in 1792 the whole Emoluments 
were £.377. I*, of which the Fees were £.266. is. In the

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Year 1797 the Fees of the fame Officer were £.3,042. 2j. $d. 
and Average Net Receipt in that and the Two preceding 
Years, was no lei's than £".3,109. 1 3J. a Sum more than Three 
Times as great as that which is received by the principal 
Commiflioner of the Victualling Office. 

Thefe Fees are ftated to be given by Contractors, Agents, 
Correfpondents, Artificers, Purfers, and any other Perfons 
doing Bufinefs with the Victualling Office, being at the Rate 
for the moft Part of One Guinea per Thoufand Pounds ; 
though in many Inftances only Half that Sum is paid, in 
fome Inftances lefs, and in others no Fees at all, the Payment 
of them being " optional." 

The Emoluments of the Firft, Second, Third, and Fourth 
Clerk, in this Office, appear to have fluctuated like thofe of 
their Principal, and to have confifted chiefly in fimilai* 
Fees. The whole Annual Average Emoluments of the 
Firft Clerk in the Years 1795, 1796, and 1797, were 

£.1,722. 2S. 2d. 

The Fees of the Secretary to the Board were in 1797 
£.2,858. is. and his whole Average Annual Emolument 
for the Years 1795,6, and 7, were £.3,169. us. ^d. His 
Fees are ftated to arife from " Contracts, Bonds, Certificates, 
" Inftructions to Officers, and Protections. Thole Fees or 
" Gratuities which relate to Contracts or Agreements are 
" governed by no fixed or general Principle, but are merely 
" optional on the Part of thofe who pay them. In fome 
" Cafes they are received at certain Rates ; in other In- 
< c fiances annual or occaGonal Douceurs are given, and 
" frequently no Fees are paid." " The Whole of the Sums 
" received under the Denomination of Contracts or 
<£ Agreements, is appropriated to the joint Benefit 6f the 
" Secretary, and the Chief, Second and Third Clerks in 
" his Office." 

The 
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The Fees of his Chief Clerk amounted in 1797 to 
£.1,510. is. id. and his Average Profits for the Years 
1795, 6, and 7, to £.1,699. 7*. id. 

The whole Emoluments of the Clerk of the Cutting 
Houfe at Deptford were in the Year 1790 £.385. 13s. 3d.;. 
in 1791 £.226. ijs. qtl.j and in 1792 £.135. ni- 2.d. of 
which Sum the Fees were only £.50. The Fees of the fame 
Officer in 1797 were £.1,458. 17J. 6d. and his whole Annual 
Average Emoluments for that and the Two preceeding Years 
were £.1,474. fcf» 1 ie ^- 

This Officer obferves, in the Name of himfelf and others, 
that " it is only in War Time that they have an Opportunity 
*' of providing, in cafe of their Deceafe, for the future Sup- 
" port of their Families, who otherwife would in moft Cafes 
*' be reduced to the utmoft Diilrefs." 

Your Committee conceive that the Statement of the above- 
mentioned Facts will fully juilify them in advifing, that the Re- 
commendation of the Commiffioners of Enquiry on this Sub- 
ject, which has been already quoted, fhould be taken into early 
Confederation ; and if the Abolition of the Fees of this Office in 
all Cafes fhould be deemed inexpedient, that at leaft fome 
Regulations refpecting them fhould be made ; that a known 
Table of Fees, authorized by the Board, fhould be fubfti- 
tuted in the Place of the optional Fees now taken ; and that 
at the fame Time Means fhould be adopted for rendering the 
Income of many of the regular and permanent Officers of 
this Eftablifhment more moderate in Time of War* and in 
general lefs fluclating and uncertain.

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2. THE Provifibns procured from Ireland, confifling of Beef 
and Pork, are provided upon Commiffion, by Merchants of Emi- 
nence and Refpeftahility in the Irifh Pio-vifion Trade, who con- 
sequently aft a3 Agents under the Victualling Board, and are 
reimbursed the actual and bond fide Coft and Charges of the Quan- 
tities fupplied, and compenfated for their Trouble, by an Allowance 
at a certain Rate per Caflc. 

The Quantities provided for the Navy are examined upon Deli- 
livery by Two Officers, denominated,. Clerk of the Cutting Houfe, 
and Clerk of the Cheque ; and thofe lot the Army, by the 
Army Storekeeper, and by the Infpeftor oS Army Provifions 
and Victualling Stores ; in effecting which Examination a very 
minute Attention is paid, not only to the Quality of the Meat, 
and Packages containing it, but alio to the Size of the Pieces into 
which the Beef and Pork are mefl'edir t© the Number of Pieces 
packed into each Cafk, and the aggregate Weight thereof ; and to 
the Quantity of Salt with which the fame is packed ; an*t if in thefe 
various Points they prove unexceptionable, a Certificate is granted 
by the Receiving Officers before mentioned, according to the Ser- 
vice for which the Provifions may hsroe been delivered', whereby 
the Agents are entitled to Payment ; but if, on the contrary, they 
are found to be unfit for the Service, they arc rejected, and returned 
upon the Agents Hinds, who, by the Conditions of their Agree- 
ment, are to be paid- for only fuch Beef and Pork as they fhall 
deliver of a proper Quality, and in all Refpects good and fit for 
His Majcfly's Service. It is not, however, to be underwood, that 
every Cafk of Beef and Pork delivered is- examined, but only an 
indefinite Number, varying according to Circumftanccs, taken 
promrfcuoufl'y from the Aggregate, and if they prove unobjection- 
able, the whole arc considered fo, and palled accordingly. 

Independently of the Examination by the Receiving Officers, 
the Board alio occasionally enter into a minute InSpection ot the 
Beef and Pork in Store, in order to be fatisfied that due Juftice 
has been done to the Public.

beg Leave to refer to the accompanying Draft of a Contract. 
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4. BILLS of Exchange are drawn upon the Victualling Board by 
their Agents, by Confuls, Correfpondents, Purfers of His Majefty's 
Ships and Veffels, Commanders of Cutlers, and other fmall ^ef« 
fels, and*by Matters of Tenders and Tranfpoifs, &c. for Provilrons 
and Victualling Stores purchafed for the Service of His Majefty's 
Navy, which Bills are certified by the Commanders in Chief, or 
by the refpefUve Captains or Commanders, as having been drawn 
for Services (which are fome Times exprefsly mentioned) relating 
to the Victualling. 

When Accounts and Vouchers accompany the Bills on their 
being prefented for Acceptance, they are examined and Mated by 
the Chief Clerk of the lmpreft Office, and a Keport of their Pro- 
priety or Detects laid before the Board. 

If the Documenis appear to be fatisfaftory, the Bills afe accepted 
and per*eft Bills made out in Difcharge thereof, but otherwife they 
are charged as Imprtfts againft the Drawers, and pccafionaJly againft 
the Commanders in Chief, and Captains attefting them, which 
Impairs ate not cleared until the Board is fatisfied of the Juftice 
of the Charges.

Formerly, the Sum of Nineteen Shil- 
lings per Man a Month was taken from the 
Sum of Four Pounds per Man a Month, 
granted by Parliament for the Naval Service, 
for the Number of Men, including Marines, 
voted for the Year ; but this Sum was found 
to be greatly inadequate. 

In the Year 1797, the Sum of Thirty- 
eight Shillings per Man per Month, was 
granted for the Year i7Q8,which,it is hoped 
will be nearly equal to the Demands of 
the Victualling Service, if the Sums ufual- 
ly added for Harbour Victuals, and for the 
Ordinary Eitimate or Establishment of the 
Office (which has been ufual to infert fincc 
the Year 1789) be alfo added ; but it is not 
poffible to eftimate exactly the whole ex- 
pected Demands for the Service.

Engagements they may have come under in 
the Execution of the Bufinefs committed 
to them. 

Independently of thefe Imprefts, it is 
the general Practice, on the Merchants pro- 
ducing Certificates from the proper Receiv- 
ing Officers, of the Quantities of Beef and 
Pork they have delivered into the Victual- 
ling Stores, to ifTue Bills to them, upon the 
Treafurer of His Majefty's Navy, payable 
Ninety Days after their refpe£rive Dates, 
for the Beef and Pork fo delivered, calcu- 
lated at Prices which are conceived to be 
lefs than what the Coft of, and Charges 
thereupon, may, upon the Liquidation of 
the Accounts, eventually amount to ; when, 
after charging them with the Imprefts 
granted, and Bills iffued to them, and giv- 
ing them Credit for the Coft and Charges 
of the Beef and Pork provided and delivered, 
a further Bill is made out to them for the 
Balance which may appear to remain due 
to them. 

The Commiffion allowed is Three Shil- 
lings for each Half Puncheon or Tierce, 
and Two Shillings for each Barrel of Beef 
or Pork. 

Yes; and it is an exprefs Stipulation in 
their Agreement that they fhould do fo 
in the mull ample and fatisfatlory Manner. 

The Whole of the Quantities of Beef 
and Pork required for the Service of the 
prefent Year not having been delivered, 
the Accounts of the Coft and Charges 
thereof cannot be made up ; but upon 
the beft Computation that can be formed, 
it is conceived that the Prices will turn out 
nearly as follows; viz.

been mentioned. 

Flour and Bifcuit, when not manufac- 
tured in the Office, are bought by Con- 
tract ; and fo are Spirits, Wine, Oatmeal, 
B utter, .Cheefe, Salt, Cafks for the Army, 
Iron Hoops, and a Variety of other Ar- 
ticles. 

Staves for the Service of the Navy are 
likewife purchafed by Contract, and manu- 
factured into Cafks in the Cooperages ; and 
the Beer is raifed in the different Brewhoufes 
belonging to the Victualling Department. 

In refpefct to the Articles provided by 
Commiflion, Perfons of Reputation, Ex- 
perience, and Ability, are employed to pro- 
cure the fame on the moll advantageous 
Terms for the Crown, who avail themfelves 
of the moft favourable State of the Markets 
for that purpofe. They are reimburfed the 
Amount of theCoftand Charges, which they 
prove by authentic Documents to have ac- 
tually and unavoidably paid, and are al- 
lowed exclufively for their Trouble a Com- 
miffion at a certain Rate per Quarter 
Hundred Weight, or otherwife. 

When Provilions or Victualling Stores 
are provided by public Contract, a Day is 
appointed to receive fealed Tenders from 
fuch Perfons as may be willing to become 
Candidates for the Undertaking, and the 
Perfon, the Terms of whofe Tender fhall 
VOL. iv. Q q be 
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be moft advantageous to the Crown, be- 
comes the Contracter, unlefs (as hath fome- 
times happened) there fhould be fubftantial 
Ground to doubt his Competency, or he 
has been u-nable to procure the cuftomary 
Security for the due Execution of the Con- 
tract. In fuch Cafes it is the invariable 
Rule to accept the next loweft or advanta- 
geous Tender. 

With regard to Purchafes made by 
private Contract or Agreement, where a 
previous public Advertifement has not 
taken place, it is frequently the Practice 
of the Victualling Board to write to the 
principal Merchants and Dealers in the 
Article wanted, defiring them to report in 
Writing, by a certain Day and Hour, the 
loweft Terms upon which they will under- 
take to furnifh the Quantity required ; and 
conformably to the Mode purfued in public 
Contracts, the loweft Propofal is accepted, 
provided the Terms fhall fatisfactorily ap- 
pear to be fair and reafonable, according to 
the exifting State of the Markets. 

The Victualling Board are alfo conftantly 
in the Habit of receiving private Ten- 
ders, made fpontaneoufly by Merchants, 
Dealers, and others, for fpecific Quantities 
of the different Species of Provifions and 
Stores known to be ufed in the Victualling 
Service, which the Board are often induced 
to accept, not only for the Reafonablnefs 
of the Prices (to enable them to judge of 
which they have various Sources of Infor- 
mation) but alfo from a Conviction, that to 
invite Propofals from different Perfons 
would alarm the Market, and confequently 
enhance the Price, and inftead of exciting 
an open, fair, and liberal Competition, 
might probably create a Combination 
amongft the Merchants or Dealers (which 
formerly fometimes occurred) to the ferious 
Detriment of the public Intereft.

HAVE the Agent Victuallers Abroad been found to comply 
ftrictly with the Inftructions given as contained in the Draft 
of the Inftructions laid before this Committee ? — Generally fo. 

Has any confiderable Part of the Purchafes Abroad, in this War, 
been entrufted to occafional Agents ? 

A great deal neceffarily Co, more efpecially in the Mediterra- 
nean, when the Provifions fo purchafed have generally been fupplied 
by Confuls, who furnifh Vouchers according to the regular Form, 
in the fame Manner as other Agents. 

Has any Commifficner been in this War felected from among 
the Commiffioners of the Navy or Victualling Office, and fent to 
refide at Hallifax, or in the Eafl or Weft. Indies, in order to fuper- 
intend and controul the Execution 6f Victualling Contracts, in 
purfuance of the Recommendation of the Commiflioners of Inquiry, 

- Q q 2 in 
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in their Report upon the Navy and Victualling Departments at 
Foreign or diftant Parts ? 

None has been appointed. 

Have you Reafon to fuppofe that many Abufes have in this War 
exifled in the Victualling Departments at Foreign or diflant Parts ? 
• We have no particular Reafon to fuppofe it. 

Have the Navy Board any Commiffioiiers Abroad in this War? 
They have — One at Lifbon, one at Halifax, and, I believe, 
another at Gibraltar; but they do not tranfact any Bufincfs for the 
Victualling Board. 

How many CommifTionerS of the Victualling Office conftitute a 
Board ? — Three. 

Was the Sum of 38.1. per Man per Month, which is now 
allowed to the Victualling Board, refolved to be allowed them in 
confequence of a careful Eftimate of the Total probable Expenfe 
of the Victualling Board, and of the . Sum neceffary to provide 
for it ? 

I apprehend it was, the Board having been directed to caufe 
an Eftimate of the Value of a Ration for a Itatcd Time to be made 
uv, which turned out, as near as I recollect, 38J. per Man per 
Month. This was fent to the Navy Board, and the Vote of the 
Houfe of Commons might poffibly have been governed thereby. 

Did the 38^. conftitute a Provifion for each Man's Proportion 
of all Expences whatsoever, defrayed by the Victualling Office, on 
account of which no fpecific Sum is ftated in the Eftimate ? 

It was intended to cover all the Expences of the Victualling, 
together with that of Victualling Stores incident to the Service, 
excepting Harbour or Ordinary Victualling, and the ordinary Efta- 
blifhment ot the Office. 

Can you recollect what was the cflimated Price of the 
Principal Articles upon which you made the Calculations of 38J. 
per Man per Month ?

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Has that Part of your Eftirnates, which refpect the Victualling 
of the Army and Settlements Abroad, proved in general equal to 
the actual Expenfe ? 

The Eftimate of the expected Total Amount of the Expenfe 
for the Army, for the Year ending the 5th January 1798, was the 
fiift of that Nature required from the Victualling Board, and was 
included in a general Eftimate for that Year, which proved to be 
fhort of the actual Expenditure for both Navy and Army Services, 
about ^.300,000, owing to Circumftances which could not poffibly 
be anticipated. 

Has the Victualling of the Army, and Settlements Abroad, al- 
ways been included in the Eftirnates ? 
Anfwered in the preceding Reply. 

Have the Payments of the Victualling Office during late Years 
been retarded through the Want of a fufficient Supply from the 
Treafury ? 

I know of no Delay in the Payment of Victualling Bills 
iffued, which are now payable Ninety Days from their Dates. We 
have in fome Cafes been obliged occafionally to pollpone the Pay- 
ment of Bills of Exchange drawn upon the Board for a little 
while. 

Were thofe Bills accepted ? — Yes. 

Were they poftponed beyond the Time at which, according to 
the Terms of Acceptance, they ought to have been paid ? 
They were. 

Is there any confiderable Part of the Payments of the Victualling 
Board, which can be poftponed without a Violation of an exprefs 
Contract or Engagement ? 

No — I think not. 

Have you in genera! found no Difficulty in obtaining from the 
Treafury thofe Supplies of Ca!h which were neceflary for Punctu- 
ality in your Payments, even in relpect of thofe Demands upon the 
Treafury which exceeded your own Eftirnates ? 

The Eftirnates are not attended to when we write for Money. 
In general the Money wrote for is fupplied. 

Is there any Prohibition againft receiving the Fees in the Vic- 
lualling Office ? 

No — The Office goes on according to antient Cuftom. 

Would ii be defirable, if practicable, that Fees fhould be abo- 
lifhed in all Cafes ? 
I think it would. 

What would be the Difficulty of abolifhing the Fees ? 

I am rather apprehenfive Fees would ftill be taken in fome 

Shape 
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Shape or another; even if ample Salaries were allowed, and were 
it practicable to prevent it, I much doubt whether the Bufinefs of 
the Office would go on with that Difpatch which it is abfolutely 
neceflary it fhould. 

Are Officers in the Victualling Office forbid to be Agents ? 
They are. 

Does not the Practice of the Clerks in Office being Agents flill 
obtain ? 

Yes ; and I have great Rcafon to believe to a very confiderable 
Degree. 

Are the Cleiks Agents to Perfons connected with the Victual- 
ling Office, and having Accounts to fettle there ? 
Yes, I conceive they are. 
Do you conceive the Salaries of the Clerks or Officers in the 
Victualling Office to be inadequate, if they did not receive Fees 
nor Profit by thefe Agencies ? 

Moft certainly, and I think in every Inftance, except in very 
Junior Clerks. 

Do the Clerks rife in Seniority ? 

Yes, unlefs in Cafe of Impediment as to Abilities, or fas hath 
in One or Two Inftances happened) the Perlon next in Rotation 
voluntarily declines to fucceed to the vacated Defk. 
What are the Hours of Attendance ? 
From Ten till Four. 

Do they tranfact the Bufinefs of thefe Agents at thofe Hours ? 

I am apprehenfive they frequently do. 
Do you conceive the Profits arifing from thefe Agencies, and the 
Amount of the Fees, bears a Proportion to the Sum expended by 
the Victualling Office, and is therefore much more confiderable 
in Time of War ? 

The Fees are certainly more confiderable in Time of War, and 
bear fomc Proportion.

CONTRACTED and agreed, this Twenty-fifth Day of

Andrew Jordaine and Benjamin Shaw, trading under the Firm of 
Jordaine and Shaw ; and William Atkinfon, Ebenezer Leadbeater, 
and William Thomfon, trading under the Firm of William Atkin- 
fon and Company, of London, Merchants. 

And we do hereby covenant and agree with the faid Commif.

at Deptford, the Army Victualling Stores in Saint Catharine's, or 
elfewhere in the River Thames, at fuch Times and in fuch Pro- 
portions, as fhall be directed, and on the Conditions hereafter men- 
tioned, the following Quantities of Iriih Beef and Pork cured in the 
Courfe of the enfuing Seafon, viz.

And we do oblige ourfelves that the faid Beef and Pork fhall be 
all good, found, fweet, fat, and well fed, of the very beft Quality, 
and fuch as the proper Officer or Officers ot the faid Commilfioners 
fhall, in every Refpeft, approve of; and that the Whole thereof 
fhall be cured between the Twenty -ninth Day of September laft 
pan", and the Thirty-firft Day of March next enfuing ; that the 
Beef fhall be cut from the Carcaffes of Oxen, not weighing lefs 
than Five hundred Weight and upwards ; and the Pork from the 
Carcaffes of Hogs, not weighing lefs than One hundred Weight 
and a Quarter, and upwards, each ; — that the Beef fhall be meffed into 
Pieces, weighing Eight Pounds each ; and the Pork into Pieces, 
weighing Six and Four Pounds each, as regularly as poffible, and 
as the Bones will admit, one with another; — that the Beef fhall be 
packed in Half Puncheons containing Forty. two, in Tierces con- 
taining Thirty-eight, and in Barrels containing Twenty-fix Pieces 
of Eight Pounds each ; and the Pork in Half Puncheons containing 
Fifty-three Pieces of Six Pounds, and in Tierces containing Eighty, 
and Barrels containing Fifty-two Pieces of Four Pounds each ;— 
that the Whole of each Ox or Hog (except the Pieces hereafter 
particularly objected to) fhallbe put in the Cafks ; and that in curing 
the Meat there fhall be ufed a full and fufficient Quantity of 
Salt Petre. 

And we do alfo oblige ourfelves to produce and deliver to the 
faid Commiffioners, or their proper Officer or Officers, an Affidavit 
or Affidavits from the Perfon or Perfons by whom the faid Beef 
and Pork fhall be made up, that the Beef was cut from the Carcaffes 
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of Oxen that did not weigh left than Five Hundred Weight and! 
upwards each ; and the Pork from the Carcafles of Hogs that did not 
weigh lefs than One Hundred Weight and One Quarter and up- 
wards each; — that the faid Oxen and Hogs were killed between, 
the Twenty-ninth Day of September laft part and the Thirty-firfl 
Day of March next enfuing ; that the Whole of each Ox or Hog 
(excepting the Pieces hereafter particularly objected to) has been 
put in the Calks ; and that a full and fufficient Quantity of Salt 
Petre was ufed in curing the Whole of the faid Beef and Pork. 

And we do likewife engage to deliver to the faid Commiffioners, 
or their proper Officer or Officers, our own Depofition, that we 
believe the Contents of the aforefaid Affidavit or Affidavits of the 
Perfon or Perfons making up the faid Beef and Pork to be in every 
Refpeff. true. 

And we do hereby further engage, that the Calks in which the 
faid Beef and Pork fliall be contained, lhall be made from American 
White Oak Staves, free from Sap, or from Staves of equal Good- 
nefs ; that they fhall be ftrong. flout, and fubflantial ; and that 
they fliall be full Wood bound, and lhall have Six good Iron Hoops 
on each Half Puncheon and Tierce, and Four on each Barrel. 

And we do alfo engage that no Ox Heads, or Hearts, or Leg 
Bones, Crag Ends of the Necks, or Shins of Oxen, or Marrow 
Bones, or other unufual Pieces, fliall be packed with the faid 
Beef, or any Hogs Heads, Cheeks, or Feet, or any other un- 
ufual Pieces with the faid Pork; and that the Cafks in which the 
faid Beef and Pork fhall be contained fliall have at each Head, 
and between the feveral Layers of Flefli, a fufficient Quantity o£ 
of Saint Ubes Bay Salt, and fhall be full of Pickle ; fliall be 
marked upon the Heads thereof, with the Name or Names of 
the Perfon or Perfons by whom the faid Beef and Pork fliall 
have been made up, and the Number of Pieces contained therein ; 
and fhall be numbered progreffively from One to the Number of 
Half Puncheons, Tierces, and Barrels, that fhall be delivered ia 
purfuance of this Contract.. 

And it is hereby agreed, that upon our producing to the faid 
Commiffioners, from Time to Time, the moft unequivocal and fa- 
tisfaftory Documents of the actual Coft of, and Charges upon, the 
Beef and Pork we fhall procure and deliver as before ftipulated, 
fubftantiated by our Affidavit, that we have really and bona fide, 
without any mental Refervation whatfoever, paid the Sums therein 
charged ; that we have not derived, nor fliall or will derive any 
Profit or Advantage therefrom beyond a clear Commiffion of Three 
Shillings for each Half Puncheon or Tierce, and of Two Shilling3 
for eac h Barrel of Beef or Pork we fliall deliver under this Con- 
tract, which Comminion it is hereby agreed we are to be allowed 
for our Trouble in this Bufmcfs ; and that in the Whole of the

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Tranfaftion we have exerted ourfelves to the belt of our Ability 
for the Advantage of the Crown, the faid Commiffioners will fig"* 
under Three or more of their Hands, a Bill or Bills upon the 
Treafurer of His Majefty 's Navy for the Amount thereof, payable 
Ninety Days from and after the Date*, of the fame, together with 
Intereft for the faid Period t at the Rate of Three Pence Halfpenny 
per Centum per Diem. 

And we do oblige ourfelves, before the receiving of a Bill for the 
Beef and Pork that (hall be Furnifhed on this Contract, or the laft 
Bill, if more than One {hall be made out, to produce our Affi- 
davit that we have not then given, nor will thereafter give 
or caufe to be given to any Officer, Clerk, or Inftrument concerned 
in the Receipt of the faid Beet and Pork, employed under the 
Commiffioners of the Victualling, or to any Perfon or Perfons on 
their Behalf, any Money or other Confidcration as a Gratuity, Foe, 
or Reward, for any undue Favour in or relating to this Contract. 

And for the due Performance of every Part of this Contract we 
do bind ourfelves, our Heirs, Executors, and Adminillrators, unto 
the faid Coinmiffioners, in the penal Sum ot Thirty Thoufand Pounds 
to be paid to His Majefty, His Heirs, or Succeffors, in cafe of our 
Failure in any Part thereof, by way of ftipulated or afcertained 
Damages agreed upon between the faid Commiffioners and our- 
felves for Inch our Failure in the Performance of this Contract, or 
anv Part thereof. 

\nd laftly, we do oblige ourfelves to procure Two able and 
fufficient Perfons, fuch as ihall be approved of by the faid Commif-

r T y H E Select Committee of Finance having by their Precept, 
dated the 20th Ultimo, ordered that there be laid before them, 
" A Statement from the Victualling Board, in Explanation of 
the following Matters, viz." 

vol. iv. Rr •« 1. — A7 
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" i. — As to the Victualling for the PubHc Service in the 
Eaft Indies. 

" 2 — As to Agent Victuallers Abroad ; their Number, Station, 
their Concern or Intereft in Contracts or Infurances, their Iflflruc- 
tions (if anyj for the Difcharge of their Duty, and whether any 
Regulations are eftablilhed whereby it may appear, whether the 
Prices charged are the current Price of the Market in thofe 
Places where the Supplies aie provided:*' And, 
■ " 3d — As to Ireland — What are the Terms of Contract in Ufe 
for the Supply of Provifions from thence, and fear what Reafons 
the Piactice obtains of conveying from Ireland to England fuch 
Provifions as are deftined for Foreign Service, notwithstanding 
"the Expenfe of Freight, Infurauce, and Commiffion thereby 
incurred ?" 

The Commiffioners for Victualling His Majefly's Navy, in Re- 
turn thereto, beg Leave to reprefent, that the Articles of Beef, 
Pork, and Suet, and occasionally fome Flour, for the Supply of His 
Majeftv's Ships and VefTels in the Eaft Indies, are fent out 
from England in Ships employed in the Service of the Eaft 
India Company. 

The other Species of Victualling 3rc provided in India by Corf- 
trail made by the Direction, and under the Infpection of the 
Naval Commander in Chief, and Bills of Exchange atteflcd by 
him are drawn upon the Victualling Board by the Contractor for 
the Amount of the different Articles fuppHcd by him, calculated at 
the Prices of this Contract. 

THERE are Three Regular Agent Victuallers employed Abroad, 
in the Service of the Victualling Department, via. at Gibraltar, 
the Leeward IflanuN,. ami at Lilbon : the Ellablilhment at the 
former of which Stations is permanent, but on the others it 
is merely temporary during the War. There is alio a Perlon 
at prelent employed in a fimilai Capacity at the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

The feveral Agent Victuallers act Under the Direction of the 
Victualling Board, and have written Inflructions for their Guid- 
ance in the Difcharge of their refpective Duties, fimilar to the 
accompanying Draft of Inflructions, Supplement (Fj, which, 
however, neceflanly vary according to local and other Cir- 
cum llances. 

By the 17th Article of thefe Inflructions it will appear, that the 
different Agents are ftritlly prohibited from every Concern or In- 
tel ell in Contract ; but _ it is not comprehended in what Refpect 
they can be concerned or interelled in Infurance, feeing that the 
Crown, in all Matters leluting to the Victualling Service Abroad, 
Hands its own Infurer. 

The 
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The nth Article of the faid Inftructions will alfo fhew the Re- 
gulations eftablifhed for afcertaining whether the Prices charged 
are the current Rates at the Times and Places when and where the 
Provifions are {applied. 

T THE Commiffioners have already flated in their Return to the 
Precept, dated the 14th Ultimo, the Mode purfued in refpedt to 
the procuring of Beet and Pork from Ireland. 

It therefore only remains for them to fubmit " the Reafons for 
which the Practice obtains of conveying from Ireland to England 
fuch Provifions as are deflined for Ff)reign Service, notwith- 
standing the Expenfe of Freight, Infurance, and Commiffion 
thereby incurred." 

To receive and examine the Provifions at any particular Port in 
Ireland, and to fhip them from thence to the leveral Stations 
Abroad at which they may be required, would render it abfolutely 
neceffary to have a very confiderable, and confequently a very 
expenfive Eftablifhmcnt at fuch Port, of Storehoufes, Agent, 
Clerks, Coopers, Labourers, &c. and even with fuch an Eftablifh- 
ment the very effential Bufinels of correctly examining and paf- 
fing the Provifions would rclt folely upon the Competency and 
Integrity of the Agent, who from Error in Judgment, or from 
finifler Motives, might be induced to deviate trom the Uriel and 
faithful Line of his Duty, whereby the Crown would inevitably 
be expofed to molt feiious Detriment; whereas the Checks which 
are now obferved, both by the Examination of feveral Re- 
ceiving Officers acting immediate! v under the Eye of the Board, 
and the frequent Infpeetion of the Commiffioners themfelves, ren- 
der every Attempt at Impolition liable to certain Detection. 

Independent^ of this important Confideration, a further Reafon 
operates againft the Meafure of lhipping the Provifions directly 
from Ireland for Foreign Service, by the increafed Expenfe of 
Freight, which would confequently arife, were Veffels to be taken 
op tor the Tranfportation of Beef and Pork alone, as from the 
Weight of thofe Species it would be impoffible to load the Veffels 
fully therewith, without fubjecting them to danger on the Palfage, 
and of courfe a confiderable Lofs in point of Tonnage would un- 
avoidably enfue to the Public. 

Befides which, were the Articles to be fent from Ireland, and 
the other Species of Victualling, confifting of Flour, Peafe, Oat- 
meal, Rice, &c. to be forwarded from England indifferent Veffels, 
thofe tranfporting the latter Defcription of Provifions would re- 
quire to be dunnaged a confiderable Height, to prevent the different 
Species from receiving Injury by wet, which would occafion a 
further Lofs of Tonnage, and in the Event of the Lofs or Capture 
of either of the Veffels thus conveying the wet and dry Provifions 

R r 2 feparately, 
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feparately, much Diftrefs might refult to the Public Service ; but 
by the Mode at prefent prattifed, of fending out in each Veffel a 
regular Affortrnent of the different Species, every Inconvenience 
of this Nature is entirely obviated. 

If, on the other Hand, the Species of Provifions neceffarily 
provided in England were to be fent out in Ships to Ireland, there 
to take in the Beet and Pork, the Provifions fo forwarded muft 
on their Arrival, be taken out, in order to receive the Beef and 
Pork, which muft be (lowed at the Bottom ; and the Expenfe of 
this Operation, added to the Injury the Cafks would receive in 
the unloading and refhipping (which, containing dry Provifions, 
are not made tight, or iron-hooped, like thofe ufed for the Package 
of Beef and Pork) would probably counteract every Saving that 
might be fuppofed to arife from the Plan of fending the Beef and 
Pork diftined for Foreign Service directly from Ireland, inftead of 
their being primarily conveyed to England.

jft. "\^OU are to charge yourfelf with all fuch Monies as you 
A fhall be furnifhed with for your Bills of Exchange, or 
othcrwife, on the Victualling Service, and to keep an exact Ac- 
count of the Payments you may make thereof. 

2ndly. You are to debit yourfelf with all fuch Provifions and 
Victualling Stores, as fhall be fent you from hence, or that you 
may purchafe, or that fhall be returned you from Ships, or in any 
wife come under your Care ; diflinguifhing the Times when, and 
from whom and, whence received ; and to keep an Account, on

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the other Hand, of the IfTues of the faid Provifions and Stores, 
fpecifying the Times when, and to what Ships fupplied. 

^dly. You are to keep your Accounts of Cafh and Stores, ac- 
cording to the Methods hereunto annexed ; to make up the fame 
Quarterly, and tranbnit a Copy of them to us by the firft (and 
Duplicate thereof by the next) Opportunities that offer (noting 
upon the Original referved in your Hands, by what Convey- 
ances the Copy and Duplicate were forwarded to the Victualling 
Office, and giving us an Account of their being fo forwarded 
by Letter) taking Care to be fo exact and particular in every 
Article of the faid Accounts, and all your Tranfactions, that you 
may be able not only to make general Affidavits to the Truth 
thereof before a Mailer in Chancery, according to the Forms 
as you will be required to do on Delivery of your Ac- 
counts into the Office, in order to their being paffed, but likewife 
after to vouch and authenticate any particular Part or Parts thereof, 
by fuch further Affidavits or other Methods as Circumftances may 
render neceffary, the Cafe will admit ; and we require, for our full 
and perfe6t Satisfaction in palling and allowing your faid Accounts.

And you are to take Notice, that when it is thought neceffary -to 
alter any of the foregoing Particulars of Provifions, a Pint of Wine, 
or Half a Pint of Brandy, Rum, or Arrack, holds Proportion to

thereof, with a Pound of Raifins, or Half a Pound of Currants,

But further, you are not, in 
any Cafe whatever, to fupply Provifions to any Ship or VefTel 
before you have received a regular Demand and Duplicate thereof

Arrack, Sugar, &c. and alfo, 
in feparate Columns, the Marks, Numbers, and Contents thereof, 
with the Time when, from whence, and whom received, when 
and to whom and what Ship fupplied, with fuch other Remarks 
(in another diftinft Column) as may be neceffary, (as per Form) 
and as you are to caufe all the Packages of Provifions you 
may purchafe, or which may otherwife come into your Charge 
without, to have proper and fufficient Marks and Numbers forth- 
with placed thereon, for the better and more effectually enabling 
you or us to trace the fame, if condemned by Survey, &c. fo you 
are futther to total and add up each Species, fo as exactly to agree 
with the Vouchers given for, or Bills of Parcels received with 
the fame, as well in Tune as Quantity, tratffmitting us Quarterly 
a Copy of the feveral Tranfa&ions for the Time, and delivering 
a general Number and Content Book at the End of your Agency 4 
with your other Accounts. 

lOthly. You are to obferve the Rule laid down in the 19th 
Article of the Chapter of Provifions, in the N<tval Inflruclions, 
lor fupplying the Squadron Two Days in the Week* with Frefh 
Meat, when it can conveniently be done on moderate Terms, but 
never to fuffer the fame to be exceeded, unlefs from abfolute Ne- 
ceffity the Commander in Chief may fee fit to direft it more 
frequently, when, in all fuch Cafes, you are to have his Orders 
in Writing, moft particularly flating the Reafon and Neceffity 
thereof, and Time it is to be continued, and produce the fame 
for your Juftification, or the Expcnfe thereby incurred will not be 
allowed on your Accounts.

Meafure, the Quality, and the Price (in Foreign and Englifh 
Money) of every Particular ; at the Foot tliereof you are to take 
a Receipt, which is to be witnefled by Two Commiffion or Warrant 
Officers belonging to the Squadron, as well for fuch Provifions 
bought as for all other Dilhurfements, and are alfo to produce a 
Certificate figned by the Governor or Conful, or, if there be no 
Governor or Conlul, by Two of the moll eminent Merchants of 
the Place, that the Prices of the laid Provifions are charged 
at the then current Market Prices of the Place, and that 
the Proportions between Foreign and Englifh Weights and 
Meafures are juff. 

12th. But before you buy any Provifions, or make any Dif- 
burfements, or draw any Bills of Exchange, you are to advife 
with the Commander in Chief touching the Occafion and Neceffity 
thereof, and to take his Orders in Writing ior the purchafing of the 
Provifions, or for other Difburfements ; and whenever you draw 
Bills, you are to take the bell Advantage for His Majefly in the 
Exchange, for which you are to be anfwerable ; you are alio con- 
ftantly to advife us of what Draughts you make, and of the Rate 
of Exchange, which is alfo to be inferted in your Bills ; and at 
the fame Time that you advife us of your Bills, you are to fend 
us an Account of the Quantity of the Provifions bought, with the 
Prices thereof ; or if the Money be intended to be applied to other 
Services of the Viftualling, fuch as the Payment of Short Allow- 
ances, or necefTary Money to Purfers, or contingent Charges, we 
{hall expeft a particular Account thereof. 

And whenever it lhall be lound necefTary, upon your advifing 
with the Commander in Chief, to take up Money for the Purchafe of 
Provifions, Payment of Short Allowance, or other Difburfements 
for the Service of the Squadron, you are to give Notice thereof by 
Publication, that all Perfons having Money to remit to England 
may have Knowledge of it, and an Opportunity of making you 
Tenders for furnifhing the fame for your Bills of Exchange upon 
us ; and you are to take particular Care to make it known in fuch 
Publication, that the faid Bills will be payable at Thirty Days Sight 
after being prefentcd at this Office. 

After publilhing as before mentioned, you are then to take up the 
Money the Service may be in Want of, from the Perfons whofe 
Tenders fhall be at the cheapen Rate of Exchange, for His 
Majefty.

With refpeel to the Payment of Short Allowance, the 
Commande'r of each Ship or Veffel is to deliver you Three Lifts 
(with an Alphabet to each) prepared after the printed Form in the 
general Naval Inltruttions, figned by himfelf, the Purfer, Mafter, 
and BoatfM'ain, containing the Names of all the Officers and Sea- 
men aboard the Ship, within the Time of Short Allowance, as well 
thofe that may be Tick afhore, difcharged, or dead, as thofe that are 
actually aboard, and upon your receiving the faid Lifts, which you 
are never to do unlefs they are completely figned as before- 
mentioned, and the Columns all filled up as to Quality and the

Man a Day ; and that when they are at Six to Four Men's Allow- 
ance of one or more particular Species, the Sum due to them for 
the fame is to be caft and paid agreeable to the refpeftive Rates for 
tbofe Species ; You are further to take Notice, that the Short

And that One Third Part of the Whole is to be deducted, or for 
any One particular Species, and that you are never to take Credit 
on the Payment of Short Allowance for the Fractions of a Penny, 
the fame never being paid the Seamen, nor are you ever to pay- 
any Short Allowance Money but on Board the Ships. 

And for as much as it was heretotore found, on examining the 
Lifts tranfmitted to this Office, that Notations had been very feldom 
made againft Perfons abfcnt at their own Requeft, for Want of 
which they were paid Short Allowance for the Time they were 
chequed out of Victuals, and the Lifts were alfo frequently found 
to differ with the Mufter and Sick Books in the Entries and Dif- 
charges of Men fent fid; afhore, &.c. and upon Repiefentation 
being made to the Right Honourable the Lords Com miffi oners of 
the Admiralty of the great Inconveniences that might attend His 
Majefty's Service, from fnch a Want of Care in the Commanders, 
their Lordfhips are pleafed to fignify, by Mr. Burchett's Letter of 
the 23d September 17 15, that it would be given in ftiicl Charge 
to the Commanders of His Majefty's Ships and Vefiels, to make 
out the Lift with all pofhble Exafinefs for the future, and to take 
proper Motice therein, againfl the Names of fuch Perfons as Ihonld 
from Time to Time be chequed out of Vi&uals, that fo they 
might alfo be excluded the Benefit of Short Allowance, you are in 
order that this Regulation may be the more effectually made, to 
communicate the fame to the Commanders of each of His Majefty's 
Ships that now are, or fhall come into the fame Squadron, as you 
fhall have an Opportunity of fo doing, and to be very careful that 
nothing be wanting on your Part that may contribute thereto. 

21ft. You are never to fuffer any of the Ships of the Squadron 
to come Home, without fending us an Account, at the fame Time, 
of all the Provifions, &c. that their Purfers are chargeable with, 

fo 
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fo that no undue Credit may be given them on patting their 
Accounts. 

2 2d. You are to caufe all fuch Ships or Veffels as you may be 
obliged to freight with ProviGons for the Ufe of the faid Squadron, 
to be unladen with all poffible Difpatch, fo that the Crown may 
not be put to any Expenfe for Demurrage. 

23d. We do ftri&ly require you to manage every Thing re- 
lating to the Victualling the faid Squadron, with the greateft Fru- 
gality and good Hufbandry ; and not to fail writing to us by every 
Opportunity, fending us at the fame Time a State of the Cafh and 
Stores, and an Account of the Short Allowance due to the Squad- 
ron ; and giving us full Accounts of your Proceedings, and of all 
Occurrences that may be neceffary for our Information. 

24th. Whereas by His Majefty's Sign Manual, dated the 6th 
Day of December 1760, a Deduction of Six Pence in the Pound 
is impofed on all Salaries, Table Money, or Allowances exceeding 
Fifty Pounds per Annum, paid by the Crown, you are not to fail 
regularly to make fuch Deduction, and to debit yourfelf therewith, 
in order that the fame may be paid to the Receiver of the faid 
Deductions. 

And lafily. In cafe of your being fuperceded in your Employ- 
ment as Agent Victualler, you are to leave an attefted Copy of 
thefe Inftructions with your Succeffor, taking and tranfmitting to 
us his Receipt tor the fame, together with a Survey or Inventory of 
all the Remains of Provifions and Victualling Stores left in his 
Charge, vouched by Three Warrant Officers, fuch as the Com- 
mander in Chief (hall think proper to order, diilinguifhmg the 
Marks, Numbers, and Contents of the Packages.

Supplement (G.) 

VICTUALLING OFFICE. 

Until the Removal of the Office from Tower Hill to Somerfet 
Place, in the Year 1787, there were Three Houfes appropriated 
for the Refidence of Three of the Commiffioners, and the re- 
maining Four had the Allowance of Sixty-five Pounds per Annum 
(eftablilhed in the Year 1704) for providing themfelves with 
Houfes; but fince that Period, no Houfes having been provided for 
any of the Commiffioners, though Three have long been preparing, 
the whole Seven have had the Allowance before-mentioned. 

Before 
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Before 1788, an Allowance of Coals and Candles, in Kind, 
was made to the Commiflioners and Secretary, to the Amount of 
Eighty Pounds per Annum to each of the former, and Fifty 
Pounds to the latter ; but fince that Period it has been thought 
more advantageous to Government for the Members and Secretary 
to receive Quarterly an Allowance in Money equal to the Sums 
before-mentioned for providing themfelves with thofe Articles, 

Thefe Salaries were granted bv Order from the Right Honour- 
able the Lords Commiflioners of His Majefty's Treafury, by Letter 
from Mr. Rofe, their Secretary, dated 24th October 1793, in con- , 
fequence of the Bufinefs relating to the lupplying of Provifions to 
His Majefly's Land Forces and Settlements abroad having been put 
under the Management of the Victualling Board. 

An Increafe of Thirty Pounds per Annum, made to fuch Clerks 
at Somerfet Place, who before received only Fihy Pounds, per 
Admiralty Order, 13th May 1793. 

In January 1794, the Bufinefs of the Office being 'materially 
incrcafed, it was found expedient to employ an additional Number 
of Clerks, under the Denomination of Temporary Supernumerary 
Clerks, at the Salaries of One Guinea per Week, during the Time 
the Service might abfolutely require this Addition. 

^Several Additions in Salaries have been made to the Clerks in 
Office since the year 1791, viz. thofe from one Guinea per Week 
to Eighty Pounds per Annum. — Thofe from Eighty Pounds per 
Annum to One Hundred, &c. and feveral additional Clerks em- 
ployed. — See the Folio Edition.]

Victualling Office, 13th April, 1798. 

A STATEMENT, fhewing how far, in the Opinion or the 
Commissioners for Victualling His Majesty's Navy, 
it is expedient or inexpedient to carry into Execution fuch of 
the feveral Measures recommended by the Commiffioners of 
Inquiry, in their Eighth Report upon the Victualling Office, as 
have not been hitherto carried into Execution. 



MEASURES. 

THAT the Com- 
miffioners, and the 
Chiet Clerk for the 
keeping a Charge on 
the Treaftirer, do con- 
tinue to enforce con- 
ftantly the Payment of 
Balances outftanding. 

That Surveys of Re- 
mains in Store be 
taken every Three 
Months, and an Officer 
be fent from London 
once in every Year, tor 
the Purpofe ofaffifting 
at and checking thefe 
Surveys, which it is al- 
leged, can " be taken 
" with Precifion and 
" Eafc, provided the 
" requifite Accounts 
" be regularly polled. " 



REMARKS. 



This is conuantly done, not only by the 
the Chief Clerk for keeping a Charge on 
the Treaftirer, but alio in refpect to 
Debts upon the Balance of Purfers Ac- 
counts, by the Chief Clerk for (fating, ba- 
lancing, and paffing fuch Accounts, who- 
lay their Proceedings regularly before the 
Board, and receive an Annual Recom- 
penfe for their Trouble. 

It by this Recommendation it is intend- 
ed that an actual Survey fhould be taken 
every Three Months, by examining and 
afcertaining feparately the whole of the 
Provisions and Victualling Stores remain- 
ing in the feveral Storehoufes at London 
and the Out Ports, it would, in Time of 
War, be utterly inpracticable to effect it, 
the Receipts and HTues being incelTant, and 
the ordinary Duties of the Service necef- 
farily requiring the conftant Attention of 
all the Officers. 

In Times of perfect Tranquillity, actual 
and correct Surveys are frequently taken, 
and it is a Standing Order of this Office, 
that they fhall be takenTwice in every Year, 
which, however, even during Peace, can. 
not be regularly obferved. 

But if, as appears to us to be the Cafe, 
the Surveys propofed are meant to be takan 
ftom Accounts, and not from the Stores 
themfelves, they will afford no further In- 
formation or Check than what is derived 

from

from the Accounts oF Remains tranfmit- 
ted Weekly to the Board by the Agents 
and Storekeepers refpeftively. 

It has not been cuftomary, nor does it 
appear to us to be expedient, to fend any 
Officers from London, the Checks which 
have long been eftablilhed, and uniformly 
practifed, being in our Opinion, fully 
adequate to every Purpofe of Controul. 

This Eftablifhment has, in moll Re- 
fpects, been completed. 

A Meafure which, we conceive, would 
be highly proper, but as the Salaries of 
the Officers enjoying this Privilege are 
very fmall, and the Culfom has fo long 
prevailed, as to render its being confidered 
in the fame Point of View with a regular 
Emolument, it may be reafonable, in the 
Event of its Abolition, to make them fome 
Compenfation. 

Under the piefent Conftitution of the 
Board, Two of the Commiffioners (One cf 
whom is the permanent Chairman, and who 
continues to prefide over the whole Efta- 
blifhment) have, diftinctly, the Superin- 
tendence of the Cafh and Store Accounts ; 
another Commiffioner directs the Depart- 
ment of the Hoytaker ; and the remaining 
four are attached to branches of manufacture. 

In the Execution of their refpective 
Duties, we prefume it never was under- 
ftood or intended that an actual clcrklike 
Attentton, or a regular, daily, and unre- 
mitting Attendance, with real practical 
Skill and Knowledge, could or fhould be 
expe£led from them. 

To each Officer in the Cafh and Store 
Departments a fuperior Officer is attached, 
to whom the Commiffioners principally 
look for the proper condutting of the Bufi- 
nefs therein, and, at the fame Time, have 

fuch 
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That the refpective 
Commiflioners be ex- 
empted forthwith from 
all Superintendence of 
feparate Departments : 



fuch Communication with them as to be 
fully informed of the State of their refpec- 
tive Concerns. 



That the Chairman 
do continue to prefide 
ever the whole Efta- 
blifhment : And 



That the other Six 
Commiffionersbeform- 
ed into Two Commit- 
tees, one of Correfpon- 
dence and Cafh, and the 
other of Stores. 



In like Manner the Bufinefs of Hoy- 
taking, and each Branch of Manufacture, 
is conducted by Officers under the refpective 
Denominations of Hoytaker ; Clerks of the 
Brewhoufe, Cutting-houfe, and Dry Stores; 
Mafter Brewer and Mafter Cooper ; to whom 
the Commiflioners attached to thofe De- 
partments refer, not only for the general 
good management of them, fo far as refpefcts 
the daily and unremitting Attendance, but, 
in a more efpecial Degree, for the practical 
Skill and Knowledge neceffarily required. 

And from the conftant Intercourfe which 
has been, and is maintained between the 
Commiffionei s and the Officers at the Head 
of the different Branches, we truft that very 
material Advantage has refulted. 

This Superintendence of the Board over 
the refpective fubordinate Departments is, 
we conceive, conformable to the ancient 
Syftem of the Office, and appears to us 
to poffefs every Effect: effential to their due 
Regulation, and proper and complete Ma- 
nagement. 

By abolifhing fuch Syftem, and placing 
the different Branches under the propofed 
Committees, we do not think that any fu- 
perior Advantages can be attained, either in 
refpect to practical Skill and Knowledge, 



or 
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or to regular, daily, and unremitting At- 
tendance ; for, in the prefent State of the 
Office, if any Inattention appears, the 
Blame is imputable to a particular Perfon ; 
but where Numbers are concerned, it may 
happen that the Bufinefs ot the Whole 
may be regarded as attaching to no Perfon 
individually, and thus Neglect may pro- 
bably be pa{Ted by unnoticed. 

With refpecl to the propofed Meafure 
«f forming the Board into Two Com- 
mittees, we do not think that any Utility 
can be derived from its Adoption. 

According to the prefent Practice, all 
Matters are fubmitted to, and determined 
upon by the Board at large, which, by 
having the Advice and Opinion of the 
feveral Commiffioners, not only renders 
their Decifion lefs liable to Incorreclnefs, 
but gives Facility to the tranfa&ing of the 
Public Bufinefs, and prevents any material 
Interruption of it by the Sicknel's or Ab- 
fence of any of the Members. 

But by the Formation of Committees 
Three Commiffioners could only be ap- 
propriated to each ; and, in the Event of 
Sicknefs or Abfence, the Bufinefs, if not 
materially impeded, might be inconfide- 
rately, or otherwife improperly, decided 
upon, and the fubfequent Approbation of 
it might devolve to the fame Commif- 
fioners acting as a Board. 

Under which Confideration, and from 
the Experience we have had, efpecially 
during the Whole of the prefent War, of 
the Practicability and Effect of carrying 
on the general Bufinefs of the Office in 
the Manner it now is, we are of Opinion, 
that no Innovation or Alteration of the 
prefent Syftem would be attended with 
any beneficial Effects to the Public Ser- 
vice. 

That the. Chairman This we conceive to be neceffary and 
be vefted with Powers proper, 
to execute Secret Ser- 
vices. U u One 
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That Four of the 
Commiflioners be Per- 
forts who have ferved 
in His Majefty's Navy. 



That the Office of 
Secretary be attached 
to the Board at large. 



That the Articles 
of Oil and Vinegar be 
not in future entruft- 
ed to the Hoytaker, 
but placed under the 
Charge of the Store- 
keeper. 

That a RegiHer of 
all pending Accounts, 
of all Accounts and 
Balances in Arrear, and 
of all Accounts unde- 
livered, though due, be 
laid conftantly upon 
the Table of the faid 
Committee. 

That every Com- 
miffioner do have a 
Right to call lor any 
Paper or Account, 
fuch as arc of a fe- 
cret Nature only ex- 
cepted. 

That the Balances 
due upon any Ac- 
countant's own State- 
ment be paid directly 
to the Treafurer of the 
Navy. 



One of the Commiflioners has generally 
been taken from the Lift of Captains in the 
Navv. for the Purpofe of fuperintending 
the Hoytaker's Department ; and there are 
at prefent Tour other Members, who have 
alfo ferved in His Majefty's Navy. 

This Regulation is apparently founded 
on the Prcfumption of the Board being 
formed into Committees, and the indi- 
vidual Superintendence of the different 
Bunches aboli flied — Upon any other Prin- 
ciple its Adoption does not appear to us to 
be necelTary. 

Thefe Species were, in the Month of 
July 1788, removed from the Hoytaker 
to the Charge of the Clerk of the Brew- 
houfe, who has alfo the Care of fundiy 
other Piovifions. 



It would not be practicable, in Time 
of War, to keep a Rcgifter to this Extent ; 
nor if it were, do we forefee any Benefit 
that would enfuc therefrom. 

The Adoption of this Regulation is alfo 
probably rendered unneceffary by the Mea- 
lures already purfued relative to the Col- 
lection of all Debts due to the Crown, as 
Hated in our Firft Remark. 

This Power we think fhould continue 
to reft with the Board, and has never been 
denied to any Member regularly applying 
for it. 



It is the invariable Practice to call upon 
all Accountants for the Payment of fuch 
Balances, immediately upon 'the Delivery 
of their Accounts into Office. 
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That the Eflablifn- At the Time this Regulation was pro- 
ment at Deptford be pofed, or rather when the Inquiries which 
upon the Footing of created it were entered into, nearly the 
an Out Port, with Whole of the Victualling Department at 
an Agent Victualler, the Port of London had been recently re- 
Storekeeper, and Clerk moved from Tower Hill to Somerfet 
of the Cheque. Place and Deptford ; and confequently no 

regular Eftiblifhment at the latter Place 
had then been formed. Before, however, 
this Period, it was in a Degree upon the 
Plan of an Out Port, having an Agent 
Victualler, Storekeeper, and Affifiant 
Clerk 01 the Cheque; but by an Order 
of the Right Honourable the Lords Com- 
miflioners of the Admiralty, dated the 
29th of February, 1788, the Two former 
Offices were abolifhed ; the Agent was 
created Superintendant of Victualling Af- 
fairs at Deptford (and fince alfo of the 
Mills at Rotherhithe) and the Storekeeper 
re-appointed to an Office he formerly 
held, under the Title of Clerk of the 
Brewhoufe. 

The Duty of the Superintendant com- 
prehends only the Superintendence and 
general Direction of the whole Eftabliih- 
ment, under the Orders and Controul of 
the Board ; and the Clerk of the Brew- 
houfe is charged with and accountable 
for all fnch Provifions and Stores as are 
not included in either of the feveral 
Branches of the Cutting Houfe, Dry Stores, 
and Cooperage. 

As Deptford is the Place where the 
Whole of fome Articles of the Victual- 
ling, and in others the greater Part, muft 
primarily be provided aud depofited, and be 
afterwards diflributed to the feveral Out- 
ports, for the due Supply of His Majefly s 
Fleets, the Charge upon One Perfon, ui 
the Character of Storekeeper, would be 
immenfe ; and as in the prcfent Eftablifh- 
ment at that Place, every Officer in his 
U u 2 refpectivc 
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That each of the 
Three Officers before- 
mentioned be allowed 
an Houfe, in order that 
they may refide con- 
ftantly on the Spot. 

That One Board he 
held by the Commif- 
fioners at Deptford, at 
leaft every Fourteen 
Days during Peace, and 
within every Seven 
Days during War, by 
which Means " every 
" Officer and Clerk 
'* -will be under the 
" Eye of, and have 
" free Accefs to each 
" Commiflioner." 

That no Apprentice 
be allowed to any Per- 
fon who receives an 
Annual Salary ; but 
that the moll deferving 
Artificers be permitted 
to take an Apprentice. 



refpe&ive Situation, whether Clerk of the 
Brewhoufe, Cutting Houfe, or Dry Stores, 
or Mafter Cooper, is obliged to pafs Ac- 
counts in the Offices of the Accountants 
for Cafh and Stores in London, precifely 
in the fame Manner, and under the fame 
Cheques and Controul as the Sorekecpers 
at the Out Ports, which are thereby ren- 
dered more fimple and correct than could 
be poffibly done underOne Storekeeper, we 
are fully convinced of the Expediency ot 
its continuing upon its piefent Footing. 

There arc now Eight Houfes erected on 
the Victualling Premifes at Deptford, 
which are in the Occupancy of the Super- 
intendent, Clerk of the Cheque, Hoytaker, 
Clerk ot the Brewhoufe, Mailer Brewer, 
Clerk of the Cutting Houfe, Clerk of the 
Drv Stores, and Mafter Cooper. 

This has been the Practice ("though 
not to the Extent propofed) in Time ot 
Peace, and has undoubtedly had its Ufe, 
but during War it would be utterly im- 
practicable ; and even if the Reverfe was 
the Cafe, we think that the frequent oc- 
cafional Vifits of One or Two Members 
would be far more efficacious than regu- 
larly holding a Board, as it would not only 
conduce to perfonal Infpection and At- 
tention, but bring every Officer and Clerk 
under the View of fuch vifiting Members, 
and at the fame Time afford them an Op- 
portunity of free Accefs. 

The only regular Apprentices in the 
Service of this Department are thofe 
employed in the Cooperages at Dept- 
ford, Portfmouth, Plymouth, and Chat- 
ham, confiding in the whole of Thirty- 
two in Number, and they are allowed 
to the refpeclive Mafter Coopers, Fore- 
men, and Lords of the Cooperage, in 
Proportion to their feveral Degrees of 
Rank. , 

The Clerk of the Dry Stores at Dept- 
ford, and Foremen of the Bakers at the 

different 
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different Bakehoufes at the Port of Lon- 
don and the Out Ports have, however, 
fome Advantage from Servants (but which 
do not exceed about a dozen in the whole) 
who are entered as Idlemen. and Board- 
men at the Ovens, and paid for what they 
actually earn ; but, except in One Inftance, 
they are not regularly indentured, but con- 
fidered merely as Servants whilft the 
Ovens are at Work. 

We know of no Inflance of " able 
" Perfons being difcharged to create Va- 
" cancies for Apprentices," except re- 
taining the Coopers Apprentices upon a 
Reduction of Numbers may be fo deemed; 
on every other Occafion it is particularly 
guarded againft. Many very able and 
fkilful Men are raifed in the feveral Cooper- 
ages from Apprentices, and from the 
low Salaries allowed to Mafler Coopers, 
and daily Pay to the Foremen and Lords 
of the Cooperage, fome Addition appears 
to us to be neceffary for retaining good 
and efficient Men in thofe Stations, which, 
in refpecl to Mafter Coopers, is of very 
important, and to the other Officers of 
confiderable Truft; and as a material 
Addition to their Salaries would not 
prove more than an adequate Compen- 
fation for the Earnings of their Appren- 
tices in Time of War, (which forcibly 
ilimulate the Mailers to Diligence and 
Exertion) we are of Opinion that the 
Regulation propofed would not be at- 
tended with Advantage to the Ciown, 
and might not be fo fatisfa£lory to the 
People interefted, who frequently have 
Sons and other near Relations whom 
they wifh to bring up to their own 
Bufinefs. 

Similar Obfervations apply to the 
Bakers Servants, except inafmuch as they 
attach to the Clerk of the Dry Stores, 

who, 
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That trie Brewhoufe 
and Mills be removed 
to Deptford directly. 



That a Canal be in- 
troduced into the Pre- 
mifes at Deptford. 



who, not being bred to the Bufinefs, nor 
having the executive Management (though 
Superintendence) of the Bakehoufe, ought 
not, in our Opinion, to be permitted to 
have or receive any Advantage from Ap- 
prentices or Servants. 

The Brewhoufe is now at Deptford, and 
the Beer, together with the Materials tor 
making it, have, in confequence, bee:n 
removed, from under the Charge of the 
Matter Brewer to the Clerk of the Brew- 
houfe. 

But not any Mills have been erected at 
this Place, owing to Want of Room, the 
Hazard attending Steam Engines, the 
Want of a Stream for working a Water 
Mill, and the great Danger of Accident 
by Fire to the Premifes at large, irom the 
considerable Stock of Bavins that muft be 
placed there, in the Event of the Ovens 
being removed, with the Mills from Ro- 
therhithe. 

Until very lately a Wind Mill remained 
at Deptford, but it has recently been pulled 
down by Order of the Admiralty, the Ex- 
pence of maintaining it being greater than 
the Benefit derived from it. 

The Expenfe of forming a Canal on 
the Premifes at Deptford was perhaps the 
principal Reafon for not carrying it into 
Execution. 

Other Difficulties, probably infuperable, 
occur now ; for as, according to the Re- 
port of our late Surveyor, there is either 
a Quick Sand, or Strata of Moor Logg, 
under every Part of the Ground where it 
has been dug to any Depth, it would be 
impoflible to keep up the Ground, loaded 
as it now is with Storehoufes, Brewhoufe, 
and other Buildings ; befides, as the Wharf 
of the Canal muft be the fame Height as 
the Wharf to the River, which is about 
Six Feet higher than the prefent Sur- 
face of the Ground, the Buildings, being

on fuch Level, are too low for the Sides 
of the Wharf of the propofed Canal, 
which ought to correfpond with the Level 
of the adjoining Building. 

In the Victualling Stores, Beer is not 
an Article under the Charge of the Of- 
ficers of the Revenue, and is therefore 
iffuable at all Times without Obflruction ; 
but the Removal of Wine or Spirits can 
never take Place, until a written Applica- 
tion has been made by us to the Cornmif- 
lioiiers of the Excife and Cuftoms, and 
their Permiffion, and confequent Direc- 
tion, obtained. 

It would certainly prove of particular 
Convenience, efpecially in Times like the 
prefent, of active and urgent Services, to 
have thefe Difficulties removed, and which 
we have endeavoured to accomplifh, but 
ineffectually, the before-mentioned Boards 
declining to deviate from the Regulations 
under which thefe Articles are lflued horn 
our Stores, upon the Ground that it would 
be inconfiftent with the due Security of the 
Public Revenue. 

The Execution of this Service is now 
under the immediate Direction of the 
Tranfport Board ; and a Requifition of the 
Nature fuggefted is always made to them, 
whenever the Occafions of the Service re- 
quire the Employment of any Victuallers. 

A Certificate is alfo forwarded to the 
Tranfport Board, as foon as the Victu- 
allers are laden, of the Tonnage they have 
on Board ; and the Owners are not al- 
lowed to receive Payment ot the Freight, 
until a further Certificate is produced 
from this Office, that the Maflcrs have 
duly accounted for the Difpofal of their 
refpefctive Cargoes. 

Before the Tranfport Board was ap- 
pointed, we had adopted the Plan recom- 
mended, of applying to the Commiffioners 
of the Navy tor the Hire of Veffels of the

In confequence of the Aft of Parlia- 
ment of the 37 Geo. III. Chap. 26. for 
providing for the more fpeedy Payment 
of all Navy, Victualling, and Tranfport 
Bills, it is now the Practice, after the 
Accounts of Purfers have been finally 
paffed, and a Balance appears due to them 
thereon, to let the Account remain in 
Office for the Space of Three Months, 
and at the Expiration of that Period to 
make out Bills to them for the Amount of 
their refpeftive Balances, payable Ninety 
Days after Date, and bearing Intereft for 
that Time at the Rate of 3 \d. per Cen- 
tum per Diem, being rather more than 
Five and a Quarter per Centum per An- 
num. 

This Meafure we confider as highly 
expedient.

We do not judge it neceffary to make 
any Compenfation on this Head, particu- 
larly if the encreafed Prices propofed 
fhould eventually be allowed. 

The increafed Securities propofed appear 
to us to be proper, though we are never- 
thelefs doubtful that the Purlers would not 
always be able to find Perfons willing to 
undertake fuch confiderable Refponfi- 
bility. 

Bui we conceive the prefent Mode of 
making Inquiry as to the Sufficiency of the 
Perfons offered (which is done by the Head 
Aleffenger of the Office, under the Ifricleft 
Injunctions of Care and Accuracy) more 
likely to produce the dedrtd Effect, than 
by employing the Solicitor for fuch Pur- 
pofe, by which not only a confiderable 
Expenfe would be incurred, but great In- 
convenience would arife ; as trom the 
Circumftance of Purfers being frequently 
appointed to Ships ready, and on the Point 
of proceeding to Sea, more Difpatch in 
the Inquiry would be neceffary than the 
Solicitor could beftow. 

This Regulation does not come within 
the Province of this Office.

At prcfent the Demands of the Captain 
are grounded upon the Certificate of Re- 
mains figned by the Purfer; and all Re- 
ceipts for Money paid are directed, by the 
22nd Article of the general printed In- 
ftrudtions, under the Chapter of Purfer, 
to be witnclled by 1 wo Commiflion or 
Warrant Officers. 



The Addition propofed, we think, would 
have its ule ; but, as in the Cafe of extra 
judicial Oaths, no Perfon forfwearing him- 
felf can be rendered liable to Pains and 

Penalties 
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every Agent and Cor- 
refpondent, to the Ef- 
fect, that the Party 
hath himfelf examined 
the Account, to the 
Truth of which he

That the Commiffi- 
oners be empowered 
to adminifter any ad- 
ditional Oath to the 
Party, for the Detec- 
tion of bad Practices 
in Victualling or Ac- 
counting. 



Penalties, we deem it worthy of peculiar 
Confideration whether Meaiures fhould 
not be purfued to give due Weight and 
Efficacy to all Oaths made or taken, or 
purporting to have been made and taken, 
for or on Account of the Victualling 
Concerns of His Majefly's Navy, by 
making them, to all Intents and Purpofes, 
the fame as Oaths made and taken judici- 
ally. 

We perfectly agree in the Expediency 
of this Board being empowered to admi- 
nifter Oaths, convinced that, under the 
Condition of their being fubject to the 
Pains and Penalties of Perjury, very efTen- 
tial Benefit would refult therefrom ; and 
we beg Leave, therefore, ftrongly to fug- 
gelt, the Propriety of authorifing not only 
the Commiffioners of the Victualling at 
London, but alfo their feveral and ref- 
pective Agents ;t the Ports of Portfmouth, 
Plymouth, Chatham, and Dover, or, in 
their Ablence, their refpective Firft Clerks, 
to adminiller, without Pee or Reward, 
Oaths relating to the Victualling to all 
Perfons having Occafion, and applying to 
make and take them ; and that no Oaths 
but thofe fo made and taken be received 
at any of the Victualling Offices, for the 
Puipofe of effablifhing or confirming any 
Vii mailing Document or Account what- 
ever, unlets the Party making the fame 
(hall alfo (upon Oath) therein declare, that 
his then Refidence is diflant fiom London, 
and each and every of the Ports of Portf- 
mouth, Plymouth, Chatham, and Dover, 
more than Twenty-five Mile*' ; that he has 
never had an Opportunity of making and 
taking fuch Oath, either before the Com- 
miffioners of the Victualling at London, 
or their Agents or Firft Clerks at either of 
the Out Ports ; and laltly, that no Oath 
made at a Diftance from London, or the 
other Victualling Ports before mentioned,

and tending to authenticate Victualling 
Accounts, be received in any of the Of- 
fices, unlefs actually taken before and fub- 
fcribed by a Juftice of the Peace, with the 
Addition of his full Name and perfect 
Defcription, that if neceffary he may be 
traced. 

Upon what Ground this Meafure is 
fuggefted does not appear to us. In our 
Opinion, no Defcription of Men are bet- 
ter (if fo wellj qualified and fuited to the 
Office of Agents for the Victualling, than 
the Perfons here profcribed ; and we are 
perfuaded, that if they were confidered as 
abfolutely difqualified for the Situation, 
great Diftrefs would, in a variety of Cafes, 
arife to the Public Service ; tor in the 
Event of a Fleet being obliged to put into 
a Foreign Port in Want of Provifions, the 
Puifersmuff, according to the Regulation 
propofed, be individually employed to 
provide the Supplies wanted for the Ships 
to which they refpeftively belong, inftead 
of one Perfon taking the bell Advantage 
of the Market, and thereby excite a 
Competition againfl each other, to the 
ferious Detriment of the Crown, not only 
in Point of Expenfe, but in other Ref- 
pefts equally important, Goodnefs of Qua- 
lity, Regularity, and Difpatch. 

This Regulation does not come within, 
our Province. 



The Evil which gave Rife to this Sug-

In the Year 1792 'a general Survey was 
made at the refpecfive Out Ports by Two 
Commiffioners, who were each allowed 
for their refpective Expenfes at the Rate 
of One Shilling and Nine Pence per Mile 
for the Number of Miles they necefTarily 
travelled upon the Public Service for tra- 
velling Charges, and Forty Shillings per 
Day for Subfiltence during the Time they 
were abfolutely employed upon fuch Ser- 
vice ; fince that Period the Exigencies of 
the Public Service have not admitted of a 
Repetition of the Meafure, though we are 
fully perfuaded of its Propriety and Ufe- 
fulnefs, 

The Money iffiied from the Exchequer 
for Services attached to this Department 
does not form any feparate Fund, but is 
kept under the different Heads of Ninety 
Day Bills, Bills of Exchange, NecefTary 
Money, and Victualling Services, for each 
of which it is immediately and exprefsly 
granted. 

By this Arrangement not only the Ac- 
counts are rendered more clear and diflinft, 
but the Payments are made with greater 
Facility and Precifion, whereas if the pro-

With regard to the Fund denominated 
Old Store Money, it is conftituted of Sums 
of Money arifiug from Time to Time from 
the Sale of old and defective Provifions 
and Stores, from Offal, and from the Pay- 
ment of Debts of various Defcriptions* 
due to the Crown upon Tranfaclions re- 
lating to this Department, The Whole is 
paid immediately into the Hands of the 
Treafurer of the Navy, where, in like 
Manner with all other Monies relating 
to Victualling Concerns, it remains until 
the Wants of the Service require its Ap- 
propriation, as well in Difcharge of Bills 
of Exchange, Neceffary Money, and other 
Defcription of Ready Money Bills, as in 
the Payment of Salaries -to the Commif- 
fioners, Officers, and Clerks. This Fund 
is not fuffered to accumulate to any con- 
Gderale Extent, but, on the contrary, is 
continually reduced to a very trivial Ba- 
lance. 

It may not be improper for us to add, 
that by our Patent we are authorized to 
pay our Salaries out of Monies veceived 
at the Exchequer or otherwife, and con- 
fequently can have no Inducement, beyond 
the Prevalence of immemorial Cuflom, to 
difcharge the fame out of the Old Store 
Fund, much lefs " to take Care that the 
*• Amount be more than fufficient for the 
" Purpofe." 

In the Expediency of this Prohibition 
we heartily concur; but with refpecT; to 
the propofed Regulation, we do not con- 
ftder ourfelves competent to fubmit any 
Opinion further, than by obferving that

This is a Meafure wbich apparently re- 
quires much Deliberation, and in which 
a confiderable Degree of Perplexity is ne- 
ceffanly involved. 

With the View of forming a due Con- 
ception of its Expcdi;ncy^ we have atten- 
tively confidered all the Circumftances 
which feetn to us to attach thereto. 

But lb many Objections arife to the 
Reception ot Fees, &c. efpecially by 
Officers fupei intending the Receipt of 
Stores, and the Difficulties which occur 
to their Abolition are at the fame Time f<> 
great, that we do not feel ourfelves com- 
petent to offer a decifive Judgment there- 
upon. 

In the Event, however, of Fees being 
abolilhed, we beg to fubmit, as our Opi- 
nion, that the Salaries propofed to be given 
in their flead are fufficient, and in fome 
Inflances to a very ed'ential Degree. 

No Alteration has been made in the 
Mode of providing the Stationary for the 
Ufe of this Department; and not knowing 
upon what Principles, or under what Re- 
gulations the different Articles are fup- 
plied from the Stationary Office, we have 
not the Means of forming any Opinion of 
the Propriety of the Meafure fuggelled. 

Since the Month of July 1795, the 
Poflage of no Letters whatfoever, either 
inwards or outwards, to or from the Com- 
miffioners, Officers, or Clerks, has been 
allowed to be placed to the Public Ex- 
penfe, unlefs bona fide upon the Public 
Service.

But Superannuation is and has been fre- 
quently allowed, by the Direction of the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty 
to deferving Perfons, in Cafes of Age, 
Incapacity, and Length of Service. 

The Whole ot this Regulation being 
connected with the Propofal for abolilh- 
ing Fees, we have nothing to offer in Ad- 
dition to our Ohfervations thereupon, ex- 
ceptor being clearly convinced that all 
Delcription of Fees, whether applied to

quire. 

Every Accommodation is, therefore, 
afforded them in this RefpeCt ; and were 
they inclined to be wantonly troublefome 
in demanding Bills for lefs Sums than 
their Occafions or Convenience war- 
ranted (whicb, under the prefent Mode 
of paying Bills, does not feem likely to 
be the Cafe) we do not apprehend that 
the fmall Duty of One Shilling impofed 
upon each Bill would either operate as 
a Preventive, or produce much Benefit 
to the Puolic Revenue.

Upon Reference to the 5th Report 
alluded to, we do not find that any ex- 
prefs Alteration in this Refpeft has been 
propofed ; but we inter, from foine Ob- 
fervations, that the Commiffioners of 
Inquiry have recommended, that each 
CommifTioner fhould have a Right of 
Nomination in his Turn, by which 
Means, it is flated, " they will be en- 
** abled to introduce Perfons properly 
" qualified, and the Clerks fo intro- 
" duced be excited to Emulation and 
" Exertion by the Profpecl afforded 
" them of fucceeding to Vacancies in 
" Rotation, according to their Merits." 

We cannot, however, conceive that the 
Circumltance of each Member of the 
Board having a Nomination in turn, can 
tend to the Introduction of Perfons bet- 
ter qualified, or that the Clerks fo intro- 
duced will be excited to more Emula- 
tion or Induftry than thofe appointed bv 
the prefent Method of each Commif- 
fioner nominating (fubject to the Ap- 
probation and Appointment of the Board) 
to Vacancies in the Branch over which he 
prefides. 

On the contrary, as each CommifTioner 
is interefted for the Benefit and Welfare, 
and refponfible for the good Conduft of 
his own immediate Department, it becomes 
particularly incumbent upon him to intro- 
duce fuch Clerks only as are properly 
qualified. ■

But were an open Patronage to be efta- 
blilhed, we are perfuaded that it would 
counteract the Power of forming a compe- 
tent Judgment of Merit, and of giving it 
that Promotion to which it might juftly be 
entitled. 

It is contrary to the eflablifhed Regula- 
tions of this Office to make any Allow- 
ance to Officers and Clerks for tranfaSinj 
any Bufinefs which can be performed in 
the dated Hours of Office. 

But whenever Accounts and other 
Documents are called for by Parliament, or 
otherwife, and demand peculiar Exertion 
and extraordinary Attendance in their 
Preparation, we are of Opinion, that the 
Officers and Clerks employed thereupon 
are juftly entitled to a moderate Remune- 
ratioa for their extra Labour ; and it is, 
therefore, the Cuftom to allow them re- 
fpeftively at the Rate of Seven Shillings 
for every Three Hours which they fhall 
neceffariiy and actually be employed over 
and above the common official Hours; but 
when the Work can abfolutely be per- 
formed in the ftipulated Time of ordinary 
Attendance, without impeding the current 
Bufinefs, we concur in Opinion that not 
any extra Allowance ought to be made. 

This Regulation is alfo connected with 
the propoled Increafe of Salaries, and, 
fubjeel to fuch Event, appears to us to be 
expedient. ,

H E Commiflioners of Inquiry, in their Seventh Report, 



have left a very unfavourable Account of the Situation 
of this Office at that Period, 17S3 ; but it appears that a 
new Eftablifhment has been lately formed, partly by Order 
of Council, and partly by Orcicr of the Lords Commiflioners 
of the Admiralty, accommodated to the Change which has 
taken place in the Nature of the Bufinefs lince the Report of 
the Commiflioners of Inquiry. 

§ i. It appears from the Remarks of the Commiflioners of 
Sick and Hurt, upon the Report of the Commiflioners of 
Inquiry*, and alfo from the Evidence of Doclor Blair-}-, 
one of the Commiflioners refpe&ing the Reform recom- 
mended by the Commiflioners of Inquiry, that in this new 
Eftablilhrnent many of the moft material Regulations fug- 
gefted by them have been carried into Effect ; that the old 
Balances, which were £.6,341. 4J. in 1788, were reduced 
to £.412. 4s. nd. which is ftill unrecovered, only becaufe 
feveraJ of the Parties from whom that Sum remains due, or 
their Representatives, are not now to be found : That the 
Agents of this Department are made to give Security where 
ever the Truft feems to require it : And that the Fees taken 
at this Office, of which a Table is fubjoined to the Commif-

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(loners Remarks, are carried to the Public Account, and 
tixed Salaries paid Quarterly to the Clerks in lieu of all 
Gratuities. 

The Recommendation of the Commiffioners of Inquiry, 
that Admirals, as well as other Officers, Ihould produce a 
Certificate from this Office that no Impreft (lands againft 
them, before they receive Pay, has not been adopted ; the 
Commiffioners, however, fay that no R'eafon appears why 
Admirals Ihould be excepted. Very material Alterations 
have taken place refpecting Seamen's Tickets, in confequence 
of the Statute. 32 Geo. 3. ch. 33. 

The Commiffioners of Inquiry recommended a greater 
Simplification of the Accounts of this Office; upon which, 
the Commiffioners of Sick and Hurt now ftate their Opinion 
to Your Committee, that the Accounts are as much Ampli- 
fied as the complex Nature of them will admit. It appears, 
however, from Doctor Blair's Evidence, that no general Al- 
teration has been made in the Mode of keeping thefe Ac- 
counts, and that Improvement is much wanted, particularly 
in the Means necefTary to be employed for the Purpofe of 
detecting the Fabrication of Vouchers, Certificates, and 
Affidavits. The Production of clear Accounts in this and 
every other Inftance of great Public Expenditure is lb im- 
portant, that Your Committee cannot urge the Neceffity of 
this Meafure too ftrongly. This is the more incumbent upon 
the prefent Commiffioners, becaufe it appears that their new 
Eftablifhment has been formed upon the moft liberal Scale. 

§ 2. In the Return made of this new Eftablifhment *, it is 
ftated, that the Amount of the Net Receipt of Salaries is 
£.6,074. 8j. 6d ; that the Increafe fince 1782 is £.3,487. Is, 
and the Diminution only £.465. It alfo is ftated, in an 
Abftracl of the Eftablifhments, that in the Years

So that there are Five Officers added, and the Amount of 
Salaries nearly doubled ; although the Care of the Prifoners 
in Health was removed from this Board to that of Tranfports, 
in 1796. 

On this Increafe Your Committee deCre to be underftood 
to give no Opinion lb foon after the Commencement of the 
Eftablifhment ; they only urge it as a Motive for great Atten- 
tion on the Part of the Officers in their different Departments, 
and for the Application of Correctnefs in the Regulation of 
their Accounts. The actual Expenfe incurred for the Sick 
and Hurt in the Year 1797, amounted to £440,170. 10s. yd. 

Your Committee having, in the Return of Accounts from 
the Navy Office, which include the Expenfes of the Sick and 
Hurt Office, remarked certain Articles which appeared to 
them to require Explanation, proceeded to call the Firft Clerk 
of the Foreign Department in the Sick and Hurt Office*, 
whofe Examination contains an Explanation of the principal 
Articles which compofe the actual Expenfe of the Sick and 
Hurt Office in the Year 1797. The Board of Sick and Hurt 
have alio given an Explanation of the Articles of Expenfe 
in Queftion. 

The Contingencies and Incidents of this Office have in- 
created very much : In 1782 they were £.1,356. 155. 3^. 
in 1797 they were £.4,236. 8s. \d. The Realbns affigned 
may account fairly for the Difference. 

Your Committee have received Returns of the Eftablilh- 
ment of the Royal Hofpitals at Home, and of the different 
Naval Hofpitals Abroad. 

Supplement (D). 
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From thefe it appears, that at Haflar Hofpital the prefent 
Salaries amount to £.6,633. 19s. $d. Net Receipt, of which 
^.4,310. is additional fince 1782 : At Plymouth the prefent 
Salaries amount to £.3,760. 11s. Net Receipt, of which 
£.2,677. is. 6d. is additional fince 1782 : And that a new 
Hofpital has been formed at Deal during this War, the Sala- 
ries at which amount to £".1,154 05.6^. Net Receipt. 
Previous to this Eftablifhment the Buiinefs here was conducted 
as at fmall Ports ; viz. by allowing 6s. 8d. for each Cure, 
and is. a Day for Sick Quarters. Abroad, the Salaries of 
the Officers of Naval Hofpital* amounted in 1797 to £.5, 506. 
1 3*. gd. Net Receipt, of which there has been an Increafe 
of £".2,748. 1 1 5. ^d. and a Diminution of £.iSz, 10s. fince 
1782. The Increafe of Expenfe of Eftablifhment in our 
Hofpitals at Home, appears to have arifen from the Govern- 
ment of them being new modelled, and Governors having 
been appointed to them in 1795, with their Deputies, to 
fuperintend them conftantly, and reiide upon the Spot. As 
. the Lords of the Admiralty have hardly yet completed this 
Arrangement, Your Committee have only to remark, that 
the Expenfe is in itfelf confiderable, but as Attention to good 
Order, and to the Health of our Seamen, are reprefented to 
be Motives for adopting thcfe Meafures, They think it meri- 
torious in thofe who have the Superintendence of fo great a 
Naval Power to endeavour at the Rifk of a confiderable Ad- 
dition to our Expenditure, to put the Naval Hofpitals of this 
Country into a State which may afford the moft ample Relief 
to the Sick and Wounded of our gallant Seamen. 

The Increafe of Expenfe of Eftablifhment in our Hofpitals 
*■ Abroad, arifes from an Extenfion of our former Eftablifh- 
ments at Antigua, Gibraltar, Halifax, and Jamaica, and 
from the Addition of Two at the Cape of Good Hope and 
Mole Saint Nicholas. The Eftablifhment alfo, which at 
Lifbon in the Year 1782 confifted of a Surgeon and Agent, 
has been very much increafed, and has moved, as Circum- 

ftanccs 
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fiances made it neceffary, from Toulon to Corfica, from 
Cornea to Leghorn, and from thence to Lifoon. 

§ 3. Some general Obfervations arife from the Returns, 
which relate to all Departments of this Service. Amongft 
which it is to be obierved, that no Offices are allowed to be 
purchafed ; but there are Three Inftances in which Annuities 
are paid to the fuperannuated Officers by their Succeffors in 
Office*; and the Motives which have induced this Arrange- 
ment are detailed in Three diftincl Returns. Wherever this 
Practice is permitted, though particular Inftances may poffi- 
bly occur to juftify the Meafure, it can hardly fail inordinary 
Cafes to produce mifchievous Confequences ; becaufe colour- 
able Pretexts will always be found, and a Scene of bargaining 
for Succeffion may naturally be expected, by which Pait of 
the Salaiies derived from the Public are converted into Pen- 
fions, and a Temptation is afforded to the Succefibr in Office, 
againft which it was intended to guard by the Grant of li- 
beral Salaries. 

The Modes adopted for iupplying the Prifoners of War at 
Home and Abroad with Provifions and Neceffaries are de- 
tailed in the Examination of the proper Officer : And Copies 
of the Inftructions to Surgeons -j- for Prifoners of War 
Abroad, of a Contract for Provifions for Prifoners of War at 
Home, and of a Contract for victualling fick Prifoners of 
War Abroad, have been returned to Your Committee, which 
confirm the above Statements, and are calculated to promote 
the Purpofes of Humanity.. But as the Treatment of Pri- 
loners of War has recently undergone the feparate Inveftiga- 
tion of another Committee of this Houfe, it is not thought 
necefiary here to enter into any further Particulars of 
Detail.

EXPLANATION and CORRECTION of the foregoing 

ANSWERS. 

4th and 5th, THE general Practice of the Sick and Wounded 
Office, with refpeft to afcertained or acknowledged Balances due 
to the Crown, is to call on the Parties from whom fuch Balances 
are due to pay the fame into the Hands of the Treafurer of His 
Majefly'sNavy. 

It may be obferved that fince the Report of the Commiffioners of 
Inquiry, Balances have been paid into the Hands of the different 
Treafurers of the Navy, confiderably beyond the Sum mentioned 
in the faid Coramiflioners Report ; and it is prefumed there cannot 

be 
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be any Balances either afcertained on the parting of Accounts, of 
acknowledged by the Parties to be due to the Ciowri, but muft have 
been called for, except fuch Balances have been, by fome accidental 
Circumftances overlooked : but it fometimes happens that the Per- 
fon called on cannot immediately procure the Sum claimed ; and 
Time has frequently been granted, and the Party permitted to pay 
the Sum due by Inftalments ; in fome Inftances the Solicitor of the 
Admiralty and Navy has been defired to take the neceflary Steps to 
recover the Sums due. 

In the Courfe of one of my Vifrtations to the Prifons, I came 
accidentally to hear that a fmall acknowledged old Balance had not 
been called for. 

6th. The Commiffioners of Inquiry have dated, that Perfons 
upon whofe Integrity the greatefi Confidence has been placed, 
have abufed the Trull repofed in them, by participating in the Frauds 
which it was their Duty to have checked and prevented, and that 
the Facility with which Vouchers, Certificates', and Affidavits are 
obtained, enabled them to effeft their Purpofe with Eafe and Secu- 
rity. They proceed to obferve how much the Form and apparent 
Regularity of fuch Vouchers is relied on without duly appreciating 
their Authenticity, or the Credit which they deferve, a Negleft 
which they conceive in a great Meafure to arife from the Difficul- 
ties experienced in the Deteilion of Fraud, but in a ftill greater 
Degree from the little Succefs which hath hitherto attended the 
endeavouring to bring Delinquents to Punifhment. 

This is going to the Root of the Evil ; and the Improvement 
which I have ftated to be much wanted is, to ufe all poffible 
Means to dete£t the Fabrication of Vouchers, Certificates, and 
Affidavits, whenever fufpecled, and above all to bring detected 
Delinquency to Punifhment. 

In Two Inftances during the laft War, in Accounts with this 
Office to a confiderable Amount, Sufpicion arofe of the Authen- 
ticity of the Vouchers, and Steps were taking to bring the fuppofed 
Delinquents to Punilhment, which was prevented by the Parties 
abfconding.

7th. The Appointment of Surgeons and Surgeons Mates for His Majefty's Ships 
and Veffels. 

FURTHER OBSERVATIONS. 

Not any Retrenchment can be made in the Eltablifhment of this Office, without 
Detriment to the Public Service. It has ever been the Practice of the Commiffioners 
to reduce the Eftablifhment of the Office, as well as the Expenfe of the Departments 
under their Management, lb foon and to as great an Extent as the Good of the Public 
Service would admit. 

It.does not appear that any Improvements can be made, either in the Checks or 
Regulations of the Office.

WHO ftated, that the Sick Seamen Abroad are fupplied with 
Provifions and Neceffaries by Contract, wherever the Sick and 
Hurt Board have an Eftablifhment. Wherever there is a General 
Hofpital there is an Eftablifhment, but no Eftablifhment. where 
there is no Hofpital. 

Where there is no Eftablifhment, Provifions and Neceffaries are 
fupplied by the Surgeon and Agent upon the beft Terms that can 
be had. In one Inftance he recollects the Surgeon fupplied them 
bimfelf, but in general he make's an Agreement with fome Perfons 
on (he Spot. 

In Explanation of the Article of Bills of Exchange for Neceffa- 
ries, amounting to £.\ 13,000, as ftated in the Account before the 
Committee, " of the feparate Articles which compofe the actual 
Expenfe incurred for the Service of the Navy, in the Year 1797." 
Thofe Bills of Exchange are for the Provifions and NecefTaries 
furhifhed by Contract, and comprehend all Expenfes incurred. 
Abroad in general. 

The Bills of Exchange comprehend the Value of Provifions, 
Neceffaries, &c. furnifhed to Sick Prifoners Abroad, as well as the 
Salaries and other Expenfes of the Eflablifhment of the Board. 

In Explanation of the Articles for Medicines, viz- ^.27,851. 14*. 
he faid the Sum of £.20,025, include thofe furnifhed to all the 
Eftablifhments Abroad, and for the Sick on Board all His Majefty's 
Ships and\Veffels in Commiffion. The Expenfe on the latter 
Head is occafioned by a late Regulation efldblifhed at the Begin- 
ning of the Year 1797, for furnilhing each Ship with a Cheft of 
Medicines by an Order of the Board of Admiralty. Before that 
Regulation the Medicines were fupplied by the Surgeon, who now 
continues to fupply a certain Proportion according to an eftablifhed 
Scale. The public Supply is regulated in Quantity by a certain 
Scale according to the Rate of the Veffel, and the Average Com- 
plement of the Men, for which it is intended, and calculated to 
laft a Twelve-month. Accounts are kept in the Foreign Depart- 
ment, with every Surgeon, of the Expenditure of thofe Medicines, 
which Account inuft be paffed previous to his obtaining his Certi- 
fiqate for Payment from the Sick and Hurt. 

In Explanation of the Article in the faid Account, with Refpect 
to Lemon Juice*, valued at ^.29,580, in the Courfe of the laft 

* The Article of Lemon Juice has been introduced into the Navy during the prel'ent 
"War, as the rooft powerful Antifcorbutic in Nature ; the Quantity lupplied in the Year 
1797, with the due Proportion (One to Ten) of Spirits of Wine to prefcrye its Qualities, 
exceeded 50,900 Gallons.

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Year, Mr. Fifher faid, the moll confiderable Proportion of it is 
furniflied to the Victualling Board as an occafional Article of Diet 
for the Navy on particular Services ; the Remainder is iiTued by 
the Sick and Hurt Board to the Surgeons of the Navy to be ufed 
medicinally : And he delivered in an Explanatory Paper, intituled, 
" Heads of Expenfe for 1797, Sick and Hurt." 



Supplement (E.) 

RETURN of Doftor Lulman's Superannuation. 

Doftor Lulman, from a paralytic AfFeftion of his Thigh, finding 
his Attendance at the Office for Sick and Wounded extremely 
troublefome, wifhed much to retire on Superannuation from the 
Firft Commiffionerfhip, and Doftor Blair, at that Time Third Com- 
miflioner, and now Firft Commiflioner, -with the Knowledge of 
Sir William Gibbons, then Second Commiffioner, who declined 
applying for the Firft Commiflionerihip,. from the Idea that he 
fhould be a medical Man, agreed to fecure to Doftor Lulman fuch 
an Annual Payment as would make the Sum allowed him on his 
Superannuation £ . 300. Doftor Blair now pays Doftor Lulman 
on ,this Account £. 100 per Annum.

Sir, Royal Hofpital, Plymouth, gth March 1798. 

In anfwer to the Letter you Yefterday received from the Board of 
Sick and Wounded Seamen, in which, at the Inftance of the Seleft 
Committee of the Houfe of Commons, the Lords Commiflioners 
of the Admiralty require an Account to be given of the Allowances 
that are paid out of the Salaries of Officers in the Naval Depart- 
ment, I requeft you will pleafe to inform the Board of Sick and 
Wounded Seamen, &c. that from the Time of my Appointment 
as Steward of this Hofpital, which took Flace on the 2 1 ft of Auguft 
1794, I have allowed, and regularly paid by Quarterly Payments 

to 
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to my PredecefTor in Office, Mr. Abraham JefFery, the Sum of 
/ .20 per Annum. 

This Annual Income I have hitherto paid, and continue to pay, 
from the following Circumilance ; 

When Mr. JefFery was pad the Age of 73, and after he had been 
the One Halt of a Century in the Service, he fignifie'd to me, in 
•Confidence, having been 20 Years in his Office, and 17 Years his 
tirfl Clerk, that he was quite worn out — that it grieved him to fee 
me not only do my own Duty, but officiate for him alio — that he 
intended to folicit lor Superannuation — that he had no Doubt, from 
having been 50 Years in the Service, he fhould tic allowed to re- 
tire on his full Pay, and requeued me to exert my Intereft to get 
his Appointment. 

I folicitcd my Friends, and fticceedcd foon afterwards. The ofd 
Gentleman obtained his Superannuation, but was greatly fhocked 
to find he was allowed £ .50 per Annum only. He called upon me 
in the Office witb a broken Spirit, faid he was difappointed and 
reduced, and incapable at his Time, of Lite to fupport himfelf. 
I was deeply afflicted, made him a voluntary Offer to allow him 
£.20 per Annum for the Refidue of his Life, and for his Satisfac- 
tion employed an Attorney to draw up a legal Inftrument for the 
Purpofe, which I executed, and paid my Proportion of the Expenfe 
theieof. 

All that I directed to be inferied in my Favour in the Inftrument 
was. that in the Event of the Augmentation of his Penfion to ^\ioo, 
or £ .70 per Annum, I was to be abfolved from paying the £.10 
per Annum alluded to above. 

I have already paid the old Gentleman £.65, which he receives 
*vith Pain and Regret, well knowing that when is. 6d. in the 
Pound is deducted on account of the Civil Lift, my Salary of 
£.150 per Annum is reduced to/'.i38. 15s. and confequently that 
his Necelliiu-'s prefs hard upon me ; added to which, for nearly 
Three Years my Net Salary was but/". 96 per Annum. 

Mr. Abraham JefFery has latelv fent a Memorial to the Admiralty, 
praying an Increafc ot his Penfion, which has been retufed, on 
account of making a Precedent for fuch Increafc. The old Gen- 
tleman, however, is in Hopes that fince he will be Seventy-eight 
Years old in the next Month, and fince he has been a Servant of the 
Crown Fifty Years, the Lords Commiflioners of the Admiralty will 
itill grant his Petition, efpecially when it is confidered that there 
are few, if any, Inftances of a Man who has been fo long in the 
Service as he has been employed, and who can apply for an'lncreafe 
of Penfion from the Principle and Confederation that he has 
applied. ,

By the Commiflioners for taking Care of Sick and Wounded

INSTRUCTIONS to Surgeons for Prifoners of War in the 
Weft India Iflands. 

l.TTOU are to vifit the Prifon every Day, and finding any of 
X the Prifoners fo ill that it is neeeftary that they fhould be 
put into the Hofpital, you are to report in Writing to the Agent 
the Neceflity of removing them, who will give you a Ticket in 
Form No. 1. but thofe whofe Cafes are fo flight that they may 
without Danger remain in the Prifon, are to be attended there, 
and furnifhed with what Medicines may be neceffary for their 
Cure. 

2. The Sick are to be clafTed according to the Diforders, in the 
heft Manner the Hofpital will admit of ; and in cafe any inleftious 
Diforder fhould be obferved among the Prifoners, thofe who 
may be under that Circumftance are to be kept quite apart from 
the Reft. 

3. A progreffive Weekly Account, in Form No. 2. is to be 
tranfmitted to this Office as often as Opportunity offers ; and 
•when any Prifoners have been in the Hofpital more than Twenty- 
eight Days, a particular Account of their State of Health is to be 
forwarded with the Weekly Accounts. 

4. A regular Entry Book is to be kept of the Prifoners, who may 
from Time to Time be in the Hofpital, in Form No. 3. and when 
it is judged proper to return them to the Prifon, a Difcharge Ticket, 
in Form No. 4. is to be given to the Agent. 

5. You are at the End of each Quarter, viz. the 31ft of March, 
30th June, 30th September, and 31ft December, to fend us a 
complete Book of all the Prifoners Names who have been in the 
Hofpital at any Time during that Quarter, exprefling the Times 
of their Entry, Difcharge, Death, or Efcape, in Form No. 5, 
which faid Book is to be accompanied by the Tickets which you 
have received from the Agent with the Men, and at the End there- 
of is to be inferted your contingent Difburfements, and the Amount 
of your Salary, and an Ab It raft fhewing the whole Expenfe in- 
curred for the Sick, and an Affidavit, in Form, No. 6 ; and fimilar 
Quarterly Books, with like Vouchers, are to be tranfmitted for 

Soldiers 
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Soldiers of Marching Regiments, or other Troops, and an Affi- 
davit, in the Form No. 6, is to accompany each of them. 

6. A» the Prifoners are to be victualled during Sicknefs in 
the Manner particularized in the Contract, you are daily to fet 
down in a Book ,to be kept for that Purpofe, in Form No. 7, 
the Number of Men to. be victualled on the refpeftive Diets, 
which Book is to be given to the Agent, in order to his de- 
manding of the Contractor every Day a proper Quantity of 
Provifions. 

7. The Prifoners Bed and Body Linen, while they are in the 
Hofpital, are to be fhifted, the former once every Fortnight, and 
the Shirts every Fourth Day, or as often as you fhall defire. 

8. One Prifoner Nurfe will be allowed to every Ten Patients, 
for fuch Men only as require that Attendance, as Men on Reco- 
very, and certain Difordeis to be judged of by you, will not ftand 
in Need of that Affiftance ; and you are therefore to regulate, and 
ffgnify to the Agent from Time to Time the Numher of Nurfes 
which are wanting, giving him a Certificate when a Nurfe is en- 
tered or difcharged; and you are to note on the Weekly Account 
the Number of Nurfes employed. 

9. The Nurfes are to fweep and clean the Wards every Day. 

10. You are to take Care to give us fuch timely Notice of what 
Medicines, Drugs, &c. that may be wanted for the Ufe of the 
Sick and Wounded Prifoners of War, who fhall be fent to the 
faid Hofpital, and to affix to each Article the Quantities fo de- 
manded, that they may be prepared and fent from hence, to pre- 
vent the neceffity of purchaling ihem at ( where 
they muft be much dearer than in England ; and at every Time 
fuch Demand is. made, you aic to join with the Difpenler in a 
Survey of each Article, and to make a Report thereof to us, fpe- 
cifying in fuch Report what Fart of the Neceffaries are con. 
demned, and what Medicines and Neceffaries, which are fervice- 
able, are remaining in Store. 

If it fhall at any Time be abfohitely neceffary for Puichafes 
of Medicines or Neceffaries to be made at you 
are to reprefent the fame to the Commander in Chief of His Ma- 
jelly's Ships and Velfels, and fo foon as you receive his Orders, to 
procure the fame on the moft reafonable Terms in your Power, 
tranfmitting us Bills and Receipts for what you purchafe, the 
Receipts to be wineffed by Two credible Witneifes, and the 
Reafonablenefs of the Prices to be certified ; and you are to 
tranfmit us Copies of your Reprefentation to the Commander in 
Chief and his Orders in confequence, with the Accounts to which 
they relate. 

12. In cafe there are at any Time fo many Sick or Wounded 
Prifoners on Shore, that yourfelf with the Difpenfer cannot take, 

B b b 2 proper 
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proper Care of them, vou are to acquaint tbe Commander in Chief 
thereof in order to his appointing any of the Surgeons Mates of 
His Majefty's Ships, thut may then be in Port ; you are to tranf- 
mit us Copies of your Reprefentation, ami the Orders received 
in confequence, and when the Service does not any longer require- 
that Help, the Afliftant is to be uncharged, and Reafons rendered 
to us for the Time he is continued : When any Afliftant Surgeons 
are appointed, they are to be paid by you after the Rate of Five 
Shillings Sterling per Diem, their Receipts to be taken, and 
the Amount to be charged in your Account of Contingencies. , 

13. You are ironl Time to Time, as Supplies of Meaicines,. 
&c. arrive, to examine them jointly with the Difpenfer, ap. 
prove the good, reject ibe bad, and give us an Account of the 
one and the other by the fir ft Opportunity, and likewife of any 
Thing broke or damaged, and by what Means you judge it to 
have been done. 

14. You are at Liberty, at the End of everv Quarter, to 
draw uporv us for your Salary and contingent Difburfcments, 
which you are warranted to incur, included in One or more 
Drafts, the particular Sum for each Service to be fpecified 
therein, which Bills are to be attefted by the Flag Officer, 
Commander in Chief, or Senior Captain of His Majefty's Ship* 
or Veffels at and the Money fo taken up is to 
be upon the beft Exchange that can be had for the Benefit 
of the Crown, which Exchange is to be certified by Three of the 
principal Merchants of the Ifland ; and you are to fend all your 
Quarterly Accounts by the fame /Conveyance that you advife of 
your Drafts ; but if it fhould happen that the Accounts to which 
fuch Drafts relate cannot be fent for by the lame Conveyance, v.ou 
are to infert in the Letter of Advice all the Articles which make 
tip the Sum for which you have drawn, particularly fpecifying what 
has occafioncd any new or unufual (.barge; but it is hoped this 
will be feldom neceffary, bv your keeping your Accounts in fuch 
Korwardncfs as to be able to finilh them at a fhort Notice. 

15. You are to caufe the Wards of the Hofpital to be fprinkled^ 
as often as you judge necefrSry, with Vinegar. 

i>6. If you meet with any Difficulties in carrying on the Service,, 
you are conllantly to report the fame to the Agent.

~V7"OUR Committee, confidering it as an important Part 
of their Duty to inquire into all fuch Inftitutions as 
belong to our Naval and Military Eftablifhments, with a 
View to afcertain whether proper Regulations and Checks 
have been applied to their Expenditure ; and anxious in thole 
Inftances, which refleS the higheft Honour upon the Muni- 
ficence of the Nation, whilft they offer a well -merited Afylum 
to the brave Defenders of their Country, that no Means 
mould be mifapplied or diffipated, which ought to be devoted 
to fo noble a Purpofe ; have proceeded to require Returns 
from the Cheft of Chatham, and from the Royal Hofpitals 
of Greenwich and Chelfea. 

CHATHAM CHEST. 

The Office, called The Cheft at Chatham*, is ftated to 
have been eftablifhed in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 

• Supplement (A). 
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about the Year 1588, when many Seamen being hurt and 
maimed in the Service againft the Spaniards, petitioned Her 
Majefly for Relief, who directed the Lord High Admiral to 
take their Petition into Confideration ; in confequence of 
which, with the Advice of the Four principal Officers of the 
Navy, and by the Confent of the inferior Officers and Sea- 
men, it was agreed, that a Deduction of 6d. per Month 
lliould be made out of their Wages for this charitable Infti- 
tution ; upon which Bafis it has flood ever fince, without 
any confiderable Variation. 

The Governors of Chatham Cheft* have returned a de- 
tailed Account of the Eftablilhment for the Year 1798, with 
the Attendance and Duties of the Perfons employed by 
whomj and how appointed, with the Duration of Intereft, 
whether executed in Perfon or by Deputy ; with Salaries, 
Fees, Emoluments, and Deductions, and the Increafe and 
Diminution of Salaries, Officers, &c. fince the Year 1782 : 

Alfo, An Account of the Name and Rank of each Of- 
ficer-^, Clerk, &c. employed in managing the Cheft at Chat- 
ham, when elefted, and how ; their Net Receipt in Salary, 
Daily Allowance, or other Emoluments for 1797 ; and on 
the Average of the lad Three Years, with the other Employ- 
ments they hold under Government, and their Annual 
Value : , 

Alfo, An Account of the general Bill of Contingencies and 
Incidents belonging to the Office of the Cheft for the Years 
1782 and 1797 refpectively, diftinguifhing the principal 
Heads of Dilburfement, and the Amount of the Whole, 
and from what Fund paid, and up to what Period : 

Alfo, An Account of the Receipts of Money ^, as dif- 
tinguifhed under the feveral Heads of Defalcations, Intereft, 

• Supplement (A. 1.) f Supplement (A. 2.) % Supplement (A. 3.) 
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and Rents, which conftitute the Fund for the Support of the 
Cheft at Chatham. 

To thefe Documents Your Committee refer, as giving a 
very diftinct Account of the Nature and Management of 
this Inftitution. 

It appears from thence, that the Number of Penfioners in 
J782, was 4,197; in 1797, the Number was 5,762; and 
upon the z6th of March 1798, the total Number returned, 
was 6,400. When any of them recover from their Hurts, 
or are admitted into Greenwich Hofpital, their Penfions 
ceafe. The Revenues' of the Cheft, arifing from Rents and 
Intereft of Stock, amount at prefent to about £".26,000. per 
Annum, befides the Defalcations of 6d. per Month per Man, 
&c. which in the Year 1788 (being a Year of Peace) pro- 
duced only £. 6,608 ; but in the Year 1797, produced a 
Revenue to the Cheft of ,£.45,571. 

The Comptroller of the Navy, as a Supervifor of the 
Cheft, has communicated to Your Committee his Sentiments 
reipecling fome Regulations, which in the Opihion of Your 
Committee it may be very proper to adopt *, as they will 
confine the Bufinefs, at the Annual Meetings, within more 
precife Limits in regard to the Time employed in making the 
Payments, and confequently will reduce the Expenfe of 
Management, without preventing the Petitioners from re- 
ceiving every humane Attention to which they are juftly 
entitled. The Supervifor alfo propofes, that the Pay of the 
Purfers, who are Governors, fhould be reduced to that of 
the other Warrant Officers. It is very defirable that the 
Management of an Inftitution of this Nature fhould be in 
the Hands of Perfons of the lame Profeflion, who having 
contributed to thefe Funds during their Service, may be 
confidered as more entitled to that Situati6n. This Rule 

Supplement (A. 4.) 
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feems generally to have been obicrved in the Election of the 
Governors of the Cheft, and Your Committee are therefore 
not difpofed to animadvert upon their Number, which might 
otherwife appear greater than is abfolutely requjfite for the 
Management of the Funds of this Charity. 

GREENWICH HOSPITAL. 

This Hofpital was founded originally by the Royal Do* 
rations of King William and Queen Mary* ; and its Reve- 
nues coniift principally of the following Branches : Six Pence 
per Man per Month from all Seamen and Marines in the 
King's and Merchants' Service the Half Pay of certain 
Officers of the Hofpital j the forfeited and unclaimed Shares 
of Prize and Bounty Money; the Duties arifing from the 
North and South Foreland Light Houfes ; the Rents of the 
Market at Greenwich, and of Houfes there and in London ; 
the Rents and Profits of the Derwentwater Eftates, including 
Lead Mines, and of other Eftates purchafed in the North $ and 
the Intereft of Money inverted in the Public Funds : The total 
Receipt whereof for the Year 1797, was ^T.S 5,840. ids. q-d. 

The Directors of the Royal Hofpital at Greenwich have 
ftafed in their Return to your Committee, the Outlines of the 
Nature and Management of that Inftitution ; and the many 
other Duties which prefs upon the Attention of Your Com- 
mittee, prevent them from entering upon any very detailed 
Inquiry into thefe Statements, which, the Directors obferve, 
would require many Explanations, and much Time for them 
to prepare. Your Committee, however, think it proper, to 
recommend an occafional Examination of the Accounts of 
this Hofpital ; becaufe it appears by your Journals to have 
been the frequent Practice of former Parliaments, in Times 
when the Application of its Revenues, then comparatively

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(mail, was of much lefs Importance to the State than in the 
prefent increafed State of our Navy ; and becaufe alfo, the 
fame Journals record the not unfrequent Grants of Money in 
Aid of the Deficiency of the Funds of tlie Hofpital, a Cir- 
cumftance which may again recur, and may occafion fimilar 
Calls upon the Public Purfe. 

So great a Monument of the Charity and Munificence of 
the Nation, ought to be fupported with a proper Degree of 
Magnificence. Your Committee therefore, although they 
obferve that large Sums have been expended recently in 
rebuilding and ornamenting the Chapel, amounting to 
£. 62,571. 7J. \d. do not notice it with any View t» 
cenfure what the Directors term " a due Attention not 
" only to Convenience but to Appearance, in the Com- 
" pletion of an Eftablifhrnent fuperior to any other, and 
*• fuitable to the greateft Maritime Power that has exifted 
" in the Hiftory of Mankind ;" but with a Wifh to ob- 
ferve, that the moft correct Attention to the Completion 
of this noble Foundation, will lead the Directors to endea- 
vour, by a rigid CEconomy in the ordinary Adminiftration 
of its Funds, to diftribute its Benefits as far as poflible 
among the increasing Objects of its Charity. 

Your Committee, comparing the total Receipt for the 
Year 1797, viz,£\ 85,840. 16s. j%d', ({rom which £. 2,500 
is to be deducted as payable to Lord Newburgh) with the 
Number of In-Penfioners, who are cloathed, lodged, and 
maintained; viz 2,350, and 140 Nurfes, to which 2,000 
Out Penfioners (at £.7. per Man per Ann.) mud be added, 
are difpofed to form a favourable Opinion of its prefent 
Management *, and they truft that the Commiffioners, Gover- 

* One Hundred and Fifty Boys, the Sons of Seamen, alfo are educated for the Sea 
Service, and clothed and maintained out of a feparate Fund, chiefly arifing from the 
Profits of (hewing the Hofpital, and from a Saving upon the Allowance made to Pen- 
fioners in Money, who chufe to takt that in lieu of Proviiians. 
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nors, and Directors, will continue to confider it, as they 
exprefs themfelves, a facred Duty to adopt every practicable 
Improvement which may fuggeft itfelf in the Courfe of the 
Management of this valuable Charity, conformably to the 
Truft impofed by the Charter. The Balance in the Hands 
of the Treafurer varies neceffarily, but it is ftated to be as 
low as the Circumftances of large and fluctuating Receipts 
and Difburfements will allow, and that it amounted to 
£. 13,528. js. id. per Month, on an Average, in the Year 
1797. The Obfervation which Your Committee has already - 
made, as to the Propriety of confining the Appointment of 
Officers in Eftablifhments of this Nature to Men of the fame 
Profefflon with that which is the Object of the Charity, is 
ftrongly applicable to this Hofpital. 

As the Sixpenny Receiver's Office is a Branch of this 
Eftablifliment by a Grant from Parliament, Your Committee 
have alfo required a Statement of its Receipt and Expenditure. 
From theReturns received *, it appears that the Bufinefs of this 
Office has proceeded with little Variation for a Series of Years. 
Owing to the increafed Trade of the Country, the Receipts 
however have increafed in a fmull Proportion fince 1782, and 
the Bufinefs of the Office has propofed a certain Addition of 
Trouble -f , which has occasioned an additional Expenfe fince 
that Period of £ 100 a Year in Salary to the Clerks. It is 
obvious that the Eftablifliment of the Office may be reduced 
in the Inftance of any Clerkfhip executed by Deputy, as at 
prefent, making perhaps fome Compenfation to thofe on 
whom any additional Duty may devolve. 

The Grofs Receipt of this Office has fluctuated fince the 
Year 1782, from £.1 1,500 to£. 15, 485 {. The total Receipt 
for the Year 1797 was £. 13,533. 4s. The Average Annual 
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Amount of the Incidents is £.*,3$5- 17 J. \&. The parti- 
cular Ambunt, in 1797, was £.1,384. i$s. io\d. 

A Return has been alio made of the Receivers at the Out 
Ports of Great Britain, Ireland, America, Guernfey, and 
Jerky, with the Amount of the Grofs and Net Receipts, 
Commiffion and Incidental Charges, in the Year 1797 ; t» 
which a .Copy of the Inftru&ions to be obferved by 
them is annexed. And of this Return the following is an 
Abftract : 
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This Receipt, added to that of the Tort of London, and fome 
trifling Collections in fome of the Lcfler Weft India Ports, 
not regularly remitted on Account of their Smallnefs, make 
up the Total of the Monies received in this Office, which, 
after deducting the Contingencies, is paid over to the Trea- 
furer of Greenwich Hofpital. 

CHELSEA HOSPITAL. 

Refpecting the Conftitution of Chelfea Hofpital, Your 
Committee have received a Paper, intituled, " His Majefty's 
** Patent and Inftru&ions to the Right Honourable the 

** Lords 
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" Lords and other Commiffioners for the Affairs of Chelfea 
" Hofpital," containing the Defcription of the feveral Per- 
fons who are appointed Commifiioners for the Affairs ot this 
Hofpital, and the Powers and Authorities under which they 
ad: ; Six of whom, namely, the Two Paymafters General 
of His Majefly's Forces, the Two Comptrollers of the Ac- 
counts of the Army, the Governor and the Lieutenant 
Governor for the Time being*, are the Afting Commif 
fioners, and hold a Board once in every Month (or more 
frequently if the Bufinefs requires it) for the Examination 
of difcharged Soldiers recommended in the Chelfea Penfion ; 
for appointing fuch of them as may be judged fit to the 
different Garrifons in Great Britain ; and for the Direcliom 
Controul, and Management of all other Affairs relating to the 
Hofpital. 

The Eftablifhment of this Hofpital is upon an extenfive 
Scale f the Salaries and Emoluments of its Officers amounted 
to £.7,086. is. z\d. Net Receipt in 1797, without efti- 
mating the Value of their refpective Apartments, &c. Since 
1782, Attention has been paid to ftveral ftriking Articles 
of Expenfe which had crept into this Inftitution %. In the 
Salaries and Emoluments Your Committee find, fince that 
Period, feveral Alterations proceeding from this Attention, 
which produce a Diminution calculated at £.796. 14s. 6d 
per Annum ■, of which £.400 and upwards is lUted to arife 
from the Alteration of Eftablilhment relative to the Surgeon, 
by Minute of the Board, December 19th, 1796 ||. He has 
now £-5co per AnnufTl in lieu of Emoluments and Bills for 
Drefiings and Operations upon In-Pen fioners, and of ^.400 
per Annum in lieu of the fame for Out Penfioners during 
"War, but only £-ioo per Annum Six Months after a Defi- 
nitive Treaty of Peace, and during its Continuance. This is 
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in addition to the Salary of £.100 a Year, and £M. 1 is. in 
lieu of Table and Furniture, fothat his Salary and Emoluments 
are now £.1,066. 11s. with a Deduction of £.7. jos. for 
Taxes ; which Salary and Emoluments were upon an Average 
of the iaft Three Years £.1466. The Emoluments of any 
future Surgeon are to be £.1 700 per Annumduring the War, 
and £.500 per Annum during peace. The Emoluments of 
the Apothecary, whofe Salary is £.50, and his Allowance in 
lieu of Table £.27. gs. were £.799. 13s. being the Sur- 
plus of his Bills for Medicines beyond the Allowance for 
Medicines and Shop Expenfes ; but this Office is held by 
Patent for Life. 

An Increafe of Salaries and Emoluments to the Amount 
of £-26j. has taken Place; from which £.100, added 
to the Major's Salary, ought however to be dedu&ed, it 
having been paid at the War Office previous to the prefent 
Major's Appointment, and not being therefore a new Charge 
upon the Public. The other Augmentations are for increafed 
Duties, or for Compenfation on Account of proper Retrench- 
ments affecting the Intereft of the Individual Officer, parti- 
cularly in the Cafe of the Clerk of the Works, whofe Per- 
quifites were, previous to the Order of the Board 21ft June 
1793, of a Nature to produce Profufion. Before that Period 
the Practice of furnilhing the Apartments of the feveral 
Officers, and of fupplying them with various Houfehold 
Articles without ReiWtion, had been attended with great 
and increafing Expenfe, and was in its Nature liable to Abufe. 
The Board therefore ordered, June 21ft, 1793, that the 
future Provifion of thefe Articles, with refped to the prefent 
Officers, fhould be continued in moderate and reafonable 
Extent ; but that fuch Officers as mould be appointed in 
future, fhould have an Addition made to their Salaries and 
be deprived of this Privilege. 



In 
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In examining the general Account of the Expenditure of 
this Hofpital, the good Effects of the late Regulations ap- 
pear to be confiderable. The Artificers Bills, which in 1782 
were £-5,395. 8.r. yd. were in 1797 only ^.1,936. 8j. lo^d. 
being diminiihed by £.3,458. 195. %\d. The Average A- 
mount of Artificers Bills for Ten Years previous to 1793, was 
jr.4.,985. The Tradefmen's Bills, which in 1782 were 
^.3,898. 55. id. were in 1797, £-3>295- 2S ' leaving 
^•603. 3*. 4^. as a Diminution of Expenfe. The Average 
Amount of Tradefmen's Bills for Ten Years, from 1784 to 
1793 inclufive, was £.4,161 ; fo that the Bills of 1797 
appear in both Inftances to be materially diminifhed. Upon 
the whole of this general Account it appears, that between 
1782 and 1797, an Increafe of Expenfe has taken place, to 
the Amount of £.5,698 per Annum. This Increafe is ftated 
to have arifen principally from the advanced Price of Provi- 
lions, the additional Number of Out Penfioners, and the 
Relief of Perfons totally helplefs, and from Taxes ; and the 
Increafe upon the fingle Article of Proviiions is £.2,852. 
But it is alfo to be obferved, that a Decreafe has taken place 
within the fame Period, amounting to £.4,996 per Annum, 
leaving only an apparent Increafe of £.702. per Annum, not- 
withftanding the very large additional Difburfcments which 
have been neceflarily occafioned on all thefe fcveral Heads of 
Expenditure. 

The Nature of the Contingencies belonging to the different 
Officers may be learnt in fome Degree from the Copies of the 
Contingent Bills of the Deputy Treafurer and Secretary for 
1782 and 1797 j in the former of which the Poundage on 
the Artificers Bills forms an Item, which it is prefumed is to 
be abolifhed hereafter. 

Within the Walls of the Hofpital there are lodged, cloathed, 
and victualled, 476 Officers and Privates in Sixteen Wards, 
ef which Two Wards are affigned to each Company, making 

in 
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Jjl all Eight Companies. Their Pay amounts to £.1,269. 
13s. $d. which ufed to be paid till 1784, out of the Poundage 
of the Army, and was not voted by Parliament. The 
Poundage of the Army now goes generally in Aid of the Vote 
of Parliament. In 1797 the Vote was £.26,027. 1 & s - 9*l- 
and the Poundage £.2,800, making £".28,827. 1 & s ' 
The Expenditure of the Eftablifhment at the Hofpital, in 
1797, is Hated to have been ^.29,044. iSs. 7^. The Pay- 
ment of the Out Penfioners is managed by One Agent, who 
has a Salary of near £.1,600 a Year, out of which he pays 
about £.674 to Two Clerks ftationed at Chelfea, and Three 
others, One at each of the principal Excife Offices of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, from whence the Payments to 
the Penfioners are illued. 

In 1782 the Out Penfioners were in Number 11,907, and 
in 1795 they were 16,955. In 1782 their Expenfe was 
£.85,586. 45. 6\d. in 1795, £.114,136. is. $ld. Extra 
Penfions are paid in companionate Cafes, which feldom ex- 
ceed Four Pence a Day ; thefe appear in the Abftract of the 
Hofpital Accounts for the In-Penfion, and are paid under 
the Head of Contingencies and Extraordinaries. The total 
Expenfe of this Eftablimment is Annually before the Houfe 
in the Shape of a Vote to cover its Expenfes. 

The Extracts from the Minutes of the Board exhibit many 
Abufes, which rhe prefent Governors have (hewn a laudable 
Defire to correct ; and they have laid the Foundation of a 
Reform, which Time will gradually carry into Effect, if this 
Hofpital continues to be conducted upon the fame Principles. 
The Policy of the Eftablifhment feems to require that all the 
Offices mould be filled by Military Men, and that every 
Effort fhould be ufed to make the Money voted by Parlia- 
ment go as far as poffible in fulfilling the beneficent Intentions 
of the Public towards the Objects of this Institution.

An Account df the Eftablifhrnent of the Office for managing 
the CHEST at CHATHAM for the Year 1798; with the 
Attendance and Duties of the Perfons employed. 

THE Office called The Chest at Chatham was eftahlifhed in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, about the Year 1588, when 
many Seamen, being hurt and maimed in the Service againft the 
Spaniards, petitioned Her Majefty for Relief, who directed the 
Lord High Admiral to take their Petition into Confideration. He 
having confulted the Four principal Officers ot the Navy, it was 
agreed, with the Confent of the inferior Officers of Ships, and of 
the Seamen, whofe Pay had been increafed from a Noble to Ten 
Shillings a Month, to deduct. 6d. a Month out of their Wages for 
this charitable Ufe ; and that the Mailer Attendant, Mafler Ship- 
wright, Boatfwajns, and Purfers (the Gunners being admitted in 
the Year 1618) fhould have the Difpofal of the faid Money, as 
they fhould fee Caufe. Upon this Bafis it hath flood ever fince, 
without any confiderable Variation. 

The Bufinefs of the Chefl is managed at prefent by the follow, 
ing principal Officers : 

Two Supervifors ; and Nine Governors. 

The Two Supervifors are, the Comptroller of the Navy and the 
Refident Commifhoner of Chatham Yard. It is their Duty to fuper- 
intend all Matters refpecling the Cheft ; to controul the Proceed- 
ings of the Governors ; to decide upon any Bufinefs referred to 
their Confideration ; and to promote, as much as it is in their 
Power, the Intereft and Welfare of t'.iis Inftitution. They receive 
no Pay or Emolument. The Refident Supervifor had formerly the 
fame Allowance as the Governors ; but from June 1783, Commif- 
fioner Pioby, the prefent Refident Supervifor, declined accept- 
ing it. 

The Nine Governors are, the Two Matters Attendant, and 
Mafter Shipwright ot Chatham Yard ; Two Purfers ; Two Boat- 
fwains, and Two Gunners of Firft and Second Rates in Ordinary 
at the Port of Chatham. But if there are no Ships, or only One 
of that Defcription in the Port, they may then be chofen from 
Third Rates. Their Duty is, to be prefent at the viewing and ex- 
amining of all maimed and wounded Seamen ; to infpeft the Smart 
Tickets ; to determine, with the Afllflance of the Surgeons, what 
Sums fhould be granted as Penfions, or what fhould be paid as full 
Satisfactions, in Proportion to the Hurts received ; to direft and 
fuperintend all Payments of Money ; to vifit the Cheft Eftates, and

fee that they are kept in proper Repair ; to folicit for the Money 
required for the general Payment, and other Services of the Chert; 
to examine all Difburfements and Accounts ; to infpeft the Certifi- 
cates of Life and Powers of Attorney; and, in fhort, to give what- 
ever Affiftance may be neceffary, for the Benefit and Advantage of 
thofe for whofe Relief the Chert was eftablifhed. They receive no 
Salary; but -are paid each ns.Sd. a Day, for their acfual Attend- 
ance at every Meeting of the Chert ; which is dirtinguifhed into 
Monthly and Genera!. The Monthly Meetings are held for the 
AdmifTion of Penfioners, and for the Granting a Compenlation to 
thofe who are not admitted, by reafon of fmall Hurts ; for the 
Renewal of Penfion Tickets ; for the Difcharge of thofe who have 
recovered ; and for the Augmentation or Reduction of Penfions. 
Thefe Meetings commence the firft Tuefday in each Month, and 
continue till all the Bufinefs is fettled. The Number of Days is 
uncertain ; it depending upon the Number of Seamen and Penfi- 
oners who appear. In Time of Peace, it is feldom more than Two 
or Three Djys ; in Time of War it has extended to Eight. The 
General Meeting is Annual, and commences about the Middle o£ 
June, when the Penfioners, either in Perfon or by their Agents, 
are paid their Yearly Penfions and all Arrears due to them. During 
the Annual Payments, Two Days in the Week are partly appro- 
priated to the fame Bufinefs as is tranfafted at the Monthly Meetings. 
The Number of Days depends on the Number ot Penfioners on 
the Pay Books. The Average of the general Sittings for the lafl 
16 Years, from 1782 to 1797, is 66 Davs each. The Hours of 
Attendance are from Eight till Two o'Clock. No Holidays are 
obferved. The Two Purlers, in addition to their 11s. Sd. a Day, 
ate allowed, at the Annual Payment, 5s. a Day each for keeping a 
Pay Book, which is called the Governor's Book. 

Under the principal Officers for managing the Bufinefs of the 
Chert arc the following Appointments : 

An Accountant. An Attorney. 

A Cheque on the Ti eafurer Two Clerks. 

of the Navy. An AlMant Clerk. 

Two Surgeons. A Meffenger and Door Keeper. 

The Accountant is Clerk of the Rope Yard. It is his Duty to 
be prefent at all Meetings; to enter the Orders and conduct the 
Correfpondence ; to examine the Penfion Tickets ; to receive the 
Rents, and make the neceffary Difburfements ; to keep a Pay Book, 
called The Accountant's Book ; to pay the Seamen and Penfioners, 
or their Agents, at the Monthly and ^General Meetings ; and, at 
the End of the Annual Payment, to make up and balance his Cafh 
Account. He has a Salary of £".50 a Year ; and receives the odd 
Pence, which amount to about £.5 a Year. In Confideration of 
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his Services, he has had an Addition made of £-$o a Year to his- 
Salary, from the iff January, 1798, when the Funds of the Cheft 
were materially and progreffively augmented. He receives alfo- 
£ .10. ioj. for writing One of the Four Annual Pay Books. The 
Accountant, prior to the Year 1787, received \os. a Day at the 
Meetings of the Cheft ; but this Allowance was difccmtiniied, when 
an Election took Place in December, 1786. 

The Checque on the Treafurer of the Navy, is Chief Clerk in 
the Comptroller's Office for Seamens Wages, and refides in London. 
It is his Duty to examine and adjult all the Defalcations abated on 
Ships and Yard Books, in oider to charge the Treafurer therewith; 
to fend to the Governors the Impreft Bills, and to direct the fate 
Conveyance of the Money to Chatham ; to fend alfo an Annual 
Account of the Balances due to the Cheft ; to keep an Alphabetical 
Regifter of all Smart Tickets iffued by the Surgeons, and return 
the faid Lifls Monthly to the Governors ; to keep an Alphabetical 
Book, containing the Names of all Penfioners, with their Hurts ; 
and to attend at the General Meeting at Chatham ; to keep a Pay 
Book, called The Comptroller's Book. His Salaiy is/ .50 a Year, 
and ioj. a Day during the Annual Payment. 

Two Surgeons — One of whom is the Surgeon of Chatham 
Yard ; the other a Refident in the Neighbourhood. It is their 
Duty to attend jointly the Monthly Meetings, and Two Days in- 
the Week during the general Payment ; to examine and infpeft the 
Hurts of wounded Seamen, in Prefence of the Governors ; to 
report their State and Condition, and what Annual Pen (ion or full 
Satisfaction the P'anies appear to be entitled to ; and to review thofe 
Penfioners, who, having been admitud, appear at periodical Times 
to be examined. Their Salary is/". 60 a Year each. The Surgeon 
of Sheernefs Yard ufed formerly to be elected Affiflant Surgeon, 
at a Salary of £ .20 a Year. But that Appointment being found 
unneceflary, it was difcontinued at Chriftmas 1790, when Mr. 
Bellas, the then Surgeon, was removed from Sheernefs to Deutford 
Yard. 

The Attorney is a Refident in the Neighbourhood. It is his 
Duty to attfnd the Governors whenever lie is required, on all 
Occalions where legal Advice and Afhftance may be neceltary ; to 
draw up all I.eafes, Agreements, Sec. and to vifit, with the Go- 
vcrnors, the Chert Kitates, to fee that the Tenants perform the 
Covenants by which they are bound. He has a Salary of £ .'xo a 
Year; and, whenever Law Kxpences are incurred, he makes the 
ufual Charge by Bill. He formerly attended at the Monthly Meet- 
ings; and, at the general Payment, to examine the Certificates of 
Lite and Letters ot Attorney, for which he was allowed 10s. a 
Day ; but this Duty being now performed by the Governors, his 

Attendance. 
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Attendance has been difcontinued, and the Allowance ceafed from 
tlie Month of June, 1786. 

All the Principal and other Officers, as above fpccified, are 
defied, as Vacancies happen, by the Governors, and hold them 
during their Continuance in thofe Employments by Virtue of which 
they were eligible, except the Warrant Officers of Ships. Thefe 
are chofen only for Two Years, that, in Cafe there are more than 
Two Ships of Firft and Second Rates in Ordinary at the Port of 
Chatham, an Opportunity might be given to all of the fame Rank 
to ferve in Rotation. 

The Two Clerks of the Cheft are the Firft and Second Clerks 
of the Co m mifli oner of Ghat-ham Yard. It is -their Duty to attend 
at the Monthly and General Meetings ; lo fill up the Penfion 
Tickets ; to enter the Penfioners Names in the Hurt Books, with 
the various Defcriptions ; to note the Appearances, with other 
Remarks, in the Pay Book ; to make out Lifts for Payment of 
prefent Reliefs and full Satisfactions ; and Monthly Lifts for the 
Admiralty and Navy Offices. They are paid for their Attendance 
2t .the Monthly Meetings $s. a Day each; and, at the Annual 
Payment, for keeping a Pay Book, called The Supervifor's Boojc, 
an additional 5s. a Day each. They alfo receive £.10. \os. each 
for writing Two of the Annual Pav Books. 

The Affiftant Clerk is Clerk to the Mafters Attendant. He 
attends at the Monthly Meetings, and affiils the other Clerks in 
their refpective Duties ; for which he is allowed 3J. a Day. At 
the General Meeting, he has an Addition of js. a Day, for exa. 
mining the Hurt Books during the Annual Payment. 

The Door Keeper and Mcffenger is the Meffenger to the Com- 
miffioners Office. He delivers and receives allMeifages, for which 
he has a Salary of £.5. per Annum. He keeps the Door at the 
Monthly Meetings, for which he is paid is. 6d. a Day; and he 
calls over the Penfioners Names at the Annual Payment, for which 
fie is allowed an additional 3.5. 6d. a Pay. 

The Clerks and Door Keeper are appointed by the Governors. 

The Conductor at the Pay Office in London, whofe Bufinefs it 
is to convey Monev to the Pay Office at Chatham, and alf© to the 
Cheft, formerly attended at the Annual Payment, for which he was 
allowed io.(. a Day ; but that Attendance being found unnecefTary, 
has been difcontinued fince the Year 1786 ; and he receives now 
only the ufual Allowance for conducting the Money from London 
to the Cheft, which is 5s. a Thoufand for Tolling, and the Ex- 
pences of Guards and Coach. 

All the Offices are executed in Perfon, with a fingle Exception, 
which happened in the Year 1797, when there being no Refident 
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Purfers of Ships in Ordinary at the Port of Chatham, there were 
no Governors of that Defcription during the general Payment, 
when a Deputy was paid the ics. a Day for keeping the Pay Book, 
which would have been kept by the Purfers, if there had been 
any elected. 

There are no Fees, Emoluments, or Deductions, than what have 
been already mentioned. v

An ACCOUNT of the Receipts of Money, as diftinguilhed 
under the feveral Heads of Defalcations, Interest and 
Rents, which conftitute the Fund for the Support of the 
Chest at Chatham. 



FROM every Seaman, Warrant and Petty Officer, employed in 
His Majefty's Navy, are deducted 6d. a Month out of their Wages, 
for the Benefit of the Cheft ; q.d. a Month for the Chaplain, and 
2d. a Month for the Surgeon. But whenever it happens, that no 
Chaplain or Surgeon is borne on any of the Ships Books, the Four 
Pences or Two Pences fo appropriated, are parted to the Credit of 
the Cheft at Chatham : which has the Advantage alfo of any 
Mulfls or Fines impofed in confequence of Naval Courts Martial. 
The Money thence arifing is called Defalcations ; which, as the 
Ships are paid, are charged to the Treafurer of the Navy, who remits 
to the Governors, on their Application, fuch Sums as they may 
require. The laft final Defalcation Account, which has been ad- 
jufted and tranfmitted to the Governors, is brought down to the 
10th Auguft 1782 ; the End of the Treafurerfhip of the Right 
Honourable Ifaac Barre. But the Checque on the Treafurer of 
the Navy, fends to them every Year an Account of the Balances 
due to the Cheft. On the 31ft December 1796, the Balance was 
£.%g, 288. 8j. "]\d. of which, in the Year 1797, was remitted the 
Sum ot ^.39,000. The Balance due on the 31ft December 1797, 
is /.45,859. 8j. g{d. for which the Governors have not yet 
applied for an Impreft Bill ; the ufual Time being in the Month of 
April. But as the Defalcations are confiderably reduced in Time 
of Peace, the following Statement for the laft Ten Years, will ferve 
as a Comparifon betwixt Peace and War.

The 
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The Governors, having taken into Confidexation how much the 
Expenditure of the Cheft exceeds the Income of it in Time of 
Peace ; but that, in Time of War, the latter exceeds the former, 
refolved, with the Approbation of the Supervifors, in the Year 
1794, to inveft the Surplus Money, after the General Payment, 
and after referving a fufficient Sum for the Expenfe of the Monthly 
Meetings, in the Three per Cents Confolidated Annuities, at the 
Bank of England ; which having been continued every Year fince 
that Time, and the Dividends, as they became due, being alfo in- 
verted, the Stock at prefent amounts to/\i02,coo ; which produces 
an Annual Intereft of ^.3,060. To which muft be added the Sum 
of £.66. 51. being the Intereft of £.2,208. i8i. lod. purchafed 
in the fame Stock, in the Name of the Deputy Remembrancer of 
the Exchequer, as the Value of a certain Portion of Land, formerly 
belonging to the Cheft, that was bought by Government, for the 
Purpofe of erecting Fortifications, on the South Side of Chatham. 

The Governors are alfo Truftees for feveral Eftates that had been 
formerly purchafed for the Benefit of the Cheft, the Annual Rental 
of which is ^.801 ; the greateft Part clear of all DedufHons, and 
the Tenants fubjecl to repair. 

The Governors having, as they hope, fullv complied with the 
Injunction of the Honourable Committee of Finance, have no 
further Obfervations to make, neither can they fuggeft any other 
Retrenchments in the Expenfes ot this Department, or Improve- 
ments in its Cheques or Regulations, than what have been 
already made. 1

Supplement (A. 4.) 

The EVIDENCE of Sir Andrew SnapeHamond, refpe&ing 
certain Regulations propofed to be adopted in the Government 
of Chatham Cheft. 

O. 1. AT the Meetings of the Governors of Chatham Cheft, 
could any Steps be adopted to prevent the Bufmefs from being pro- 
tracted, without the Rifk of. debarring the unfortunate Petitioners 
from every proper Attention on the Part of the Cheft ? 

A. As I have never attended the Payments perfonally, I do not 
think myfelf qualified to anfwer this Oueftion fully ; but as it has 
been reprefented to me that only a certain Number of Petitioners 
are paid in each Day, and that a larger Number, even to 130, might 

be 
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be paid, without letTening the proper Attention to the Claimants, 
it appears right that fuch a Regulation fhould be recommended. 

Q. 2. Do any Retrenchments in the Payments from the Chefl 
occur to you ? 

A. The Purfers who are Governors of the Chert, appear to 
have double Pay for their Service at the Chell ; I fee no good 
Reafon for it, therefore might be reduced to the fame Allowance 
as given to other Warrant Officers. Thefe Two Regulations 
would be a Saving to the Fund by lelfening the Number of Days 
of Payment ; but in what Degree, or to what Extent, I am unable 
to judge. 



Supplement (B. i.) 

EXTRACT from the Return of theDireftors of the ROYAL 
HOSPITAL for Seamen at GREENWICH. 

■ THEY beg leave to reprefent that the Hofpital, founded origi- 
nally by the Royal Donations of King William and Queen Mary, 
and by many private Subfcriptions and Bequens, has leceived, in 
the courfe of this Century, feveral Grants and Eftates from Parlia- 
ment. Thofe Eftates were vefted by 16th Geo. III. in the Com- 
miffioners and Governors of the Charity, incorporated in the pre- 
ceding Year by His Majefty's Charter, which appoints His Majefty's 
Brothers, together with the Archbifhop of Canterbury ; the great 
Officers of State; the Lords and others of the Privy Council ; the 
JufUces or the Courts of King's Bench and Common Pleas; the 
Barons of the Exchequer ; the Attorney and Solicitor Generals; 
the Mafter of the Trinity Houfe ; the Lord Mayor and Three 
Senior Aldermen of London ; the Governor, Deputy Governor, 
Treafurer, Auditor, and Directors of the Hofpital (together with 
many others) to be incorporated, with the nfual Powers to pui chafe, 
demife, fell, &c. to fue and be fued ; to direft and manage all (he 
Affairs of the Hofpital, and to make Bye Laws ; and the Governor, 
Treafurer, and Auditor, with Twenty other Pcrfons therein men- 
tioned, are declared and appointed to be a Handing Committee, and 
to be ftiled the Directors of the faid Hofpital. 

The Salaries are (fated in the Annual printed Calendars ; and 
there are not any Pees or Sinecures. 

If the Commiffioners and Governors, or the Directors, were 
aware of any practicable Improvements in the Management, it 
would be a facred Duty, which is flrongly impreffed on their Minds, 
not to wait for any Recommendation oi thofe Improvements, but 
to order and to execute them conformably to the Truft impofed by 
the Charter. 

The 
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The Number of Seamen provided for by the Hofpital has gradu- 
ally increafed ; in 1708 there were 300 ; in 1728, 450; in 1738, 
1,000; in 1751, 1,300; and in 1782, 2,350; which, with 140 
Nurfes, and 150 Boys (the Sons of Seamen, who are educated for 
the Sea Service) is the prefent Eftablifhment. 

There are alfo at prefent about 2,000 Out Pcnfioners. 

The greateft Part of the magnificent Structures, of which the 
Hofpital is now compofed, have been raifed by the Commiffioners 
and Governors at different Periods of this Century, with an anxious 
Regard, on the one Hand, to CEconomy, and to the Funds of the 
Hofpital ; and, on the other, with a due Attention not only to Con- 
venience but to Appearance, in the Completion of an Eftablifh- 
ment fuperior to any other, and fuitable to the greateft Maritime 
Power that has exifted in the Hifloiy of Mankind. 

The Expenfe recently incurred in re-building and ornamenting 
the Chapel and Cupola, which were deftroyed by Fire in 1779, and 
of reftoring the other Parts of the Building which were damaged 
on that Occafion, amounted to ^".62,571. ys. id. 

The Revenue principally confifts of the following Branches: 

Six Pence per Man per Month from all Seamen and Marines in 
the King's and Merchant's Service ; the Halt Pay of certain Officers 
of the Hofpital ; forfeited and unclaimed Shares of Prize and 
Bounty Money ; the Duties arifing from the North and South Fore- 
land Light Houfes ; the Rents of the Market at Greenwich, and 
of Houfes there and in London ; the Rents and Profits of the 
Derwentwater Eftates, including Lead Mines, and of other Eftates 
purchafed in the North ; and the Interelt of Money inverted in the 
Public Funds. ' 

The total Receipt for the Year 1797 was 85,840. iru. j\d. 

The total Expenditure tor the fame Period, under the different 
Heads of Houfehold Accounts, Works, and Contingencies (which 
comprize the whole Expenfe of the Eftablifhment, including Out 
Pcnfioners, and an Annuity of 12, 500, payable to Lord New- 
burgh) amounted to ,£ .85,875 ijs. '$\d. exclufive of the Charge 
of the Boys Maintenance, Cloathing, and Education, which is 
defrayed out of a feparate Fund, arifing chiefly from fhewing the 
Hofpital, and from the Profits made in confequence of fome of the 
Petitioners taking up Money in lieu of their Provifions ; for which 
they are allowed fomething lefs than the full Value. 

The Money, as it comes into the Hands of the feveral Receivers, 
is regularly paid or remitted to the Treafurcr, and all the Balances 
are cleared in the Annual Declarations before the Chancellor o£ 
the Exchequer. . 

The Balance in the Hands of the Treafurer varies neceffarily, but 
is kept as low as the Circumftances of large and fluctuating Receipt* 
and Difburfements will allow ; it amounted to ^.13,528. 7/, id. 
per Month, on an Average, in the Year 1797.

'T^HE Patrole on the Road to London ordered to be increafed 
with Six Men in confequence of the frequent Robberies, and 
their Pay augmented; the Expenfe of which, in Addition, will be

18th December 1783. 

The Apartments of the Adjutant to be fitted up for an Infirmary, 
and Two additional Nurfes appointed to the fame; and that the 
Adjutant mould have the Surgeon's Apartments, and the Surgeon the 
Mafter Baker's, and the Office of Mafter Baker (hall hence,, 
forth be abolifhed ; and in confideratioh of his advanced Age, 
being 82, the Board are pleafed to allow him the Sum of £.1^0 
per Annum for his Lite, in lieu of Apartments, Furniture, and 
all Fees and Emoluments of Office whatfoever, to take place the 
23th Inftant. 

Ordered, that the Salary of the Organift be raifed to £^Q per 
Annum, he having no Apartments, or Allowance of Coals, Candles, 
or any Perquifite whatever, and the Duty of his Office requiring

Refolved, That the Practice of furnifhing the Apartments of 
the feveral Officers, and of fupplying them with various Houfe- 
hold Articles without Reftriftion, having been attended with great 
and increafing Expenfe, and being in its Nature liable to Abufe, 
be difcontinued, and that no Article whatever, except the neceffary 
Fixtures, be in future provided or repaired at the Public Expenfe, 
except the Great Room in the Governor's Houfe. 

That, 
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That, as the prefent Officers came into their refpeftive Situations 
with the Expectation of enjoying this Privilege, the above Refo- 
lution do only take place upon all future Appointments ; and that 
the ncceffary Articles of Furniture do continue to be repaired and 
fupplied to them during the Time theypoffefs their prefent Offices, 
in a moderate and reafonable Extent. 

That when any Officer is appointed in future, fuch Furniture 
belonging to the Public as may then remain in his Apartments be 
left for his Ufe.
